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FOREWORD 


‘ 


THE present arrangement of the Annual is the result of a decade’s 
experience. The problems which we are now facing concern not the plan, 
but the size of the volume and the promptness of its appearance. 

From the standpoint of size this Annual marks an advance upon those 
of recent years. The Executive Committee last March decided to limit 
the length of reports and to eliminate all material not definitely included 
in votes to print. (The absence of such a vote leads unfortunately to 
the omission of the excellent Convention Sermon by Rey. C. W. Gilkey.) 
The various Societies also have made reductions in their reports. While 
there is much still to be desired, this volume indicates progress. 

The more serious problem is that of promptness in issuing the Annual. 
Those who have not studied the situation can hardly realize how com- 
plicated is the “speeding-up” proposition under the system which obtains 
in the Northern Baptist Convention. This involves (1) our method of 
committee appointments and (2) our plan of including in full the reports 
of cooperating organizations. The former usually requires from six 
weeks to two months after the adjournment of the Convention. ‘The 
latter was never so serious as this year. The Executive Committee, after 
conference with the cooperating organizations, adopted a plan which 
should have made their material, with some exceptions, available at the 
time of the Convention. Nevertheless, the delays are the most serious 
for years. Oriental mails, uncertain freights, and secretarial changes 
haye conspired to retard the work beyond all precedent. Two Societies 
are still unable to send their material at this writing. It is evident 
that radical steps must be taken if the delegates are to have their Annuals 
more promptly. 

The Annual as a book of reference is indispensable to all who desire 
to keep pace with our denomination’s thought and activity. The Con- 
vention officers unite in requesting that it be commended to our people 
generally through church calendars and the denominational press, by 
pastors and secretaries, and that its purchase be urged at Associations 
and State Conventions. 

The Editor gladly acknowledges his indebtedness to all who have aided 
in producing the Annual. While he prepared the index to the Convention 
Section, that at the end of the volume was prepared by the Rev. D. G. 
Stevens, Ph. D., Book Editor of the American Baptist Publication Society, 
who also superintended the work on the volume at Philadelphia. There 
should be mentioned also his assistant, Miss Cora Beggs Thomson. The 
tables on pages 83-86 were furnished by the Rev. C. A. Walker, Statistical 
Secretary of the Convention. Thanks are, as always, due to Rev. R. A. 
Ashworth, who acted as clerk of the minutes; Rev. C. M. Gallup, as clerk 


: of reports; and Rey. P. C. Wright, as clerk of committees.

DECLARATION 


The Northern Baptist Convention declares its belief in the independence 
of the local church, and in the purely advisory nature of all denomina- 
tional organizations composed of representatives of churches. It believes 
also that, in view of the growth of the Baptist denomination and its 
extension throughout our country, there is need for an organization to 
serve the common interests of the entire denomination as State and dis- 
trict organizations serve their respective constituencies. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Chapter 384 of the Laws of the State of New York of 1910. 
Became a Law June 6, 1910. 


An Act To INCORPORATE THE NORTHERN Baptist CONVENTION 


Section 1. All persons who are now or who hereafter may become 
members of the organization called the Northern Baptist Convention, 
formed in the city of Washington, in the District of Columbia, in the 
year nineteen hundred and seven, are hereby constituted a body corporate 
with the name “Northern Baptist Convention,’ and under that name 
shall have perpetual succession and shall have the right to purchase or to 
acquire by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, and to sell, convey, or other- 
wise dispose of, any real or personal property. 

Sec. 2. The object of the corporation shall be to give expression to 
the opinions of its constituency upon moral, religious, and denominational 
matters, and to promote denominational unity and efficiency in efforts for 
the evangelization of the world. 

Sec. 3. The corporation, at any time it shall determine so to do, may 
elect or appoint such officers and may adopt such by-laws or regulations 
in relation to its organization, to the management, disposition, and sale 
of its real or personal property, to the duties and powers of its officers, 
and to the management and conduct of its corporate business and affairs 
as it shall think proper, provided such by-laws or regulations are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the United States or this State. 


Sec. 4. Meetings of the corporation may be held at such time or times 


and at such place or places in the United States as the corporation may 
_ determine from time to time. 


Sec, 5. This act shall take effect sonia 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of accredited delegates 
appointed as follows: 


(a) Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one delegate, 
and-one additional delegate for every one hundred members. 

(b) Any Baptist State Convention may appoint ten delegates, and one 
additional delegate for every ten District Associations included in it, above 
the first ten. ‘ 

Sec. 2. Accredited officers and members of Boards of Managers of 
cooperating organizations shall be delegates ex officio. 

The accredited officers and members of the Boards of Managers of the 
Woman’s Missionary Societies auxiliary to or cooperating with the Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Mission Society or the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society shall be delegates ex officio. 

Officers and members of committees of the Convention during their 
terms of service shall be delegates ex officio. 


ARTICLE ID 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a 
Second Vice-president, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
a Statistical Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the affairs of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. In the case of the absence of the President or his inability to 
serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president in attendance 
who is first in numerical order. ; 

Sec. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Convention, shall send notices to the members of the Executive 
Committee of the times and places of its meetings, shall inform the 
chairman of each committee of the names of its members and of the pur- 
pose for which it was appointed, and shall perform such duties as the 
Executive Committee may direct. ‘ 

Src. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of the Convention in a book provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. The Statistical Secretary shall collect, tabulate, and prepare for 
publication in the Convention Annual all statistics relating to the work of

the Convention down to the first day of October preceding the publication 
of the Annual. 

Should the officers of any State Convention fail to furnish the statistics 
of its own State to the Statistical Secretary, it will be the duty of the 
latter to collect such statistics from any available source. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to the Con- 
vention, keep an accurate account thereof and of the sources from which 
they were derived, pay them out on the direction of the Convention 
or of the Executive Committee, and at each annual meeting make a 
written financial report. 

Sec. 8.° Each officer shall be elected by ballot and shall serve from 
the close of the meeting of the Convention at which he is elected to the 
close of the next annual meeting, and until his successor is elected. 

Sec. 9. Any member of a Baptist church in the United States is eligible 
to any office or to serve on any committee, except where otherwise 
provided. 

ARTICLE III 
MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Convention shall meet annually on the third Wednesday 
in May, unless for some special reason some other time shall be fixed 
by the Executive Committee in conference with the Boards of Managers 
of the cooperating organizations. 

Sec. 2. Each delegate to an annual meeting shall pay a registration fee 
of one dollar, and on the payment of fifty cents in addition shall be 


' entitled to receive a copy of the Annual. 


ARTICLE IV 
COM MITTEES 


Section 1. (a) There shall be an Executive Committee composed 
of the officers, of former presidents who have served as such within the 
last three years preceding the annual meeting, and of thirty others elected 
by ballot, of whom at least fifteen shall be laymen. Of the thirty elected, 
ten shall serve for three years, ten for two years, and ten for one year. 
And thereafter shall be elected annually ten to serve for three years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation, or refusal to act of any of the 
thirty may be filled by the remaining members of the committee. 

(b) No one, other than an officer and a former president who has 


‘served as such within the last three years preceding the annual meeting, 


shall be eligible to membership in the Executive Committee after service 
thereon for six consecutive years, until the expiration of one year after 


_ the termination of such service. 


 {c) It shall be the duty of this committee to make arrangements for the 
meetings of the Convention, and to care for its interests between the 


meetings. * 
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(d) No appeals for money shall be made and no collections shall be 
taken at the meetings of the Convention which have not been approved 
by the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 2. (a) There shall be a Finance Committee of nine, a majority of 
whom shall be laymen. 


(b) It shall be the duty of this committee to prepare and present to 
the Convention at each annual meeting a budget based on the budgets 
submitted by the Executive Committee and by the cooperating organ- 
izations. 


(c) In case of an emergency arising between the annual meetings 
of the Convention, the committee, by the majority vote of all its members, 
may approve the incurring of indebtedness by a cooperating organization. 
Should such approval be given, the committee shall report its action with 
the reasons therefor to the Convention at its next annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. (a) There shall be an Apportionment Committee appointed at 
each annual meeting. It shall be composed of a representative from each 
of the following bodies: The Executive Committee of the Convention, 
the Board of Education, each of the cooperating organizations, a city 
church, a rural church, and a State Apportionment Committee, together 
with a District Secretary of a cooperating organization and an executive 
officer of a State Convention. 


(b) It shall be the duty of this committee: 


1. To divide among the States represented in the Convention the re- 
spective amounts to be raised as specified in the budget approved by the 
Convention, and to communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each 
State the amount apportioned to it; 

2. To appoint an Apportionment Committee for any State where no 
such committee is appointed; 

3. To employ such agents and methods and to take such other action 
to carry the apportionment into effect as to it may seem wise. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a Committee on Reports, to serve from the 
adjournment of each annual meeting of ‘the Convention until the adjourn- 
ment of its next annual meeting. All reports of cooperating organiza- 
tions shall be submitted to the committee as early as practicable before 
the next meeting of the Convention, at which the committee shall present 
its report in writing. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a Committee on Enrolment consisting of five 
persons, which shall be appointed at the first session of each annual 
meeting. To this committee shall be presented the credentials of dele- 
gates to the Convention, and the committee shall prepare from these 
credentials and shall report to the Convention a roll of delegates. 

Sec. 6. There shall be a Committee on Order of Business, which shall 


report each day to the Convention a proposed order of business for the . ~ 


next day. my 
Sec. 7. There shall be a Committee on Nominations of Officers and for 
vacancies in the Executive Committee. No one shall be a member of the 
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committee who is a salaried executive officer or an employee of a cooper- 
ating or of an affiliating organization other than a pastor, or who is a 
member of the Board of Managers of a cooperating organization, or a 
member of the Executive Committee of the Convention, unless under the 
authority of a by-law he shall be appointed a member of the Committee 
on Nominations without the right to vote. 


Sec. 8.. There shall be a Committee on Selection of a Place for the 
Next Annual Meeting, which shall report before the adjournment of the 
last session of the Convention at which the committee is appointed. 


Src. 9. There shall be a Committee on Resolutions which shall consider 
and report upon all resolutions referred to it by the Convention, and may 
originate and report others. A motion to refer to this committee shall 
not be debatable. The final report of the committee shall be presented not 
later than at the morning session of the last day on which the Con- 
vention meets, After the final report shall have been presented, no pro- 
posed resolution referring to a subject not included in the report shall 
be referred to the committee, but, without debate, shall be sent to the 
Executive Committee for submission to the Committee on Resolutions 
at the next annual meeting of the Convention. This by-law may be 
suspended by a three-fourths vote. 


Sec. 10. There shall be a Law Committee consisting of six persons. 


It shall be the duty of this committee to consider and report upon all 


matters referred to it by the Convention or the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 11. There shall be a Committee on City Missions consisting of 
nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study questions 
related to cooperation between city mission organizations and State Con- 
ventions, and the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and also all other general questions related to city mission work 


throughout the country. 


Sec. 12. There shall be a Committee on Baptist Brotherhood consisting 
of twelve persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to further the 
organization of men in Baptist churches for study, fellowship, and service, 
and to consider all questions related thereto. 

Sec. 13. There shall be a Committee on State Conventions consisting 
of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to review the 


work of the State Conventions that are affiliating organizations and to 


consider all questions concerning such Conventions and their relation to 
the Northern Baptist Convention. 

Src. 14. There shall be a Committee on Social Service consisting of 
twelve persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study social 
conditions and needs, to ascertain the activities of Baptist churches in the 
field of social service, to organize and enlist Baptists in practical and defi- 


_ nite lines of community service in city and country, to cooperate with 


similar agencies of other religious bodies, and from time to time to report 


its findings and recommendations through the religious press. 
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Sec. 15. There shall be a Committee on Religious Education consisting 
of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study the edu- 


cational needs of the local church, and in cooperation with the American - 


Baptist Publication Society to prepare educational courses for the promo- 
tion of the intelligent growth of the church, and for its symmetrical de- 
velopment in its varied relations to the community, to the outspread of 
Christianity, and to the world at large. / 


Sec. 16. There shall be a Committee on Young People’s Work con- 
sisting of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee, in coopera- 
tion with the American Baptist Publication Society, to superintend the 
organization of young people’s work, and to foster inspirational and educa- 
tional activities in connection therewith. 


Sec. 17. There shall be a Committee on Evangelism consisting of nine 
persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study the subject of 
evangelism with a view to discover and suggest the most effective means 
for promoting it, and in cooperation with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society to disseminate evangelistic literature, and in all other 
practical ways to encourage and promote personal evangelism, organized 
evangelism in the local church, and cooperative evangelism among the 
churches. 


Sec. 18. There shall be a Committee on the Coordination of Baptist 
Bodies Using Foreign Languages consisting of eighteen persons. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to study and report on the best methods 
for coordinating Baptist bodies using foreign languages with one another 
and also with other Baptist bodies, and also to report such other facts and 
such statistics related to the work of the committee as to it may seem 
proper. 

Sec. 19. Of the members first appointed on the Finance Committee, the 
Apportionment Committee, the Law Committee, the Committees on City 
Missions) on Baptist Brotherhood, on State Conventions, on Social Service, 
on Religious Education, on Young People’s Work, on Evangelism, and on 
the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages, one-third 
shall serve for three years, one-third for two years, and one-third for one 
year, and thereafter there shall be appointed annually one-third of the 
number of members to serve for three years. The members of these 
committees shall be appointed by the President on the nomination of the 
Executive Committee. : 


Sec. 20. The Executive Committee, the Finance Committee, the Appor- 
tionment Committee, the Committees on Reports, on City Missions, on 
Baptist Brotherhood, on State Conventions, on Social Service, on Religious 
Education, on Young People’s Work, on Evangelism, and on the Coordi- 
nation of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages shall report in writing 
at each annual meeting of the Convention. 


Src. 21. The Committees on Reports, on Order of Business, on Nomi- 
nations, on Selection of a Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on 
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Resolutions shall be composed of one of the delegates from each State 
to be nominated by such delegates and elected by the Convention at the 
second session of each annual meeting. A vacancy in any one of these 
committees shall be filled by the delegates from the unrepresented State. 

Sec. 22. No one shall be a member of any committee mentioned in 
Section 21 unless he be a delegate from a State whose State Convention 
is an affiliating organization. 

Sec. 23. The Executive Committee shall appoint annually one of its 
members, whose term does not expire the current year, to act as an 
additional member of the Committee on Nominations, without the right 
to vote. 

Sec. 24. The President shall appoint all committees, and shall fill any 
vacancy in any committee, except when otherwise provided. 

Sec. 25. The word “State” means any State, Territory, district, or 
dependency of the United States. 


ARTICLE V 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention by 
a two-thirds vote, any general denominational missionary, educational, or 
philanthropic organization, whose constituency resides in the States repre- 
sented in the Convention, may become a cooperating organization. 

Sec. 2. A cooperating organization must agree: 

(a) To insert in its by-laws a provision that all accredited delegates to 
each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be annual 
members of the organization; 

(b) To regulate its expenditures in accordance with a budget to be 
annually approved by the Convention; 

(c) To solicit funds only on the approval of the Convention, or on the 
approval of the Finance Committee given between the annual meetings 
of the Convention as provided by Article IV, Section 2, Subdivision (c) ; 

(d) To incur no indebtedness without the previous approval of the 
Convention, or of the Finance Committee as provided by Article IV, 
Section 2, Subdivision (c) ; 

-(e) To submit its books and accounts to the inspection of the Finance 
Committee; to prepare its budgets and to make its financial reports in 
such form as that committee shall request. 

Src. 3. The Convention, through its Executive and Finance Committees, 
will aid in raising funds needed to carry on the work of each cooperating 
_ Sec. 4. Cooperation between the Convention and a cooperating organ- 
ization shall be terminated on the expiration of a year after written notice 
ofa desire to terminate cooperation shall have been given by one to the 


other. 
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ARTICLE Vi 
BOARDS 


SECTION I. (a) There shall be a Board of Education, to be composed 
of twenty-one persons, to be appointed by the Executive Committee. Of 
the twenty-one first appointed, seven shall serve for three years, seven 
shall serve for two years, and seven shall serve for one year, and there- 
after seven shall be appointed annually by the Executive Committee 
to serve for three years. Vacancies caused by the death, resignation, or 
refusal to act of any of the twenty-one may be filled by the Executive 
Committee. 

(b) It shall be the duty of this Board to develop the educational con- 
victions of our churches, to make a comprehensive study of our edu- 
cational problems, and to foster such denominational institutions and 
denominational ministries in other‘ schools of learning as the Board may 
approve. 

(c) The Board may adopt by-laws for its government, elect its own 
officers and define their duties, and shall report annually to the Convention. 

Sec. 2. To each annual meeting of the Convention the Executive Com- 
mittee shall present the names of persons to be appointed by the Con- 
vention to fill such vacancies in the Board of Managers of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Convention as 
shall exist at the annual meeting of said Board. 


EAIRA RGIS WAU 
AFFILIATING ORGANIZATIONS 


SECTION I. On its application and the approval of the Convention any 
Baptist State Convention in any State represented in the Convention may 
become an affiliating organization. 

Sec. 2. An affiliating organization should agree: 

(a) To adopt the following statement of its objects: 

To promote in ithe\State of sn. o8: : the preaching of the gospel, 
ministerial and general education, the establishment, maintenance, and 
assistance of Baptist churches and Bible schools, and the care of worthy 
pastors, their wives or widows, and their dependent children. 

To give expression to the opinions of its constituency upon moral, 
religious, and denominational matters, to promote denominational unity _ 
and efficiency in efforts for the evangelization of the world, to support 
earnestly the work of cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and by affiliation with that Convention to promote its plans 
and work. 

(b) To provide for the promotion of these objects by thorough and 
efficient organization. 

(c) To appoint an Apportionment Committee whose duty it shall be to 
receive from the Apportionment Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention the statement of the amount apportioned by the latter to the 


i 
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State, to add to that amount the sum adopted by the State Convention for 
all other objects, and to apportion the aggregate amount equitably among 
the churches of the State and to notify each church of the amount appor- 
tioned to it. District Secretaries of the organizations cooperating with the 
Northern Baptist Convention and the State Secretary shall be advisory 
members of the State Apportionment Committee. 

: (d) To employ such agents and methods and to take such other action 

to carry the apportionment into effect as to it may seem wise. 


ARTICLE VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Section 1. On all ballots for officers and for members of the Executive 
Committee there shall be reserved a space after the name of the nominee 
for each office, and after the names of the nominees for the Executive 
Committee, in which spaces may be inserted the name or names of any 
other person or persons to be voted for, as the case may be. 

' Sec. 2. (a) When any motion is pending before the Convention, its 
consideration may be temporarily suspended by a motion that a vote 
on the subject shall be taken by the delegations from the States, and 
such a motior shall be deemed carried when supported by one-fifth 
% of the delegates voting; and upon the report of the result by States a 
motion to concur shall be in order; and in case it shall be decided in 
te. the affirmative, the matter shall be deemed settled; but if the Convention 
r. votes not to concur, the matter shall be dismissed from further considera- 


‘tion at that meeting of the Convention. 

Ps (b) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to one vote, and 
f an additional vote for every ten thousand members of Baptist churches 
i within the State in affiliation with the Northern Baptist Convention. 


(c) The vote of each State shall be determined by the majority of its 

delegates voting.

SECTION 5. TRANSPORTATION 


The Manager of Transportation, with the help of his assistants, has 
been able, through the courtesy of the railroad officers, to secure a con- 
tinuation of free or reduced transportation for a large number of the 
representatives of our national and State organizations. Where annual 
passes have been deemed most desirable for constant service, limited to 
the immediate field of the worker, they have been solicited, and in most 
instances freely granted. A careful scrutiny of requests will prevent 
us from being overburdensome to our friends, the railroads, and make 
them realize the value of our service. 


The action of the national government in taking over the operation of 
the railroads has so far not materially interfered with-the granting of 
favors to us. In a few instances, however, some roads are anticipating 
a restriction of the privilege, and are withholding favors until the policy 
of the government has been made clear. 
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Again we are grateful for the free office granted by the American 
Baptist Publication Society in Chicago, and for many courtesies otherwise 
rendered. We also thank the railroad companies for their large contri- 
butions to our work.

Ill, CHANGES IN THE BY-LAWS 
SECTION II 
The Executive Committee recommends amendments to the By-laws 
as follows: 
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A. Membership of Presidents in the Executive Committee 


That subdivisions (a) and (b) of Section 1 of Article IV of the 
By-laws of the Northern Baptist Convention be amended so that the 
subdivisions shall read as follows: 


“SECTION I. (a) There shall be an Executive Committee composed 
of the officers, of former presidents who have served as such within the 
last three years preceding the annual meeting, and of thirty others elected 
by ballot, of whom at least fifteen shall be laymen. Of the thirty elected, 
ten shall serve for three years, ten for two years, and ten for one year. 
And thereafter shall be elected annually ten to serve for three years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation, or refusal to act of any of the 
thirty may be filled by the remaining members of the Committee. 


“(b) No one, other than an officer and a former president who has 
served as such within the last three years preceding the annual meeting, 
shall be eligible to membership in the Executive Committee.after service 
thereon for six consecutive years, until the expiration of one year after 
the termination of such service.” 


B. Expenses of Apportionment Committee 


That paragraph 4 of subdivision (b) of Section 3 of Article 1V 
be repealed. 


IV. THE CONVENTION AND THE WAR 


SECTION 12. THE War COMMISSION 


Soon after the Cleveland Convention it was seen that our denomina- 
tion had a work to do for our Baptist boys in training-camps and 
cantonments, and for all others whose interests we could serve. Accofd- 
ingly the President appointed a War Commission (see this report, Section 
4, No. 1) to attend to this very important work. This action was con- 
firmed by the Executive Committee at its meeting in Chicago last Novem- 
ber, and the Commission will make its own report to the Convention. 


SECTION 13. THE PRESIDENT’S Visir ABROAD 
3 


The War Commission and the Executive Committee agreed that it 
would be heartening to our brethren beyond the sea if our President 
in person could give them fraternal cheer and the assurances of our 
oneness with them in the great struggle we are making together for the 
welfare of humanity. Accordingly in February our President, with the 
permission of our government, visited England and France on his mission 
of comfort. It is confidently expected that he will return in time for this 
Convention with a report of experiences that will greatly stimulate Amer- 
ican Baptists and others to deeper consecration and greater sacrifices in 
the holy cause we share with all true citizens of the United States. 
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V. CONVENTION FINANCES 
SECTION 14 


The budget for Convention expenses was added to the budgets for 
the cooperating organizations and distributed by the Apportionment Com- 
mittee among the States in accordance with the action of the Con- 
vention. It must be borne in mind that churches no longer contribute 
directly to the Convention treasury; that apportionments to churches 
now include the amounts expected for the support of the Convention; 
that the collecting agencies of the cooperating organizations are now 
the collecting agencies of the Convention also; that not one cent of 
the gifts of churches for missions is taken for Convention purposes, 
but that each cooperating organization pays to the treasury of the Con- 
vention a percentage of its receipts, ascertained by the ratio between the 
amount apportioned for that cooperating organization and the amount 
added to that apportionment for the support of the Convention. Accord- 
ingly the report of the Treasurer this year will not show any receipts 
from churches directly for Convention work, but will reveal the payments 
made by treasurers of cooperating organizations of amounts received by 
them from churches for the support of the Convention.

Report of the Delegates to the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


No meetings ever held by the Federal Council outrank in moral worth 
those of the past year. A special Council at Washington in May, an 
Interchurch Congress at Pittsburgh in October, and the meeting of the 
Executive Committee at Cincinnati in December, assemblies led of the 
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Spirit, issued in deeds challenging the thought and action of all godly 
people. 

A publication, entitled “The Churches of Christ in the Time of War,” 
gives the cream of this great meeting at Washington. Its chapter head- 
ings, which we would quote if space permitted, are not merely indicative 
of the facts and truth set forth; they are slogans for the needs of the 
present hour. 

The chief work of this meeting of the Council was to organize about a 
hundred men and women into a General Wartime Commission, with 
Dr. Robert E. Speer, president; Bishop William Lawrence, vice-president ; 
and Dr. William Adams Brown, executive secretary. As a clearing- 
house for denominational war commissions it enlists others than our 
constituent bodies, and has drawn into cooperative effort both Jews and 
Roman Catholics. We are glad to have the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion enrolled, and find Doctors. D. B. Gray and George Green most faithful 
coworkers. In full cooperation with the Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Christian Associations, the Red Cross, and other societies, it has united 
patriotic workers of all forms and names in the whole nation for the 
larger good of the army and navy. It gives special attention to camps 
and cantonments, as well as to the moral and spiritual conditions of the 
nearest cities, towns, and neighborhoods, and also to all interned aliens. 
A strong committee has been organized in France to extend our work 
over there and at the front. 

That our Convention interests are well cared for you may know when 
Presidents Barbour and Faunce with Doctors Bitting, Batten, and Stilwell 
are at the head of some of the most important commissions and com- 
mittees at work. We are glad to note that Dr. Alfred W. Anthony 
becomes the executive secretary of the Home Missions Council. 

We have.had regard to the nation’s soul in appeals for special prayer 
in February and in November, for a week of prayer in January and in 
Passion Week; and in the publication of “A New Venture of Faith” a 
rich program for a month of prayer and conference is offered. 

The Interchurch Congress at Pittsburgh deserves much more than pass- 
ing mention. Its findings are presented in “ The Manual of Interchurch 
Work,” a book whose worth is in inverse proportion to its bulk. Its 
aim “to unify existing Christian forces for the services of the kingdom 
of God” is being exemplified in many quarters, and churches are respond- 
ing to its call, emulating each other in their active cooperation and 
reconciling genuine denominational loyalty with the attainment of local 
unity for.economy of men and money. 

Stress of duties and railroad delays kept many from the Executive 
Committee at Cincinnati. Our permanent commissions, alert and construc- 
tive as ever, gave full proof of notable advance, though of the many- 
sided work presented only a few items can be named. The Rey. Charles 
O. Gill has completed a “Rural Survey of Ohio”; a Religious Publicity 
Bureau has been developed; a successful administration of Christian ser- 
vice is secured in the Canal Zone; and an American Huguenot Committee 
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has been organized through which our American societies working in 
Belgium and France may cooperate with churches and societies in these 
countries. They have sent to us the Rev. Henri Anet, Rev. Georges 
Lauga, and Rey. A. Victor Monod, the latter two being honored pastors, 
who are now chaplains in the French army. From Great Britain Sir 
George Adam Smith, notable for his scholarship, and Dr. Dugald Mac- 
Fadyen are coming to us bearing the warmest commendations of their 
government; and following the war there may be a generous exchange 
of pastors and teachers. 

The Christian Education Commission is giving much attention to week- 
day religious instruction, and has undertaken a new work which we hope 
to have completed at no distant day. The Temperance Commission joins 
with itself the National Témperance Society, formed in 1865, and, under 
the vigorous leadership of Governor Milliken and Doctor Stelzle, is mak- 
ing strides in a “ Strengthen America” campaign. 


Two years ago we sent Doctors Mathews and Gulick to Japan as 
Christian ambassadors, and now several bodies of men, economic, indus- 
trial, educational, and parliamentary leaders, have visited us. Already 
better relations are resulting, more students are coming here, and two 
far-reaching proposals are being considered—to establish a chair of Amer- 
ican History in the Imperial University of Japan and to form a League 
for Constructive Immigrant Legislation. 

The Washington office, as busy as a hive, is in immediate touch with 
all chaplaincy matters. Appointments in the army and navy are now 
systematized, an educational training-school has been established, and the 
organization of chaplains into a corps consonant with the needs of the 
men, the rights of the people, and the high character of the chaplains is 
promised. General Pershing has called Bishop Brent to be the chief at 
his headquarters. 

That the Council came into being for such a day.as this is more than 
ever clear. Competition is minimized and cooperation is magnified at 
home and abroad so that in local communities, and in plans for national and 
world-wide evangelization, loftier ideals, deeper convictions, clearer views, 
and wiser methods are being promulgated for the advancement of the 
kingdom of God. Hitherto we have been getting ready for the great 
task assigned to us, now “we may join hands with all men of good 
will of every land and race to rebuild on this war-ridden and desolated 
earth the commonwealth of mankind and to make of the kingdoms of the 
world the kingdom of the Christ.” 

In olden days “men of Issachar, who had understanding of the times 
to know what Israel ought to do,” were called to leadership. With the 
general title of a Committee on the War and the Religious Outlook certain 
men, chosen for their spiritual insight and penetration, will give them- 
selves to the consideration of the many vital things that will be forced 
upon our churches, especially after the war. The chairman will be released 
from his university presidency, and others will be released from their

present positions that they may give their entire time in whole-hearted 
devotion to these great matters, and they will naturally come into the 
closest relations with the committee in Great Britain formed for a similar 
purpose a year ago. 

The churches have not passed this way before, and as we front the 
future the love of Christ constrains us to exalt the larger matters of ser- 
vice, sacrifice, and unity, and to have clear views of our Lord, of ourselves, 
and of the open doors of opportunity which he sets before us. On the 
road to our true glory lies Gethsemane, and nothing will blend us into 
such indestructible oneness as fellowship in sufferings. Hunger, danger, 
and hope are said to be the forces that unify mankind. For us the one 
fruitful thing is sacrifice. To drink his cup, to share his sufferings, to 
lose ourselves for him, will save the nation’s soul, will leaven society, the 
church, and the world, and so “hasten the coming of the day of God.”

Your Committee on Denominational Day was practically reconstituted 
at Cleveland, but has pursued the same policy as hitherto.

Report of the Committee on Religious Education 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Committee on Religious Education herewith submits its seventh 
annual report. 
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I, THE REPORT FOR 1917 


The sixth annual report, submittted at Cleveland, Ohio, May 109, 1917, 
presented therewith Bulletin No. 6, “ Preparation for Church-Member- 
ship” (printed in January); Bulletin No. 7, “ The Church-School Build- 
ing”; Bulletin No. 8, “ Developing a Trained Leadership for the Churches” ; 
and Bulletin No. 9, “A Bibliography of Religious Education”; and all 
appeared in full, by the decision of the Editorial Committee, on fifty-three 
pages of the “ Annual of the Northern Baptist Convention for 1917.” 


II. THe CoMMITTreE AND ITs ORGANIZATION 


On the basis of the new by-laws of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
the entire committee was newly appointed last year, and divided into 
three classes (see names at end of this report). It now consists of 
nine regular members appointed by the Convention and five associate 
members. 

Two meetings have been held during the year: the first at Rochester, 
N. Y., November 26 and 27, 1917, and the second at Toledo, Ohio, February 
20 and 21, 1918. The increasing number of“problems arising in the local 
church has complicated our work. We have apportioned the pressing 
duties of these tasks to fifteen subcommittees. These small units of 
specialists have gathered, and are gathering, first-hand facts and experi- 
ences for presentation in printed documents such as we to-day lay before 
those leaders who are directly responsible for the conduct and nurture of 
the local church. 


III. MatrertaAL AVAILABLE AND IN USE 


This Committee, since its beginning in 1911, has issued six Folders and 
twelve Bulletins as contributions to the equipment for religious training 
in the local church. The American Baptist Publication Society has printed 
and generously distributed these documents by the thousands all over the 
land. The harvest is already being reaped in many churches, in the better 
organization and instruction in the Sunday School, closer cooperation 
between the different departments of church work, a new spirit of religious 
training that has resulted in the appointment in many churches of a com- 


_ mittee on religious education, and in some, of a church director of such 


training. 
IV. New DocuMENtTs 


Since the adoption of the plan of printing in January and May, the Com- 
mittee has been better able to meet emergency demands. At the November 
meeting a special emergency subcommittee prepared and printed in Janu- 
ary, “ War-Time Programs of Church Service,” Bulletin No. 10. After the 
issuance of this Bulletin, the War Commission of the Northern Baptist 
Convention decided to revise its earlier folder, and the Committee on 
Young People’s Work prepared a manuscript on the same theme. In the 
spirit of harmony and efficiency in our Baptist war work, the Committee 
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on Religious Education agreed to a consolidation of the three interests, 
and a special subcommittee met in Toledo, February 20 and 21, and effected 
such a combination. It now appears under the auspices of the War Com- 
mission of the Northern Baptist Convention. 


At this session of the Convention your Committee presents, in addition 
to its part in the above-mentioned War Commission document, Folder 
No. 6, “The Boy Scouts and the Church”; Bulletin No. 11, “Re- 
ligious Nurture in the Family”; Bulletin No. 12, “ Religious Education 
through Activity.’ The person or persons responsible for each docu- 
ment are named after its last paragraph. 


Every one of these themes is a problem in the local church, which has 
been calling for help. 


Suggestions of new and tested methods of solving some of these per- 
plexities are herein given. 


V. New Pros_eMs IN SOLUTION 


Your Committee has severglvlive topics in solution. Every subcommittee 
is wrestling with some troublesome theme, which will doubtless terminate 
in the near future in the issuance of ‘some printed document. Of these 
the following may be mentioned: “ Student Activities for the College and 
University Church”; “ Coordination of the Program for Sunday”; “ Re- 
ligious Education in the Rural Community ”’; “ Cooperation of the Church 
with Community Agencies”; “The Pageant Idea in Religious Educa- 
tion”; “ Five Year Program and the Sunday School”; “ Model Programs 
for Summer Assemblies, Institutes and Community Training-Schools”; 
“The Church and the Public School” (revision of Bulletin No. 4). 


VI. SpecrAL APPEAL 


When religion and the church are being tested in the crucible of war, in 
«camp and army life, it behooves us at home to hold the base-line with the 
tenacity and steadiness that will stand against the attacks of the foe. More 
than this, we should so increase our devotion and efficiency in our several 
sectors as to advance our lines and make gains in new territory for 
(Christ and the church. To do this requires us to avail ourselves of all new 
and tried methods.

Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Finance Committee has held three meetings during the Conven- 


_ tion year 1917-1918. The first of these meetings, held in New York on 


December 6, 1917, was of a special nature, and was called at the request 
of the Executive Committee, dated November 21, 1917: 


“Tt was voted that we request the Finance Committee to prepare, 
authorize, and publish a supplemental budget for the current fiscal year 
to include such additional amounts as may be necessary to enable our 
cooperating organizations and the War Commission of the Convention 
to finish their work for this fiscal year without debt.” 


In accordance with this resolution the Committee invited representatives 
of the several cooperating Societies to meet with the Finance Committee 
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and present and explain the items which they wanted to have included 
in the supplemental budget. As a result of this conference the Com- 
mittee approved a supplemental budget for presentation to the denomina- 
tion of the following items: ;

The way in which this supplemental budget was increased to a million 
dollars by the Laymen’s Movement and the efforts and success of the 
drive to raise it are now matters of history. 

A second meeting of the Committee was held in the city of New York 
on February 19 for the purpose of considering the proposed budgets of 
the cooperating Societies and Boards for the year 1918-1919, and for the 
consideration of any other business which might be presented. The budgets 
were considered at that meeting and tentatively passed. In addition, 
matters of interest to the denomination were considered. These matters 
were: First, the suggestion by the Finance Committee that the following 
principles for conducting annuity business be recommended to the coop- 
erating Societies and Boards of the Northern Baptist Convention with the 
request that they consider them and report back to the Finance Com- 
mittee their opinion as to their fitness and applicability: 


“Resolved, That it is the opinion of the Finance Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention that the following be the general principles 
upon which gifts for annuities be accepted by any one or all of the coop- 
erating Societies or Boards of the Northern Baptist Convention: 


“1. That annuity agreements be issued only in return for cash or for 
securities at not to exceed their market value, the market value to be 
determined by the quotations in financial journals of a recognized stand- 
ing, or by special report of a bond, stock, or real estate broker of reputable 
standing. 


“2. That annuity agreements be not issued in return for encumbered or 
unproductive real estate, and that as a general policy real estate be not 
accepted on an annuity basis. Any exception to this rule to be based upon 
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special circumstances applicable to that case which in the judgment of 
the Society or Board concerned may justify an exception to the rule. 


“3. That all cash, real estate, or securities received on an annuity basis 
be kept and invested separately and apart, during the life of the annuitant, 
from all other funds of each and every cooperating Society or Board, 
and the income received from said investments, as much as may be neces- 
sary, be applied to the payment of the annuities as they become due 
thereon. 


“4. That for each and every annuity agreement as issued by any 
cooperating Society or Board a sum be placed in reserve equivalent 
to the amount required by the insurance commissioner of the State in 
which the Society or Board is incorporated for corporations doing an 
annuity business, and that during the lifetime of the annuitant, said reserve 
be kept intact and invested in securities of such a character as are 
required by said insurance commissioner in the case of companies doing 
an annuity business for profit. 


“s. That as soon hereafter as possible no income received from any 
source, for the regular purposes of any cooperating Society or Board, 
either as gifts or income from endowment funds be used to pay any 
part of the amount due annuitants, but all such payments shall be made 
from income on annuity investments and from matured annuities. 


6. “That the amount of annuities maturing each year after satisfying 
the requirements of Article 5, be placed in an annuity reserve, and that 
each year an amount be transferred from the annuity reserve to budget 
receipts for the year based on the average amount placed in annuity 
reserve for the past three years. 


“7 That the form of agreement be uniform for all Societies and 
Boards, and the rates of annuity and conditions identical.” 


As yet the Finance Committee has not received a report from the 
several Societies and Boards with regard to this recommendation. It 
feels very strongly that the annuity business of the several Boards and 
Societies should be on a uniform basis, and that the basis should be 
extremely conservative and sound in every respect and in accordance 
with the best business principles and regulations regarding annuity agree- 
ments. 

The Committee further voted to request all the cooperating Societies 
and Boards of the Northern Baptist Convention to employ the same 
firm of accountants to audit their books, and that the accountants be 
asked to present in person their report to the Finance Committee. As 
stated in the report of the Finance Committee of last year, a uni- 
form set of blanks on which to prepare the budgets to present to the 
Finance Committee had been designed by the Finance Committee and was 
being used to the great satisfaction of the Committee and the Societies 
concerned. The result of this uniform plan of budget has been to stand- 
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ardize further the methods of accounting of the Societies, and it was felt 
that a further step in this direction would be taken if the accounts were 
audited by the same firm of accountants, to which the Finance Committee 
could give instructions and from which the Finance Committee could get 
information regarding the varieties of keeping accounts and the deviations 
from what seemed to be the best method. The Committee finds that 
there is an earnest desire on the part of the Societies and Boards to 
cooperate with the Finance Committee in every way in promoting and 
inaugurating the most approved methods of keeping the. accounts. As 
yet the Committee has not received information from the Societies on this 
recommendation. 


The Committee also considered, in joint conference with the representa- 
tives of the several Societies and Boards, the question whether in view 
of the present world conditions because of the war the plan of the Five 
Year Program, under which the amount to be apportioned to churches 
and individuals in 1918 should be forty-five per cent in excess of that 
received in the basic year 1914-1915, should be used as a minimum and in 
cases of special urgency exceeded. After full discussion, it was voted 
unanimously that an affirmative answer be given to the question. In 
view of this action the budgets of the several Societies and Boards were 
based on an increase of forty-five per cent of the amount to be appor- 
tioned to churches and individuals over the amount received in the year 
1914-1915, and in addition, because of the extraordinary conditions of 
foreign exchange and the high cost of transportation, the foreign mission 
Societies were given an additional amount. 


The Committee held a third meeting in Chicago, April 11, 1918, and 
approved the budgets for the year 1918-1919 in final shape, and submits 
them to you in coordinated form in the appended table. 

The gross amount of the regular budgets, not including specifics, is 
$3,142,249, of which $1,980,464 is the amount to be apportioned to 
churches, young people’s societies, etc. This is an increase of $391,446 
over the amount of the gross regular budgets for the year 1917-1918.

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55. W. G. Brimson, of Illinois, offered the following amend- 
ment to the report: 


That the Finance Committee prepare and turn over to the Apportion- 
ment Committee the budget which the churches are to be expected to 
reach not later than January first of each year; and that the Societies 
be instructed to advise the Finance Committee in season to accomplish the 
result desired. 


56. D. G. Garabrant, of New Jersey, offered the following as 
a substitute for the amendment offered by W. G. Brimson: 


That the Finance Committee be requested to decide upon the apportion- 
ment and issue the same to the Apportionment Committee by February 
fifteenth; and that the Societies and Boards be requested to furnish their 
estimates to the Finance Committee by January first. 


57. On motion of Pres. J. A. Earl, of Iowa, and after dis- 
cussion by Rev. S. E. Wilcox, of Iowa; D. C. Shull, of Iowa; 
Rev. A. S. Carman, of Illinois; and Rev. M. W. Twing; of 
Illinois, the two amendments (Items 55, 56) were referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

58. On motion of C. H. Parker, of California, the following 
amendment to the report of the Finance Committee was adopted: 


That there be added to paragraph 1 of the resolutions contained in 
thé report suggesting principles for conducting annuity business the 
following: 

“But we recommend an exception to this rule in the case of U. S. Script 
and Bonds, requesting the cooperating organizations to receive these at 
not less than par.” } 


59. After discussion by Rev. H. C. Gleiss, of Michigan, and 
Prof. F. L. Anderson, of Massachusetts, the report of the Finance 
Committee was adopted. 

60. The following report of the Apportionment Committee 
was presented by Rev. A. S. Carman, of Illinois, and, on his 
motion, was adopted: 


Report of the Apportionment Committee 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: i 
A DouBLE ANNIVERSARY 


This anniversary not only marks the end of a year of the utmost sig- 
nificance in the history of the General Apportionment Committee, but 
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completes a decade of the application of the Apportionment Plan to 
Baptist beneficence. For the Apportionment is the twin of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in years, having even had, like the Convention, a sort 
of prenatal year of experimental existence under the auspices of the three 
parent Societies. At the historic Anniversaries of 1907 in Washington, 
where the Convention was conceived, the Home and Foreign Mission So- 
cieties and the Publication Society, quite apart from any action of the 
inchoate Convention, announced that their Boards had agreed to make an 
apportionment of their budgets for the ensuing year. A rudimentary affair 
it was, yet it contained in germ all that has followed. But in this brief 
report we shall give a record of the year just closed, and then a résumé 
of the decade, with some deductions from the history of the ten years’ 
_ working of the Apportionment Plan. 


A New STATUS FOR THE COMMITTEE 


Through the act of the Cleveland Convention in amending the By-laws 
the Apportionment Committee began this year as a more permanent or- 
ganization, the Committee being divided into three classes of four each, 
one class being newly elected each year, and the Education Board was 
given representation on the Committee. 


EARLIER APPORTION MENTS 


At the Cleveland Convention, after extended discussion of the possibility 
of securing earlier apportionments, the matter was referred to the Appor- 
tionment Committee to arrange with the Finance Committee and the 
cooperating organizations. This Committee wrote in August to the So- 
cieties with a view to securing the presentation of their budgets to the 
Finance Committee in time for the presentation of tentative apportion- 
ments at the December Conference of the State Convention Secretaries at 
Buffalo, The Societies replied favorably, but the plan was frustrated by 
the abandonment of the Buffalo Conference. However, the result was 
largely obtained in other ways, for no year has seen such full conference 
on the apportionment as this year. 


A War BunpcGeEt 


The early November meeting of the Committee in New York revealed 
special and exigent needs of the missionary Societies, arising largely 
through war conditions, and a prospect of heavy deficits for the current 
year. These, it was found, would demand not only a large increase of 
the apportionments for the ensuing year, but some special emergency 
action to supplement the budget provisions for the current year, made 
before the entrance of our country into the war with the unprecedented 
conditions resulting therefrom. It was decided to ask for an apportionment 
for the ensuing year which should at least fully express the aim of the 
Five Year Program at this stage of its progress. The secretary was 
instructed to prepare as an exhibit a full apportionment worked out on 
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the basis of a pro rata increase of thirty per cent over last year, or forty- 
five per, cent over the basal year, as contemplated in the Five Year Pro- 
gram. It was further voted that the Committee meet in Chicago at the 
time of the meeting of the Executive Committee later in the month and 
invite the Finance Committee and the secretaries of eleven State Conven- 
tions of the middle West to meet in conference with it over the situation. 


THE NoOvEMBER CONFERENCE 


Five members of the Finance Committee and ten State secretaries met 
the Committee and, after hearing statements from the secretaries of the 
cooperating organizations and full discussion, voted their conviction that 
the proposed action was fully justified. On the following day the Execu- 
tive Committee adopted the recommendation of the conference favoring 
the large increase in apportionment for the coming year, and directed 
the Finance Committee to provide for a supplementary budget to meet 
the extraordinary needs of the current year. This was done at a meeting 
of the Finance Committee with the representatives of the Societies in 
New York early in December, where a supplementary budget of $801,241 
was allowed. There was no means of issuing a supplementary apportion- 
ment in the usual way for the raising of this sum, and little hope of 
raising it by that method so near to the end of the year. 


THE LAYMEN’S MovEMENT AND THE APPORTIONMENT 


The Baptist world knows the remarkable story of the Laymen’s Move- 
ment, the spontaneous rising of Baptist men quite independently, of the 
action just related. Finding this special need at hand, they promptly 
offered their services for the raising of this large emergency sum, which 
they voluntarily set at one million dollars for good measure and to meet 
unforeseen needs. The report of this remarkable movement will be given 
in its own place, but it has been necessary to refer to it in its relation to 
the normal work of the Apportionment Committee. The denomination can 
never again fall back to its prewar condition, nor can the vision of possi- 
bilities through lay enlistment ever be lost. Both the unparalleled demands 
of the war era and the beckoning possibilities of a denomination fully 
mobilized call insistently for bigger achievement. 


A RApicaL INCREASE 


At its February meeting the Finance Committee, after careful study. 
of the budget needs presented by the Societies, allowed gross apportion- 
ments averaging an increase of twenty-five per cent over those of last year. 
This increase, though it makes appeal for a smaller sum by far than was 
asked during the past year for apportionment objects through both the 
regular channels and the Laymen’s Drive, yet constitutes the most radical 
increase since the beginning of the Apportionment Plan. Although the 
general plan had been approved by representative conferences, the Appor- 
tionment Committee did not feel like putting forth the State distribution . 
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of apportionments without a full conference with the State secretaries as 
a whole. These were brought together at Chicago, April 11, together with 
the representatives of the Societies and the district secretaries, in a remark- 
able conference, where a deeply devotional spirit prevailed and there was 
utmost freedom of discussion. In the end the conference voted its 
approval of the tentative apportionments presented to it, and its purpose 
to do the utmost to raise them, though all acknowledged that ideal equity 
had not been reached in every case. 


Two MILLIons For MIssIoNns 


The apportionments, as will be seen from the accompanying tables, dis- 
tribute nearly two millions of dollars, of which about one million is for 
joint foreign missions and about one million for home objects. It should 
be remembered that this represents only that part of the Northern Baptist 
Conyention budget apportioned to churches, Sunday Schools, women’s 
circles, and young people’s societies. Other millions are provided for in 
the budget from individuals, for specifics, and for special purposes; and 
' when the sums raised for State and city mission work, for education, and 
for ministerial relief are added, the amount is nearer five millions than 
two millions. 


A Ten Years’ BacKwarp Loox 


In a summary review ofthe decade of this Committee’s work and of 
the working of the Apportionment there are some interesting and important 
suggestions. As has been said, the Apportionment Committee began house- 
keeping with the Northern Baptist Convention. It may be called the oldest 
child of the Convention. It seems clear from a study of early records 
of the Convention that the primary purpose of the Apportionment Plan 
was not an immediate and extraordinary bulge in missionary receipts, 
though large increases were hoped for. But the predominant purpose was 
the unification of our missionary effort and the more equitable distribution 
of our missionary burdens. This, with the educative effect of the adoption 
of business method, and the assumption by the churches of regular weekly 
contribution to all missionary objects as a part of their regular budgets, 
is the marked feature of the apportionment plan and would alone justify it. 
It is not to be denied that the plan in its early workings imposes limitations 
upon the cooperating organizations which may at times seem irksome in 
comparison with the utter freedom formerly possessed. 


STIMULATION More THAN INHIBITION 


But when this is said, it should be noted that the Apportionment Plan 
has been more characterized by stimulation than by inhibitions. It did not 
immediately strike its stride and may perhaps even yet not be in full swing, 
but there has been marked and fairly steady gain in achievement along 
many lines. The receipts from the apportionment in the past eight years 
have increased by nearly four hundred thousand dollars, and it has 
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carried the general beneficence of the denomination along with it to still 
larger achievement. It has kept missions perpetually on the map for a 
multitude of our churches and church-members. Concomitant with it and 
to some extent resultant from it, have been great movements like the 
Three Million Campaign, the Five Year Program, and the recent Million 
Dollar Drive. Rich legacy gifts are suggested by its constant reminder, 
and the enormous recent growth of annuity funds has doubtless been 
stimulated by it. It has survived in spite of being the storm-center of 
missionary. Criticism, and we are finding to-day that the gigantic govern- 
mental, Y. M. C. A., and Red Cross movements for the raising of money 
by the ten thousand millions have each adopted the name and method of 
the apportionment for their purposes with startling success. As used by 
us the apportionment method needs to be supplemented by the wise 
solicitation of great individual gifts. Provision is made for this in the 
budgets of all our Societies, but these recent wartime movements and the 
great Laymen’s Drive in our own denomination have revealed vast 
unworked treasure-lodes for us. 


THE GREAT CALL OF THE COMING YEAR 


As we face this coming year’s spiritual task amid bewildering and almost 
heart-breaking patriotic appeals, your Apportionment Committee prays 
that both may receive our noblest endeavor, and that the enlarged appeal 
which has already received the approval of the official representatives of 
the denomination may be, with whatever of self-sacrifice, carried to 
valorous completion by the individual churches and their members, who 
in our denomination have the ultimate and decisive word in all denom- 
inational action. :

The following report of the Committee on Evangelism was 
presented by Rev. T. J. Villers, of Michigan, and on his motion, 
after discussion by Secretary L. C. Barnes, of New York, and 
Prof. F. L. Anderson, of Massachusetts, and prayer by Henry 
Bond, of Vermont, was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on Evangelism 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The severe winter, the fuel shortage, and the world war have seriously 
affected our evangelistic work. In some sections the weather was the 
coldest in twenty years, and in many States the lack of coal compelled 
the abandonment of special meetings during the months when such meet- 
ings are usually held. However, while as a Convention we have not 
reached our quota of Goal One, we find many reasons for thanking God 
and taking renewed courage. 

For example, in Wisconsin, where not more than one-half the quota 
of baptisms has been reached at any time since the Five Year Program 
was started, nevertheless the churches have received more by baptism 
each year; last year the number being 1,215; the year before, 1,289; 
both of these numbers being larger than in any preceding year. Last 
fall New Hampshire reported next to the largest number baptized in 
any one of twenty-five years. North California reports 947 baptisms; 
Maine, 1,648; New York, 8,216. In West Washington twenty-nine 
special meetings resulted in 616 professions of faith, and 330 baptisms. 
Arizona has baptized one for every eight of the resident membership. 
Colorado, which is maintaining an Evangelistic Department at an annual 
expense of $4,000 above and apart from the apportionment of the 
churches, reports its quota as probably reached. In the East Washington 
and North Idaho Convention, where practically all of the churches have 
held special meetings, the quota seems to be exceeded. During the 
Minnesota Convention year 1,545 were baptized, a number surpassed only 
twice in the history of Minnesota Baptists. The most extensive program 
ever undertaken by our churches in Kansas resulted in 3,651 baptisms, a 
total equaled only once in their history. In Vermont there were 614 
additions by baptism, the most fruitful twelvemonth in half a century. 
Massachusetts has been gladdened by 6,254 baptisms, the largest number 
ever reported in a single year. 

In some of our States the war has undoubtedly had an unfavorable 
effect. The attention of the people has been diverted: from local interests 
and personal religion to international questions and world issues. The 
numerous financial appeals which the war has necessitated, and the call- 
ing of thousands of our choicest young men into our country’s service, 
have made evangelistic effort more than ordinarily difficult. On the 
other hand, the unwonted seriousness and deeper thoughtfulness which 
now pervade all classes have made it easier to hold religious conversa- 
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tion with non-religious people, and promise large ingatherings later for 
the church whose pastor and people are alert to the beckoning oppor- 
tunities of this new age. 

Our work among the soldiers has been signally blessed. Through the 
efforts of the Baptist pastor at Chillicothe, assisted by other pastors who 
ministered at Camp Sherman, 564 men confessed Christ in meetings 
between January 1 and April 15. Of the Y. M. C. A. workers whom 
Indiana has furnished, one has served as director of religious activities 
in the entire Central Division, and another through personal conversation 
led five hundred to Christ within seven months. At Camp MacArthur, 
where the chairman of your Committee was religious work director, in 
response to appeals made by himself and his helpers on the last five nights 
of his ministry there, 1,922 of “the boys” publicly lined up and signed 
up for Christ. Some of these were Christians, desiring to reconsecrate 
themselves. Others were backsliders, who repented and wanted to return 
to God. Hundreds were new converts, several of whom the Tuscania 
carried when torpedoed off the Irish coast. 

Throughout our entire Convention the churches have loyally responded 
to the call of the camp, sending large numbers of pastors and laymen, 
besides chaplains not a few. Of the twenty-one English-speaking pastors 
in North Dakota, one volunteered for camp service; two applied for 
chaplaincies; two engaged in Y. M. C. A. work; and one received his 
commission as a lieutenant. Massachusetts has six Baptist chaplains in 
the National Army. Besides furnishing three chaplains and thirteen . 
pastors as Y. M. C. A. workers, New Jersey has a number of Spirit-filled 
laymen, who are serving joyfully on both sides of the ocean. Of the 
fifty pastors and laymen whom Michigan has contributed, one (a con- 
secrated business man) is now in France, charged with the responsibility 
of purchasing all supplies for all the “ Y huts,” involving an expenditure 
of from thirty to fifty million dollars a year. Nor do we forget that 
when the National War Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. wanted a man 
to superintend the religious work secretaries in all the American training- 
camps, the Council turned to the Rochester Theological Seminary, and 
chose its honored president, who has served with distinguished efficiency. 

Our churches, in these war days, more than ever need evangelistic 
pastors, leaders properly trained, and thoroughly saturated with the spirit 
of Jesus. For, after all, it is not methods, but men, that count most. 
Therefore we urge the greatest care in the ordination of new recruits, 
and the utmost zeal on the part of those already ordained, that together 
we may help bring men and nations under the sway. of Christianity, 
which alone, as Lord Bryce has said, can secure the world’s peace. 

These are days too when it is essential, as never before, that the local 
church shall understand and undertake its own mission. No tabernacle 
meetings, or union efforts, or even vocational evangelists of our own 
choosing, can ever do the work which belongs to the individual Christian. 
Every church ought to have a well thought-out, constructive program, 
running through a period of years—a plan that will include not only the 
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winning of new disciples, but the training of them in some kind of 
useful service. Within the last year the Lowell plan has been tried with 
satisfactory results in fifty-six of the New Jersey churches. 

In these days when our laymen are especially called to “carry on,” it 
would be an achievement fraught with incalculable value if we could 
induce them to harness up their ability and energy to evangelism—the 
primary task of the church—using some such method of attack as they 
employed in the Million Dollar Drive. Never have they faced an oppor- 
tunity like this since the ascending Christ commissioned the fishermen 
of Galilee. Merchants and manufacturers to-day speak of things which 
make for the kingdom of God quite as naturally as they talk about ships 
and shoes and automobiles, and so are in a mood to respond, if the 
gospel appeal comes from an influential source. In Oregon last winter 
a team of Swedes went to a rural church, and led more than one hundred 
to a public confession of faith. 

Just as whole army divisions are swinging into action these days, 
so it has been found effective for units, like the association, to undertake 
simultaneous campaigns. Such a movement among Nebraska Baptists 
‘a year ago was so successful that they reached their goal of the Five 
Year Program, and increased their net membership by sixteen per cent. 

When Captain Falcon Scott lay dying at the South Pole, he said, as he 
thought of his son, “ Take care of the boy, there should be good stuff in 
him.” If the days ever were when the boys should be cared for, these 
are the days. Thousands of our best young men have gone from us 
to become the guardians of democracy. Surely we are cursed with 
indifference or stupidity if we are not earnestly engaged in winning and 
training their successors. Already in some Bible Schools, where men of 
vision teach, they have what is known as the decision period. Every 
Sunday the classes pause long enough to secure an expression from the 
scholars, and many are the young lives that are being won. 

However much the talk about the new day and the new religion, what 
we need is not a new gospel, but a new passion; not a new organization, 
but a new adjustment. The church that is now alive to the community's 
need and responsive to the world’s suffering, will not have to change 
much in order to grip and shape the life that follows the war. May the 
Christ who said, “As the Father hath sent me, even so send I you,” 
give us the vision, and the passion, and the adaptability, and the sacri- 
ficial spirit, that we may in some measure be worthy “to live in these 
great times, and have our part in Freedom’s crowning hour.”

Report of the Committee on State Conventions 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


THE GROWING SPIRIT OF COOPERATION 


? 


In the words of the historic “ Declaration” of interdependence, adopted 
in, Washington, in 1907, “there is need for an organization to serve the 
common interests of the entire denomination.” The organization then 
projected—the Northern Baptist Convention—ever since its inception has 
been continually seeking to further this beneficent end. Coordination of 
denominational activities is essential to the Convention’s most effective 
service; cooperation is its very essence. The efforts of the Committee 
which seeks to secure the fullest cooperation of our several State organ- 
izations with the Convention are, therefore, directed toward the consum- 
mation of the fundamental object for which the general organization 
exists. Failing of fullest cooperation of Convention and the State’ Con- 
ventions, all our denominational activities are less efficient; with it they 
all are the better fitted for their one great task—the extension of the 
kingdom of our Lord and Master. 

Viewed in the light of this common objective, no suggestion even of 
diversity of aim should be permitted to exist. Rivalry is unthinkable. 
Happily, wise denominational leadership is ever seeking to obtain unifica- 
tion, not identification, of all methods which increased responsibilities and 
ever-widening opportunities necessarily call'into use. There must be 
unity if any adequate solution of those problems of evangelization and 
education which are so apparent to every thoughtful Christian is to be 
expected. 

This Committee in its annual report does not attempt to invent new 
denominational functions. It diagnoses no new methods for organically 
relating State Conventions to the general organization. It believes that 
for the time being, at least, the greatest benefit may be secured by “ build- 
ing up the constitution” of the body under consideration rather than by

attempting, at this period of world storm and stress, any “ reconstruc- 
tion surgery.” 

That this spirit of cooperative service by the Conventions is steadily 
rising, the splendid activities of State Convention officers and con- 
stituencies in the recent “ Million Dollar Campaign” of the Baptist laymen 
abundantly prove. Again and again State Convention secretariés refer 
to this loyal service in their brief statements which form a part of 
this report. The annual muster of the State Convention secretaries should 
be the occasion for repeated efforts to even a greater extent than at 
present to entrench the great missionary work of the denomination 
within the churches and to call the State troops to the denominational 
colors in greater numbers and with increasing stores of golden ammunition, 


New EmMpuaAsIs ON AN OLp Susjecr 


The Committee desires to emphasize again the necessity for bringing 
this spirit of cooperative service to bear practically and triumphantly upon 
the year-in-and-year-out efforts to increase the contributions of the 
churches to our great missionary Societies. Here is opportunity for put- 
ting into active and hilarious practice the underlying principles of the 
cooperation we profess and for approving by deeds the practical coor- 
dination of missionary and educational plans. The Committee reminds 
the Convention of the report adopted at the meeting held in Minneapolis 
in 1916, which, it is believed, contains a sound basis for obtaining 
efficiency in developing the spirit of beneficence among the churches and 
individuals and for securing for our general missionary and educational 
organizations that enlarged income which they so urgently need and will 
so judiciously expend. The Committee, therefore, reproduces from the 
records of the Convention of 1916 the following recommendations which 
were then approved, but which nevertheless need, to a greater degree, 
to be put into enthusiastic operation: 


Since we should depend upon the normal development of the spirit of 
beneficence in churches and individuals for an increase in income, we 
recommend the improvement of our present methods by the larger use of 
existing denominational organization, as follows: 


1. That in every possible way the managing boards of State Conventions 
promote, within their respective States, the raising of the budgets of the 
cooperating organizations and of the Northern Baptist Convention ; 


2. That the organization of State delegations formed at the annual meet- 
ings of the Northern Baptist Convention be preserved throughout the year, 
for the purpose of promoting at State Conventions, local associations, and 
among the churches an enthusiastic support of our cooperating organiza- 
tions, and of the Northern Baptist Convention; and that an opportunity for 
orate this matter be provided by the Committee on Order of Business 
at each Convention. 


3. That the managing boards of State Conventions, State delegations to 
ae Northern Baptist Convention, officers of the cooperating organiza- 
tions, and such other men and women as can be enlisted, unite in the 
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prosecution of an annual every-church canvass in each State, in the in- 
terests of the largest possible contributions to our cooperating organiza- 
tions and the Northern Baptist Convention; . 


4. That we request the managing boards of State Conventions to see 
to it that an Executive Committee is appointed in each association, which 
shall, throughout the year, promote in each of its churches the develop- 
ment of interest in the support of our missionary and educational work; 


5. That we urge upon each church the importance of having a mission- 
ary committee that shall promote an annual every-member canvass, and 
the education of the church in missionary knowledge and giving; 


6. That we most earnestly urge upon these existing agencies in our 
denominational organization the utmost cooperation and efficiency in 
making possible an increase in our Baptist contribution to the world’s 
evangelization ; 


7. For the realization of the above suggestions, it will be absolutely 
necessary that a large number of devoted men and women give unstintedly 
of their time and personal effort. We therefore recommend that in each 
State a group of at least one hundred men and fifty women whose hearts 
thoroughly believe in the work of our cooperating organizations be 
formed by the board of managers of the State Convention to work with 
associations and their Executive Committees, in the every-church canvass, 
and in the development of the interest of churches in our Convention work. 


We also believe that any marked increase in giving must depend upon 
a closer and more vital relationship between churches and our mission 
fields and workers. A cause is strongest when its appeal is incarnated in 
human beings, or made concrete in definite enterprises that enlist sym- 
pathies as well as evoke enthusiasm. 


We should not be satisfied merely to sustain enterprises already under- 
taken, still less ever to think of decreasing the contribution which we are 
making to the great undertaking of the world’s evangelization. The en- 
largement of our service to the world should be our stedfast ambition. As 
our’ numbers, financial ability, and consecration increase we must extend 
our efforts to share with mankind the blessings of the gospel. We there- 
fore recommend: 


That the cooperating organizations keep constantly before the denom- 
ination, through Missions, the denominational weeklies, and in other ways 
such needs and opportunities as cannot be provided for by current contri- 
butions, in order to assure the denomination that our Societies are ready 
to move forward as rdpidly as the churches will provide the means to 
make the advance. 


Two RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Committee recommends that at the next annual meeting of the 
State Convention secretaries steps be taken to obtain so far as possible 
a uniform system of keeping and printing State Convention treasurers’ 
reports. The Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention has 
at length secured uniformity and homogeneity of initial budget-making 
and of subsequent accounting in the treasurers’ books of the general mis- 
sionary Societies, thus simplifying and clarifying their necessarily com- 
plicated accounts. A step in advance will be taken when a similar sys- 
tem in the several State Conventions shall have been adopted. 
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If there be State Conventions which havg not as yet begun to use the 
budget system for guidance and direction of their finances, the Committee 
urges upon their officers a careful consideration of the helpfulness of 
this plan, the object of which is to aid in keeping receipts in excess of 
expenditures and thus to avoid the disappoirltments and discouragements 
which invariably follow the announcement of recurring deficits. 


COOPERATION AND PROGRESS IN THE STATE CONVENTIONS 


In accordance with the precedent of previous years the Committee 
has sought from the best sources—the State secretaries—opinions as to 
significant aspects of denominational life. Necessarily more abbreviated 
than in even the already condensed paragraphs of the writers, these 
replies well indicate the growth of denominational solidarity: 


Arizona. Our Convention and the Northern Baptist Convention are 
in perfect accord as far as we know. We raised our Laymen’s Fund of 
$1,000 with fifty per cent added, and did it in a short time, being the 
first to remit our full apportionment. We established more churches 
than usual this year—T. F. McCourtney. 


Colorado, We have not needed any special effort to secure fuller 
cooperation between Northern Baptist Convention agencies and the 
churches in Colorado. There has been assistance in every way possible 
in raising the apportionments and in giving publicity to the Societies. 
The outstanding event concerns the upkeep of an evangelistic department 
at an expense of over $3,0c0, underwritten by personal subscriptions apart 
from Convention apportionments. We went “over the top” for the 
Million Dollar Drive—F. B. Palmer. 


Connecticut. The State is working in hearty ‘cooperation with all the 
plans of the Northern Baptist Convention. Two outstanding events this 
year: Hearty participation in the Laymen’s Million Dollar Campaign; 
the support of the War Commission of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, by our younger ministers in accepting positions as chaplains and 
Y. M. C. A. workers.—A. B. Coats. 


District of Columbia. The district is “No Man’s Land” in many ways, 
both politically and religiously. We have no direct affiliation with either 
North or South. All churches in sympathy with both. We took part 
in the Million Dollar Drive and did our share and more. No great 
events—J. W. Many. 


East Washington and North Idaho. The Convention is in complete 
cooperative relationship with the Northern Baptist Convention in all 
phases of its work. Our Convention churches have raised nearly $1,000 
more than last year on the regular apportionment for the national mis- 
sionary Societies. They have raised $3,800 of the $4,000 apportioned by 
the Laymen’s Million Dollar Drive, and in addition have enabled the 
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Convention to pay its own workers and all bills promptly at the end of 
every quarter.—A. H. Bailey. 


Idaho. Everything suggested by the agencies of the Northern Baptist 
Convention calling for action upon the part of our churches has been met 
with a hearty response. The fullest possible cooperation exists. Progress 
is indicated by: (1) Increasing our volume of State work by $1,600; (2) in- 
creasing the Convention receipts from the field $1,200; (3) exceeding 
apportionments for the national Societies; (4) raising ‘double the quota 
given us for the Laymen’s Drive. 


Illinois. In every way we try to emphasize strongly the worth and 
importance of the Northern Baptist Convention and its agencies and that 
the churches should be loyal to it. The two outstanding events indicating 
denominational progress are the heartiness with which the churches and 
people responded in the Million Dollar Drive of the laymen, and the 
splendid way in which our Baptist work is carried on at the State Uni-: 
versity —E. P. Brand. 4 


Indiana. The Convention is endeavoring to cooperate fully and heartily 
with all the work of the Northern Baptist Convention. No special efforts 
were employed this past year. We are making a healthy growth. Our 
response to the call of the laymen and our increasing support of our 
State paper might be mentioned—Carlos M. Dinsmore. 


Iowa. In the reorganization of our State Convention, four years ago, 
we made special provisions for closer cooperation with the Northern 
Baptist Convention, and we trust, also a closer cooperation of the 
churches with the Convention. The most outstanding event is the way 
in which the laymen and the churches of Iowa, generally, “put across” 
the Million Dollar Drive in lowa.—G. P. Mitchell. 


Kansas. Our State Convention has carefully cultivated among our 
churches the most cordial cooperation with the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and all its agencies. It was our greatest year for State missions. 
Good progress has been made in the endowment campaign for Ottawa 
University, and our people have taken commendable interest in the Lay- 
men’s Movement._J. T. Crawford. 


Maine. All our workers are in active sympathy with the aims and ideals 
of the several agencies of the Northern Baptist Convention. Our 
churches are kept well informed concerning its work. A substantial 
increase in membership and in benevolences indicates denominational 
growth and progress. The State-wide cooperation in the Laymen’s 
Campaign is an outstanding event with us, more than meeting our expecta- 
tions.—Irving B. Mower. : 


Massachusetts. No special effort has been made by our State Con- 
vention to secure fuller cooperation between the. Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and its agencies and the churches of our State. Matters are 
working smoothly and effectively. The outstanding event is the consolida- 
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tion of the Missionary Society and the Sunday School Association under 
the name of the Massachusetts Baptist Convention. The Laymen’s Drive 
for a million dollars has had a quickening effect—Hugh A. Heath. 


‘Michigan. The Convention is in full accord with the work of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. We have one collecting agency, and 
through this agency the churches pass their missionary money to the 
various Societies of the Northern Baptist Convention. Each Society 
receives its pro rata, which is acceptable to the national Societies. The 
outstanding event which indicates denominational progress lies in the 
large number of churches which have made a fifteen per cent gain, and 
which have proved loyal in the One Million Dollar Drive—E. M. Lake. 


Minnesota. The Convention is in fullest accord with the Northern 
Baptist Convention; office and officers are doing all they can to support 
and promote its work. The starting of the new building project for 
the church near the University of Minnesota (Olivet Church, of Minne- 
apolis) by the State Convention and the enlistment of the denomination 
in the enterprise is a notable event. More than one-half of the money 
has already been subscribed.—E. R. Pope. 


Missouri. There has been no direct special effort to secure any closer 
cooperation between the State and the Northern Baptist Convention this 
year more than usual. We have written agreements with the missionary 
Societies that the work in the State shall be done by our General Asso- 
ciation. We are gradually growing, and the new organization is being 
better understood and more heartily supported than ever before-—Joe P. 
Jacobs. 


Montana. Our Convention cooperates in every possible way and 
requests all its appointees to present denominational programs and to 
urge all churches to meet their apportionments for all denominational 
work. A fourfold event: (1) An increased membership; (2) new 
churches; (3) the largest amount of money secured through regular giv- 
ing on apportionment for our Convention in its history; and (4) the 
fact that although our churches average nearly eighty miles apart, 
Montana has probably exceeded its quota for the Laymen’s Million 
Dollar Drive by twenty-five per cent—G. Clifford Cress. 

Nebraska. No special effort to secure fuller cooperation. The epochal 
development of the efficiency of our department of unified beneficence 
indicates progress—Roy E. York. 

New Hampshire. We regard ourselves as in full cooperation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention. The outstanding event is the response of 
the laymen to the national campaign of Northern Baptist Laymen.— 
D. S. Jenks. 

New Jersey. The State Convention organization stands loyal to the 
Northern Baptist Convention in its approach to the churches. There is 
no outstanding event indicating denominational progress. There are 
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many little indications—increased, enlarged interest, a closer alignment 
of the Woman’s Home Mission Society with the State Convention, a 
disposition of interdenominational policy in approaching the task among 
foreigners, an increasing appreciation that some new attitude must be 
taken in the matter of little groups of churches in small towns and coun- 
try districts —R., M. West. 


New York. The State Convention has changed its constitution so as 
fully to cooperate with the Northern Baptist Convention. It appoints each 
year State Apportionment and Five Year Program committees. The 
spirit of evangelism is especially noticeable—E. B. Richmond. 


North Dakota, Usual encouragement was given by our State workers 
for the raising of the entire budget; the State secretary devoted the 
larger part of his time and strength for some six weeks to the cam- 
paign for the extra million which was for the benefit of the general 
Societies, also serving as campaign manager, and helping to raise one 
hundred and seventy-five per cent of the State apportionment. In spite 
of almost total crop failures, we went “over the top” in the Million 
Dollar campaign; besides, the State went $1.11 per capita of its members 
for its own State work.—C. E. Tingley. 


Northern , California. We stand as the clearing-house for all the 
agencies of the greater organization, and our churches are loyally sup- 
porting this leadership. The result is that in the year just closed the 
Northern California Baptist Convention leads all the Conventions of 
the Northern Baptist Convention in per-capita giving ($21.84), with the 
exception of Nevada, which, until four or five years ago, was a part of 
our Convention. The most outstanding event in our denominational 
progress during the year has been the securing of $30,000 toward 
the erection of a suitable building for our Berkeley Divinity School.— 
C. W. Brinstad. 


Ohio. The outstanding event indicating Baptist progress is the cam- 
paign of the laymen. It is true that it is not yet certain that the State 
has raised its quota, but at all events decided gain has been made in the 
support of our missionary enterprises. This united effort has drawn the 
churches closer together, and has doubtless helped to emphasize the 
unity of our Baptist work—Tileston F. Chambers. ; 


Oregon. In general, our whole Convention forces have been utilized 
in making effective the program of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
Our own policies are, so far as possible, influenced, and in many instances 
guided by the general policies of the Northern Baptist Convention. The 
outstanding event which most indicates denominational progress was the 
splendid drive for missionary and benevolent funds during the month 
of April. Our churches responded better than they had ever done before. 
And a by-product, in addition to securing about $30,000 for interests addi- 
tional to interests in which the State Convention was only financial 
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partner, tells a story of splendid achievement. This really represents 
a giving of practically $3 per capita for objects that do not enter into 
either State missions or local church investments.—O. C. Wright. 


Pennsylvania. There is the fullest cooperation between the Northern 
Baptist Convention and its agencies and the churches. There is no 
special outstanding event that indicates marked denominational progress; 
in fact, the total membership indicates a slight loss over that of last year. 
I suppose we must blame this upon the war.—C. A. Soars. 


Rhode Island. 1 do not know of anything in particular that has been 
done to bring the Northern Baptist Convention and the State Convention 
closer together except the working out of the budget through the Appor- 
tionment Committee. The temporary organization created through the 
recent Laymen’s Drive for a Million Dollars a denominational conscious- 
ness with all that is involved. I hope when we meet in Atlantic City 
this organization will become permanent.—B. T. Livingston. 


South Dakota. It is the purpose of all our churches to cooperate to 
the extent of their ability with all the agencies of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. The most outstanding event in our State, indicating denom- 
inational progress during the past year was the securing of $250,000 in 


_ pledges for the endowment of Sioux Falls College, of which amount the 


Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention is to provide 
one-half.—S. P. Shaw. 


Southern California. The churches are in full cooperation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention and the denominational Societies. The 
response to the demands for denominational beneficence is marked by 
a degree of consecrated liberality approaching genuine self-sacrifice. 
The loyalty of the churches to the Northern Baptist Convention is un- 
questioned. The steady, uniform faithfulness of pastors and churches 
in bearing added burdens occasioned by war conditions, while at the 
same time meeting the usual problems and maintaining the regular pro- 
gram of church life, has left no doubt concerning steady progress in 
efficiency and strength—W. F. Harper. 


Utah. Our convention is anxious and ready to cooperate to the fullest 
extent with the agencies of the Northern Baptist Convention and has 
always heartily responded to all requests and suggestions from such 
agencies. Growth is indicated by: (1) Increased receipts for State 
work by $1,250; (2) increased expenditures by $1,223; (3) raising quota 
for Laymen’s Drive plus thirty-three per cent. 


Vermont. The State Convention is in hearty cooperation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention, and received not only the general appor- 
tionment, but the apportionment for the Laymen’s Drive and substantially 


_ raised both. The State Convention officers are constantly keeping the 


Northern Baptist Convention and its agencies before the hearts of our 
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people. It looks now as though the Baptists would receive more mem- 
bers by confession of faith and baptism this year than in any year for 
fifty years back—W. A. Davison. 


West Virgimia. There is the most friendly feeling toward the Northern 
Baptist Convention and an earnest desire for the fullest possible coop- 
eration. Proof of this is the fact that from year to year our churches 
have gradually increased their offerings to home and foreign missions; 
in fact, to all the national Societies. It is encouraging to know that 
we are steadily advancing. The greatest need at this time is the putting 
of our educational work on a solid basis, and for the national Societies 
themselves to understand that practically the whole of this State is 
mission territory—A. S. Kelley. 


Western Washington. We aim to secure fuller cooperation between the 
Northern Baptist Convention and its agencies by continually keeping the 
Five Year Program before the churches. The outstanding event in our 
Convention field this year has been the wiping out of a heavy debt, which 
had been growing larger as the years went by. We are practically out 
of debt to-day.—Robert Gray. 


Wisconsin. The churches are, and have been from the start, in most 
hearty sympathy with the Northern Baptist Convention, and we are lead- 
ing them, to the very last church, to most hearty cooperation in every 
particular. The adoption and successful operation of the “ Alacrity Plan” 
to “alacrify” the churches by means of “alacrifiers” is an outstanding 
event —D, W. Hulburt. 


Wyonuing. Our State Convention has done nothing to secure fuller

The following report of the Committee on the Standardiza- 
tion of the Baptist Ministry was presented by Rev. T. J. Villers, 
of Michigan, who moved that it be adopted: 


Report of the Committee on the Standardization of the Baptist 
Ministry 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Your Committee on the Standardization of the Baptist Ministry reported 
last year through the Executive Committee. (See Section 9:1 of the 
report of the Executive Committee, 1917.) 

To us was referred the task of preparing a standardized requirement 
for ordination, this requirement to be recommended to the several State 
Conventions for adoption, so that thereafter in these States any man 
who has not already had a more thorough training shall be expected to 
complete this minimum course of study before he is recognized as a 
regularly ordained Baptist minister. 


In our report which you unanimously adopted last year, we made the 
following suggestions: 


1. That we begin with a simple two years’ course—for all candidates 
who have not already had its equivalent. It might be extended to pastors 
now ordained, and even to laymen who may wish to fit themselves for 
more effective service. 

2. That the outline contain: (a) A study of some good text-book on 
the English language, so as to make sure that the preacher will be able 
to speak and write correctly; (b) a course in the English Bible; (c) in 
biblical theology; (d) in Baptist history; (e) in homiletics; (f) in 
modern missions; (g) in modern Bible School work. 

3. That the examination be conducted (say, two a year) by a com- 
mittee of the State Convention, in such a way as each Convention may 
determine for itself. 

4. That where a church wishes to call an unordained man, he be 
licensed to preach for a limited period, perhaps authorized temporarily 
to administer the ordinances, but that ordination be postponed till he 
has satisfactorily completed his required studies. 


Through the kindness of Pres. Clarence A. Barbour, Pres. Milton G. 
Evans, and Dean J. W. A. Stewart, who have assisted us as a sub- 
committee, we now submit a list of text-books, from which the State 
Committee may make a selection in directing the two years’ course of 
study. The books represent different schools of theological thought. The 
purpose is to give the student access to the best that is found in reverent 
scholarship from all the points of view which are widely prevalent in 
our day and which he is sure to meet in one form or another.

At this initial stage, we recognize the difficulty of outlining a detailed 
requirement. But each State Committee can comply with suggestion “4” 
by choosing seven books covering the study of the English Language, 
the English Bible, Biblical Theology, Baptist History, Homiletics, Modern 
Missions, and the Bible School; and in that way make a beginning. Other 
books may be added as the candidate is able to take them. 

We believe it would be wise for a committee from this Convention 
to cooperate with the State Committees, thereby helping to unify the 


work and standardize the examination. 


Later it may be found advisable 


to link up this entire plan with our theological seminaries. 


Once more we emphasize the great importance of this movement. It 
has in it vast possibilities of increasing our efficiency; and we urge all 
State Conventions, not already committed to such a program, to put it 


into practice at once.

Report of the Five Year Program Committee 


During the year ending March 31, 1918, the second regular year of the 
Five Year Program, the activities of the General Committee have grown 
out of a recognition that attainment of the goals set at the Los Angeles 
Convention is dependent upon the results achieved by the individual 
churches throughout the denomination, and its work has therefore been 
focused upon the effort to help the churches to more efficient service. 


MosiLizATION WEEK 


Five Year Program Day, October 29, 1917, was followed by Mobiliza- 
tion Week. The call to the national colors which was stirring the nation 
to its depths lent added emphasis to the need for bringing every re- 
source of the church in men and means to the service of the Master. 
A poster and literature were prepared, and in many churches the week 
was made the rallying-point for the winter’s activities. 


CHURCHES WuicH ARE FINDING THEMSELVES 


The work of the Committee in continually stressing the idea of survey 
and mobilization as the means whereby our churches are to achieve 
larger results is already bearing fruit. It is becoming a common custom 
for churches to make a study of the task lying before them at the begin- 
ning of the year and to base upon such study a program outlining definite 
goals for its accomplishment during the year. With increasing frequency 
also are found churches which are willing to go seriously into the 
matter of their resources, studying with care their available assets in 
man power with a view of assigning to every member of the church 
the task which shall best minister to the development of his personal 
life as well as add most to the aggregate accomplishment of the church 
in Christian service. In church finance, wiser and saner methods are pre- 
vailing, and the churches are discovering that there are great possibilities 
of spiritual’ development in making a careful scientific study of the 
financial powers of the membership with a view to bringing each one 
through a course of wise training to the place where he is willing to 
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give intelligently and adequately according to his means to the service 
of the Master at home and abroad. Much of the work of the Committee 
in this respect will bring its fruition in increasing ratio through the long 
future. It is being conducted on basic principles with a view to securing 
permanent results. 


A DENOMINATIONAL SURVEY 


In this connection one of the most interesting pieces of work carried 
out by the Committee during the past year has been a survey of the de- 
nomination as to the use of the every-member canvass plan. It was con- 
ducted, for the most part, through the offices of the district secretaries of 
the missionary Societies and the secretaries of the State Collecting 
Agencies, to whom the Committee desires to make cordial acknowledg- 
ment for the aid given. A letter and return postal were sent to every 
pastor with the following results: 


2,258 replies were received. 

1,700 churches reported using the every-member canvass. 
526 had never used it. 

1,384 use it annually. 

1,415 secured results from good to excellent. 
131 secured fair results. 
54 failure. 


New LIrerAturReE 


The replies received from the survey have helped the Committee in 
publishing further literature calculated to be of service in the intro- 
duction of the every-member canvass. The survey establishes the fact 
that a large proportion of the more effective churches are in the habit of 
using the plan, but also demonstrates that many churches fail of the best 
results on account of faulty methods. It is evident that much further 
work will be necessary throughout the denomination to secure the adop- 
tion of the plan in those churches which have never used it, and also to 
improve the methods of other churches with a view to securing the best 
results from its use. 


THE Every-CHURCH CANVASS 


The every-church canvass is an outgrowth of the every-member canvass. 
It is a plan which is being used by Associational Five Year Program Com- 
mittees for the purpose of rendering the churches within the association 
more efficient and has for its main effort a visitation of every church 
in the association by a team chosen and trained for the purpose. This 
plan requires a great deal of faithful, painstaking, and self-sacrificing 
work which is doubtless the reason why it is less popular than the every- 
member canvass, but it is growing in favor and during the past year has 
been used successfully and effectively in Massachusetts, New York, Indiana, 
Nebraska, and other States. The Committee has published literature con- 
cerning it and commends the plan to the investigation of other States. 
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CONFERENCES AND INSTITUTES 


The Secretaries of the Five Year Program have been ready at all times 
to cooperate in the holding of institutes, conferences, and assemblies for the 
presentation of great kingdom ideals and the church efficiency methods 
growing out of them, and during the year have participated in such con- 
ferences in practically every State, as well as assisted hundreds of 
churches in the conduct of the every-member canvass, fellowship, visita- 
tion, etc. In the prosecution of this work it is worthy of note that the 
Methods Secretary, Rev. F. A. Agar, has traveled 74,505 miles. 

Following the Mobilization Week a nation-wide series of conferences 
was planned to impress further the ideals of the Five Year Program 
and at the same time to bring to the attention of the denomination 
matters of outstanding importance, such as the work of the War 
Commission, the critical needs of our missionary Societies and Boards, 
the educational situation, and the need for recruits for the work at 
home and abroad. The preliminary work in connection with the holding 
of these conferences had been done when plans commenced to develop 
for the Laymen’s Campaign, and inasmuch as it was felt that the latter 
would, in a large measure, achieve the desired results, the Committee 
very gladly held its plan in abeyance so that the entire force of the 
denomination could be concentrated upon the Million Dollar Drive. 


A SIGNIFICANT FEATURE 


The Committee holds the conviction that by far the most significant 
feature of the denominational life during the past year is the spontaneous 
development of interest among the laymen in the work of the kingdom 
which has already given such proof of its possibilities in the Million 
Dollar Drive. We believe the movement to have been brought about by 
God for the furtherance of those larger ideals of world service which 
have so rapidly developed in the minds and hearts of our people. 

There has been a significant growth in our understanding of the 
magnitude of the world task during the years which have elapsed since 
the Los Angeles Convention. The Five Year Program was prophetic 
of the larger conception which is being gained of the world’s need and our 
obligation. America’s entrance into the world war has acutely emphasized 
the same principles. 


GRASPING THE ENTIRE DENOMINATIONAL TASK 


From the beginning of its work the Committee has had a growing 
conviction that the time was rapidly approaching when the denomination 
would be prepared to undertake a cooperative forward movement in the 
world kingdom work in keeping with the significance of the times, the 
great latent resources of the Baptist people, and the imminence of social 
problems which can only find their solution in the Christian message. 
Other Christian bodies have recognized the situation and are undertaking 
forward movements of an ambitious nature. In preparation for a similar 
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advance the Committee has made an effort during the past year to bring 
together data from the various Societies and Boards of the denomination 
indicating the proportions of the task which each confronts. When 
combined, these various forecasts of needs constitute a call to Christian 
loyalty and generosity which may well elicit the utmost heroism of God’s 
people. 


“Tue LAYMEN’s MovEMENT AND THE Five YEAR PROGRAM 


The rise of the Laymen’s Movement’ at this juncture is one of the 
manifest providences of God and concretely expresses the determination 
of the men of our denomination to serve in a manner adequate to the hour. 
The Five Year Program Committee profoundly thanks God for this de- 
termination, and has embodied its conviction that the laymen should be 
given the fullest opportunity for carrying it out in the following votes 
of its Executive Committee: 


Voted: That it is the sense of this Committee that the Laymen’s Move- 
ment should be continued as an element of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention with representation upon the Five Year Program Committee and 
the Executive Committee of same, and also that the Northern Baptist 
Convention be asked to take action making such representation possible. 


Voted: That should the Laymen’s Movement be organized in relation 
to the Northern Baptist Convention, the Five Year Program Committee 
function through the Laymen’s Committee during the coming year, it 
being understood that the Executive Committee of the Five Year Program 
should constitute the Committee of Conference. 


These votes look toward a forward movement in which the Five Year 
Program Committee pledges the laymen its utmost aid in the vigorous 
effort to realize the new kingdom ideals which, without unduly anticipating 
the report of the Laymen’s Committee, we feel sure may be expected.

The progress made toward the attainment of the financial features of 

the Five Year Program goals is of an inspiring and encouraging nature. 

At the close of the second year we find ourselves with more than two- 

thirds of the amount of goal three already reached. Under goal four 

additions to the funds of the University of Chicago carry us four and one- 

half million dollars beyond the goal, while seventy per cent of the entire 

amount of the goal has been reached, even though we exclude these 

items from the account. Under goal five notable advance has been 

y _ made this year. The total receipts for missions and benevolences reached 

the sum of $4,310,652, or 28.2 per cent over the basic year, while the gifts 

from the churches to the five Societies on the budgets show a five per cent 
gain over last year and a thirteen per cent gain over the basic year. 

The substantial achievements of the denomination on a financial line, 

however, throw into higher relief the very serious shortcomings in goal 

one. There has been a definite decline in the annual number of baptisms 

from the year of the Los Angeles Convention to the present time. The 

figures for the home churches alone, excluding mission fields outside the 

a United States, are as follows: The basic year (preceding the Los Angeles 

Convention), 75,3090; 1915, 95,764; 1916, 83,444; I9I7, 72,213. Dr. L. C. 

Barnes, the Field Secretary of the Home Mission Society, holds the theory 

y that the Five Year Program was born at the crest of a great wave of evan- 

gelistic earnestness. This is borne out by the fact that the figures show 

a recession which this year carries us below the pre-Program period. 

It should be a ground for serious scrutiny as to how far this is an indica- 

tion of lessening spiritual power in the life of the denomination. Cer- 

ae ' tainly a continuance of the present situation will brifg us to the end of the 

Te _ Five Year period with far less than a fifty per cent achievement upon our

Report of the Committee on City Missions 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


So largely has our conception of city missions changed during recent 
years that your Committee feels that a definition of the term is appropriate. 
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City Missions DeFInep 


City missions means constructive, cooperative, Christian city planning, 
with efficient execution by denominational groups as well as by the 
combined Christian forces of a given city. In short, city missions has 
come to stand for denominational statesmanship in the proper distribu- 
tion among the several communions and the several churches of a 
given communion of Christian work in a great city—not doing par- 
ticular tasks, however needy or efficiently, but acquiring the habit of 
efficient cooperative effort in behalf of the religious life of the city as 
a whole. A city missions secretary or superintendent should be an in- 
terpreter of district to district, church to church, race to race, and class 
to class, and enough of an ecclesiastical engineer to harness forces to 
tasks. -Nothing short of a city-wide and a city-broad planning can be 
a proper expression of denominational responsibility in a great city. 

¢ A typical community of middle-class Americans needs to be churched 
and its energies reservoired; that requires church extension. A slum 
needs to be drained; that requires both cooperation in civic reform and 
participation in human salvage through rescue missions. Neither of 
these types of ministry so much as touches the fringe of the foreign 
colonies of our great city, so largely impervious to any normal American 
or Christian influence. Here is required that peculiar blending of the 


\ old and the new to be found in the work of our foreign-speaking 
pastors, who must do this work largely in the languages of their own 
kinsmen. 


City missions should mean to us the organized effort of our churches 
in-any given city to bring all of their resources to bear upon all of 
the problems of the city with which the gospel of Christ is concerned. 
Since Jesus the Christ was interested in everything that had to do 
with the redemption and welfare of the human race, we, his disciples, 
organized into churches, must also be similarly interested. It follows, 
therefore, that a Baptist city mission organization should grapple with 
every phase of endeavor in which the churches of our day ought to 
be interested. 

We have too long neglected to emphasize the importance of coopera- 
tion. We have too often failed to plan comprehensively and wisely. It 
is the function of a city mission organization to draw together the best 

N thought of all of our churches in any given city, and wisely and in a 
statesmanlike way to apply the lessons learned from experience to every 
phase of the whole group of problems confronting the Christian work 
in our great cities. With this conception of the purpose of the city 
mission organization, boundless opportunities are opened up before us. 


The Home Mission Society is gathering valuable information and 

. statistics, also training a staff of experts which are at the service of 

PEN these city mission organizations and which will prove of inestimable value 
_. . as these plans shall be more fully developed. By keeping in the closest 
touch with the State Convention of the given State, receiving aid and 
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inspiration from this larger unit, and at the same time bringing the 
reaction of the intensive work in the great cities to bear upon the State 
organizations, we shall develop unity of thought and continuity of effort 
from the local city mission society on through to the national organ- 
izations, which will enable us to do more efficient work and to accom- 
plish larger results than ever before. 


A CITY-WIDE PROGRAM 


There should be a city-wide program for which all of the churches 
in the city should realize their responsibility. ‘‘No one lives to himself 
alone” is as true of the churches as it is of individuals. Your Com- 
mittee would suggest that in each city a survey of the whole field be 
made and a comprehensive policy adopted; then if such a survey shows 
that new missions are needed, these should be wisely planned; but if, 
on the other hand, it shows that certain sections of the city have more 
Baptist churches than can be sustained properly, there should be a 
merging and recasting of the forces, in order that the largest service 
may be rendered. Only in this way can we develop strong and healthy 
churches able to support an aggressive missionary campaign. Such a 
campaign will enable us to assume our full responsibility for all of the 
work in a given territory and to make a more intelligent effort to 
accomplish the most. 


AMERICANIZATION PROGRAM 


In this hour of national peril churches have responded admirably. 
They may perform a yet greater service in quickening and strengthening 
those forces and processes which shall ultimately fuse many races, 
severed by old-world hatred, into one people indissoluble. We must 
recognize that our national peril is here quite~as much as overseas. 
We have not such a dismembered nation as Austria-Hungary, without 
the fusion of races or the bond of a common language, but we have 
our perils owing to our failure to amalgamate people, in our newly 
formed commonwealth. For this reason, for the past few months, in 
connection with our city mission organizations through Americanization 
mass-meetings, conducted chiefly in foreign languages, there has been 
an attempt to interpret the ideals of America and her altruistic war aims _ 
to those who have little opportunity to hear these ideals or aims. 

These mass-meetings have been suppleniented by classes for first-voters, 
particularly for women recently enfranchised, classes to teach English, 
and classes in American history and civics. 

This program inaugurated by one of our city mission organizations has 
been taken up systematically and aggressively by our Home Mission 
Society with the cooperation of the Woman’s Home Mission Society and - 
the Publication Society. It should meet with the largest cooperation of 
every missionary organization and every church, whether in town or 
city, wherever New Americans are to be found. It is highly fortunate at

this hour that our denomination, by the emphasis which it has placed 
upon work for foreign-speaking peoples, has gotten the sympathetic at- 
tention of racial groups and foreign colonies which have not been other- 
wise permeated either by American or Christian influence. Fortunately, 
we have recognized the necessity of approaching foreign groups in a 


language that is intelligible, making a concession to the deeper feelings 


of those we have sought to win. Having made this approach through 
a foreign language to convey our religious message, we must not now 
permit a foreign language to become a barrier to the creation of a deeper 
national unity. On the other hand, we must not destroy the results of 
long years of sacrificial effort nor demolish constructive forces through 
prejudice of a foreign language or lack of appreciation of another people. 
The handling of this problem requires Christian statesmanship within the 
church itself. Your city mission organizations are endeavoring to deal 
with it intelligently. 


CHRISTIAN CENTERS 


The Woman’s Home Mission Society, in cooperation with the Home 
Mission Society, is arranging to establish Christian centers in the neglected 
parts of our great cities and other manufacturing communities. The 
plan, so far as developed, looks to the establishing of community houses, 
embodying most of the work of the social settlements, plus a positive 
evangelistic effort. We believe much good can be accomplished by means 
of such centers. The matter is reported here in order to give it widest 
publicity and to voice our hearty support. 


£ 
On. FEDERATION 


One of the most important lessons the present world war is teaching 
us is the value of cooperation. Needless waste and duplication must be 
avoided. It is worse than futile for us to allow an unnecessary multi- 
plication of churches and Christian effort. Our boys are fighting shoulder 
to shoulder; they are sitting side by side in the army Y. M. C. A. huts; 


_ they are gaining comfort and strength from the same Bible and the same 


Christ while they are in the trenches. They will not forget these experi- 
ences when they come back from overseas. 

Christianity is being put to the test in our great cities. The cost of 
conducting religious work in the cities is enormous and growing more 
expensive. It behooves us, therefore, to conserve our available assets 
as much as possible. If Christianity is to make the real progress that 
it should and bring its full force to bear upon the community, the 
denominations must learn to do team-work. In some places good 
progress is being made along these lines; in others, the competitive 
spirit controls. 

We recommend that careful studies be made to ascertain just how 
much unnecessary competition and duplication exists; also that sincere 
efforts be made to get leaders of the various city missionary organizations 
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. 


of each city together, and that comprehensive plans be made intelligently 
to cover the needs of the city. Many new conditions will face us. We 
must get at the situation in a larger and more comprehensive manner than 
ever before. 


MEMBERSHIP BUREAU 


It is suggested that whenever members of our churches remove to 
another city, their names and addresses be sent to the executive officer 
of the city missionary organization, who will give them to the church 
best situated to minister to their needs. This will help to avoid much 
needless waste. :

WueEreEAS, Present world conditions are causing readjustments of far- 
reaching significance among the twelve million negro citizens in our 
land; and, 


Wuereas, The new problems presented by these changes can be solved 
only by a sympathetic and intelligent Christian cooperation on the part 
of all who are affected thereby; and, 


Wuereas, Such cooperation requires that the facts be ascertained and 
carefully studied, and that-consfructive plans be made for a helpful 
service in the solving of the problems presented. Now therefore, be it 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention that a Special Joint 
Commission on the Interests of Our Negro Citizens, which shall represent 
both the Northern and the Southern Baptist Conventions, should be 
appointed to gather the facts, interpret them, and report back to the Con- 
ventions their findings with recommendations as to ways in which the two 
Conventions, jointly and severally, can most effectively aid in the solution 
of the problems presented. Be it further ; 


Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention be and hereby is authorized to appoint seven members on such 
a-commission; and that the Committee be instructed in the name of this 
Convention to invite the Southern Baptist Convention now in session at 
Hot Springs to appoint a like number of members on this Special Joint 
Commission; and, be it also 


Resolved, That this Commission shall have the power to invite to sit 
with it, as may seem wise, representatives of the negroes themselves.

Report of the Board of Education 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


At this tenth anniversary of the Convention the Board of Educatiom 
presents its seventh annual report. The first suggestion for the organ- 
ization of a Board of Education was made at the third session of the 
Convention in Portland, Ore., in 1909. The Board was created at the 
fourth session in Chicago, in 1910. This Board was one of the first 
permanent organizations of the Convention, arising out of the conviction 
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that the time had come for us to undertake Christian education as a 
denominational task: For the first few years the Board had rather 
a precarious existence owing to the lack of sufficient financial sup- 
port. But at this tenth anniversary of the Convention, the Board of 
Education may fairly claim to have outlived the experimental stage 
and to have attained the strength of maturity and permanency. The sup- 
port of every kind which the Board is now receiving is evidence that the 
denomination has reached the point of readiness for a forward movement 
in this most important phase of Christian service. 


THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


In some important respects our present report differs from all its 
predecessors.. This has been a year of arrested development, and yet, 
it has been a year of real triumph. For the last three years the Board 
of Education has been bending all its energies to the attainment of the 
educational goals of the Five Year Program. We have set ourselves 
definitely to the task of reaching each of these goals before that period 
shall have expired. Last year we reported that we had made distinct 
progress toward each of them, and that we had full expectation of 
attaining all of them. But then came the war. 


Let us refresh our memories as to these educational goals in the Pro- 
gram. 


“Student pastors in twenty-five universities, one thousand Bap- 
tist students in theological seminaries, fifteen thousand in colleges and 
universities, and six million dollars for additional educational en- 
dowment and equipment at home and abroad.” ; 


THE WaR AND OuR COLLEGES 


A year ago none of us had dreamed how seriously this war was to 
affect our whole educational program in America. If we had recalled 
the inroads which the Civil War made upon our educational system 
we should have foreseen something of the present situation. 


The war has demonstrated the strength and glory of our American 
colleges and universities. We have heard much in former years to the 
effect that education has little practical value. It has been widely 
said that the years spent in college or university are wasted years; - 
that education unfits a man for success in business; that it renders him 
incapable of leadership. We shall never hear these remarks again from 
any intelligent man. If there is any one thing this war has demonstrated, 
it is the practical value of education. 

When war was declared a year ago last April and the War Department 
faced the necessity of finding a large number of officers for its new 
army, it turned first of all to the American college and university. It did 
not turn in vain. These institutions immediately responded and poured 
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forth their best. ~The exact figures have been gathered from one hundred 
and forty-six institutions, and it has been found that they had given, last 
November, 14,264 of their students to the war. On this basis there are 
not less than forty thousand young men who a year ago were students 
in American colleges who are now in the army and navy. 


The officers of this new American army are very largely college 
trained men. At the officers’ training-camps last season there were about 
forty thousand men, eighty-five per cent of whom were college students 
or college graduates. The commissions went very largely to the college 
men. It is estimated that eighty-five per cent of these new officers 
are men with college education. When the second camps were opened the 
War Department sought to fill them with educated men, 


The greatest care of all has been taken in selecting men for the aviation 
department. At first it was required that every man must be a college 
graduate. Now it is. necessary for a man to have had the equivalent 
of at least two years in college before he is accepted. We certainly need 
no further testimony to demonstrate the practical value of education in 
training men for the most trying positions in life. The colleges have 
already covered themselves with glory. Nowhere in America have the 
fires of patriotism burned so brightly as on the campus of the American 
college. It has been with difficulty that the officers have been able to 
retain any of their male students. Every student is anxious to do 
his bit. 

The contribution of these colleges may be illustrated by the example 
of our oldest American university. Harvard published last December a 
list of the activities of her professors, students, and graduates in the war. 
The list contained the names of 5,095 of her sons. There were in the 
army 2,000; in the Reserve Officers’ Corps 1,000; in the navy 713; in for- 
eign armies 122; in the Red Cross service 220; in the ambulance service 
420; in the other branches of service 620. There are 116 professors giving 
entire: time to the government and 100 part time. Harvard has been 
conducting through the year another reserve officers training-school with 
1,885 enrolled; a radio school with 2,000; a naval cadet school with 150; 
a school for the Quartermaster’s Department; two military courses, a naval 
course, and a course in military medicine. The college is supporting four 
base hospitals in France. Eight of its buildings are used entirely for 
military purposes and four others in part. What Harvard is doing other - 
colleges are doing in proportion to their means and size. 

The students in our Baptist colleges have not been slackers by any 
means. ‘The reports indicate that 2,196 young men who were enrolled in 
these colleges last year or this have gone into service. In addition, 
over 3,370 alumni are also known to be enlisted in the army and 
navy. ' 

Two facts stand out clearly. We shall not be able to attain our goal 
of fifteen thousand students in college in this five-year period. All hope 
of that is gone unless the war comes to a sudden close. But we have done 
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something better. We have sent a splendid group of trained men into our 
national service to help win this war and to secure the triumph of the 
democratic principles for which our fathers died. 


The second fact stands out clearly. Our colleges have demonstrated the 
value of the great investments which have been made in them. They 
have proved the wisdom of the men who have put their money into 
them. There has been criticism of our colleges that they have never 
justified their enormous investments. If they have never vindicated them- 
selves before; they have done so now. It takes some such striking demon- 
stration to convince some men. 


But the fact that our colleges were able in a few weeks to present to 
the government material for thirty-five thousand officers is sufficient to 
justify any investment. Germany laughs and says that we take green 
men, put shoulder-straps on them, and call them officers. But Germany 
does not know that these are thoroughly disciplined .men trained for 
leadership. What would this great unprepared nation have done without 
these men in this crisis? These colleges ought never again to lack 
money. An intelligent and grateful nation ought to give them gladly 

- all the funds they need to prepare leaders for national life. Some 
of these colleges by reason of the contribution they have made are 
now facing serious deficits. Certainly our men will not permit these 
institutions which saved the nation to bear crushing burdens now. Not 
for their own sake merely, but for the sake of the service which they 
must render, they must be supported. Some men are saying that these 
war days are no time for our colleges to be asking for money. There is 
an adage about the goose that lays the golden egg that ought not to be 
forgotten now. Our hope for world leadership in the new day lies in our 
American colleges and universities. 


THE WAR AND THE MINISTRY 


Another serious effect upon our educational work has been created 
by the war. We had expressed the ambition to have one thousand young 
men in our theological seminaries preparing for the ministry and mis- 
sionary work. Not that we need that relative annual increase in the 

* total number of our ministers, but that we do need a great increase 
in the number of our educated ministers. 

But that ambition has also been shattered. The war has spoiled these 

ae hopes. The total attendance at our Northern seminaries last year was 
nine hundred and ninety-seven. This year it is eight hundred and eighteen. 

The attendance at our seminaries has not been so seriously affected as the 

-’ attendance at the seminaries of other denominations. We have only 
by begun to feel this influence. Our classes will become smaller as the war 
goes on. We would not have it otherwise. If our students for the 
ninistry fail to feel the call of this hour, they cannot be the kind of 
> ministers we shall want when this war is over. Any man who presses into 
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the seminary to avoid the draft cannot minister to the men who will return _ 
from the front. 

We must not be seriously disturbed if some of our seminaries should 
have to close their doors. The final result of this war is not going to 
be detrimental to the ministry. When it is over we are going to have 
an accession of strong young men who have caught a new vision and a 
passion for service. The final result cannot fail to be good. 


If there is a temporary diminution in the number of trained young men, 
the church may have a new appreciation of the value of a trained ministry 
and may give its attention to this matter as it has not done for years. 


There is one point at which we shall feel the pinch in the diminution 
of our ministerial students, and that is in the recruits for foreign ser- 
vice. If the war goes on for two or three years we may face a crisis 
at this point. It may mean that our Foreign Mission Society will have 
to appeal to many young pastors and ask them to face again the question 
as to whether they are not more needed at this critical time in the Orient 
than in the Occident. 


The war is making it perfectly evident that the church can no longer 
depend upon untrained men for its leadership. The necessity for trained 
leadership has been made apparent in every phase of modern life. Re- 
ligion and the church can furnish no exception. If the church is to keep 
pace with the times and commend its message to this new world, it too 
must have a highly trained leadership. It can no longer depend upon 
untrained men or half-trained men. We must make no mistake at this 
point. The United States Government has determined to appoint as chap- 
lains in the army and navy men who have had a full. college course 
and a complete professional training. If we must have this type of man 
to serve in the war, how can we hope successfully to put the great tasks 
of world construction in the hands of other than thoroughly trained 
leaders? We need to increase greatly our number of educated ministers 
at the earliest feasible moment. 


\ 

It has been suggested that now that our choicest young men are going 
to the war and not to the seminary, we would better let down the bars 
and admit many partially trained men to our schools of theology. This 
is no time to follow this dangerous course. Now is the day when we 
should raise our standard and not lower it, When the world is putting 
more severe tests to men in every other profession, we cannot reverse 
the policy in the church. Would that we Baptists could see the hand- 
writing on the wall and set a new standard for our ministry that would 
give us a new position in the world! 


This situation, however, must force the church to take up the question 
of recruiting for its ministry with renewed zeal. Most men receive their 
strong impressions for the ministry in their early teens. In the face 
of the probable shortage the church ought to begin at once a concerted 
movement, not to get young boys to commit themselves to the ministry, 
but to plant the seeds in the hearts of its best and most promising boys. 
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No better time will ever be found than now when their older brothers 
are giving their lives for a great cause. 

We are not disheartened by the present situation. While this has been 
a year of arrested development, we believe that when the sunshine of 
peace once again floods the earth the church will reap a rich harvest 
among its choice young men and women, who will give themselves in 
a great service that this deluge may never again overwhelm the earth. 


THE UNIVERSITY Pastors 


It was to be expected that the work of the Board of Education would 
suffer at a third point as a result of the war. The life of our great 
universities has been disorganized, and the work of university pastors 
has suffered accordingly. Some of our men have gone to the war. Some 
have resigned to take other positions. In some universities it has been 
impossible to develop the work. There have been local complications at 
one or two points. We have found it impossible to secure the right 
type of men to fill vacancies. We have to report therefore a most un- 
satisfactory year. Our staff of men giving full time has been reduced 
to five. These men are at Cornell, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Minnesota, and 
Colorado. We have had men giving part time at Columbia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Kansas, California, and the Iowa Teachers 
College. 

We have not changed our convictions that the Board has a most im- 
portant service to render in the university field, and despite war con- 
ditions we are determined to press this work as strongly as we can. 


THE FINANCIAL CAMPAIGNS 


One year ago we reported that the year then closed had been one of 
great financial activity. There has probably never been a year in the 
history of our schools when so many financial campaigns were in progress 
or when so many thousands of dollars had been subscribed for our in- 
stitutions. We reported that the campaigns under way had as their 
goals not less than $22,450,000, of which $9,666,919 had been pledged. 

We anticipated that this present year would see a marked recession of 
interest in this line. We expected that the interest of our people in the 
war, and the many funds which must be raised for the war, would mean 
that little could possibly be done for our colleges. 

Reports indicate that the situation is far better than we had anticipated. 
The table appended shows that the amounts pledged to the various cam- 
paigns during the year have been $1,397,754.75. Deducting the figures for 
the University of Chicago, we find that our other institutions have 
received pledges amounting to $1,342,254.75. 

One year ago we reported that the additions to the funds of all our 
schools for the first two years of the period of the Five Year Program 
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amounted to $6,968,905. We report now that there has been added to 
this amount $3,590,190.24 more, making a total of $10,568,094.24. Deduct- 
ing from this total the amount which has been received by the University 
of Chicago, we find that there has been added during these first three 
years to the endowment and equipment of our mission schools $467,376.95, 
and to other schools at home $3,800,756.29, a total of $4,268,133.24 to count 
upon the Five Year Program. This indicates that we are well on our 
way to the attainment of our financial goal. 

What the next two years have in store no man knows. The war may 
completely upset all our plans, but unless it does so to a much greater 
degree than we can now foresee, we ought to secure our full six million 
dollars.

THE FINANCIAL EFForTs OF THE BOARD 


The Board has confined its direct campaign work during the year to 
four fields. Doctor Lyon’ spent the months of last spring and fall in 
assisting the Newton Theological Institution to complete a fund of 
$150,000. New England, like other States on the Atlantic seaboard, 
was the first to feel the shock of the war. This struck with full force 
just after Doctor Lyon had begun his work and affected his campaign 
seriously. It was felt to be wise to discontinue the active work in 


October, but as it was, the fund was brought up to $130,000. There still 
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remains about $20,000 to be secured. This ought to be secured before 
long. ° 

Doctor Lyon spent the months of October and November and most 
of December in South Dakota endeavoring to complete the campaign 
begun the year before to raise $125,000 within the State of South Dakota 
for Sioux Falls College. In this work Doctor Lyon had the able assis- 
tance of the president of the college, the president of the board of 
trustees, and others. This campaign was fully completed December 31. 

Doctor Lyon devoted the months of January, February, and March 
to directing a campaign to raise $100,000 for the Colorado Woman’s Col- 
lege. The campaign has been pushed into all sections of that great 
State, where the Baptists are not any too numerous. Subscriptions are 
now coming in well, and the trustees believe that by fall the full amount 
can be secured. 

Doctor Lyon is now directing a campaign in West Virginia to raise 
$150,000 for Broaddus Institute, a junior college. 

The demands on Doctor Lyon’s time were so many more than he 
could possibly meet that last summer the Board added Rey. Walter: J. 
Sparks to its staff as a field secretary. Mr. Sparks had had long experi- 
ence in denominational work, especially with the Publication Society. 
During the last six months, however, Mr. Sparks has been raising funds 
for Peddie Institute, our splendid school for boys in New Jersey. He has 
raised over $100,000, largely within the State. This, together with funds 
pledged by the trustees, adds $250,000 to the property of this institution. 
In the future Mr. Sparks may devote some time to campaigns for separate 
institutions, but his main work will be to raise permanent funds for the 
Board. 

OTHER CAMPAIGNS 


Other campaigns have been going on during the year to which the 
Board has rendered no assistance. Doctor Price and his coworkers 
have made commendable progress in their efforts for Ottawa. At last 
report they had secured $341,082.99. There is still needed about $50,000. 

The Berkeley Divinity School has raised $37,000 for its new and much 
needed building. Dr. Myron W. Haynes has devoted the winter to in- 
augurating a campaign for $500,000 to reestablish Keuka College and 
Cook Academy in New York State. As reported a month ago $80,000 
has been subscribed. Doctor Haynes’ wonderful ability in raising edu- 
cational funds assures success to this campaign. Our Swedish brethren 
are now raising funds to clear their seminary and academy at St. Paul 
from debt. Our Scandinavian friends never allow themselves to fail at 
such a task, : 


Our Own FINANCES 


For the first time in our history the Board is able to come before you 
without a tale of wo as to its own finances. This year we have had 
an apportionment of our own to the churches, and they have responded 
generously. Whereas they contributed last year to the Convention on 
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the apportionment $20,615.40, they have this year contributed to the 
Board of Education $37,971.48. This has left us a good working balance, 
and with conservative management we hope to get through this next 
year without borrowing funds. It is our conviction that the Board, 
now at the beginning of its own financing, should build up a working 
capital and not have to live on borrowed money and pay out interest 
to banks. We plan to keep our financing in advance and not in 
arrears. 

The Board of Education has been greatly benefited by the success of 
the Laymen’s Campaign. The Board has been able to make some con- 
tribution to the campaign through the service of its executive secretary, 
who was selected by Doctor Haggard as his associate director. The 
Board has gladly contributed both his salary and expenses during nearly 
the entire campaign. 


The $175,000 which we hope to receive will enable the Board to meet all 
its outstanding obligations. A greater gain, however, by far, has been 
secured in the recognition by the denomination of its obligation for educa- 
tion. This is the most important and most significant gain which the Board 
of Education has secured since its organization. This recognition is an 
acknowledgment that the task of Christian education belongs, like the task 
of Christian missions, to the whole denomination. This is something 
which has never been acknowledged before. It is a revolution in our 
denomination. Heretofore New England has said to the Inland Empire, 
“What have I to do with thee?” New York has said to Oregon: “ Of 
what concern to me are your schools and colleges? What is it to me 
whether your children are ignorant or educated?” Now the entire 
denomination from Atlantic to Pacific has said: ‘We are one; in the 
education of our children we have an equal interest and an equal 
responsibility.” This recognition means the difference between success 
and failure for the whole educational enterprise of our denomination. 


UnIoNn CoLLece or Iowa 


We have referred in our last two reports to the new Union College of 
Iowa into which our Baptist interests in Central and Des Moines Col- 
leges have been merged. Another important step has now been taken 
in the promotion of this interest. The trustees of Union College have 
recently purchased the entire property of Highland Park College, and 
have already removed to the new location. This institution owned an 
extensive plant on the highest point of land in the city of Des Moines, 
with twenty acres and seven buildings, four of them large brick structures. 
There are two dormitories, an administration and chapel building, and a 
recitation and laboratory building. There are also two good residences 
and an athletic field. This property, certainly worth $350,000, was pur- 
chased for $175,000. This solves a serious problem for the new college, 
as it furnishes it at once with a good plant and ample accommodations 
for a large development. The Highland Park College was taken over 
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as a going concern, and a considerable body of students was thus added 
at once to Union College. 

Highland Park was a private institution under Presbyterian patron- 
age. It had emphasized technical and vocational training. The combina- 
tion of the two institutions has had another decided advantage in that it 
has made another elimination from the complicated educational situation 
in Iowa. We have made a very distinct gain at this point. The cam- 
paign for endowment for the new college is being pushed vigorously, 
but this new step on the part of the trustees, assuring the college of 
an excellent plant for development, ought to stir the Baptists of Iowa 
to most generous giving. If they respond at all adequately, there will 
be a new day educationally for our people in that State. 


Baptist EpucATION Day 


We must call attention again to Baptist Education Day. The last 
Sunday in February in each year has been set apart by the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention as Education Day. This is the day recognized by all 
student bodies and by all evangelical churches as the Day of Prayer for 
Colleges. The day has a wide recognition in all other denominations, but 
we have thus far been unable to interest our Baptist pastors or churches 
in the day. Very few churches have taken any notice of the day at 
all. We are not concerned about the observance of days, but we think 
that this comparative lack of interest in this day of prayer for our 
children is only another evidence of the fact to which we have been 
seeking to call attention from the first, viz., that as Baptists we care all 
too little about the education of our children or the training of leaders 
who can make our denomination an effective force in this new day of 
universal education. 


THE CALL To BAPTISTS 


One thing has become perfectly clear in these days of war. The place 
of the educated man and woman in America is now fixed. The position 
of leadership can neyer be taken from them. If this had never been 
true before, the war has determined it now. The race may not be to 
the swift nor the battle to the strong, but the leadership of the world’s 
life must be to the trained and educated men and women. 


Baptists must now determine the position they wish to take in the re- 
construction of the world’s life. The crisis in the world’s history is also 
bringing a crisis in the history of American Baptists. It is going 
to be a new world when the war is over. The people who make any 
appreciable contribution to its remaking will do so because they are 
qualified. to direct the world’s thinking. 

We wish we could make our denomination feel the seriousness of our 
situation as we see it. We are jealous that our denomination shall make 
its full contribution to the remaking of this world. We believe it has the 
opportunity. We believe it has the message. But will we do it? 
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We are sometimes told that the day of the Baptists has gone, that 
they have fulfilled their mission. We do not believe this for a moment. 
But we do believe that it is in danger.of passing. And this, not because 
we have no message, but because we have an insufficient number of 
qualified messengers. It is imperative for us to recognize that in this day 
no group of people can lead the world who are not trained for leadership. 

The future is in our hands. The die will soon be cast. The time is 
short. What we do we must do quickly. Our whole position in the 
future life of the world is now at stake. Can we, before it is too late, 
convince our people that if we want any appreciable part in the re- 
making of the world, we must have a competent, trained leadership 
and a constituency that is so thoroughly educated that it can gain the 
attention of a world that is going to school? 


We stand as your watchmen upon the walls, not to sound an alarm, 
but to utter a great challenge. Our fathers were the world’s first great 
democrats, the founders of Christian democracy. We, their sons, may be 
the leaders in this day in giving to the world a democracy that is safe 
because it is Christian. All we need are the trained leaders and the edu- 
cated people. Baptists! will you give your children a chance to fill this 
great role? Baptists! we challenge you to face this new day.

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98. The following report of the Committee on the Coordination 
of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages was presented by 
Secretary C. A. Brooks, and, on his motion, after discussion by 
W. G. Brimson, of Illinois, was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages 


Owing to difficulties of transportation and the necessity for economy 
the Committee has not been called together this year. There will be 
a meeting in connection with this session of the Convention, and it is 
hoped that a more deliberate session can be held in the near future as | 
important matters are demanding consideration. The chairman will 
endeavor to visit as many conferences as possible and report the work 
and aims of the Committee. 


APPORTIONMENTS AGAIN 


The Committee has been asked to reconsider one matter of great 
importance which was brought before the Convention last year, viz., the 
much belabored and troublesome question of multiple apportionments. 
The chairman was asked by the national Apportionment Committee to 
explain the situation which gave rise to the action taken last year. After 
considerable discussion the Apportionment Committee requested the for- 
eign-speaking bodiés to consider an alternative to the proposal of last 
year; namely, that instead of asking that they be relieved of any appor- 
tionment for education they accept a smaller apportionment for other 
items in the budget. This will enable the foreign-speaking bodies to be 
represented in all the work of the denomination, and justice can be 
secured by diminishing the total, in lieu of the extra demands for main- 
taining the special interests of the various bodies. The Committee on 
Foreign-speaking Bodies accepts the suggestion and asks that the National 
Apportionment Committee pass on this request to the State Appor- 
tionment Committees. It is further suggested that they recommend that 
some well-informed and capable representative of the foreign-speaking 
churches be placed on each State Apportionment Committee. 


UNITING THE DENOMINATION ON THE AMERICANIZATION ISSUE 


The war has accentuated and intensified the issue between full and sincere 
identification with America and her interests and a passive or a divided 
allegiance. Americanization has come to have a definite significance. It 
represents as an objective the complete assimilation of the people of for- 
eign antecedents into the life of America. 

We are assured of the loyalty of the great majority of our Baptist 
brethren who use a foreign language in their service of public worship 
and the proclamation of the gospel to their fellow countrymen who would 
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otherwise be unevargelized. We are further convinced that the process 
of assimilation will be greatly accelerated by the war. Much genuine 
love for and appreciation of America which has been held in solution 
has been crystallized and precipitated by the shock of this war. 

As a denomination we are just now called upon to face this situation 
more squarely than a year ago. The issues are more sharply drawn, 
and we haye had time to find ourselves. We have hundreds of our mem- 
bers of foreign-speaking Baptist churches in the army and navy. We 
are daily receiving fresh assurance that our foreign-speaking Baptists 
realize that they have a common stake in this struggle, and that there 
can be no neutrality nor merely passive or secret loyalty. 

It will, we trust, be of practical advantage to point out some ways in 
which we can all cooperate in advancing this holy cause and attaining the 
object so devoutly to be sought. That object is the complete unity of the 
denomination in all matters of brotherly fellowship, mutual understand- 
ing, and full cooperation in our common tasks. 

We wish to suggest that there are some things which both our English 
and our foreign-speaking Baptists can do to attain this object. 


Wuat Our ForeEIGN-SPEAKING Baptists CAN Do 


1. Regard yourselves as just plain regular Baptists, and consider the 
language as an incidental thing which really should not be allowed to 
make any difference. : 

2. Mingle freely on all possible occasions in denominational gatherings, 
especially in local associations, State meetings, and the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

3. Encourage the use of the English language, especially in your Sun- 
day Schools and among the young people, not because you are com- 
pelled to, but because you can share more fully in the life of America and 
the denomination. 

4. Subscribe for and read faithfully some good denominational period- 
ical in English, both a weekly and, of course, Missions. 

5. Since you enjoy rights, recognize also duties as fellow members of 
a great denomination, and bear your full share in extending its influence 
and ministry. You have been aided with many thousands of dollars of 
missionary funds and really owe this to the denomination. 

6. Trust your English-speaking brethren. They are no more nearly 
perfect than are you. They are worthy of your love and confidence, 
and if you knew them better you would be the first to say so.

1. Respect our foréign-speaking Baptists. They represent great moral 
and spiritual reserves and resources. They have sacrificed more for their 


_ faith than the great majority of us.

2. Make a sincere and determined effort to understand their problems 
and endeavor to get their point of view. There is one, and it probably 
has some merit in it. 

3. Regard them not as foreigners, but as brethren who use their mother 
tongue in worship. They are doing missionary work to make democracy 
safe for America and America a safe place for all of us. / 

4. Be patient with our foreign-speaking brethren and try to put yourself 
in their place. Many of them have been called upon to go through a 
Gethsemane of agony of which most of us have no experience or con- 
ception. 

5. Mingle freely with our foreign-speaking brethren, invite them to 
your homes, make an effort to get into their life. It will be of mutual 
advantage. 

6. Do not try to force a process which is essentially spiritual. The 
wind bloweth where it willeth, and while thou canst hear the sound thereof, 
thou canst not tell whence it cometh nor whither it goeth. So is every 
one who is born again of the American spirit. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 


1. In view of the fact that so few of our foreign-speaking brethren can 
attend the sessions of the Northern Baptist Convention, we recommend 
that an extra number (ten thousand) of the report be printed for cir- 
culation among the churches. 

2. That we commend our foreign-speaking churches for the increasing 
use of the English language, and urge upon them full and hearty coop- 
eration in all our denominational enterprises. 

3. That we urge upon all our English-speaking Baptists patience and 
testraint during this time of stress, and that we remind ourselves that 
our brethren have the right to be considered loyal until they have given 
reason for having their loyalty doubted. 

4. That we urge upon all our foreign-speaking Baptists to give the most 
open and unmistakable expression of their loyalty in this time of our 
national stress, and not to content themselves with a passive loyalty 
which is, like secret discipleship, essentially disloyal.

). The following report of the Committee on the Roger Wil- 
liams Memorial was presented by Rev. E. W. Hunt, of Massa- 
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chusetts, and, on his motion, after discussion by Rev. E. B. 
Jackson, of Virginia, who represents the corresponding commit- 
tee of the Southern Baptist Convention, was accepted as a report 
of progress and the committee ordered continued: 


Report of the Committee on the Roger Williams Memorial 


WasHINGTON, D. C. 
To the Baptists of North America: 


The undersigned, representing the Committees appointed by the Northern 
Baptist Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention, and the Pro- 
visional Committee of Washington, upon the subject of a Baptist Denom- 
inational Memorial in the City of Washington, having met in Washington 
for the purpose of a personal examination into the desirability of the 
proposed action, and having given the subject our careful consideration, 
report to you as follows: 


Other leading denominations of our country have already established 
in its National City church edifices and statues which stand as ornaments 
of the Capital and memorials of the faiths which they represent; among 
them the Metropolitan Memorial Methodist. Episcopal Church, erected by 
the Methodists of the nation, who are now about to add a statue of their 
pioneer Bishop Asbury; the Garfield Memorial Church, erected by the 
members of the denomination known as Disciples and bearing the name 
of one of its most distinguished members, the martyred President; the 
statue of John Witherspoon, erected by the Presbyterians of the country, 
facing the Church of the Covenant; the Luther Memorial Church, includ- 
ing the statue of Martin Luther at its front, erected by the Lutherans 
of our country; and the four hundred thousand dollar church building now 
being erected by the Southern Methodist Church. We deem it altogether 
fitting, and most desirable, that the great Baptist denomination of America 
should not be without a similar memorial in Washington, representative of 
itself and its tenets, including that of religious liberty, of which Roger 
Williams was the first exponent and our country the first national example, 
and which is now at the heart of the issue in the world war in Europe. 

We find that the proposed site of the Roger Williams Memorial Church 
is in point of attractiveness and desirability second to none in the city 
of Washington. It has already been secured, with an area of ten thousand 
square feét, with a frontage upon Sixteenth Street, also known as the 
Avenue of the Presidents, and Columbia Road, and the nucleus already 
assembled of what, with successful operation, we believe can readily 
be made one of the greatest of our Baptist churches, its membership 

_already comprising about six hundred members, with a Sunday School 
of about seven hundred members. Of the three hundred thousand dollars 


believed necessary and sufficient for the purpose, fifty thousand has already 
been locally provided. 
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We cordially and very earnestly commend to all our people, North and 
South, the adoption and prosecution to success of this movement, as one 
in every way worthy of us as a people and meriting our approval and 
support,

The above letter was sent out in July, 1917. In October a meeting 
of the Committee was held in Philadelphia. 

E. W. Stephens, of Columbia, Mo., was elected National Treasurer 
of the Memorial Fund, a selection widely commended, as Mr. Stephens 
represents North and South, and is most highly esteemed throughout the 
country. 

Also, an Executive Committee and a Committee on Presentation were 
appointed, the latter to have special charge of the Educational Campaign 
prior to the raising of funds for the Memorial. An Expense Fund of 
five thousand dollars was voted to be raised, half of which was soon 
pledged, that no moneys given for the Memorial should have to be 
used for expenses. 

The Committee on Presentation, consisting of Dr. Howard B. Grose, 
of Boston (in the capital-on war work in the winter) ; Dr. B. C. Hening, 
of Elizabeth City, N. C.; and C. V. Imlay, of Washington, carried on an 
aggressive publicity campaign through the winter, culminating in the 
observance of “Roger Williams Day” on February 17, 1918. Over 
twenty thousand copies of a leaflet, full of information and inspiration, 
were sent out by this Committee to Baptist pastors and others all over 
the country, in which task the State secretaries gave most generous and 
valuable assistance. 

The day was observed quite generally, according to all reports, and scat- 
tering offerings were received, though not specially solicited at this time. 
The Committee felt that when our nation was just entering the great war 
it was not a time to be pressing for money for this cause, and decided 
to postpone this for a year, until the next Roger Williams Day. 


PRESENT STATUS AND OUTLOOK 


The Memorial enterprise has received universal approval. 

The timeliness of the emphasis on Soul Liberty and “A Free Church i in 
a Free State” is felt by all. 

Baptists everywhere ail to the thought of the significance of this 
principle at seam time.

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Let it now be sotinded forth! 


Let the plans for the Roger Williams Memorial be furthered by all in 
every possible way. 


Let us hope and pray some liberal gifts may soon “ start the ball rolling.” 


Then! Let all plan to observe next Roger Williams Day, February 16, 
1919, when offerings may be received from churches, Bible Schools, and 
individuals throughout our Baptist host in America, to set up in our 
Capital a worthy memorial to the name of Roger Williams to the glory of 
God.

100. The following report of the Committee of Reference was 
presented by Prof. F. L. Anderson, of Massachusetts, and, on 
his motion, was received and ordered printed in the minutes: 


Report of the Committee of Reference 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Reference Committee was created and its powers defined by the 
following vote of the Northern Baptist Convention, May 10, 1917: 


“That there be created a standing committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, to consist of five persons, and to be known as the Com- 
mittee of Reference, to be composed of three persons selected by the 
Executive Committee, and of one person to be selected by the Board of 
Managers of each Society [i. e., the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society and the American Baptist Publication Society], in connection with 
whose advice the two Societies shall carry on their missionary activities.” 


It was also provided in an amendment adopted at the same session; 


“That the Committee of Reference shall be only a place of appeal 
for the two Societies in harmonizing their policies.” (Annual of 1917, pp., 
TG; T17:) y 


In pursuance of this action, the Executive Committee and the Boards 
of the two Societies, named above, appointed as members of the 
Reference Committee the brethren who sign this report. 

The Committee has been called into action but once during the yea1 
Our report of that action follows, for the information of the Convention. 


DECISION OF THE REFERENCE COM MITTEE 


Following the Cleveland Convention, the Social Service Secretary of 
the American Baptist Publication Society protested against the proposal 
of the American Baptist Home Mission Society to employ an ageutt, 
whose function should be Rural Community Work. In consequence the 
Board of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, at a meeting 
held December 1, 1917, and the Board of the American Baptist Publica- 
tion Society, at a meeting held December 20, referred the question of the 
proper body or bodies to conduct rural community work to the Refer- 
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ence Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention. The Reference 
Committee therefore met in the Home Mission Rooms in New York, 
December 29, all the members being present. After the presentation of 
the case on behalf of the Publication Society by Dr. Samuel Z. Batten and 
Dr. Guy C. Lamson, and the case of the Home Mission Society by Dr. 
Lemuel C. Barnes, Dr. A. S. Hobart, Dr. A. T. Fowler, and Dr. C. L. 
White, and after persistent questioning and free discussion, the Reference 
Committee closed the hearing and went into executive session. After 
consideration, the Committee unanimously voted: 


1. To sustain the protest of the American Baptist Publication Society. 


2. That the Social Service Department of the Publication Society and 
all the committees and cooperating Societies of the Northern Baptist 
Convention are to be regarded as the instruments of the denomination for 
doing its work. 


3. That the rural community work is a part of the social service of 
the denomination. 


4. That the existing and contemplated agencies of the Publication 
Society for this work shall be used by the Home Mission Society. 


5. That rural community work of the kind now being done by the Home 
Mission Society is a proper function of that Society, and may be continued 
and enlarged by it, but new agencies (i. e., new machinery and agents), 
shall not be created therefor, contrary to the delimitation of section 8. 


6. That the Publication Society shall not appoint a man to have charge 
of the rural community work at any time until it has ascertained that 
the Headquarters Council of the Home Mission Society is agreeable to 
his appointment. 


7. The Publication Society shall report promptly to the Home Mission 
Society on all work referred to it by that Society. 


8. In order to prevent any waste of effort or misunderstanding and to 
insure the fullest cooperation, the following delimitation of functions 
shall obtain: 


(1) It shall be the part of the Publication Society: 


(a) To make surveys and studies of rural conditions in any part of 
the country as the Home Mission Society, any State Convention, or 
other denominational agency may request, and as circumstances may war- 
rant. 

(b) To create literature for the interpretation of the rural problem 
and such reports, forms, etc., bearing upon the country church and rural 
life as may be needed in the work. 


(c) To furnish institutes and conferences to aid men engaged in rural 
work. 


(2) It shall be the patt of the Home Mission Society: 
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(a) To share with the Publication Society in the work of stimulating 
and guiding country churches in rendering the types of service which 
are required to meet the needs of their communities. 


(b) To find and place pastors qualified for the development of rural 
church work. 


(3) There shall be frequent conferences of the officers and committees 
of the two Societies having special supervision of these lines of work, so 
that each Society may fully understand the plans of the other, and that 
all plans may be shaped to a common end.

This decision was submitted to the members of the Committee and to 
the executive officers of the two Societies in a preliminary draft, and after 
suggestion and criticism was agreed upon in the form given above. 
This form was submitted to the Boards of the two Societies, March 30. 

In making this decision the Committee took the ground that its func- 
tion was entirely judicial, that it was “a place of appeal,’ that its 
only business was to ascertain and interpret the will of the Convention 
concerning the pending matters from its public acts and resolutions, and 
that it was not at all its function to suggest changes and modifications 
of such acts and resolutions. 


Our decision in this case was based on the action of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in Des Moines, May 20, 1912, in adopting the follow- 
ing recommendation of the Social Service Commission: 


“That, pending the final determination of the whole question of moral 
and religious education, we commend to the American Baptist Publication 
Society the favorable consideration of the social service interest as a 
legitimate and proper part of its work; that the Social Service Com- 
mission be authorized to make such arrangements with the American 
Baptist Publication Society as may be deemed necessary and practicable 
for promoting the work of social service among the people.” (Annual 
of 1912, p. 170.) | 


On the basis of this action, the American Baptist Publication Society 
organized its Department of Social Service. This action of the Convention 
still stands in full force, and has been neither amended nor repealed. 
It may be added that the Social Service Commission in its last ewht 
reports has made the country church a part of its work, and that this 
view of the matter has been approved by the Northern Baptist Convention 
by its adoption of these reports. | 
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After careful consideration of the subject, the Committee unanimously 
interpreted the Convention resolution which created it, as creating it a 
Committee with power, its findings having the full authority of the 
Convention, but subject, of course, to the right of the Convention to 
alter or repeal said findings in whole or in part at its pleasure. The 
Committee felt that the words making it “a place of appeal” could mean 
nothing less; but that the will of the Convention may be made perfectly 
clear, your Committee recommends that the word “accordance” be sub- 
stituted for the word “connection” in the Convention resolutions creat- 
ing the Committee, so that the phrase may read “in accordance with 
whose advice the two Societies shall carry on their missionary activities.”

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FIFTH SESSION, Thursday, May 16, 2.30 P. M. 
NorTHERN Baptist CONVENTION 


107. The Convention was called to order by Rev. Howard B. 
Grose, Vice-chairman of the War Commission of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. ‘ 

108. Rev. A. E. Isaacs, of Massachusetts, offered prayer. 

109. The following report of the War Commission was pre- 
sented by Secretary S. Z. Batten: 


Report of the War Commission 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The entrance of the United States into this world war made heavy 
demands upon the churches. It soon became evident that some organ- 
ization of our forces was necessary in order that we might meet the 
need and serve the nation in this great hour. In June the President of the 
Convention appointed a Committee on Baptist Chaplains in the Army and 
Navy. In July a Committee on Food Conservation was appointed in like 
manner. These committees entered at once upon their assigned duties. 
Beyond this, however, many new demands and opportunities appeared. 
On August 17 nine men met in Boston at the call of President Coleman, 
and organized the War Commission of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
The need was manifest and urgent, and it was believed that the Conven- 
tion would approve of this action. At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Convention held in Chicago November 20, 1917, this action 
was ratified and approved. 

The War Commission is composed of twenty-two members; it has an 
Executive Committee of eleven members. In addition, there is an 
Advisory Committee made up of representatives of the States in our 
territory. 

The two committees previously appointed were adopted as subcom- 
mittees of the Commission. In addition, a Committee on Camp Activities 
was appointed, consisting of Rev. Herbert F. Stilwell for northern camps, 
and Rey. Samuel Z. Batten for southern camps. A Committee on Pub- 
licity was appointed, with Rev. H. B. Grose chairman. 

The War Commission held one meeting in Washington, D. C., Sep- 
tember 8, 1917, at which eighteen members were present. General plans 
and policy of the Commission were fully considered and adopted, and 
an Executive Committee of eleven members was elected to carry out the 
plans of the Commission. 

The Executive Committee has had frequent meetings, and has given 
careful attention to the work of the Commission. The Commission 
opened headquarters in Washington, and this was maintained for some 
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months. An executive staff was provided, consisting of Samuel Z. Batten, 
Herbert F. Stilwell, Howard B. Grose, Ernest S. Butler, and Charles A. 
McAlpine. In December it was found that the Washington office could 
be closed, and it was then removed to the Roger Williams Building, 
Philadelphia. ; 


It became evident that considerable money must be secured if the 
Commission was to do its work. After surveying the field and noting the 
needs, a budget of $150,000 was approved. The Commission at once 
began a financial campaign and made an appeal for funds. Churches 
and individuals generously began to respond. In November a meeting of 
the Baptist laymen was held, at which time the work and needs of the 
denomination were carefully canvassed. This group of Baptist laymen 
undertook the magnificent task of raising $1,000,coo for the kingdom 
work; and the Baptist laymen have generously assumed the financial ob- 
ligations of the War Commission to the extent of $150,000 and have 
raised this amount. 


This will enable the War Commission to prosecute its most vital work 
and devote all its energies to war service. It should be stated that a num- 
ber of members of the War Commission are representatives of our vari- 
ous denominational Societies; and all of the executive officers of the 
Commission are giving their services without cost to the Commission 
either for salary or expenses. The contribution made by the three 
Societies, viz., The American Baptist Publication Society, the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, and the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society, saves the Commission at least $12,000, and enables it to 
expend all of the money contributed directly in war service. 


The work of the Commission is manifold, as will be seen in what 
follows. Several lines of work may be specifically mentioned. 


I. CHAPLAINS FOR THE ARMY AND Navy 


‘ 

In the past men have been appointed to this important position in a 
somewhat indefinite way. The religious bodies were not responsible for 
the candidates. Little or no effort was made to preserve a proportion 
and give the various religious bodies their full quotas. Some excellent 
Baptist men have served as chaplains in the army and navy; yet the 
church has had no means of keeping in touch with these men, and con- 
sequently the chaplains felt themselves to be isolated and forgotten. 

Through the Federal Council of the Churches a General Committee on 
Chaplains has been created, made up of representatives of the various 
religious bodies. This acts as a general clearing-house for chaplaincy 
matters. Our War Commission has a Committee on Chaplains, whose 
duty it is to find qualified men, present their names to the Army and 
Navy Departments for appointment, keep in touch with them, and pro- 
vide such equipment as may be needed in their work. It has been the 
effort of the Committee to find strong, vigorous men, with college or 
seminary training or a very good equivalent; men of initiative and execu- 
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tive ability, of good address, and, above all, of earnest religious life. 
Thus far the Committee has presented seventy-four names, and the fol-

New regulations are being promulgated by the government which will 
greatly increase the number of chaplains, in the proportion of one chap- 
lain for each 1,200 men of the entire personnel of the army. This means 
that a number of additional men will be required to meet our quota, 
probably fifty more. The Committee, in cooperation with the secretaries 
of State Conventions, our colleges and seminaries, and other agencies, is 
engaged in the work of finding highly qualified men for appointment. 

In the past the chaplain, once appointed, has been isolated, and has 
often fallen out of touch with the churches. According to an understand- 
_ ing with the Army and Navy Departments the denominational committee 
is expected to keep in communication with our Baptist chaplains and to 
confer with them. In this way our representatives in the army may main- 
tain a bond of sympathy with the churches. 

The Red Cross wants qualified chaplains to serve as Red Cross chap- 
lains in overseas work. The various religious bodies are asked to pro- 
vide their quotas. We shall be expected to furnish a considerable number 
of men, probably a hundred during the current year, both pastors and 
laymen, for this service. The Committee on Chaplains is finding qualified 
men for this important work. 
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II. CH'apLains’ EQUIPMENT 


The chaplain is an accredited officer of the government and receives 
a regular salary according to his rank. The government allows a small 
amount for expenses, but does not undertake to provide any equipment 
beyond this. The War Commission is furnishing our chaplains with 
such equipment as may be necessary to increase their efficiency, in a sum 
not to exceed $500. This equipment consists of such things as an organ, 
song-books, communion set, portable typewriter, stationery, books, etc. 
In some instances it seems best to place a small sum of money in the 
hands of the chaplain to be used at his discretion in providing flowers 
for the sick or for the dead, purchasing delicacies for the wounded, 
and such other tender ministries. Thus far twenty-four chaplains have 
been provided with equipment of various kinds. 


III. Increasep Foop Supriy 


The world is suffering from a decreased food supply and faces famine. 
It is necessary that the people of the nation do everything possible to 
increase the food supply. To stimulate food production the Commission 
has issued a folder prepared by the Social: Service Committee, on “The 
Church and Food Supply.” This has been sent to all our pastors; and 
we believe our people will respond very generally. ; 


IV. Foop CoNSERVATION 


Before the War Commission was organized, Mr. Hoover requested 
the leaders of the denomination to meet him in conference, and President 
Coleman appointed a Committee on Food Conservation. This Committee 
attended a conference in Washington, as requested, adopted resolutions 
pledging support to the policy of the Food Administrator as outlined, 
and appointed Doctor Batten as denominational representative at Wash- 
ington to act with the Food Administration. Doctor Batten served in 
this capacity until his duties as Executive Secretary of the War Com- 
mission made it necessary for him to give up this work. The Con- 
servation Committee became a committee of the War Commission, and 
Ernest S. Butler, Treasurer of the Foreign Mission Society, was ap- 
pointed denominational representative in the Food Administration, the 
Foreign Mission Society releasing him for this purpose for a part of 
his time. The denominational representatives served at headquarters in 
Washington until the middle of November. Their special service was to 
enlist the churches in the national movement for the home pledge-card, 
and for a weekly report of food saving by the churches. By correspon- 
dence they sought to reach the pastors, Sunday School superintendents, and 
people of the churches, informing them concerning the, purpose and 
necessity of food conservation, and interesting them in active participa-~ 
tion in the food-saving program as essential to winning the war. In 
addition to this, arrangement was made with the State Conventions in 
the territory of the Northern Baptist Convention whereby the food con- 
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servation cause was presented by speakers, several of whom had _ been 
connected with the work in Washington. A large amount of -educational 
propagandism was conducted through this medium. 


Another representative of the denomination at food administration 
headquarters was Dr. Howard B. Grose, editor of Missions, who was 
asked by the conference of editors of the religious press to become their 
representative. With the hearty approval of the Publication Committee 
which has charge of Missions, and which appreciated the honor con- 
ferred upon the denomination by the selection of one of its members for 
this responsible service, he took up the work in September, and con- 
tinued it until April. He furnished the news concerning the Food Admin- 
istration to more than seven hundred papers and periodicals, including 
the Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish press, which took its copy from the 
same source with utmost harmony and cooperation. The Religious Press 
Bulletin which he sent out weekly was sought for by Christian workers 
until it was mailed regularly to a large list of church leaders, to the 
Canadian press, and to the Food Administrators and their Directors of 
Public Information. As Chief of the Religious Press Section of the 
United States Food Administration, Doctor Grose has rendered a service 
worthy of the denomination and of positive value to the country. 


V. TRAINING-CAMPS 


In the work of gathering and training an army it became necessary 
for the government to create a number of training-camps. These camps 
are of two kinds: First, National Army Camps, or cantonments, of which 
there are sixteen distributed quite generally throughout the country; 
secondly, National Guard Camps, also sixteen in number, located mainly in 
the South. In addition, there are over two hundred other camps of 
various kinds, as aviation fields, forts, posts, officers’ training-camps, 
concentration and embarkation camps. These are scattered all over 
the country, and some of them contain many thousands of men. 


It was found that a large number of the camps were located in the 
South, placed there because of milder winter weather. In view of the fact 
that thousands of men from our Baptist churches and homes are stationed 
in Southern camps, it seemed fitting that we should bear our proportion 
of expense in ministering to these men. A committee representing our 
War Commission and the Committee on War Work of the Home Board 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, met and considered the questions 
.involved. They drew up a working agreement, which has been ratified 
by each body. 

This general cooperation in war work on the part of the Northern 
Baptist Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention, provides that 
in all camps with men from the North and South there shall be a joint 
work. It provides that the selection, employment, and payment of men 
shall be shared equally. It provides also for the participation in federated 
buildings and work where this is deemed necessary. 
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This, it may be said, is the first time since 1845 that there has been 
joint work carried on by the Baptists of the United States. The 
Directors of Camp Activities, representing the Baptists, have visited nearly 
all of the camps in the North and South; they have met representatives 
of the State Conventions and local churches; they have agreed on the 
work to be done, and have cooperated fully in the selection and placing 
of camp pastors. In a number of camps a religious census has been 
taken; and the figures are most suggestive. In one camp, Camp Travis, 
San Antonio, the Baptists have 8,282 men; exceeding by two thousand 
any other religious body. The work of conserving the religious life of 
these men is an opportunity of great magnitude. In addition, we must 
do our part to minister to the thousands of other men who have no church 
relations, 


VI. Camp Pastors 


It is recognized by all intelligent students of army life, that morale 
is a vital factor in the training and life of our soldiers. Many elements 
enter into morale, but in the last analysis the moral life and spiritual 
quality are fundamental. This means that a heavy responsibility rests 
upon moral and religious agencies, and especially upon the churches, to 
strengthen the moral and religious life of the men in camp and trenches. 

There are two most important agencies at work within the camp, the 
chaplains and the Young Men’s Christian Association. We recognize most 
fully and thankfully the work done by these agencies in ministering to 
the social needs and religious life of the men. The Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association is doing an indispensable work that cannot be too highly 
commended for efficiency and power. 

It is found, however, that the men when off duty leave the camp for 
recreation and change. Fully five thousand men are off duty in each 
camp during the day. Some of the camps are located near cities or 
large towns; and this creates a moral problem of great magnitude. The 
government, through the Commission on Training-camp Communities, is 
doing much to provide wholesome recreation and to make these com- 
munities morally safe. The government, however, looks to the churches 
to do all in their power to supplement the efforts of the Commission on 
Training-camp Communities. It is the special duty of the churches to 
vitalize and unite the moral and religious forces of the community in 
protecting young men and in promoting their religious life. It is found 
that where the churches are united and active, the efforts of the Com- 
mission are most effective. 

The various religious bodies, in their effort to meet the need, have 
placed camp pastors in all of these camps. They are expected to con- 
serve our Baptist men for the churches. They cooperate fully and 
heartily with the chaplains and the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
They receive the names of all men signing the War Roll who express a 
Baptist preference, and endeavor to lead these men to an open confession 
of Christ and into the fellowship of the church. They serve as a 
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means of connection between the people at home and the men in camp, 
and hundreds of letters are written each day. They bring men together 
in Bible classes, both in the Young Men's Christian Association huts and 
in the churches in the city, and seek to organize men into religious units 
for Christian work in the camps. They bring the soldiers into fellowship 
with our local churches; they also seek to lead and organize our Baptist 
people in the community in maintaining the moral life of the community 
and in ministering to the religious life of the men. Our camp pastors 
never hold independent services within the camp. In all cases they are 
held under the auspices of the chaplains and the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. But perhaps the most vital part of the camp pastor’s work 
is the personal work with the men. 


A remarkable work of grace is going on in the camps of this country. 
It is impossible for any one to condense into figures the full results 
of the work. Thousands of men from our churches are being renewed 
in their religious life, and thousands of men are being led into the 
Christian life. The returns are not complete; but so far as we can 
gather, thousands have been converted and hundreds have been baptized 
and have become church-members. 


‘rom eight thousand to ten thousand men each week sign the War 
Roll in the various Young Men’s Christian Association meetings in the 
camps. A considerable portion of these express a Baptist preference. Our 
camp pastors are rendering a large service in ministering to fully one 
thousand men at the critical time in their religious life. The Secretary of 
the War Commission receives from the Y. M. C. A. each week the names 
of all Baptist men signing the War Roll. He then communicates with the 
pastor or superintendent of the church nearest the signer’s home, and 
endeavors to bring the man into fullest fellowship. 


The War Commission has prepared a Soldier's Traveling Church Letter, 
which it furnishes without cost to the churches. Many churches have 


secured these letters, and have placed them in the hands of their men 


when leaving home. Unfortunately, many churches have failed to request 
such letters for their men. 


The camp pastors are pastors in the best sense. It is important that 
they be men of power and experience. In most cases we have secured 
pastors from our churches for this work. We have requested the 
church to release its pastor for two or three months. The Commission 
covers all of his expenses where the churches desire it, and provides 
supplies for the church in his absence. These men have rendered a most 
valuable service in the camp. The War Commission places on record its 
hearty appreciation of their work, and it cannot commend too highly 
the generosity and patriotism of the churches that have released their 
pastors. It is found, however, that two months is too short a time, in 
most camps at least, in which to do effective work. The Commission 
will therefore ask that the term be extended to four months at least, and 
more and more the Commission is placing qualified men for permanent 
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service. It is understood that such camp pastors receive the same salary 
as a chaplain or first lieutenant. 

We cannot too strongly emphasize one thing: our camp pastors are 
placed in the camp to cooperate with all moral and religious agencies. 
They are to cooperate with the chaplains and Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation within the camp, and not to compete with them. The chaplains 
and the Young Men’s Christian Association most heartily welcome our 
men and commend their work most highly. It is understood also that the 
special field of the camp pastor is the camp community. 


VII. CoopERratirvE Work 


Several forms of cooperation may be noted. First, the War Commission 
has cooperated with similar agencies of other religious bodies. A number 
of the members of the Commission are members of the General War 
Council of the Churches. In this Council all questions relating to war 
service are fully considered. Committees of this Council have frequent 
conferences with the Young Men’s Christian Association, and there is a 
perfect understanding and full agreement on the part of all. 

The Commission has also cooperated with local churches near training- 
camps. In several instances the Commission has added to the salary 
of the pastor, thus enabling the church to place a strong man as pastor. 
In some cases it has made a small appropriation to the church, thus 
enabling it to minister to the soldiers. 


VIII. FeperAteD Work 


In most instances the training-camps are located near towns with 
strong and well-equipped churches. Under such circumstances we have 
sought to secure the full cooperation of all religious forces in meeting 
the need. But in a number of cases these camps are situated near small 
towns or in the open country. Under such conditions it has been found 
necessary to erect a federated building, which shall be the general religious - 
headquarters. Such buildings have offices and sleeping quarters for our 
camp pastors; they have social and writing-rooms for the soldiers; in all 
eases they have an assembly-room, which is used for religious services. 
Such federated buildings have been erected at a number of camps, as 
Camp Devens, at Ayer, Mass.; Camp Upton, at Yap Hank, L. I.; Camp 
Dix, at Wrightstown, N. J.; Camp Cody, at Deming, N. Mex.; Camp 
Kearney, at Linda Vista, Cal.; League Island Navy Yard, Philadelphia; 
Camp Meade, in Maryland; and the Fourth Naval District, Cape May, 
N. J. Thus far the Commission has agreed most fully to cooperate in 
stich enterprises, and we are prepared to do this in all cases where such 
buildings are necessary. 


IX. LITERATURE 


The Commission conducted a publicity campaign through the denomina- 
tional press, and made our people acquainted with its plans and work. 
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“The Church’s Service in Time of War.” Under this title the Com- 
mission issued a leaflet which was sent to all pastors, defining the work 
before our churches. 

“A Call to Penitence and Prayer.” In accord with similar action by 
the General War Council and other religious bodies, the Commission 
prepared and distributed a folder giving “A Call to Penitence and 
Prayer,” asking our churches to observe Thanksgivingtime as a special 
season of thanksgiving, confession, and prayer. 

“The Church and Food Supply.” The Commission has issued a folder 
on “ The Church and Food Supply,” setting forth the facts with reference 
to the food shortage throughout the world. Through the State Conven- 
tions or one of their agencies this was sent to pastors and Sunday School 
superintendents with the urgent request that they bring the facts to the 
attention of the people and lead in effort to increase food production. 

“A Wartime Program for the Local Church.” Many of our denom- 
inational agencies felt the need of a wartime program for the churches to 
meet this demand. The War Commission joined with the Committee on 
Religious Education, the Social Service Committee, the Young People’s 
Committee, the Brotherhood Council, in preparing a unified and com- 
prehensive program for the people. This covers about all phases of war 
work, and indicates the special tasks of each department and group in the 
church. This manual is commended to the consideration of our people 
as a valuable aid in their work.

The Sixty-fifth Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the 
American Baptist Historical Society furnishes a welcome opportunity to 
present an important phase of Baptist activities. That this report is made 
brief under present conditions should not be understood as indicating any 
lessening of the need for our service. 

The year has taken from us one member of our Board of Managers, 
Mr. Harry S. Hopper, who died on January 1, 1918. He had been a 
member of the Board since May 20, 1897, and had shown his interest 
through continuous financial support of our work. Our Society, in com- 
mon with other Baptist organizations with which he was connected, suffers 
a marked loss in his decease. 
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Valuable gifts for our collection continue to come from interested 
friends. A mere list of some of these donors must suffice. The list 
includes the American Baptist Publication Society, Dr. Galusha Anderson, 
J. H. Andrew, Robert L. Bausum, Rev. Thomas W. Carter, Wallace H. 
Cathcart, Connecticut Baptist Convention, Mrs. Annie Malcom Cox, 
Prof. J. Harry Deems, Rev. E. H. Doane, George H. Doran Company, 
Richard H. Edmonds, Rey. L. Ton Evans, Georgetown College, Prof. Alvah

The year has brought us one new and unusual favor as an outgrowth 
of our close relationship with the American Baptist Publication Society. 
That Society has always befriended our endeavors in various ways, and has 
appreciated the worth of what we have undertaken. By means of its 
cooperation, and with other slender sources of income, we are now able 
to secure the services of a young woman as stenographer and assistant 
cataloger during eleven months of the year. This service is greatly 
needed for the cataloging and for the indexing necessary to make the 
contents of our collection easily accessible. We believe the action of the 
American Baptist Publication Society is a good suggestion to others who 
are concerned for Baptist welfare. 

We wish to make our material available to all who are interested in 
Baptist history. -Those who cannot come to search for themselves are 
invited to write. Our librarian is ready to furnish any possible aid. The 
sole purpose of the Society is to serve the denomination. This service 
will be increased as rapidly as the support of our Baptist constituency 
permits. j 

At present our periodical literature, one of the most valuable portions 
of our collection, is receiving chief attention. This makes the time par- 
ticularly opportune for those who have files of Baptist papers and 
magazines, especially old ones, to place them in our library, where they 
will be preserved and become available for the service which such papers 
alone can render. For example, we need a complete file of The Baptist 
Commonwealth, and duplicates of various portions of the file, with which 
to complete sets for important reference libraries which are looking to us 
for this reference material. We solicit the attention of all Baptists to this 
important matter. 

There is opportunity also to aid in caring for the history of present 
Baptist life, such as the union of Free Baptists and Baptists, the discussion 
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of the conditions of church-membership, and the campaign of Northern 
Baptist laymen. As curator of the materials of Baptist history, we give 
equal welcome and attention to all points of view, and those who are 
concerned with the above movements, or any other aspects of Baptist 
growth, will confer a permanent favor on all Baptists and many others 
by sending to us a copy of any publication issued, no matter how small or 
how large. We ask for an opportunity to serve the denomination by 
preserving and making permanently available all material of this kind. 
If it includes letters and unpublished data, so much the better, for these 
are often most valuable to the historian. If careful manuscript records of 
new movements are made especially for us and placed in our library, the 
highest type of service will be rendered. 


We should like to receive a copy of the minutes of every council of 
ordination, and of every council of church recognition. Each clerk of 
such council is requested to forward a copy of his minutes to us. 

During the year we have received notable additions to our collections 
of early manuscript letters. Here also is a suggestion for the placing of 
Baptist autograph materials where they will not be lost, and may be con- 
sulted by those who are concerned with Baptist life. 

Gifts, inquiries, and other correspondence may be addressed to the 
Society at Chester, Pennsylvania, and will receive prompt attention.

NortHERN Baptist CONVENTION

143. The following report of the Committee on Denominational 
Journalism was presented by I. W. Carpenter, of Nebraska, who 
moved its adoption: 


Report of the Committee on Denominational Journalism 


At a meeting in Oklahoma City in 1908, on motion of Dr. H. B. Grose, 
a resolution was adopted calling for the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the conditions and relationships of our denominational press, 
and report to this Convention at its next annual meeting, which was held 
in Portland, Ore. 

This committee recommended that there should be a union of the two 
papers in New England and of the two in the middle West; also of all 
the papers of the central West; and that there be sustained on the Pacific 
Coast a fourth paper. 


Since this report was written, further progress in the direction indicated 
has been made in the Eastern States, including New England, than the 
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report at that time contemplated. In other sections of the territory of the 
Convention the situation has also been improved. 

It was also suggested at that time that a real attempt be made to 
organize the denominational forces to get subscribers for the existing 
denominational papers. It was suggested that the various Societies make 
these papers their organs of communication with their constituencies, and 
.that the Societies and State Conventions make their representatives and 
missionaries agents to promote with zeal the circulation of the denomina- 
tional papers in the districts in which they labor. 

The Committee also proposed that the Convention use its influence 
to discourage the starting of local or State papers or State Convention 
bulletins whose circulation would interfere with the circulation of the 
regular denominational paper. 

The report was adopted in 1909, and the committee was continued 
to carry out its recommendations. On motion of Dr. H. L. Morehouse, 
the Convention then appropriated $700 for publication of essential features 
-of reports of commissions and committees. 

The following year, 1910, the committee presented at Chicago a further 
report, urging all denominational enterprises to cooperate with the denom- 
inational press, by using same as an advertising medium for the Societies. 
The committee reporting this year was appointed under the resolution 
presented last year at Cleveland by A. K. Foster, as follows: 


Resolved, That a committee be appointed by the Convention to 
study our denominational journalism and report next year, 


Resolved, That the committee be requested to investigate the feasi- 
bility of creating a limited number of denominational weeklies, with 
adequate financing by the denomination at large. 


The weekly denominational papers published by Baptists for the Bap- 
tists of the North, with a subscription price of two dollars per year and 
upwards, are less than fifty thousand copies. These fifty thousand copies 
are supposed to serve a constituency of 1,616,000 Baptist church-members. 

The above would furnish a Baptist newspaper for one out of every 
thirty-two Baptists. A church of one hundred members would average 
three denominational weekly papers. 

Assuming that each copy subscribed for serves five people in a Baptist 
home, 1,366,000 Baptist church-members do not read a Baptist weekly 
newspaper. This is not a good, healthy sign for growth and development 
of an intelligent and well-grounded Baptist constituency. 

Of the 250,000 readers of denominational papers, less than one per cent 
will attend this great Convention of our denomination this year. 

‘Probably three-fourths of the delegates present were reared in Baptist 
homes, where the Baptist weekly was a regular visitor, and The Baptist 
Standard, The Watchman, The Examiner, The Journal and Messenger, 
The Pacific Baptist, the Bulletin, or some other paper, were household 
words. Personally, The Standard has been in my father’s and my home 
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for more than fifty years. I hope it may be in the home of those who 
come after me for fifty years to come. 

A good denominational weekly is a dynamic force for good in any 
home where it is read, and should occupy a place close to the Bible in 
-every Christian home. 

There has been a suggestion of the denomination subsidizing our weekly 
press. The members of your Committee believe better periodicals will be 
produced by private endeavor than by a paper subsidized by the denom- 
ination, with the probably frequent changing of management incident 
thereto. 

Our present denominational papers are excellent, and, while they have 
not had the support they deserved, they have wrought faithfully and well 
with meager financial returns, and with a small but appreciative con- 
stituency. Their importance to our denomination cannot be overestimated. 
It is doubted whether there could be a Northern Baptist Convention with- 
out the support of these weekly papers. The success of such movements 
as the Million Dollar Drive and the Five Year Program is dependent upon 
the publicity and support which these papers furnish. The fidelity of our 
denominational editors to these great world-wide denominational enter- 
prises, without regard to financial profit, is beyond praise. 

Just a word more to these grand men who are editing these papers. 
They must remember the broadness of their constituency, reaching as it 
does from the theological professor to the rural population in the sand-hills 
of the West, where sturdy characters are being formed in battling with the 
elements for a livelihood, and with limited theological knowledge; that 
these boys and girls must secure from the denominational press a vision 
of God and salvation through Christ, which will lead them later into 
our denominational colleges, and later into theological seminaries and 
training-schools for ministers and missionaries. From such fields many of 
our great men have come. The denominational press will have a mighty 
influence in molding and directing these young lives, if the agencies can 
be found to put the denominational papers in their hands. 

Regarding the present slightly advanced price of subscription for weekly 
denominational papers, we are informed that the actual cost of producing 
same is nearly fifty per cent more than in 1914, or before the war. 

The publishers are paying war prices for paper, composition, presswork, 
and clerk hire, all of which have increased nearly fifty per cent, and, unless 
Congress intervenes in behalf of the publishers, after July 1 they will be 
obliged to pay a very much higher rate for postage. Let us remember 
these facts, and that the only way the present subscription price can be 
maintained, or possibly reduced, is to increase the circulation largely. 

It should be the privilege, and is it not the duty of this Convention, 
to discuss ways and means to get our denominational papers into the 
homes of the one million three hundred and sixty thousand Baptists who 
are now without a Baptist weekly paper. 

We are fortunate in having the excellent monthly magazine Missions, 
published jointly by the Societies, to the extent of 50,000 copies, which 
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enters many of the same homes as the weekly papers; but if it does not, 
they might reach about 250,000 more individuals, allowing that five will 
read each copy, and thus a quarter million more of our constituency are 
provided with some Baptist news of the kingdom. 

The above estimate of Baptist readers of our denominational papers 
still leaves 1,116,000 Baptists living year after year without the good 
influence of the denominational press. 

Your Committee sincerely believes that the lack of a much larger cir- 
culation of our denominational weekly papers is reflected in a lack of 
genuine piety, in a lack of fidelity to the church and its regular services, 
and in a lack of Sabbath observance by a large number of our church- 
membership. 

What can we do to repair this great evil which is upon us? Can we 
get light from comparison with other evangelical denominations ? 

Our total membership reported last year was 1,607,678. Our denomina- 
tional weekly circulation was 50,000 copies. Total net increase in member- 
ship during the year, 43,322. 

Methodists of the North have a total membership of 3,600,835. Their 
denominational weekly circulation is 200,000 copies. Increase in member- 
ship during the year, 155,225. Nearly four times the increase of our 
churches, even as they have four times the number of weekly denomina- 
tional papers, and a proportionate increase, according to membership, 
of two to one, 

Methodists have grown more than any other evangelical denomina- 
tion, and in numbers are now next to the Roman Catholics numerically. 


The Methodists report a total membership, North and South:

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Our increase of 43,322 was the least of the four great progressive 
denominations. 


What can we do about it? Will an increase in the circulation of our 
excellent denominational weekly papers help the situation? We think it 
would. 

Let us consider this matter, and ask what may be the cause of such 
small circulation of our denominational papers. The main reason seems 
to be non-appreciation of the real benefit and uplift the paper could be 
in a family. A change of view-point on the part of the 1,116,000 Baptists 
who do not read the denominational press must be secured. Who can 
secure this change in view-point? Can not the pastor do more than any 
one else in this very important matter? He gets the ears of his proportion 
of the 1,116,000 Baptists somewhere between one and fifty times each 
year. Is not the circulation of the Baptist weekly in his congregation as 
sure a way to build and hold them to the church and to God as any other 
part of his work, with the possible exception of preaching the word? 
The pastor is the key man to do this splendid job. 


Is our active constituency doing full justice to the denominational press? 
I confess that we know some who are not doing entire justice to it, but 
who could not feel themselves respectable Baptists and be without it. 


What are our 1,116,000 Baptist brethren and sisters, without Baptist 
papers, reading Sundays? Is it probable they read their Bibles? Some 
of them, yes. But in all probability 1,000,000 of them at least, if they read, 
are reading the secular press. In large cities the Sunday newspaper and 
the popular magazines absorb the time and the thoughts of the Christian 
man and woman to the exclusion of better reading. This becomes a 
detriment to their interest in the church and the kingdom of God through- 
out the earth. What can we all do about it? Let us go to work and double 
quickly our circulation of our excellent Baptist weeklies, and double them 
again in two years, and by the help of our pastors, church officials, and 
denominational agencies, keep on increasing them until the denominational 
weekly is a household word in every Baptist family in the North. A 
greatly increased circulation would provide an income for a better weekly 
paper; it would mean also decreased cost of production and possibly a 
lower subscription rate. Should the laymen help the pastors in this mighty 
task? Yes, if necessary, let the strong laymen of every church raise a 
special fund of say half, or all in needy cases, of the subscription price 
for its circulation in all the homes of their church where the paper will 
be read and appreciated. 


We feel certain a much larger number reading our weekly denomina- 
tional papers will soon show in a marked increase in church and prayer- 
meeting attendance, and a deeper abiding interest in the kingdom of God 
throughout the earth. 


Four things pastors and church officers should emphasize upon new 
members when they are being received for church-membership;: 
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1. They should attend regularly the preaching service and weekly 
prayer-meeting. 


2. They should, if married, establish and maintain a family altar. 


3. They should sign a subscription card for the support of the ministry 
and the benevolences of the church. 


4. They should subscribe for and read a denominational weekly paper. 


If they do all of these things, they will grow in grace and the knowl- 
edge of God. 

They will also become pillars in the church, which is the body of Christ; 
“and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” 

Your Committee renews the suggestion of the previous committee that 
the Convention recommend and definitely request the Committee on De- 
nominational Day to circulate an earnest appeal to pastors that subscrip- 
tions be solicited on that day throughout the entire territory of the 
Convention, and reports of success be made to that Committee. We be- 
lieve this work of securing more subscriptions should not stop until we 
have secured not only 200,000 subscribers, as the Methodists have, but 
at least a quarter of a million subscribers to our weekly denominational 
press.

146. The following report of the Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board was presented by Secretary E. T. Tomlinson, and, 
on his motion, after discussion by Rev. J. A. Francis, of California, 
and E. H. Haskell, of Massachusetts, was adopted: 

Report of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The foremost event in our current year was the death of Dr. Henry L. 
Morehouse, President of the Board from its formation. For thirty- 
eight years, Doctor Morehouse served as Secretary of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. Out of his long experience came the 
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conviction that in order to insure the best results in every phase of 
denominational activity, the work of the Benefit Board was essential. 
A wise counselor, a generous and strong friend, his departure has served 
to intensify the work which he looked upon as the crowning labor of his 
life. The Board adopted fitting resolutions which were spread upon its 
minutes, but words cannot measure the appreciation of his long and 
useful life. 


DeatH oF Doctor MatTtrEeson 


In October, following the death of Doctor Morehouse, our new field 
secretary, Dr. William B. Matteson, died suddenly in Milwaukee, Wis. 
He left the home office only three days before, planning to spend the 
following thirty days in visits to State Conventions and in preaching in 
various pulpits on the intervening Sundays. His enthusiasm, his deep 
interest and earnestness promised to make him a valuable addition 
to the working force. His sudden death was a source of deep sorrow 
to his associates and all who knew him. 


THE MoreHouseE MemoriALt MILLION 


In accordance with the instructions of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, the Board began a campaign to raise an additional million 
dollars for its endowment fund, to be called the Morehouse Memorial 
. Million. The interest in many quarters was strong and the response 
promising. The death of Doctor Matteson, field secretary, was a heavy 
blow at the time when carefully formed plans were being announced. 
The Liberty Loan and the Red Cross at the same time came with their 
appeals. The campaign for the Y. M. C. A. War Fund was launched 
on the very Sunday which our Board had selected for the denomination 
to consider this work. Many churches ready to enter upon our campaign, 
postponed the date in order to avoid the confusion of two or three 
campaigns at the same time. Soon after the beginning of 1918 the Lay- 
men’s Drive for a million was launched, and as it was not the purpose 
of the Benefit Board to interfere with any broad benefit to the de- 
nomination, our campaign again was side-tracked. Our good people, how- 
ever, may rest assured that the Benefit Board will not neglect any legit- 
imate opportunity, and will continue its campaign until the amount 
authorized by the Convention shall have been secured. A good start, 
however, has been made, and during the current year the Board is able 
to report an addition, including pledges, of $307,317.14 to its Permanent 
Funds. ’ 


A NEw FIELD SECRETARY 


After a long and careful search the Board selected Dr. Cornelius 
S. Savage, pastor of the West Church, Oswego, N. Y., to succeed Doctor 
Matteson. A graduate of Brown University and Rochester Seminary, 
nine years pastor in Hamilton, New York, seventeen years pastor in 
Oswego, New York, thoughtful, earnest, reliable, he comes to the position 
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with many desirable qualifications. His special field is the presentation 
of the work of the Board before churches, associations, conferences, State 
Conventions, and similar meetings. He will be glad to respond to such 
calls for his services. 


NEw OFFICERS 


At the June meeting of the Board, the following officers were elected: 
President, Colonel Edward H. Haskell; Vice-president and Treasurer, 
Arthur M. Harris; Recording Secretary, P. C. Wright, D. D.; Field 
Secretary, W. B. Matteson, D. D.; Executive Secretary, Rey. E. T. 
Tomlinson, Ph. D. 


ASSETS 


The report of the Treasurer has to do only with the moneys which 
pass directly through his hands. In addition to such transactions there 
are other assets to be included. Among these are unpaid pledges and the 
funds controlled by bodies whose work has been merged in that of the 
Benefit Board.

Liserty Loan Bonps 


An encouraging feature of the work has been the response to our 
appeal for gifts of Liberty Bonds. Our good people have been urged to 
help their country and the world by purchasing these government bonds. 
A double purpose is served when the bonds purchased are transferred 
-to the Permanent Fund of the Benefit Board. The determination to be 
loyal to the men who are serving our country is duplicated by a similar 
determination to be loyal to the old soldiers of the Cross. 


THE Larcest GIFT 


*Mr. Ambrose Swasey again has proved himself to be a true friend. 
To his former gift of $200,000 he has added $100,000, thereby increasing the 
Lavinia Marston Swasey Memorial Fund to $300,000. Inspiring as this 
noble gift is, its appreciation is intensified not only by Mr. Swasey’s gen- 
erous recognition of the purposes for which the Benefit Board was organ- 
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ized, but also by his appreciation of the devotion and carefulness of the 
Board in the management of its affairs. 


APPORTION MENTS 


We have been generous in our provision for young men preparing for 
the ministry. We must not neglect the same body when their service 
has been rendered, nor must we forsake them in the time of old age. 
Confidently the denomination is looking to the Benefit Board to remedy 
this condition. Conditions will be improved just as rapidly as the denom- 
ination responds to our appeals. The Episcopalians apportion for this 
work an amount in every church equal to seven and one-half per cent of 
its rector’s salary. One or two of our State Conventions have taken 
similar action. If such a percentage was apportioned throughout the 
Northern Baptist Convention, provision for all retiring workers could be 
made. The Board has asked for, and the Finance Committee of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention has granted, a modest increase in the amount to be 
apportioned to our churches. How small this amount is may readily be 
seen by comparing it with the amounts apportioned in certain other 
communions. The Methodist Episcopal Church, for example, in one con- 
ference (Rock River) last year apportioned $50,000. In all, they have 
one hundred and fifty-seven conferences. Our entire apportionment in 
the Northern Baptist Convention was $65,650, of which amount only 
$51,027.18 was paid. Not until our churches fully realize how dependent 
our entire denominational cause is upon our ministry, will proper steps 
be taken to safeguard the workers. Every one of the larger communions 
is now working seriously and earnestly upon the problem of provision 
for their worthy ministers of Jesus Christ, who by reason of age, failure 
of health, or misfortune are no longer in demand among the churches. 


Cost or ADMINISTRATION 


It is with pleasure that the Board reports the low percentage of the 
cost of administration. The cost, including campaign expenses, has been 
only 3.07 per cent of receipts. From the time of organization it has been 
the aim to place this on such a basis as to commend itself to the judgment 
of our business men. 


GRANTS 


The estimate at the beginning of the year of the number of grants 
which could be made during the fiscal year has been almost exactly 
fulfilled. The grants have materially increased, though many just appeals 
still are not met. When the Morehouse Memorial Million shall have 
been raised and its income added to the present receipts, it is believed 
that a fairly just provision can be made for the seven hundred known cases 
of need among our ministers and missionaries, their widows and orphan 
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children. The Board then will be prepared to enter upon its larger plan 
of providing retiring pensions. Grants have been made in thirty-six 
States. It has been found impracticable to establish arbitrary rules. 
Every case, after full investigation, is considered on its own merits. 
Grants are, of necessity, too low, varying from $100 to $400 annually. 


A COMPARISON 


It is a source of surprise to many to discover that the amounts turned 
back into the States, in many cases, greatly exceed the amounts received 
from the apportionments of those States. As examples, the following 
table is suggestive:

BENEFICIARIES 


The ages of those to whom grants are made vary from ninety-four years 
to one year. The veteran and the babe alike are dependent upon the 
loyalty of the denomination. Our records show that grants in 1917-1918 
have been made to two hundred and thirty-two ministers and missionaries 
and to two hundred and twenty-three widows. In addition, three hun- 
dred and ten other dependents are looking to the Benefit Board for help. 
Sixty-eight of our beneficiaries are above eighty years of age. 


COOPERATIVE WorK 


It is a pleasure to record that the work formerly done by the Baptist 
Ministers Home Society and the Baptist Ministers Aid Society has not 
only been carried on, but materially enlarged. Never before have so 
many grants been made in New York, New Jersey, Michigan, Ohio, and 
Illinois. The Benefit Board now receives directly the apportionments 
from all the churches, and makes all grants in the States formerly cared 
for by these two Boards. The Home at Fenton has been maintained by 
the Aid Society, the Benefit Board contributing $3,388.33 to its support in 
the past year. Both the Home Society and the Aid Society maintain 
their corporate existence to safeguard certain local interests and expected 
bequests. The unification has received strong commendation alike from 
pastors and churches, 
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WoMeEN’s SOCIETIES 


During the current year many of the Women’s Aid or Mission Societies 
in the local churches have assisted in the special care of certain widows 
of ministers or missionaries. The interest of these good women has 
been an inspiration, and the Board hopes that this phase of our activities 
will increase during the coming year. 


ANNUuITY Bonds AND BEQUESTS 


Many who would gladly help are prevented because they need the 
income of their funds. Our Annuity Bonds, having the uniform rates of 
our various Societies, open the way for such people to provide for them- 
selves a higher income than otherwise could be obtained with safety 
and at the same time help make provision for the old soldiers of the Cross. 
Such gifts, as soon as received, become a part of our permanent fund, 
the income going to the donors for life and at their decease to the work 
of the Board. In this work our pastors have been most helpful. In 
certain cases they have advised others who have sought theit help, and 
many of our ministers themselves have taken these bonds. The total 
amount received during the current year for Annuity Bonds is $59,563.30. 
The Board hopes also that those who are unable to take bonds will not 
forget this part of our denominational work when they are making their 
wills. 


THE WorK OF THE BoArD LARGELY EDUCATIONAL 


As soon as our people understand that the purpose of the Board is not 
merely to provide for the aged ministers and missionaries, their widows 
and orphan children, but also to stand behind the entire ministry, there 
will be a broader response to our appeals. To our pastors we look 
for such education. They must lead. It is surprising how willing the 
laymen are to follow. The Board desires to express its hearty appre- 
ciation of the increasing interest among our churches, the cooperation 
of pastors, the response of business men, and of all who have helped 
in making the current year-the most effective since the Benefit Board was 
organized. 


THE SUPREME PRIVILEGE 


The debt we owe our devoted ministers, in part at least, can be paid. 
Listening to the call of God, they have served him by serving well their 
day and generation. To receive them is to receive him. To neglect them 
is to reflect upon him that sent them. They are as much our ministers 
in the time of their old age as when they were young and strong. They 
are our ministers because first they are his. Their high calling, their 
consecration and self-sacrifice, have been the channels through which 
the streams of the water of life have entered the world. For what they 
have been and for what they have done we are grateful to the Great 
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Head of the Church, whose they are. The great peril is neglect. Let 
us honor these men of God before it is too late, and thereby claim 
the promise that a gift even to the least of these brethren of Christ is a 
gift unto him.

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Report of the Committee on Faith and Order 


At the invitation of the Protestant Episcopal Church of America, the 
larger denominations of our country appointed commissions with a view 
to convene a world conference to consider questions of faith and order, 
as held by the respective denominations of the Christian church. 

The commissions elected an American Committee, which, prior to the 
war, had sent a commission to Great Britain, with a view to enlisting the 
cooperation of the Christian bodies in that country. 

The four years of war have interfered with their original plans, and 
since our own entrance into the great world struggle, all of the work 
has been carried on by correspondence. 

As preparatory to the World Conference the Ameria Committee has 
asked the several commissions to request their respective denominations to 
appoint some committee who would be able to submit a statement of the 
doctrines, orders, ordinances, and sacraments of their respective commun- 
ions, and differentiate therein those matters in which they are in agree- 
ment with other Christians and wherein they differ. This, for us, would 
mean the appointment of a committee which should be charged with the 
duty of drawing up a statement of Christian doctrines and practices as 
held and advocated by the Baptist denomination, and furthermore to dif- 
ferentiate therein those doctrines and practices wherein we convince 
ourselves to be in agreement with other Christians, and wherein we are 
distinctive and unique.

Report of the Social Service Committee 


To the’ Northern Baptist Convention: 


It is fitting that the Social Service Committee should present a brief 
decennial review. At the first meeting of the Convention in Oklahoma 
City, a resolution was adopted providing for the app cine of a Social 
Service Commission of seven members. 

From time to time changes were made till the number was increased 
to eighteen; but in 1917, in a by-law of the Convention, the number was 
fixed at twelve. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE 


The Committee has sought to fulfil the trust imposed upon it by the 
Convention. It early became evident that a large part of the Committee’s 
work, for the present at least, must be educational. It was necessary 
to interpret the social service idea to our people. It was equally necessary 
to differentiate it from some other propaganda current in our time. 
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The first thing was to interpret the Christian conception of life and 
of service. Christianity is personal and social. The personal and the 
social are not two separate facts which can be viewed each by itself. 
We are not free to choose one or the other of these facts. The gospel 
is here to redeem the man; and it is here to save the world. The Chris- 
tian man in the Christian society is the ideal of Christianity. 

It was necessary to show how vital social service is to the work of 
the kingdom. Life is all one piece. It is necessary that a life be 
well born and that it be twice born. And Christian effort never has 
its perfect results till it associates men in Christian relations and provides 
Christian conditions in which they shall live. 

Then, it was necessary to relate social service to other aspects of the 
Christian program. The four aspects of our program, known as evan- 
gelism, missions, education, and social service, are not separate and com- 
peting interests. On the contrary, each implies the others. Each is fully 
Christian and makes its contribution to the kingdom’s growth. 


Finally, it was necessary to differentiate social service from other 
ideas closely related. Many kinds of charitable and relief work are most 
excellent in their way; but they are not social service. They deal with 
individuals; they leave conditions unchanged; they do little to prevent 
and cure. In some instances they deflect effort to find causes and establish 
social justice. 

In all and through all we have sought to socialize Christian thought 
and effort. And we have sought also to Christianize social effort and 
activity. The Committee has endeavored to interpret the Christian gospel, 
with its hope of a kingdom of God on earth, to the men who are without, 
many of whom are indifferent to the church because they misunderstand 
its work. And we have endeavored also to interpret to our Christian 
people the aspirations and doctrines of many beyond our membership. 


’ We have tried to develop an interest on the part of our people in social 


justice and industrial democracy. And at the same time it was necessary 
to keep our people either from blind hostility to socialism or from blind 
acceptance of its program. 

The Committee has steadily sought to keep social effort and the Chris~ 


tian spirit together. The most tragic thing that could happen would be 


the separation of these. An unsocial Christianity would be a denial 
of the kingdom. An unchristian socialism would deceive humanity. A 
social Christianity represents the true gospel and advances the atols 
kingdom of God. 

This work of interpretation and mediation was necessary at the be- 
ginning that there might be unity in the end. The Committee believes 
that the growth of social service among our people is due in no small 
part to this effort. The fact that our people have developed this interest 
in social service while at the same time increasing their interest in other 
forms of Christian service, is a testimony to the policy and methods of 


‘the Committee. 
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It has never been the policy of the Committee to exalt itself or to 
build up a new organization. This Commission has followed the method 
of permeation, not separation. From the first, the Committee has sought 
to interest our people in social service, and has urged them to use all 
existing agencies. The Committee has been willing to lose itself, be- 
lieving that in the growing social mind of our people it would find itself. 
Perhaps there has never been in so short a time a greater revolution than 
this change of mind on the part of Christian people. In ten years’ time 
the attitude of the denomination has undergone a remarkable change. 
We do not mean to say that all of our people accept the social service 
idea. Nor do we mean to imply that all of our churches have made any 
large advance in social service. But the attitude of the people has 
changed. To-day people understand in a general way what we mean by 
social service; and all of our denominational organizations and agencies 
give it a recognized place. It has a large place in the Five Year Program. | 
It is placed on an equality with other forms of Christian service. Our 
theological seminaries, one and all, have introduced great changes in 
their curricula; they are seeking to prepare ministers for effective leader- 
ship in this form of service. It is interpreted and emphasized in the 
publications of the denomination. Never, probably, has there been as 
remarkable a change of attitude on the part of Christian people as in the 
past ten years with respect to social service. 


COOPERATION 


The Committee has sought and welcomed cooperation with all other 
agencies and committees of the Convention. Representatives of the Com- 
mittee have served on the Committee on Religious Education and on the 
Young People’s Committee. The Committee has cooperated fully and 
heartily with similar agencies of other religious bodies. In this way 
we have developed practical and comprehensive programs; and have also 
secured large cooperation in many forms of community service. 


StaTE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSIONS 


From the first, the principle of permeation rather than centralization 
has been kept before us. In accord with this aim we have secured the 
creation of a Social Service Commission by practically every State Con- 
vention. We have made these State Commissions the means of com- 
munication with the churches. So far as possible a representative of this 
Committee has conferred with State Commissions, and together they have 
wrought out State programs. It must be confessed that the results have 
not always been all that could be desired. The State Commissions are 
composed of busy men; and except in a few instances they have had 
no funds at their disposal. 


Socrta, SERVICE DEPARTMENT 


For some years the Committee depended wholly upon voluntary service. 
But it had become evident that this was not sufficient to meet the need. 


Rep. Soc. I 
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At the Convention in Des Moines, in 1912, a resolution was adopted com- 
mending this work to the consideration of the American Baptist Publica- 
tion Society, and authorizing the Committee to make such arrangements 
with that Society as might be deemed best for the prosecution of the 
work. Accepting this as a mandate from the Convention, the American 
Baptist Publication Society created the Department of Social Service 
and Brotherhood. The Social Service Committee serves in an advisory 
capacity to this department, and the relations are most cordial. The 
Publication Society provides headquarters for the department and issues 
such literature as may be desired. The various members of the Com- 
mittee in varied capacities have rendered a large service to the denomina- 
tional life. In a sense, however, the Social Service Department is the 
agency through which the Social Service Committee has carried forward 
its work. 
Lunes oF ACTIVITY 


The Committee has had several departments representing necessary 
_ forms of service. Among these may be mentioned Temperance, the 

Country Church, Social Education, Labor and Industry, and International 
Peace. Members of the Committee have aided in prohibition campaigns 
in a number of States. We place upon record our appreciation of the 
action of the Publication Society in placing J. W. Graves, D. D., 
of Iowa, in the Department of Social Service as Temperance Organizer, 
and J. F. Wilcox, D. D., of Massachusetts, as Field Secretary; and 
in making liberal provision for the vigorous prosecution of the campaign 
for State and National Prohibition. 

The country church has claimed a large share of attention. Much 
literature on varied phases of rural life and the country church has been 
prepared by the Committee. Members of the Committee have served as 
members of the faculty in country church institutes in colleges and uni- 
versities, and have conducted many conferences on the country church and 
its work. The Department of Social Service has been greatly enlarged 
and strengthened by the Publication Society through the addition of 
Pres. Rolvix Harlan, Ph. D., of Sioux Falls, S. Dak. Doctor Harlan will 
be the Rural Life Secretary, and will be prepared to render the de- 
nomination a large service in this capacity. 

The Subcommittee on Social Education has made a careful study of 
the courses offered in our colleges and seminaries in both theoretical 
‘sociology and practical social service. The results of this study are pre- 
sented in Folder No. 27 on “Social Education in Colleges and Semi- 
naries.”” 

‘ War Work 

With the entrance of the United States into the world war, it became 
evident that the churches must undertake a large social service. Members 
of this Committee have served on many committees of the denomination 
and in many organizations of war work. They have presented the 
obligations of war service upon our people, and have led in many kinds 


\ 
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of war activity. 'The Committee has prepared a folder on “The Church 
and Food Supply,’ which the War Commission has distributed. The 
Committee has cooperated with four other committees in preparing “A 
Wartime Program for the Local Church.” This presents a unified and 
comprehensive program for all groups and departments in the church. 
The program covers practically all phases of war service. This is a 
very valuable and practical program, and as such it is earnestly com- 
mended to our churches. The church that fails to organize its forces 
to meet the national need and render a large service in this hour, will both 
fail to develop its people and come short of a world opportunity. 


Harrie R. CHAMBERLIN 


The Social Service Committee has suffered grave loss in the death of 
Rey. Harrie R. Chamberlin, who fell asleep at Newton, Mass., on March 
5, 1918. He had a wide circle of friends, who mourn his untimely pass- 
ing before he had reached the age of forty. They loved him for his 
winning personality, and his friendly approach to people of all sorts. 
He was admired as a preacher and cherished as a pastor. He had been 
honored with the presidency of the Christian Endeavor Society of Massa- 
chusetts. From college and seminary days he had been deeply interested 
in social questions, and promised to be a useful member of the Social 
Service Committee, to which he had been appointed. Nothing human 
lacked interest to him. He will be missed in many circles, but we may 
confidently believe that he has gone to larger tasks in the eternal kingdom. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We urge all of our people to prosecute the campaign for national 
prohibition with all diligence, and:ask our people to cooperate with all 
agencies working toward. this end.

Report of the Committee on Young People’s Work 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The present Young People’s Committee consists of nine members elected 
last year at Cleveland, only one of whom had ever served in this capacity 
before. Your Committee has therefore taken time carefully to discover 
to itself the nature and significance of its task, both in relation to the 
present service and future strength of the Convention. 
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The Committee found it necessary during the year to issue a statement 
of its understanding of its aims and functions, in order that all groups 
of Baptist young people in the territory of the Convention, and all organ- 
izations seeking to enlist the young people of our churches in plans for 
service and training, might be clear as to the fundamental purposes of 
your Committee in its ministry. This statement has been given wide 
publicity through the denominational press, and has served to clarify 
many minds and open the way for the achievement through sympathetic 
cooperation of the constructive ministry for which your Committee exists. 
The Committee desires that the Convention through its Executive Com- 
mittee should approve this statement as expressing the will of the Con- 
vention in respect to the functions of the Young People’s Committee. 


Tue Baptist YOUNG PEopLe’s UNION oF AMERICA 


Recognizing the value of the inspirational work of the Baptist Young 
People’s Union of America, and its possibilities as an agency for breed- 
ing a sympathetic and fraternal fellowship among all the Baptists of 
America, your Committee has been glad to cooperate in every way pos- 
sible with the General Secretary, Dr. James Asa White, and has gladly 
complied with the request of the Executive Committee of the Baptist 
Young People’s Union of America, that we name three persons to serve 
on the Board of Managers of the Union. 


PROVISION FOR SOCIETIES 
Standards of Excellence. 


Standards of Excellence have come to be regarded by our young 
people as of very vital importance. Until now, Standards have been 
issued for junior and senior groups only, and these have been shaped 
entirely upon the basis of the demands of a regularly recognized young 
people’s union. In order to meet an increasingly urgent demand your 
Committee is at work upon a Standard for intermediate societies, and 
hopes to be able to present the same shortly as the basis of recognition 
of work done by intermediate groups during the present year. The 
Junior Standard now in use has proved fairly satisfactory, and remains 
for the present unchanged. The Senior Standard, however, has been 
slightly revised, and will shortly be issued with brief explanatory notes. 

The larger efficiency of the work of our local churches, however, requires 
the shaping of a coordinated series of Standards such as may be used 
by young people’s groups of whatever name or form of organization— 

% Standards which shall be based primarily upon the basic essentials for 
the development of a well-rounded Christian life, and an efficient church- 
membership. Your Committee has already set itself to the shaping of 
such a series of Standards, and hopes to secure such cooperation from 
other denominational workers as will make the product vitally significant 
in enriching the life and ministry of every group of Baptist young 
people in the Convention. 
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Topics for Devotional Meetings. 


_ The 1918 topics for the devotional meetings of senior groups were 
prepared by the Committee of last year in special conference with the 
leaders of ten denominational and interdenominational young people’s 
organizations. The present Committee has in like manner agreed upon 
the topics for 1919. 

Instead of issuing a separate series of topics for intermediates, your 
Committee has approved a plan for a special treatment of the senior 
topics as in their judgment likely to save confusion and prove on the 
whole more practicable. 

The junior devotional topics for this year will be presented as formerly 
in two groups, each covering a period of six months. They will appear 
under the general headings of “The Story of Jesus’ Life” and “The 
Story of How the Church Grew.” 


Study Courses. 


It has been customary for many years to issue special courses of study 
for young people’s societies. These have often proved of inestimable 
worth, but never more than a small percentage of our young people have 
availed themselves of the advantages of such a course. For many 
reasons it has seemed to your Committee wise, for this year, to sub- 
stitute a Reading Course. The plan involves asking our young people 
to read three out of five selected books in order to meet the require- 
ments of the Sacred Literature Course. The books from which the 
selection is to be made for this year are: 


“The Challenge of the Present Crisis,” Fosdick. 

“The Call of the World,” Doughty. 

“Truths That Abide,’ Dawley. 

“The Church a Field of Service,” Rust. 

“The Secondary Division Organized for Service,” Alexander. — \ 


The Bible Readers’ Course. 


Your Committee desires to affirm its strong conviction of the supreme 
importance of daily Bible reading by the young people of our churches, 
and earnestly entreats that all those having any responsibility for the 
work of the young people of our churches shall seek to enlist them 
in the especially inviting series of daily readings on “ Personal Problems | 
in Christian Living” proposed for this year for intermediate and senior 
groups. These readings will be noted each week in Young People, and 
presented with special notes and suggestions in Young People’s Service. 


Intermediate Constitution. 


In recognition of the urgent need among all our churches for more 
attention to the needs of teen-age groups your Committee has approved 
a simple constitution for the organization of intermediate groups. This 
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constitution is the product of actual experience, and readily adaptable to 
any local church situation. It can be secured upon application from 
the Publication Society or through any of its State Directors. 


Young People’s Publications. 


Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation, both of the quality 
of the material now being presented to our churches on the Graded 
Uniform Lessons for the use of intermediate and senior young people’s 
classes in the Sunday School, and the attractive form in which it is 
presented... We wish also to commend the changes in Young People, by 
which space is given to the doings of young people and specially promising 
methods of ministry. We also particularly wish to express our delight 
with Young People’s Service now continuing Service. Our Publication 
Society, and particularly those immediately responsible for this enriched 
material for young people, are to be congratulated upon their product 
and commended for their service. 


The Young People’s Council. 


The Young People’s Council, organized in Minneapolis in 1916, is 
proving an increasingly effective instrument for securing the special in- 
formation and immediacy of contact needed by the Committee in the 
shaping and promotion of its policies and programs, Through the council 
all the varied needs of all the various groups and organizations of Baptist 
young people in all sections of the country are carefully canvassed that we 
may discover how best to serve the needs of all so as to contribute most 
largely to the strengthening of our denomination. 

During the year your Committee has issued a leaflet on “ The Council 
Plan of Getting Together.” The rapid multiplication of organizations 
among our young people in recent years has created a most distressing and 
perplexing situation in many churches. There is often conflict and some- 
times even contention among various groups in the same church. The 

- council idea has already been thoroughly tried, and wherever adopted has 
proved a feasible and happy solution of a most vexing problem. The 
Council Plan is also readily applicable, and has already been effectively 
used in both State and Associational organization. 


YouNG PEOPLE IN THE LocAL CHURCH 


The problem of ministry to our young people is in the last analysis 
a problem of the local church. The importance of this ministry and 
the vital necessity of maintaining the unity and integrity of the local 
church has been the subject of special study by your Committee during 
the past year. We are face to face with a really critical situation demand- 
ing strong and intelligent action if we are to save our churches from 
serious disruption. The primary rights and needs of the church have 
been ignored and gravely imperiled by the pushing of special interests. 
The need of the hour can be met only by purposeful and intelligent team- 
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work based upon a‘recognition of the primary rights of the local church. 
Your Committee is of one mind, and emphatic in its declaration of the 
need of immediate cooperative action by all denominational agencies con- 
cerning themselves with ministry to groups of young people in our 
churches looking to the formulation of an inclusive Unified Program and 
the setting up of coordinated Standards of Excellence which shall con- 
cern themselves primarily with the religious development of our young 
people and their relation to the church of which they are members. It 
is the judgment of your Committee that the development of efficient 
Christians, loyal and reliable members in the local church, is the con- 
dition of all denominational strength and progress. 


Your Committee recommends that this Convention direct its Executive 
Committee to request that all denominational agencies ministering to, or 
shaping programs for, young people meet in conference with the Young 
People’s Committee of the Convention for the purpose.of shaping up such 
a Unified Program as in their combined judgment will contribute most 
largely to the religious development of our young people and the efficiency 
of our local churches. 


THE CHurcH To-pAY AND To-MORROW 


The mind of your Committee has this year been mainly directed to a 
serious consideration of the effect of this international conflict upon the 
young life of our churches and to a study of the most effective means 
and methods of maintaining a healthy and progressively satisfying religious 
life in those already in the membership of our churches, and securing 
to other young people such a presentation of the claims of Christ and his 
church as will enable the churches to claim and capture the youths of the 
country for the cause of the kingdom. 


The following significant resolution was adopted by the International 
Sunday School Council at its meeting in Cincinnati, April 2, upon 
recommendation of the Committee on Young People’s Work: 


“Confronted by a world at war and facing rapidly changing social con- 
ditions that affect most profoundly the young people of our communities, 
your Committee on Young People’s Work desires to impress on the denom- 
inational leaders represented in this council, as those responsible for the 
training and guidance of youth, the imperative need of a better under- 
standing of young people and their problems, and of a realization of the 
fact that the world to-day is in the process of a social and economic 
revolution which must inevitably lead to a new world order, for leader- 
ship in which our young people must now be prepared. We desire further 
to emphasize the responsibility of the church to provide for our young 
people such a spiritual and social environment and training that they 
will approach their new tasks with strong convictions and a sure faith. 
To this end we urge upon the individual members of this council that 
for the coming year they devote themselves with renewed purpose and 
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untiring zeal to the study and promotion of our young people’s work as 
THE strategic task now confronting the Christian church.” 


This resolution states the line of reasoning and the exact conclusions 
separately arrived at by your Committee. So clear-cut and significant a 
reenforcement of our judgment confirms us in the conviction that we 
have been divinely led. It is the deliberate conviction of your Committee 
that this Convention should issue a clarion call to our churches to give 
themselves now to such a ministry to the youths of our land as will 
bring them face to face with the luring challenge of Christ and capture 
them for his kingdom and service. Your Committee proposes the launch- 
ing of a year’s campaign of enlistment, designed to reach our young people 
from twelve to twenty—a constructive program with a threefold emphasis 
upon service, training, and evangelism. A brief and suggestive outline 
of what is proposed has been issued in connection with this report in 
earnest hope that this session of the Convention will definitely indorse 
such a movement and issue such a call to the churches. 

Your Committee recommends that the Convention approve the pro- 
posed campaign and commend it to the churches with the urgent appeal 
that all agencies, national, State, and local, cooperate for its successful 
execution.

173. The following report of the Brotherhood Council was 
presented by Secretary S. Z. Batten, and, on his motion, after 
discussion by Rev. D. D. MacLaurin, of Wisconsin, was adopted: 


Report of the Brotherhood Council 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Events during the past year have changed the work of the Brotherhood 
Council. Many thousands of young men have gone from our churches 
into the war service. This has reduced the membership and working 
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efficiency of many Brotherhoods and men’s classes. This has laid upon 
those who remain at home a new responsibility. Some of the officers 
of the Council have given much of their time to war work; and the 
executive secretary has given practically all of his time to the War 
Commission. On account of this we may not be able to report as large 
direct results as in some other years. But the contribution of the Council, 
both directly and indirectly, has been most important. 


The Brotherhood Council has heartily supported and encouraged in 
every possible way the Laymen’s Campaign in the Million Dollar Drive. 
This effort to enlist our laymen more directly in the work of the kingdom 
contains the promise of large results. We sincerely trust that some 
steps may be taken whereby this movement can be conserved. We sug- 
gest that some action be taken looking to a closer integration of the 
Brotherhood Council and the Laymen’s Campaign. 


The Department of Social Service and Brotherhood of the American 
Baptist Publication Society is an agency through which the Brotherhood 
Council can act directly. This department promotes the organization 
of men’s classes and Brotherhoods in the churches. It prepares and dis- 
tributes such literature as may be necessary. It suggests courses of 
study for men’s classes, and seeks to direct the activities of men’s 
groups. This work is conducted quietly, but it is quite effective and 
wide-reaching. 

The department has prepared a wall chart, showing in a striking way 
the organization and work of a men’s group. Copies of this will be 
sent free on application. 

The Brotherhood Council has cooperated with other committees of the 
Convention in preparing a manual for our churches, “ A Wartime Program 
for the Local Church.” 

During the year new publicity has been given to Brotherhood aims 
and work through our denominational press, and this has been productive 
of increased interest. 


BroTHERHOOD IN War SERVICE 


There is work for every person and group in the church at this time. 
And there is a large and important service which can be rendered by 
the Brotherhood or men’s class. 

The Council has published a suggestive war program for men’s groups, 
as follows: 

1. See that every man going from the congregation has a Soldier’s 
. Traveling Church Letter. 

2. See that there is an organized correspondence with the men in war ° 
“service. 

3. Secure the names of men in service from the community though 


not members of the church or congregation; and see that a regular 
correspondence with them is maintained. 
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4. Know whenever a man from the community is reported in the casualty 
lists, and be the first to convey consolation and cheer to the bereaved 
family; it may be well to accompany this with some flowers. 

5. Display an American flag on the exterior of the church, and unveil 
a service flag within the church. 

6. Whenever soldiers, and especially recruits, come to the community, 
be sure that they are cordially received; and make sure that they are not 
beset by vice exploiters. ! 

7. Maintain labor standards, and especially do not allow women and 
children to be overworked. 

8. Bring employers and employees together for mutual discussion and 
conference; and secure and distribute among working people the social 
standards of the churches. 

9. Secure and distribute literature on the meaning of the war, on in- 
dustrial peace, social reconstruction, and Americanization. 

to. Seek to secure war prohibition and ratification of amendment to 
the United States Constitution for national prohibition to safeguard 
society and to prevent the enormous waste of foodstuff, fuel, and man- 
power.

RECOM MENDATIONS 


Several things stand out clearly with reference to Brotherhood work: 


I. We believe, as never before, in the Brotherhood or an organization 
of men in every church as the most effective method of attracting and in- 
teresting the average man in the work of the church. 

2. We believe that the affiliation of the various Brotherhoods in each 
association of our denomination into a common associational organization 
would be a means of common interest, inspiration, and encouragement, 
and provide a means by which social service, civic, evangelistic, and 
other important work could be carried out. 

3. We further believe that our great work may best be accomplished 
by the organization in each State of a Commission on Men’s Work which 
shall keep in touch with each church and associational organization, and 
shall conduct a conference annually, at which representatives shall be 
present from each county or associational organization. The Brotherhood 
Council would function largely through the State Commission. 

4. We believe in the constant continued use of our denominational press 
to aid the men of our churches and all men’s classes and organizations, 
through suggestions and reports of experiences of successful organ- 
izations, and further urge the sending of strong copy to our denomina- 
tional press by our Baptist laymen. 
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5. We believe that further organization in our churches should not be 
discouraged, but that ineffective and worn-out organizations of no further 
use should be discarded. 

6. We believe that best results in men’s work are secured by the united 
cooperation of ministers and laymen in a common work, and not by a 
divided and separate work for each.

175. The following report of the Law Committee was presented 
by E. S. Clinch, of New York, and, on his motion, after dis- 
cussion by E. L. Tustin, of Pennsylvania; C. T. Lewis, of Ohio; 
Rev. W. B. Riley, of Minnesota; Rev. G. P. Mitchell, of Iowa; 
and E. S. Clinch, of New York, was adopted: 


Report of the Law Committee 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 
At your meeting on May 19, 1917, you adopted the following resolution: 


“That the Law Committee be instructed to ascertain what other evan- 
gelical denomination, if any, is seeking legislation having in view the 
consolidation of any of its corporate bodies, and to cooperate with the 
representatives of such denomination, and to procure from any available 
sources information concerning the subject of consolidation, and to report 
to the Northern Baptist Convention at its meeting in 1918 in respect 
to the matters herein referred to, and to such other matters cognate 
thereto including a proposed bill for the consolidation of the two Societies, 
as to said committee may seem wise.” 


Your Committee does not know of any evangelical denomination which 
is seeking legislation having in view the consolidation of any of its 
corporate bodies. 

In 1917 the legislature of the State of New York passed an Act incor- 
porating the “General Board of Education of the Presbyterian’ Church 

_in the United States of America.’ This Act is Chapter 495 of the laws 
of New York for 1917. It became a law May 15, 1917, a few days prior 
to the adoption of the preceding resolution. 

The Act creates thirty-five persons and their successors a body corporate 
with the name “General Board of Education of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America.” The Act defines the purposes and 
objects of that corporation, and authorizes it to take over, acquire, become 
possessed of, and invested with all the property and assets of “ The Board 
of Education of the Presbyterian Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica” and of “College Board of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
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States of America,” subject to all the terms, conditions, and stipulations 
of all trusts, restrictions, reservations, or contracts relating to or in any 
wise affecting such property and assets. 


This Act is not a general act authorizing the consolidation of any class 
of corporate bodies incorporated in New York or the consolidation of a 
corporation organized in New York with a corporation organized in 
another State, nor is it an Act which consolidates or provides for the 
consolidation of any corporate bodies. It is an act which creates a new 
corporation and attempts to vest in that corporation power to take into 
its possession and to assume ownership of all the assets of two incor- 
porated bodies, one incorporated in Pennsylvania and the other incor- 
porated in Illinois, without directing or even suggesting how that power 
shall be exercised or by what means such ownership shall be assumed. 
The Act further provides that in the management, disposition, and admin- 
istration of all the property and assets which the new corporation may 
acquire and become possessed of, it shall be subject to the supervision, 
jurisdiction, and direction of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in as far as the same may be properly asserted and exercised by 
the latter body consistently and in consonance with the terms, conditions, 
stipulations, and requirements of any and all trusts, restrictions, or con- 
tracts relating to or affecting any of the properties, real or personal, of 
which it may become possesssed. 


So far as the Committee has been able to ascertain, the new cor- 
poration has not taken any action under the Act creating it. The Act 
is clearly impracticable, and the corporation which it creates has not the 
power to exercise functions sought to be given to it, and cannot acquire 
the property of the Education Board or the College Board except by an 
illegal surrender of it. 


The Committee refers to this Act because there seems to be an im- 
pression on the part of some who have heard of the Act that it con- 
solidates the corporations referred to in the Act. 


It is the opinion of your Committee that it is not within the power 
of any State legislature to create a corporation and to vest in it the 
right to take possession of the assets. of two corporations each incor- 
porated in another State and to exercise all the functions and powers of 
such corporations. 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society was incorporated in New 
York in 1853, and the American Baptist Publication Society was incor- 
porated in Pennsylvania in 1845. Under the laws of Pennsylvania, a 
majority of the Board of Managers of the Publication Society and of 
similar Societies incorporated in that State must be laymen and residents 
of Pennsylvania, at least so long as the Society holds funds given to it 
since 1855 for religious, charitable, and educational purposes. This statu- 
tory provision affords'an ample reason for not placing the property and 
management of the Home Mission Society under the control of a cor- 
‘poration organized in Pennsylvania. 
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It may be regarded as absolutely certain that this statutory provision 
would be made to apply to any corporation resulting from the consolida- 
tion of the Publication and Home Mission Societies under any law passed 
by the legislature of Pennsylvania, that that legislature would not pass 
any general law which would permit the transfer of the control of the 
assets of a Pennsylvania corporation to a Board, the majority of which 
would be either clericals or non-residents of the State, and that any 
attempt to secure the passage of a general act, authorizing the consolida- 
tion of such organizations as the Home Mission and Publication Societies 
would arouse an opposition in the legislature and throughout the State 
which would be very unfortunate in its consequences. One source from 
which such opposition would come would be other evangelical denomina- 
tions, and would be due to their fear that such legislation must be general 
in its character and therefore have a uniform operation throughout the 
State. 

The Constitution of Pennsylvania contains a prohibition against the 
passage by the Pennsylvania legislature of any special act or act incor- 
porating any single corporation. There is no Pennsylvania general statute 
providing for the consolidation of corporations not created under the laws 
of the State. Therefore, in order to bring about a consolidation of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and of the American Baptist 
Publication Society, a general law providing for such consolidation would 
have to be adopted by the legislatures of New York and of Pennsylvania. 
After full consideration of the subject, the Committee reports its con- 
clusion that it is practically impossible to secure in Pennsylvania, and that 
it is not advisable to attempt to secure, the passage of such enabling 
legislation. In order to bring about a legal consolidation of the Societies 
such legislation is absolutely necessary because an Act passed by the New 
York legislature would not alone accomplish the consolidation of the 
Pennsylvania and New York corporations. 

The Committee is of the opinion also that even should such legislation 
by the legislatures of Pennsylvania and New York be secured, the con- 
solidation of the American Baptist Home Mission Society and of the 
American Baptist Publication Society under the terms provided by such 
general legislation could not be legally consummated. 

The Committee, therefore, reports that in its judgment the consolida- 
tion of these two Societies cannot be effected, and it advises that such 
proposed consolidation be dismissed from further consideration. 

It gives the Committee pleasure to report that officials of the Home 
Mission and Publication Societies since the last meeting of the Convention 
have been engaged in plans for the delimitation of the activities of the 
respective Societies, with a view to the removal of any overlapping of 
their work, and that such agreements have been reached between the 
Boards of Managers of the two Societies that there is reason for be- 
lieving that in the future the two Societies will work together in such 
harmony as to justify a belief in a permanent continuance of the work of 
the two Societies along such lines as will be entirely satisfactory to each. 
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The reports of the two Societies will refer probably in more detail to the 
agreement reached respecting the work of each.

Report of the National Committee of Northern Baptist Laymen 


The Million Dollar Campaign of the Northern Baptist laymen con- 
stitutes one of the most remarkable events in Baptist history. The com- 
plete story of this campaign has not yet been written, and for obvious 
reasons cannot be told this afternoon. 


Financial results to date may be tabulated, some facts relating to 
methods, literature, and other details may be set forth; but to judge the 
motives underlying such a movement, to describe the enthusiasm attending 
its progress, and to measure the spiritual achievements of the weeks 
devoted to it would be difficult indeed. 


It is my great privilege, however, to give you in briefest outline a report 
on the essential features of the campaign, and in doing so I shall take 
the liberty to say some things that the laymen would not be willing to say. 
My unique position affords me this opportunity and privilege. 

Great movements are born, not made. In the heart of Ambrose Swasey 
and of the small company of men who gathered in Cleveland, Ohio, last 
December, there was conceived ati idea that grew into unexpected and 


“magnificent proportions. 
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These men did not meet to talk about money nor to discuss previously 
prepared plans. They talked of the church of the living God. They 
sought light on their relation to that church, and prayed that God might 
use them and the other laymen of the denomination in a larger, possibly 
some special, manner for its extension. They discussed the question: 
“What is the duty of the Christian church in general, and of the Baptist 
denomination in particular, in view of the world situation created by the 
present war?” 

And immediately there appeared to this dedicated group the needs to 
which they resolved to give themselves—the combined needs of all the 
Boards and Societies of the Convention—needs which if not met would 
leave these organizations in a seriously embarrassed condition, and render 
difficult, if not impossible, adequate participation by the denomination 
in any worthy program during and after the war. An emergency existed. 
The laymen said, “ God helping us, we will meet the emergency.” 

Specifically, it was estimated that $800,000 would be required, in addi- 
tion to the regular income, to insure that all the Societies and Boards 
would be free from debt at the end of the fiscal year, as follows:

To raise this money, to cover the expenses of a campaign, and to pave 
the way for a larger service of the denomination for the world it was 
felt that a sufficient amount should be added to bring the total up to 
a full million dollars. 

At that informal Cleveland Conference, a Continuation Comeaen com- 
posed of F. W. Ayer, Ambrose Swasey, E. H. Haskell, G. W. Coleman, 
E. B. Bryan, and E. D. Burton, was appointed. These men were asked 
to issue an “Appeal to Baptists,’ and to develop a plan of procedure. 
Both of these tasks were promptly performed. The “ Appeal” sets forth 
so fully the motives and spirit of the laymen, and the campaign which 
they inaugurated that it might appropriately form a part of this report. 
Two hundred and sixty thousand copies were printed and distributed. 

The plan of campaign involved, first, the calling of a representative 
conference of laymen and secretaries in Chicago, January 11, at which 
the “Appeal” was indorsed. At that time the Continuation Committee 
was authorized to increase its number and become a National Committee. 
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An allotment of the million dollars was made to the States, and pub- 
licity plans and other details were worked out. 

F. W. Ayer became Chairman and Ambrose Swasey Treasurer of the 
movement. F. P. Haggard was called as Campaign Director. The fol- 
lowing constituted the National Committee: R. J. Abbott, J. J. Allen, 
F,. W. Ayer, Henry Bond, R. H. Bouslog, Pres. E. B. Bryan, Prof. E. D. 
Burton, Wallace Buttrick, I. W. Carpenter, Hon. E. S. Clinch, G. W. Cole- 
man, J. C. Colgate, Arthur Deemer, Judge F. S. Dietrich, C. M. Eby, 
Richard Edie, Jr, D. K. Edwards, G. L. Estabrook, H. M. Fillebrown, 
D. G. Garabrant, W. H. Gay, C. W. Goodman, E. H. Haskell, T. B. 
Holmes, M. D., W. G. Jones, J. H. Knapp, E. J. Lindsay, Andrew Mac- 
Leish, J. F. McDermott, Robert McDowell, Gov. C. E. Milliken, A. G. 
Naundorf, F. C. Nickels, John Nuveen, G. C. Penney, C. E. Prior, D. T.

Between January 11, when the final decision was made in Chicago, and 
March 31, practically only eleven weeks intervened. What was required 
to be done had to be done quickly and without the care and deliberation 
that would ordinarily be considered desirable and necessary. Within three 
weeks, headquarters were established in New York, a staff of workers was 
organized, and the necessary literature created or planned. In that brief 
period also cooperative committees were formed in a majority of the 
States—later in all of them, and a wide-spread interest in the proposals 
of the laymen was quickly aroused. 

The movement seemed to catch the imagination of the people as much 
for its apparent audacity as for its fulfilment of a long-cherished desire 
that the laymen would come forward and occupy their natural place of 
leadership. Practical unanimity of opinion prevailed from the beginning, 
resulting in the development of a fine esprit de corps. Prayer evidently 
entered largely into the campaign and was undoubtedly responsible for 
the most delightful harmony and fellowship that existed between the 
workers at national headquarters and the men in the several State organ- 
izations. In the New York office a daily prayer-meeting was maintained. 

It would afford pleasure to speak at length of the helpful cooperation 
of certain friends who were loaned by different organizations to assist at 
headquarters; but we can only mention their names. Mr. Parker Palmer, 
of the Home Mission Society; Miss Lizzie Mansfield, of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Society; Rev. E. R. Pope, D. D., of Minnesota; Rev. C. A. Mc- 
Alpine, one of the secretaries of the Publication Society; and Rev. W. L. 
Hughes, each helped for from one to five weeks in different capacities. 
Rey. A. E. Rapp did field work in the East and Rey. Albert Gage in the 
Middle West. Special mention should be made of the most efficient 
service of Rev. F. W. Padelford, Secretary of the Board of Education, 
who for a greater part of the time acted as Associate National Director, 
giving himself daily to the care of the very heavy correspondence. And 
the Director may be permitted to add that to work in close association 
with Mr. F. W. Ayer for thirteen weeks has been the greatest personal 
privilege of his life. He is a prince among men, 
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Without the hearty cooperation of our Baptist newspapers the conduct 
of the campaign would have been difficult, if not impossible. This fact 
again calls attention to the importance of strengthening this department 
of our service, a task to which the laymen ought to give themselves. 

In the thought of some, a more unfavorable time than the present could 
not have been chosen in which to launch a movement of this magnitude. 
(In all of the correspondence I do not recall the mention of a time 
that was considered favorable in which to ask for a million dollars.) Was 
not the country engaged in a gigantic conflict, which required all the 
resources of time and strength and money of all the people? Would not 
the many distractions of such a period prevent the successful conduct 
of the campaign, even if the amount called for were smaller? But a 
million dollars, and an extra million at that—as the Dominie in “ Guy 
Mannering”’ would say, it was simply “ prodigious.” 

The most common and the most subtle objection, as well as the most 
effective, in tending to hinder the campaign, was bluntly stated by one 
correspondent as follows: ‘“ This is no time for Baptists to be doing any- 
thing.” The shock of the great war, the realization of the ineffectiveness 
of much of our religious thought and machinery, the need for closer coop- 
eration, coupled with thé fact that the well-known and well-tried inter- 
denominational Young Men’s and Young Women’s Christian Associations 
were ready to hand and were calling forth and receiving the united sup- 
port of all the people, even of Jews and Roman Catholics, led some to the 
hasty conclusion that anything and everything sectarian or even denomina- 
tional should be tabooed. It did not seem to occur to these friends that 
these Associations owed their existence to the churches, and that if they 
could, during the period of the war, take the place of the churches, 
they could with equal propriety continue in that position after the war; 
nor did these friends appear to realize the fact that, granting the desira- 
bility of closer cooperation in Christian work and the certainty of the 
ultimate realization of this ideal, it was vitally important to maintain 
strong, effective, and independent units of cooperation. 

It would be poor policy to scrap, without serious consideration, organ- 
izations and institutions into which so much of spiritual and financial 
capital had been put, or even temporarily to cripple them, by withholding 
means necessary to maintain their work. Every fighting force has its 
separate units, divisions, regiments, companies. It behooves Baptists, 
even in the interests of cooperation and true Christian unity, to maintain 
their work at a high standard of efficiency as a part of the great enginery 
of the church. Furthermore, the needs of the suffering world require 
that every group should so organize and strengthen itself as to render 
the fullest possible service for mankind and for the church. Those very 
elements in the situation which seemed to some to argue against action, 
in reality constituted some of the best reasons for doing something. When 
is the best time to raise a million dollars for missionary purposes? When 
billions are being raised for other purposes. The more people give the 
more they want to give and will give: 
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Among the many results that are held to justify the war, one of the 
greatest has been at least the partial conquest of the pocketbook. This 
was the psychological moment to raise a million dollars. 

While the campaign surpassed expectation in some of its features, 
notably the development of wide-spread enthusiasm, it also confronted 
serious and persistent difficulties, some of which were responsible for 
the failure to raise considerably more than a million dollars. 

Some questioned the special fund for work among Baptist soldier boys. 
The fact remains, however, that generally throughout the country the ap- 
peal to patriotism was effective, not simply from the point of view 
of army work, but of all that was involved in the campaign. The suc- 
cess of the movement would mean that as a denomination we proposed 
to keep burning the home fires of missionary and educational effort, and 
at the same time not permit to grow dim the lighthouses that have been 
planted on foreign shores. 

In certain States and districts, as well as in local communities and 
churches, the organization was loose and not very effective. The best 
results were not secured in any case where this was true. In the majority 
of instances the director was the key to the situation, but chairmen, as a 
‘rule, were active. 

Literature played a large part in the campaign. Where this was not 
wisely and widely distributed, with suggestions for its use, the returns 
were correspondingly diminished. 

The plan for the use of five-minute men was a good one, but there 
was not sufficient time in which to furnish these men. with material and 
instruction. Some rendered valuable service, but this feature of the 
campaign was not as effective as it should have been. 

The relatively small number of large gifts was the source of greatest 
anxiety. The rank and file of our people participated, but persons of 
means, with a few notable exceptions, either did not contribute anything, 
or failed to give in proportion to their wealth. To this alone may be 
attributed the failure of certain States to reach their allotments. As a 
denomination we may do a moderate work on the small gifts of the many, 
but a really great enterprise must in these days demand the support of 
large givers. 

When the world is thinking in terms of millions and billions it is not 
too much to ask that our men and women of wealth shall make to our 
growing work large contributions. 

The financial results of the campaign are graphically told, State by 
State, in the printed table, which will be distributed later. Great as is 
the achievement there set forth, the raising of the largest special sum 
ever gathered by the denomination, this should be considered relatively 
of less importance than other results that may be mentioned. More 
than one said it would be a miracle if three-quarters of a million were 
raised. 

Among these results was the demonstration of the ability of the de- 
nomination to rise to a situation, to meet an emergency, to undertake a 
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great task. This fact involved another—that our solidarity is unbroken, 
that there is a sense of unity among us, and in unity there is strength. 

Another great result was the discovery to one another of a host of 
men whose ability as leaders, in fact, whose very existence, had hitherto 
been unknown. Never before in the history of the denomination was 
there such a large offering of service, such an expression of willingness 
to help, or such display of genuine enthusiasm. The denomination has 
the men, strong men, who can do anything they really undertake. To 
know this should hearten us all, particularly those who represent us in 
positions of leadership, in mission board-rooms, and on mission fields both 
near and far. 

To some the most surprising result was that this special effort to raise 
so large a sum as an extra, and at a time when the apportionments were 
being completed, did not affect unfavorably the regular offerings, but 
rather the reverse. 

The general feeling was fittingly expressed by one correspondent, who 
said, ‘““ We want to be in on the Million Dollar proposition, but we would 
be ashamed to give toward it without first raising our apportionments, 
which we have never before done.” They did both, and many others did 
likewise. One church paid up its apportionments for the three preceding 
years. Undoubtedly a very much larger number of individuals and of 
churches participated in this movement, and in the regular offerings of 
the year, than ever before in our history. 

But perhaps the greatest result of the campaign has been a spiritual 
result—the widening and the correction of our vision. We have told 
ourselves a great many times what a great people we are. We have 
been proud of our history and of our achievement. We have eagerly 
looked forward to the publication of each new religious census, that we 
might once more take note of our statistics and our stature. But while 
the outcome of the campaign makes us grateful, it also greatly humbles 
us. This is what we ought to have done, but having done it, there still 
stretches before. us a widening vista of need and opportunity and respon- 
sibility. 

What of the future? A special committee will make recommendations 
regarding this; but it will not be out of place to close this report by calling 
attention to certain outstanding facts. 

There has been expressed a well-nigh universal desire and hope that 
the tremendous enthusiasm that has been aroused and the good practical 
results that have been secured should be conserved. It is felt that it would 
be a thousand pities for this movement to wane and die when so many 
thousands of men are ready to go forward. 

The difficulty is to know how to proceed in view of the complications 
in our denominational machinery. We all agree that what has been gained 
should not be lost, but it is not every spontaneous uprising of this char- 
acter than can be wisely put into permanent form. 

The simplest, the easiest, and possibly the most inane and useless thing 
we can do is to effect another organization. That no great enterprise can

be set forth without an efficient organization is true; but it is equally true 
that mere organization will not accomplish what is worth while. First, 
what do we seek to do? Secondly, what do we will to do? Thirdly, what 
kind of an organization will serve the purpose, without encumbering the 
ground or duplicating the work of others? 

During recent years there has been growing within our denomination 
a realization of world opportunity and obligation, and a conviction of 
the need of a new competency to meet them. This conviction is expressed 
in the goals and methods of our Five Year Program. The laymen’s move- 
ment is a natural development of the latter, and embraces the same 
ideals and determined purposes of future achievement. 

The Five Year Program Committee has gladly recognized the newly 
awakened interest of the laymen, and in its report this year has expressed 
a desire that they should have the fullest opportunity to realize the desired 
ends. 

Our primary responsibility as men, as Baptists, as Christians, is not to 
keep missionary organizations out of debt; not to meet emergencies; not 
to organize this or that group; but to recognize and study the world’s 
desperate need: to discover the resources of the denomination and ac- 
knowledge the obligations which these resources involve in view of the 
world’s needs; to plan a comprehensive program of action that will be 
worthy of the denomination, and bear a just proportion to its ability and 
its resources; and to discover and employ the most efficient method for the 
execution of this program. 

The foregoing would require a basic knowledge of denominational con- 
ditions, a collection of current data bearing on the problems involved in 
trying to meet the discovered need, and a correlation of all denominational 
forces to execute the comprehensive program that would be evolved. 

Of the objectives which the denomination must achieve in order to meet 
the demands which the situation lays upon it, there are two, for the ac- 
complishment’ of which the laymen ought to assume special responsibility. 
These are: . 

1. A more efficient cooperation of the denominational agencies now 
related to the Convention, especially in reference to the raising of money 
for the various tasks of the denomination, and a more effective business 
administration. 

2. An increased interest on the part of the laymen in the work of the 
church, and the bringing of them into their proper place and full measure 
of responsibility in all our churches and denominational organizations, 
local, State, and national. 

May God help us in this crisis hour in our history to have vision and 
faith; to be wise and resolute. 

_ The accompanying table gives the result of the campaign up to May 
to. Between that date and the time of the presentation of the report 
in the Convention. the amount of the conditional pledges was increased. 
from $50,000 to approximately $120,000, leaving a net balance of approxi-

INTERNATIONAL

has known. We stand with our noble Allies for the rescue of weaker 


nations from tyranny. 


PRESIDENT WILSON’S CALL TO PRAYER 


Inasmuch as the President has called upon us to use Memorial Day as 
a day of prayer, we would urge upon all our ministers to make every 
effort to rescue this day from amusement and to consecrate it to earnest 
_ prayer. 

NATIONAL 


Wuereas, The United States Food Administration has urged the people 
to use substitutes for wheat until the next harvest, in order to be able 
to ship more to our soldiers and sailors, and to our Allies, therefore, 

Resolved, That we will use the smallest portions of wheat possible in 
our homes, and in all our church functions, until the harvest or longer, 
if necessary. 

DENOMINATIONAL 


Freedom and truth are Baptist watchwords, hence, we will sustain 
our government in this war for liberty and righteousness with all our 
resources of men and money. We heartily commend the varied work 
of our War Commission, and deeply appreciate the cooperation of pastors 
and churches in the Northern Baptist Convention. We unite with all 
citizens in heartiest approval of the services rendered by different asso- 
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ciations, such aS the Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the 
Hebrew and Knights of Columbus bodies, the Boy and Girl Scouts; 
all of which witness to the unity of all our people in the fixed deter- 
mination to win this war. We would especially commend the Scout move- 
ment for its worth to our churches in character-training. 


TEMPERANCE 


We are unalterably opposed to the liquor traffic, and determinedly 
favor total abstinence for the individual and prohibition for the nation. 
We indorse the amendment to the Federal Constitution, submitted by 
Congress. We rejoice that it has been ratified by eleven States, and 
we urge upon the voters in the States that are yet to take action, to make 
every rightful effort for the election of legislators who will support the 
ratification of this amendment. In view of the conservation of food 
practised by the people; in view of the statement by the Food Admin- 
istration that the supply of barley is exhausted; and in view of the un- 
contradicted fact that the brewers have a six-months’ supply of barley, 
we petition the President to commandeer the barley now in the brewers’ 
control, that it may be made into bread instead of beer. We approve 
the Barclay Bill, known as House Bill No. 11701, and we urge upon 
Congress its immediate enactment into law. We welcome the Department 
of Temperance established by the American Baptist Publication Society 
with its secretaries and literature. We urge our pastors and churches 
to give this department most hearty cooperation and support. 


War RELIEF 


In view of the appalling need of the devastated nations, we renew 
our appeal for every gift possible to each and all of them, especially to 
the lands devastated by the Turks. 


We beg to express our deep sense of appreciation to our brethren 
of Atlantic City and New Jersey for the generous provision made for 
the comfort and convenience of the delegates and visitors to this Con- 
vention. We are grateful to all the others who have shown their good 
will through kindly offices in our interest and behalf. Uniform politeness 
and courtesy upon the part of all who were appointed to entertain and 
serve have done much to make pleasant the memories which we shall 
carry away.

ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Chapter 107 of the Laws of 1913. 


Aw Act to INCoRPoRATE THE MINISTERS AND MISSIONARIES BENEFIT Boarp 
OF THE NORTHERN Baptist CONVENTION 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. William A. Davison, W. Howard Doane, George G. Dutcher, 
Charles A. Eaton, Edwin P. Farnham, Clarence M. Gallup, Frank M. 
Goodchild, Arthur M. Harris, Edward H. Haskell, Luther Keller, Andrew 
MacLeish, Henry L. Morehouse, Charles H. Prescott, Jr., Eli S. Rein- 
hold, William S. Shallenberger, Charles M. Thoms, Andrew K. Van 
Deventer, Homer J. Vosburgh, Herbert J. White, Joseph K. Wilson, and 
Peter C. Wright and their successors are hereby constituted a body cor- 
porate with the name, “The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of 
the Northern Baptist Convention,” and under that name shall have 
perpetual succession and shall have the right, either absolutely or in 
trust, to purchase or to acquire by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, and 
to sell, convey, or otherwise dispose of, any real or personal property. 


Sec. 2. The objects of the corporation shall be to administer its funds 
for the benefit of worthy Baptist ministers and Baptist missionaries, 
their wives, or widows, and their dependent children, either directly 
or through the medium of related organizations; to cooperate with such 
organizations in securing, so far as practicable, uniformity in the methods 
for the extension of such aid, to promote interest in the better main- 
tenance of the ministry, and to adopt such measures to these ends as may 
be reconrmended by the Northern Baptist Convention. 


Sec. 3. The twenty-one incorporators named in Section 1 of this 
act shall be so divided at their first meeting that seven shall serve for 
three years, seven shall serve for two years, and seven shall serve for 
one year, and each shall serve until his successor is chosen, and as 
these respective terms expire, seven shall be appointed by the Northern 
Baptist Convention to serve for three years, and said Convention shall 
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have also the power to fill vacancies caused: by death, resignation, or 
otherwise. 


Sec. 4. The body hereby corporated may elect or appoint such officers 
as to it may seem proper, and, subject to the confirmation of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, said body may adopt such by-laws or 
regulations in relation to its organization, to the management and dis- 
position and sale of its real or personal property, to the duties and powers 
of its officers, and to the management and conduct of its corporate affairs 
as it shall think proper, provided such by-laws or regulations are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the United States or of this State. It 
shall present a written annual report to the Northern Baptist Convention 
at each of its annual meetings, and the said Convention shall have the 
power to instruct the body hereby incorporated in respect to its general 
policies. 

Sec. 5. Meetings of the corporation may be held at such time or 
times and at such place or places in the United States as the corporation 
may determine, subject, however, to the right of the Northern Baptist 
Convention to fix the time and place of any meeting of the corporation. 


Sec. 6. This act shall take effect immediately. 


BY-LAWS 


OF THE MINISTERS AND MISSIONARIES BENEFIT BOARD OF 
THE NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I 


The executive powers of the corporation shall be vested in the twenty- 
one incoporators and their successors, who shall be called Managers.+ 


ARTICLE II 
MEETINGS 

The annual corporate meeting shall be held as soon as practicable after 
the regular annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention at 
such time and place as may be designated by the Executive Committee of 
this Board, unless some other time shall be fixed by the Managers on 
conference with the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, 

Regular meetings of the Managers shall be held on the second Tuesday 
in April and November. Special meetings may be called at any time by 
the President, and shall be called at any time on the written request 
of any two Managers. Written notice of all meetings shall be mailed at 
least ten days previous to the meeting. Nine Managers shall constitute a 
quorum for business, and a less number may adjourn to a definite time. 


ARTICLE It 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. There shall be a President, Vice-president, Executive Secre- 
tary, Recording Secretary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually 
by the Managers. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all corporate meetings and at 
meetings of the Managers, shall appoint committees, except when other- 
wise provided; and shall exercise a general supervision over the affairs 
of the corporation. 

Sec. 3. In case of the absence of the President, or his inability to 
serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of 
the Managers, shall send notices by mail to them of the times and places 
of their meetings, shall prepare a docket of business to be transacted at 
each meeting, shall keep an accurate record of all grants to beneficiaries 
and of the sums paid to them, shall inform the chairman of each com- 
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mittee of the names of its members and of the purpose for which it 
was appointed, and shall prepare the annual report for the Northern 
Baptist Convention in time for the submission of the report to the 
Managers before the meeting of the Convention. He shall perform 
such other duties as the Managers may direct. He shall furnish a copy 
of the annual report to all the members of the Board. 


Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings 
of all meetings in a book provided for the purpose. He shall also send a 
copy of the minutes of each meeting to every member of the Board. 


Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to the cor- 
poration, keep an accurate account thereof and of the sources from 
which they were derived and deposit them in the name of the corporation 
in such banks or other places of deposit as the Finance Committee may 
designate. He shall have the custody of the corporate seal. Payments 
to beneficiaries, salaries, and other current expenses shall be made on 
the direction of the Managers. All other payments shall be made only 
on the written order of the Finance Committee of the Managers. The 
Treasurer shall give security by corporate bond for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties and in such amount as shall be fixed from time 
to time by the Board of Managers. 


Sec. 7. The President and Executive Secretary are authorized with the 
written assent of the Finance Committee to execute and deliver in the 
name of the corporation and under its corporate seal any refunding 
bond which may be required in order to receive any legacy bequeathed 
to the corporation and such other instruments as may be required by said 
Committee in the management of the corporate investments and in the 
prosecution of the work. 


ARTICLE IV 
COM MITTEES 


Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed annually: 
Executive Committee, Finance Committee, Committee of Accounts, Com- 
mittee on Applications. 


Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall consist of seven members. It 
shall be the duty of this Committee to care for the interest of the cor- 
poration between the meetings of the Managers, to attend to such other 
business as may be referred to it. The Committee shall keep a careful 
record of*its proceedings and report to the Board. 


Sec. 3. The Finance Committee shall consist of three members. It 
shall have supervision of the funds of the corporation and of the invest- 
ments and reinvestments thereof; it shall take measures to secure to 
the corporation all property and funds devised or given to it. All invest- 
ments shall be made in such securities as are sanctioned by the laws of 
New York relating to investments by trustees. At the regular meeting 
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in April and whenever required by the Managers, the Committee shall 
make a full written financial report. 


Sec. 4. The Committee of Accounts shall consist of two members, who 
shall examine the accounts and vouchers of the Treasurer semiannually, 
and shall make a written annual report to the Managers at the regular 
meeting in April. 

Sec. 5. The Committee on Applications shall consist of five members. 
It shall be the duty of this Committee to examine and report upon all 
applications for aid, and to ascertain and report whether the amount of 
any aid granted should be increased, reduced, or discontinued. 


ARTICLE V 
APPLICATION FOR AID 


All applications for aid must be made in writing on such forms as 
shall be provided by the Managers. 


ARTICLE VI 


These By-laws may be amended at any meeting of the Managers, by 
a majority of the Board voting affirmatively, provided written notices 
of the proposed amendment shall have been given at a previous meeting, 
and also that a copy of the proposed change shall have been mailed to 
each member of the Board at least ten days’ previous to the meeting. 


RULES OF PROCEDURE 


FOR THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE 
NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


1. The annual meeting of the Board shall be held in connection with 
the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention. Two successive 
absences on the part of any member of the Board, save for illness or 
other cause satisfactory to the Board, shall be regarded as a resignation. 
Other meetings of the Board may be called by the Chairman, the Record- 
ing Secretary, and the Executive Secretary. Five members of the Board ~ 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


2. The officers of the Board shall be elected at the annual meeting. 
They shall hold office for one year and until after their successors are 
elected. 


3. The order of business shall be as follows: 


Devotional exercises. 

Calling of the roll. 

Reading of the minutes. 

Unfinished business. 

Communications from the Corresponding Secretary. 
Report of the Treasurer. 

Reports of the committees. 

New business. 


4. The Executive Secretary shall investigate educational conditions in 
the field of the Northern Baptist Convention and shall make report thereon 
to the Board. He shall also devise and execute measures for securing 
funds for carrying on the work of the Board and shall prepare a full 
report of the year’s work for presentation at the annual meeting. 


5. The Treasurer shall perform the usual duties of this officer. He 
shall give bonds as the Board shall direct. He shall pay the salary of 
the Executive Secretary as instructed by the Board. He shall pay the 
expenses of the office of the Executive Secretary on presentation by 
him of monthly accounts. Other expenses and bills must be certified 
to by the Executive Secretary and Chairman under general action of the 
Board. 


6. These rules may be amended or added to by a two-thirds vote' of 
the members present at any meeting of the Board. 
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CONVENTION CONFERENCES 


Friday, May 17, 2.30 P. M. 
CONFERENCE ON THE CHURCH AND UNCHURCHED RELIGION 


A conference on the Church and Unchurched Religion was held in 
the auditorium. The presiding officer was Rey. A. W. Beaven, of New 
York. Among those who participated were G. W. Coleman, of Massa- 
chusetts; Rev. C. W. Gilkey, of Illinois; Rev. H. F. Stilwell, of Ohio; 
and Rey. T. J. Villers, of Michigan. 

The conference was predicated first upon the supreme place of the 
church as the instrument of Christ's kingdom on earth, and on ‘the 
second fact that outside the church to-day there are men and organ- 


_ izations whose objects and actions indicate that they are impelled by 


certain motives which we realize can originate only with the spirit of 
Jesus. The purpose of the conference was to consider the spirit and 
method by which we of the church can best understand these men and 
by interpreting for them the source of these ideals lead them to open 
confession of the Christ and to relate themselves to the church of 
Jesus Christ. 

The second hour considered the spiritual values of the experiences 
through which our soldiers are passing, and the spirit and method by 
which we at home can deal with them now and on their return so as 
to conserve and develop any religious impressions made and _ relate 
them to the church. . 

The third hour considered the subject of evangelism presented by 
Dr, T. J. Villers, who urged the great opportunities offered by the 
present hour for pushing the evangelistic task of the churches. 


CONFERENCE ON SOCIAL SERVICE IN AMERICA 


_A conference on Social Service was held in the First Baptist Church. 
The presiding officer was Rev. W. Q. Rosselle, of Pennsylvania. 

A discussion on “ Socializing of Industry” was opened by Rev. A. A. 
Hobson, of Massachusetts. 

A second discussion on “ National Prohibition’? was opened by Rev. 
J. W. Graves, of Pennsylvania. 


CoNFERENCE ON THE RuRAL CHURCH AND RuraL CoMMUNITY LIFE 


A conference on the Rural Church and Rural Community Life was 
held in the vestry of the First Baptist Church. The presiding officer 
was Sec. Rolvix Harlan, of Pennsylvania, who traced the “rise and 
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development of the Country Life Movement” and the new interest in 
rural work and the rural church problem. 

The appointed speakers were: Rey. Walfred Lindstrom, of Indiana; 
Rey. Thomas Evans, of New Jersey; and Rey. O. J. Price, of Michigan. 


CONFERENCE ON THE WORK OF THE MINISTERS AND MISSIONARIES BENEFIT 
BoarpD 


A conference on the work of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board was held at the Chalfonte Hotel. The presiding officer was Sec. 
E. T. Tomlinson, of New York. 

Dr. C. S. Savage, of New York, read a paper on the relation of our 
pastors to the work of the Benefit Board. 

A general discussion followed, in which the following participated: 
Rev. H. C. Gleiss, of Michigan; F. P. Beaver, of Ohio; Richard Edie, of 
New York; Rev. C. M. Gallup, of Rhode Island; S. G. Young, of Mich- 
igan; Rev. E. R. Curry, of Colorado; Rev. Mitchell Bronk, of New 
York; Rev. H. T. Crane, of Ohio; Rev. F. A. Smith, of New Jersey; 
C. H. Prescott, of Ohio; Rev. W. L. Clapp, of Iowa; E. H Haskell, 
of Massachusetts; and others. 


CONFERENCE OF THE Wort~pD WIDE GUILD 


A conference of the World Wide Guild was held in the First Pres- 
byterian Church. The presiding officers were Miss A. J. Noble and Miss 
Helen Crissman. 

Plans outlined for the year’s work included study programs based 
on the study-books, ‘Women Workers of the Orient” and “ The Path 
of Labor,” and one of a miscellaneous character, built upon the out- 
standing present-day personalities in home and foreign missions. 

An Essay Contest was also outlined, in which the winner in the 
Association should compete with the State, and she with the District, 
and she in turn with the winner in each of the ten Districts for national 
recognition. The subject of this essay would be based on the study-books, 
and the treatment be limited to two thousand words. 

A new list of books for the Reading Contest was prepared, the urgent 
need of volunteers for both home and foreign fields stressed, and the 
work of the Neighbor's League of America advocated. 


CONFERENCE OF SCOUTMASTERS 


A conference of Scoutmasters and others interested in work for boys 
through the agency of the church was held in the new building of the 
Massachusetts Avenue Public School. The National Field Commissioner 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, Rev. F. D. Elmer, of New York, 
presided, and presented the report of the Religious Education Committee 
on ‘“ The Boy Scouts and the Church.” The speakers were: I. M. Price, 
Illinois; F. K. Mathews, Chief Scout Librarian, New York; E. K. 
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Fretwell, Associate in Scouting, Teachers’ College, Columbia University; 
W. M. Tippy, Executive Secretary of the Federal Council of Churches 
in America, New York; J. E. West, Chief Scout Executive, Boy Scouts 
of America, New York. A picked demonstration troop of boys from 
Philadelphia gave a practical exhibition of “ Scout Principles and Prac- 
tice.” 

The conference was held at the urgent request of Scoutmasters at- 
tending the Convention, and proved of high educational value. It is 
desired generally among those at work with boys in our churches that 
similar programs be prepared for future conventions. Scouting as an aid 
in character-building was the theme of the addresses, which discussed 
the subject from the standpoint of a boy’s reading, outdoor interests, 
companionship, work in his church home, service to his country. 

The following resolution was prepared by a committee consisting of 
I, M. Price, W. E. Raffety, F. D. Elmer. 


Wuereas, The United States of America being engaged in war, we 
recognize the necessity of safeguarding our youth from the dangers of 
moral laxity and increase of juvenile crimes, incident to wartime con- 
ditions, and 

WHEREAS, Accepting at all times the obligation of developing our boys 
along lines of civic and national responsibility and service, we recognize 
- present especial necessity of boy conservation and citizenship training, 
in preparation for the reconstruction period subsequent to the war, and 

Wuereas, Taking into consideration the fact that sixty per cent of the 
membership of the Boy Scouts of America is organized in conjunction 
with churches, and further recognizing the remarkable service rendered 
by Scouts in War Saving Stamp and Liberty Bond Campaigns and in 
cooperation with the American Red Cross and the Y. M. C. A. and other 
war service agencies; be it 

Resolved, First, that we approve and indorse the work and program 
of the Boy Scouts of America and commend the promotion of the same 
in every church in the Northern Baptist Convention. 

Secondly, that this conference go on record as desiring to participate 
in this program by fostering the Scout movement as a valuable supple- 
mentary contribution to the work of the church in character-training. 

_ Thirdly, that the attention of every church in the United States should 
be brought to this great opportunity for service to our country and our 
boys by helping to develop the program of the Boy Scouts of America. 


CONFERENCE ON CHRISTIANIZING INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


The conference on Christianizing International Relations was held in 
the First Presbyterian Church. The presiding officer was Prof. E. D. 
Burton, of Illinois. t 

A paper upon the topic of the conference was read by Pres. C, A. Bar- 
bour, of New York. The emphasis of the conference was placed upon 
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the growing recognition by statesmen and leaders of public opinion that 
the standard of brotherhood laid down and illustrated by Jesus, as opposed 
to that of national self-interest, is not only an ideal toward which to 
work, but also the only solution of the Boys questions which must 
follow the world war.

CONFERENCE ON THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE LAYMAN FOR THE LOCAL 
CHURCH AND DENOMINATIONAL TASKS . 


I. THE LAYMEN 


A conference on the Responsibility of the Layman for the Local 
Church and Denominational Tasks was held in the auditorium. The 
presiding officer was Henry Bond, of Vermont. 

After the devotional services the chairman presented F. W. Ayer, 
of New Jersey, Chairman of the National Committee of Northern Bap- 
tist Laymen, who introduced Rev. F. P. Haggard, of New York, the 
National Director of the Campaign, who in turn read a written survey 
of the Laymen’s Campaign. 

Mr. Ayer called upon representatives of the various States to make 
report concerning the campaign in their States. The following men 
responded: Mr. Chapman and Mr. Starr, of New York; Mr. Shull, of 
Iowa; Mr. Coleman, of Kansas; Mr, McDermott, of Kansas; Mr. 
Nickels, of Minnesota; Mr. Swetland, of New Jersey; Mr. Brimson, of 
Illinois; Mr. Colgate, of New York; Mr. Haskell, of Massachusetts; Mr. 
Shaw, of South Dakota; Mr. Tingley, of North Dakota; Mr. Kinne, of 
New York; Mr. Whittemore, of Maine; Mr. Bancroft, of Nebraska; 
Mr. Wright, of Connecticut; Mr. Dearborn, of Indiana; Mr, Dinsmore, 
of Indiana; Mr. Robinson, of Pennsylvania; Mr. Cress, of Montana; 
Mr. Brown, of Wisconsin; Mr. Allen, of South Dakota; Mr. Killam, of 
Illinois; Mr. Cassidy, of Kansas; Mr. Fillebrown, of Rhode Island; Mr. 
Knight, of Rhode Island. 

The following resolution, introduced by Mr. Ballard, of New York, 
was adopted: 


Wuereas, The Laymen of the Northern Baptist Convention assembled 
at Atlantic City, Saturday, May 18, 1918, have received from the National 
Committee of Northern Baptist Laymen a report setting forth its activities 
during its brief existence; be it 

Resolved: 

1. That we, the Laymen of the Northern Baptist Convention, express 
our approval and appreciation of the work done by this Committee. 

2. That we recommend to the Northern Baptist Convention that the 
Committee be continued under substantially the same form and name, and 
that the Committee be requested to devote itself in the coming year to 
the following lines of activity: :

First, the quickening and upbuilding of spiritual life in the churches, 
and the securing of greater activity on the part of the laymen in the work 
of the churches. 


Secondly, such activity in meeting the financial needs of the Convention 
and its Societies as may be found desirable and practicable. 


Thirdly, a study of the general needs of the denomination from the 
standpoint of the laymen, with a view to recommending a plan for 
securing more efficient cooperation in their finances between the Societies 
and Boards of the Convention; the results of this study, with such recom- 
mendations as the Committee deem best, to be embodied in a report to 
the Convention at its meeting in 1910. 


Mr. Ayer reported that the total contributions to date were $862,000, and 
that in addition to his conditional gift of $50,000, Mr. Rockefeller agreed 
to give $25,000 more, provided the total amount was raised. Mr. Swasey, 
of Ohio, immediately offered to add $10,000 to his pledge, the total 
amount of the funds then being $947,000. 


Mr. Robinson, of Pennsylvania, agreed that Western Pennsylvania 
would add $2,000 to her subscription, if the total amount was secured, 


Mr. Swasey, of Ohio, made a short address. 
The report of the National Committee was adopted. 


Mr. Estabrook, of Pennsylvania, reported that by use of the telephone 
he had to-day secured an additional $500 in Philadelphia and vicinity 
toward the campaign, and urged that laymen present adopt the same 
method to secure the subscription of the full amount before Monday. 


Mr. Sheppard, of Massachusetts, then read a paper on “The Evangel- 
istic Work of the Laymen in the Local Church.” 


The session was closed at 5.30 p. m. with the singing of “ America" 
and with prayer by G. W. Coleman.

The appointed speakers were: Mrs. W. J. Farmer, of New 
Jersey; Mrs. H. N. Lathrop, of Massachusetts; Rev. F. A. Agar, of 
New York; and Mrs. J. Y. Aitchison, of Massachusetts.

The special feature of the conference was a practical demonstration 
showing the possibility of getting together all the groups of young people 
in the local church in accordance with the Council Plan. In this concrete 
demonstration the work of the B. Y. P. U. and Y. P. S. C. E. was repte- 
sented by C. L. Seasholes, of Pennsylvania; the young women’s organized 
classes by Miss McKinley, of New Jersey; the young men’s organized 
classes by Rev. F. O. Erb, of Philadelphia; the World Wide Guild by 
Mrs. W. R. Owen, of Philadelphia; the work of the juniors and inter- 
mediates by Mrs. Finn, of Philadelphia; the supervision of the Educa- 
tional Committee of the Church by Miss Goodell, of Iowa; Rev. W. T. 
Thayer, of Rhode Island; and Rev. C. D. Eldridge, of Kansas. 

Inspirational addresses were made by Rev. E. L. Dakin, of Indiana, 
and Sec. W. E. Chalmers, of Philadelphia.

CONFERENCE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


A conference on Christian Education was held in the auditorium. The 
presiding officer was Sec. F. W. Padelford, of Massachusetts. The 
appointed speakers were: Pres. M. G. Evans, of Pennsylvania; Sec. G. N. 
Brink, of New York; Prof. E. D. Burton, of Illinois; and H. T. Bailey, 
of Ohio. 

The following resolutions were adopted for recommendation to the 
Northern Baptist Convention: 


Resolved, That it is the conviction of this Conference on the Train- 
ing of Leaders that the Northern Baptist Convention should utter a 
ringing challenge to our Baptist parents and children to the end that our 
boys and girls may be induced to continue their education in high school 
and college. The critical hour in our national life demands that we 
shall press for the preparation of the young men and women who shall 
be adequate leaders of our day. As a Conference we request the Con- 
vention to send forth this message at once. 


Resolved, That, recognizing the imperative need of trained leaders 
among the negroes of the South, in Latin America, and in all the lands 
in which our Foreign Mission Societies are working, we record our 
conviction that our Home and Foreign Mission Societies should be pro- 
vided with the men and money for a large development of their educa- 
tional work. In the midst of all the demands for men and money for the 
promotion of the war and for religious work at home, we believe that 
we must not fail to maintain strongly and progressively the great foreign 
missionary enterprise, which in this hour has been the greatest force for 
the Christianization of international relationships. 


CONFERENCE ON RELATING THE LocaL CHURCH TO THE WAR TASK 


A conference on Relating the Local Church to the War Task was 
held in the First Presbyterian Church. The presiding officer was Rev. 
O. J. Price, of Michigan. The appointed speakers were: Rev. S. D. 
Crandell, of Michigan; Rey. F. E. R. Miller, of Illinois; Pres. C. A. 
Barbour, of New York; H. A. Atkinson, of Massachusetts; Prof. W. A. 
Brown, of New York; E. E. Rogers, of Connecticut; Miss Erminie 
Broadstone, of Illinois; and Sec. S. Z. Batten, of Pennsylvania. 

The outstanding characteristic of this conference was the conviction 
that there must be organized effort to care for the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the soldiers, beginning in the local churches, both adjacent 
‘to camps and those from which the boys come, up through the various 
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agencies within and without the camps, including work of chaplains, 
Y. M. C. A., camp pastors, community recreation, local churches, etc., and 
culminating in the General Wartime Commission of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. 

It is the task of pastors everywhere to join in completing this organ- 
ization and in making it effective. 


CONFERENCE ON SOCIAL SERVICE IN FOREIGN Missions 


A conference on Social Service in Foreign Missions was held in the 
First Baptist Church.

the American Bolsheviki, the American politician, the American capitalist 
and his cohorts, the American saloon-keeper, and the other low-grade 
Americans predominant in the quarters where the foreigner has to work 
and live.

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BY-LAWS 
OF THE 


AMERICAN BAPTIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY 


Adopted at Chicago, May JJ, 910 


ARTICLE I.—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as follows: 
(1) Of all persons who are now life-members or honorary life-members; 


(2) Of annual members appointed by Baptist churches. Any church may appoint 
one delegate, and one additional delegate for every hundred members, but no church 
shall be entitled to appoint more than ten delegates; 


(3) Of all missionaries of the Society during their terms of service; 


(4) Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 


Sec. 2. No member shall be entitled to more than one vote. 


ARTICLE II.—OFFICERS 


Secrion 1. The officers of the Society shall be a President, a First Vice-president, 
a Second Vice-president, a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, and a Recording Secre- 
tary. They shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting. 

SEc. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. In the case 
of his absence or inability to serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president 
in attendance who is first in numerical order. 

Src. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries, and such officers as the Board of Managers 
may appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, and shall discharge such 
duties as may be defined by its regulations and rules of order. 


Src. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful performance of 
his duties as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Src. 5. Each officer shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which 
he is elected to the close of the next annual meeting, and until his successor is elected. 


ARTICLE III—BOARD OF MANAGERS 


Section rt. The Board of Managers shall consist of twenty-seven persons, viz., the 
officers named in Art. II, Sec. 1, and twenty-one other persons, elected by ballot at 
an annual meeting. At the meeting at which these by-laws shall be adopted, one- 
third of the twenty-one persons shall be elected for one year, one-third for two years, 
and one-third for three years, to the end that thereafter, as nearly as practicable, 
one-third of the whole number shall be elected at each subsequent annual meeting to 
fill the vacancies caused by the expiration of terms of office. As many more shall be 
elected also as shall be necessary to fill any vacancies in unexpired terms. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal office of the Society 
to organize as soon as practicable after the annual meeting. 


\ Src. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the affairs of the 
Society; shall have the power to elect its own chairman and Recording Secretary, and 
to appoint such additional officers and such committees as to it may seem proper, and 
to define the powers and duties of each; to appoint its own meetings; to’ adopt such 
regulations and rules as to it may seem: proper, including those for the control and 
disposition of the real and personal property of the Society, the sale, leasing, or mort- 
- gaging thereof, provided they are not inconsistent with its Act of Incorporation or its 
By-laws; to fill all vacancies in the Board of Managers and in any office of the Society 
until the next meeting of the Society; to establish such agencies and to appoint and 
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remove such agents and missionaries as to it may seem proper, by a three-fifths vote 
of all members present and voting at the meeting when said vote is taken; to fix 
the compensation of officers, agents, and missionaries; to direct and instruct them 
concerning their respective duties; and to make all appropriations of money. At the 
annual meeting of the Society, and at the first session of each annual meeting of the 
Northern Baptist Convention it shall present a printed or written, full and detailed 
report of the proceedings of the Society and of its work during the year. 


ARTICLE IV.—ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT 


All officers, all members of the Board of Managers, and all missionaries must be 
members of Baptist churches. 


ARTICLE V.—ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


The Society shall meet annually on the third Wednesday in May, unless for 
some special reason another time shal] be fixed by the Board of Managers on con- 
ference with the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention and with 
representatives of its other cooperating organizations. The meeting shall be held where 
the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be held. Special meetings 
may be held at any time and place upon the call of the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE VI.—RELATIONS WITH NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


With a view to unification in general denominational matters, the Northern Baptist 
Convention at each election may present nominations for officers and for the Board of 
Managers, 


ARTICLE VII—AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written notice of the proposed 
amendment shall have been given at the preceding annual meeting of the Society, or 
such amendment shall be recommended by the Board of Managers. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD 


ARTICLE I.—BOARD OF MANAGERS 


1. The Board shall meet as soon as practicable after the annual meeting of the 
Society for the purpose of electing, by ballot, a Chairman, Recording Secretary, Editors, 
a Bible Committee, a Publication Committee, a Missionary Committee, and an Execu- 
tive Committee. At this meeting the Board shall determine the salary of the Secreta- 
ries and Editors, and hear read the provisions and limitations of all the Society’s per- 
manent and invested funds. 

2. The Board shall meet bimonthly, on the third Thursday of June, August, Octo- 
ber, December, Febguary, and April, to review with care the action of the Committees 
and to give them instructions. 

3. The Chairman, or the Executive Committee, may call a special meeting when- 
ever it may be deemed expedient. 


ARTICLE II.—OFFICERS 


1. Chairman.—The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board; decide 
all questions of order without debate, subject to an appeal to the Board by the request 
of any two members; and appoint all special committees, unless otherwise directed. 

2. Secretary.—The Secretary of the Society shall conduct all the correspondence; 
prepare intelligence for the public journals; employ means to interest pastors and 
churches; direct and assist all the appointees of the Board in their work; have charge 
of the stock of the Society; keep a fair supply always in binding, and a correct ac- 
count of the books, tracts, etc., received and sold, or distributed gratuitously; keep the 
accounts with individuals, agents, auxiliary societies, and branches doing business with 
the Society; pay over to the Treasurer all money coming into his hand in favor of the 
Society; make a monthly report of his labors to the Executive Committee; and shall 
read to the Board, at its first meeting in each year, the provisions and limitations of 
all permanent funds. : 

3. Editor.—The Book Editor shall receive all suitable works for publication in 
the Volume, Sunday School, and Tract Department, and present them to the Committee 
on Publication for examination and approval; superintend the revision and stereotyping 
of whatever shall be ordered by the Board; be responsible for their mechanical execu- 
tion; and shall present a monthly report. 

4. Treasurer.—The Treasurer, or Acting Treasurer, as may be determined by the 
Board, shall give security in the sum of twenty thousand dollars for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties; receive and hold all money and obligations belonging to the So- 


ciety; pay all orders which shall haye been approved by the Executive Committee; 


open his books to the inspection of any member of the Board; acknowledge all re- 


_ceipts, donations, or legacies made to the Society; present at the first stated meeting 


of the Executive Committee in each month a statement of the receipts and payments 
of the preceding month; prepare annually an account of all receipts and payments, 
designating the objects for which they were received or paid; also a statement of the 
nature and condition of the investments of all the permanent funds. 

_ 5. Recording Secretary.—The Recording Secretary shall keep the minutes of all the 
proceedings of the Board in a book for that purpose, and attest tke same by his signa- 
ture, notify the chairman of any standing or special committee of his appointment, 
furnish him with a list of the names of those who compose the committee, and a copy 
of all resolutions and business referred to them; and lay before the presiding officer at 
each meeting of the Board a list of all committees, together with the unfinished business 


of the Minutes. 
ARTICLE III.—BIBLE COMMITTEE 


The Bible Committee shall consist of not less than seven members—three of whom 
shall be a quorum. It shall be the duty of this Committee to push with vigor all de- 
partments of Bible work—including the raising of funds for the free circulation of 
the Scriptures, the making of new and pure translations in so far as money given 
specifically for that purpose will enable the Society to make jhem. It shall be the 
further duty of this committee to see that all the funds coming to the Society for 
any of the aforementioned purposes are faithfully applied in accordance with the 
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designation of the donors. The Secretaries, Editors, and Treasurer shall attend its 
meetings and aid in its deliberations. The Committee shall submit to the Board for 
consideration, at each‘regular meeting, a full statement of its proceedings. 


ARTICLE IV.—PUBLICATION COMMITTEE 


This Committee shall consist of not less than seven members—three of whom shall 
be a quorum. It shall examine all works presented for publication and, if approved, 
classify them according to their character; determine the style in which they shall be 
published; indicate the copyright to be paid; and recommend them to the Board for 
publication. The Secretaries and Editors shall attend its meetings and aid in its de- 
liberations. The Committee shall present to the Board, at each regular meeting, a full 
statement of its proceedings. The Committee shall also perform a similar service with 
respect to the periodical publications of the Society. 


ARTICLE V.—MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 


1. The Missionary Committee shall consist of not less than twelve members—five 
of whom shall be a quorum. The Secretaries and Treasurer shall attend its meetings 
and aid in its deliberations. The Committee shall keep a full record of its proceed- 
ings, which shall be open to the inspection of any member of the Board, and shall 
make a full report to the Board at each regular meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Missionary Committee to carry into effect all the 
orders given it by the Board; to appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, all 
necessary Colporters and Missionaries, designate their duties and fields of labor, and 
direct them in the discharge of their duties, seek the establishment of Sunday Schools, 
the organization of Sunday School forces, the elevation of Sunday School instruction, 
the development of Sunday School benevolence, and the circulation of Sunday School 
literature; to make all appropriations in the Missionary Department to be paid out of 
the treasury; and to devise and execute plans for increasing the funds of the Society 
and meeting its pecuniary obligations as far as they relate to this department. 

3. No grants or gifts of money, books, or literature ‘shall be made, except in case 
of immediate need, until the applications have been approved by at least three mem- 
bers of the Committee. 


ARTICLE VI.—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


1. The Executive Committee shall consist of not less than five members—three 
of whom shall be a quorum, The Secretaries and Treasurer shall attend its meetings 
and aid in its deliberations. The Committee shall cause a full record of all its pro- 
ceedings to be kept at all times in the rooms of the Society, and open to the inspection 
of any member of the Board. Any vacancy in this Committee shall be filled by the 
Board. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to carry into effect all the 
orders given it by the Board; to appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, all 
necessary Secretaries, Editors, Agents, and Clerks; to make all appropriations to be 
paid out of the treasury, except grants of missionary and Bible funds; to publish 
all works ordered by the Board; to make all needful purchases and contracts; to take 
charge of the Scciety’s property, including the investments in all departments; to 
devise and execute plans for increasing the funds of the Society and meeting its pecu- 
niary obligations; to determine the manner in which the accounts of the Society shall 
be kept; to cause those accounts to be thoroughly examined and audited by at least 
two competent persons once every month, and generally to advise with and assist the 
Secretaries. It shal! present to the Board, at its last regular meeting before the Anni- 
versary, an audited Treasurer’s account, together with a full statement of the financial 
condition of the Society. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to present to the Board, at each 
regular meeting, a full statement of its doings, giving the Board information upon the 
condition and prospects of every department of the Society’s operations; also its plans 
for the future; and, in general, to submit to the Board all such facts and statements in 
its possession as will enable the Board to judge correctly of its past action, and to give 
it instructions for the future. 


ARTICLE VII.—ORDER OF BUSINESS 

The following shzll be the order of business: 

1. The roll shall be called. 

2. The meeting shall be opened with prayer. 

3. The Minutes of the last meeting shall be read. 

4. First, Report of the Bible Committee; second, Publication Committee; third, 
Missionary Committee; fourth, Executive Committee; fifth, Special Committees; sixth, 
unfinished business; seventh, new business; eighth, the meeting be closed with prayer. 
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CHARTER 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE 


AMERICAN BAPTIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY 
AND SUPPLEMENTS THERETO 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, That the persons belonging to or composing the Society 
now called ‘‘ The American Baptist Publication and Sunday School Society" be, and 
they are hereby created a body politic and corporate in law, by the name, style, and 
title of “The American Baptist Publication Society,’’ and by that name shall have 
perpetual succession, have a common seal, make contracts, may sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, in any Court of record, or in any other place whatever; and may 
also hold any real or personal estate conveyed to them by gift, grant, bargain and sale, 
devise, bequest, or other alienation whatsoever, and sell and convey the same: Provided, 
That the clear yearly value of the lands, tenements, or other real estate of said Cor- 
poration shall not exceed the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars. (By an act 
approved July, 1874, this sum was increased to twenty thousand dollars. See Supple- 
ment No. 3 


Sec. 2. The object of this Corporation shall be to publish such works of a re- 
ligious character as shall be approved of for that purpose by the Board of Managers. 
(By an act approved in 1871 this clause was amended to read as follows: The object 
of this Corporation shall be to promote evangélical religion by means of the Bible, the 
Printing-press, Colportage, Sunday Schools, and other appropriate ways. See Supple- 
ment No. 2.) 


Sec. 3. Its Officers shall be a President, two or more Vice-presidents, a Record- 
ing Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, and Twenty-one other members 
who, together, shall constitute a Board of Managers, and any five of them shall form 
a quorum. They shall be elected by ballot at the yearly meeting hereinafter provided 
for; and until the first election shall be held in pursuance hereof, the officers of the 
present Society shall be officers of this Corporatign; and no failure to hold an elec- 
tion for, or to elect any of said officers, shall be deemed a forfeiture of any of the cor- 
porate privileges hereby conferred, but the same shall continue unimpaired thereby, and 
on such failure, or failures, the officers of the preceding year shall continue in office 
until their successors shall be duly elected. 


Sec. 4. A meeting of this Corporation shall be held each year, and at such time 
and place as the Board of Managers may appoint, for the election of officers, and for 
_ such other business as it may be necessary for the Society to transact. 


Sec. 5. Other Associations for a similar object may be made auxiliary to this 
Corporation by such means, and in such manner, as may be directed by the Board of 
Managers, and have the privilege of representation in its annual. meetings. 


Sec. 6. The Board of Managers shall have power to appoint such other officers 
not hereinbefore provided for, as may be necessary to provide for, and to regulate 
the admission of persons, being citizens of the United States, as Corporators; and to 
make all other-laws and regulations necessary for the good government of the Cor- 
poration, and not repugnant to the Constitution and Laws of the United States or of 


this Commonwealth; and the said Corporation shall continue ten years and no longer. 
(By an act approved April 14, 1851, the charter is made perpetual. See Supplement , 
No. r.)

Sec. 3. That all the privileges, franchises, rights, estates, and powers granted by 
the said Act to which this is a Supplement shall. issue to and be enjoyed by the said 
Corporation under its name of The Bible and Publication Society. 


Sec. 4. That all legacies or devises, heretofore made, or that may hereafter be 
made to The American Baptist Publication Society, shall issue to and be enjoyed by the 
said ‘“‘ The Bible and Publication Society,” their successors or assigns,

SUPPLEMENT No. 3 


Early in May, 1874, application was made to the Court of Common Pleas, asking 
that the Society’s Charter might be amended as follows: 


1. That the name, style, and title of “The Bible and Publication Society” be 
changed to ‘“‘ The American Baptist Publication Society.” 


2. That the said Corporation may hold real estate to an amount the clear yearly 
value or income whereof shall not exceed ‘‘ Twenty Thousand Dollars.” 


In the month of July, 1874, the Court granted the above petition in both particulars.

TE Board of Managers of the American Baptist Publica- 


ORGANIZATION 


T the first meeting of the new year, held on June 21, the 
Board organized by the reelection of Mr. George K. Crozer, 
chairman; Daniel G. Stevens, recording secretary; A. J. Row- 
land, acting treasurer. The usual committees were elected, each 
member receiving an assignment. 

A communication having been received from Mr. Walter I. 
Levering declining to serve as Recording Secretary, it was voted 
unanimously to elect Mr. Walter S. Bauer to fill the vacancy. 

Five meetings of the Board have been held during the year, 
with an average attendance of twenty. The committees have 
met monthly. 


BOARD CHANGES 


URING the year your Board has been put to trial in an 

unusual measure. Two of our most influential and most 
faithful members have died. Robert Mackay, a member of 
the Board since 1912, died suddenly on November 1, 1917. 
Mr. Mackay seldom missed a meeting of the Board or of any 
Committee of which he was a member. He was ready with his 
counsel and faithful in his performance. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the Executive, Missionary, and Bible 
committees. Suitable resolutions were adopted at the meeting 
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of the Board held on December 20, 1917, and were spread upon 
the records. At the same meeting the Board elected Mr. J. Wil- 
liam Clegg, of Philadelphia, as his successor. 

On January 1, 1918, Mr. Harry S. Hopper, treasurer of the 
Society since 1884, died. The loss of no man could have meant 
more. Without disparagement it may be said that in many re- 
spects Mr. Hopper was the key-man of the Board. He always 
attended its meetings. He kept his committee appointments. 
He was a member of the Executive Committee and chairman 
of its subcommittee on Finance. For many years he made all 
of the Society’s investments without commission. He served 
also on the Missionary Committee, and was not only a constant 
and generous contributor to the funds of the Society, but secured 
the contributions of others, while he ever evinced a deep personal 
interest in the workers on the field. It was with a heavy heart 
that your Board adopted its expression of loss and of appre- 
ciation, directing that the same be incorporated in the minutes 
of the Board and published in the annual report. The minute 
follows: 


Wuereas, It has pleased our heavenly Father to take from us our 
brother, Mr. Harry S. Hopper, therefore be it 


Resolved, By the Board of Managers of the American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society that in the death of Mr. Hopper, thirty-four years a 
member of this Board, and for fifteen years the treasurer of the So- 
ciety, we have lost one who was not only a sympathetic friend and 
adviser to the officers of this Society and the members of the Board, 
but one who was devoted to the interests of the Society and to the 
kingdom of God in an unusual degree. 

To his faithful and gratuitous labor on the Executive and Missionary 
Committees, and as chairman of the Finance Committee, much of the 
present strength and condition of the Society is due. Not only did he 
contribute generously of his time and substance, but he was also in- 
strumental in securing contributions from others, and followed his con- 
tributions with his prayers and deep personal interest in all the workers 
in the field. 

Modest in bearing, pure in heart and life, unspoiled by wealth, devoted 
to his Master, whom he served with humility and zeal, Mr. bhopeet was 
a rare man whose place it will be difficult to fill. 

Grateful for the fellowship of the years, and for the abundant and 
splendid service which he rendered, we extend to Mrs. Hopper, who 
shared his spirit and cooperated loyally with him in his plans, to the 
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members of his family, his church and other Christian organizations 
which he served, our deepest sympathy and love. 
Well may we make our own the words of Pope: 


“Friend to truth! of soul sincere, 
In action faithful and in honor clear; 
Who broke no promise, served no private end, 
Who gained no title, and who lost no friend.” 


Be it also 


Resolved, That these resolutions be incorporated in the report of the 
Board to the next annual meeting of the Society. 
Be it further’ 


Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be spread upon our minutes 
and a copy furnished to the members of his family. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

HE year has been an exceedingly hard year for our business. 

On account of the war the cost of doing business has been 
very greatly increased. Labor has cost more and has been ex- 
ceedingly difficult to secure. All materials have increased in 
price; paper alone costing approximately $100,000 more than 
one year ago. While we were protected by a contract, the manu- 
facturers, with whom we have had dealings for more than forty 
years, notified us in June that they were unable to go on with 
their contract. They opened their books to show the extent of 
their losses. We felt in honor bound not to insist upon our pound 
of flesh. It was voted, therefore, to pay the increased cost from 
July 1. This entailed a loss to the Society of approximately 
$24,000 in the succeeding three months, as we were unable 
to make a corresponding increase in the price of periodicals 
until October 1. ; 

The retail book trade throughout the country has shown a 
loss of approximately thirty per cent over the business of the 
preceding year. We have experienced a shrinkage in this part 
of our business, though the loss has been much less than we 
had reason to expect, being less than two and one-half per cent. 
To the careful, painstaking labor of Mr. Harry V. Meyer, the 
business manager, much of this success is attributed. 

During the year we have made our first systematic endeavor 
to introduce our books to the general book trade. The endeavor 
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has met with an encouraging response, and we have high hopes 
that our books will be given more appreciative consideration by 
the book trade in the future. 

During the year we have experienced a great deal of difficulty 
with our machinery at the printing-house. The new machinery 
which was purchased last year has proved its worth. Other 
machinery has been purchased, and still other contracted for. 
Except for these recent purchases practically every piece in our 
printing-house is old and worn beyond its efficient use. We must 
replace it all within the next two years. It will cost in excess of 
one hundred thousand dollars, but we cannot expect the efficient 
production of up-to-date goods with worn-out and _ inefficient 
machinery. We purpose to give to our constituency the very 
best. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. Joseph C. Kauffman, 
who for more than twenty years had served as Superintendent 
of Printing. He was an upright, consecrated, Christian man, 
who put his heart into his work. The plans for enlargement and 
replacement to which we have referred above had his most en- 
thusiastic indorsement, and it is a source of deep sorrow to us 
all that he could not live to see the culmination of his hopes. 

The branch houses have done a good business, and have, we 
trust, met the denominational needs. Much praise is due to 
Mr. Charles L. Major, of Chicago; Mr. Jesse Speight, of St. 
Louis; and Rev. W. A. Kinzie, of Boston. They have identified 
themselves with all denominational interests, and have won the 
commendation of their constituents. The New York agency, the 
enlargement of which we noted one year ago, has steadily increased 
its constituency and business. The Los Angeles agency has also 
justified our expectations. During the year we have entered into 
a reciprocal business arrangement with the Presbyterian Board 
of Publication whereby we become their representatives on the 
Southern Pacific Coast, handling the business of their churches 
and schools in that territory through our Los Angeles agency. 
Their San Francisco house in turn becomes our representative, 
handling the business of our constituency of the Bay District. 
Both bodies are now studying the field on the North Pacific Coast 
with a view to the possible joint management of a Northern 
Pacific Agency, to be located later. 
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After a careful study of the field and of business trends and 
in answer to an insistent request on the part of the brethren, 
we opened an auxiliary of the St. Louis Branch in Kansas City 
on March 1. We secured the services of Mr. Wiley J. Smith as 
manager. He was formerly assistant to our St. Louis manager, 
but more recently manager of the Baptist Book Concern of 
Louisville, Ky. We have every reason to believe that the venture 
will prove an unqualified success. We bespeak the loyal coopera- 
tion of every Baptist in the district. 

This new departure opens the way for a declaration of our 
policy. The Society would undoubtedly be enabled to show a 
greatly increased profit if it should discontinue all branches and 
agencies. The experience of similar societies in other denom- 
inations gives indubitable evidence of that fact. The cost of con- 
ducting these branches and agencies is very considerable, amount- 
ing to more than $75,000 yearly. Yet we are assured that the 
needs of the denomination are served far more satisfactorily under 
the present plan. In line, therefore, with our purpose to seek 
to serve rather than to profit we maintain these auxiliaries of 
the parent house. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL PUBLICATIONS 

N our last annual report we made announcement of the reor- 

ganization of our Department of Sunday School Publications. 
The work of reorganization is now complete, and the new 
product of the department has been presented to the denomina- 
tion. The commendations of our new line of Sunday School 
publications have come from every quarter; from presidents 
of theological seminaries to superintendents of small rural 
schools. Other denominational houses have been most flattering 
in their praise. One other denominational body has purchased 
an imprint edition of one of the quarterlies and the corresponding 
Teacher, The new executive’s magazine, the Sunday School 
Worker, has already made its place, and we were not surprised 
at the reception of a large order from one of the most prominent 
churches of another denomination, which declared, “It is the 
finest executive’s magazine ever published.” One of the Secre- 
taries of the International Association, not a Baptist, declared 
that our whole line of new publications “ easily takes its place as

the best in the country.” A well-known Baptist layman elected 
to the superintendency of a school using other literature found 
it necessary at the very start of his service to determine what line 
his school should use in the new year. He wrote, “I was both 
surprised and pleased to find after a careful examination of the 
product of all houses that our own Society was unquestionably 
putting out the best.” We call attention to these commenda- 
tions and the very gratifying response of schools which had pre- 
viously used other literature, not in a boastful spirit, but in order 
that our constituency may judge what progress we have made 
toward the fulfilment of our pledge one year ago that in a 
straightforward, sensible manner, sparing neither time nor 
money, we should seek the good will and loyalty of every Baptist 
Sunday School worker in the country by producing a line of 
helps that deserved general approval. 

In Doctors Brown and Erb, Misses Meyers and Weeks we 
have a corps of editors ably seconding the efforts of the Editor- 
in-Chief, Doctor Raffety. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PROFITS 


T is generally understood that all the profits of the Society are 

devoted to the extension of the denomination’s missionary 
enterprise. During the year your Board has inaugurated a new 
plan whereby without crippling any enterprise now being sup- 
ported, and carefully avoiding any possible legal question, it 
purposes to distribute to the treasuries of the various Baptist 
State Conventions a commission of five per cent on all increase 
of business over the business of the year ending March 31, 1917. 
It is proposed, using the business done with each State for that 
year as a basic business, to keep careful record of all business 
done with each State for the year beginning September I, 1917, 
and ending with August 31, 1918, whether that business be done 
with an individual, a school, church, or other organization. The 
commission will be paid on the basis of increased business. 
It was thought that the period chosen had advantages both for 

the States concerned, and for us. The commissions will be re- 
“ceived by the States at a time when most of them are closing 
the accounts for the year, while the clerical work can be at- 
tended to by our bookkeeping department at a time when its 
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work is likely to be lightest. It is hoped that this plan will 
result in mutual benefit and that its favorable reception will 
result in a yet more liberal extension of the plan to other and 
general denominational interests. 


MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 


HE Society should be informed of the faithfulness with 

which its Managers give attention to the business of the 
Society. With one exception every member of the Board has 
attended one or more of its meetings during the year. That one 
has been continuously engaged in Christian work in connection 
with the military forces of the country, a large part of his 
service being wholly gratuitous. Seventeen of the members 
have attended every session.

IN THE FIELD OF PUBLICATION 
BOOK DEPARTMENT 


DANIEL G. STEVENS, Pn. D., Epiror 


ONDITIONS arising naturally out of the world war, and 
C conditions imposed by action of the government, have put 

this department under unwonted restrictions. Nevertheless 
the output, if curtailed and delayed, will be found by no means 
inferior in value for the furtherance of Christian work. 

Of special consequence is the product in foreign languages. 
Progress has been made in work on the Scriptures in four 
tongues. In Hungarian and in Polish, the Gospels in separate 
units, the four Gospels bound together, and the entire New 
Testament are available. The Polish Bible will be issued, it is 
hoped, early this summer. Preparation of the Hungarian Bible 
has been begun. The Gospel of John in Bohemian has been 
issued, and the Gospel of Matthew in Russian has recently ap- 
peared. A special edition of the Gospel of John in Naga, together 
with hymns in that language, was produced, bound in khaki, 
for use in Christian work among some Assamese soldiers at the 
front in France. The Polish hymnal has been published. 

Of the output in English, “The Christian Religion in its Doc- 
trinal Expression,” by President Mullins; “The Johannine Writ- 
ings and the Johannine Problem,” by Professor Vedder; “ Posi- 
tive Protestantism,’ by Doctor Hobson; “ The Soul’s Christmas,” 
by Doctor Ferris; and “ The Coming School of the Church,” by 
Doctor Chalmers, have been remarked by our constituency as 
notable products of Baptist pens and of the Society’s press. 
Some tracts of unusual excellence have been issued, among them 
“The Nurse and the Knight,” a story of the war, most admirably 
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adapted to serve in mental and-moral prophylaxis in the camps 
and elsewhere, and for that purpose printed in large quantities 
and widely distributed. 

It has been impossible to complete the series of four pamphlets 
on the ideals of the Five Year Program, since the authors 
selected have been unable to furnish their manuscripts. 

The issues of the year are classified and described in detail in 
the paragraphs that follow. 


STANDARD 
Positive Protestantism. A Concise Statement of the Historical 
Origin, the Positive Affirmations, and the Present Position 
of Protestantism. By A. Augustus Hobson, Ph. D. Text- 
book edition. 16mo, x and 224 pages. Price, 60 cents net. 
Complete edition. 16mo, 313 pages. Price, $1.25 net. 


This book, in the two forms just named, fittingly appears in the quad- 
ricentennial of Luther’s famous declaration of mental and spiritual inde- 
pendence. The Reformer’s theses nailed to the church door in Witten- 
berg gave clear and strong expression to faith and feeling which were 
real, if formless and blind, in many of his contemporaries. A timely 
service is rendered now by our author in that he makes a restatement 
of Protestantism in terms that will assist the average man to relate 
himself intelligently to the situation of to-day. The spirit of the book is 
not controversial; its aim is to make Protestantism clear rather than 
to prove Romanism wrong; of necessity refutation of Romanism is in- 
volved. The complete edition of the work presents much additional 
material in the opening chapters and in the Appendix, where the author 
has gathered illustrative statements and discussions. 


The Christian Religion in its Doctrinal Expression. By Edgar 
Young Mullins, D. D., LL. D. Octavo, xxiv and 514 pages. 
Price, $2.50 net. 


Coming from the head of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
this statement of the Christian religion and’ of the doctrines that arise 
out of it is highly significant, and has been received with eager interest. 
President Mullins recognizes Christianity as a historical religion, bound 
up with the revelation made in Jesus Christ; he knows it also as a 
present experience in the lives of men. While the limited space of this 
volume forbids any general review of the history of doctrine, the treat- 
ment here represented implies the historical background and the whole 


course of doctrinal development through the Christian centuries, and 


endeavor is made to set forth the meaning of the Christian facts as inter- 
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preted in the experiences of believers at this hour. The volume will be 
found attractive, both in style and matter inviting the general reader 
and at the same time suited to classroom use. 


The Johannine Writings and the Johannine Problem. By Henry 
C. Vedder, D. D. i12mo, x and 362 pages. Price, isomer, 


The title fits this work, yet it might mislead. Here is no mere technical 
discussion of the problems for scholars removed from things of prac- 
tical moment, but real help to answer the questions of men who think 
of the Bible in its relation to affairs of the world’s present hour of 
crisis. What has the book of Revelation to say to the churches in these 
days of the greatest war of all the ages? Doctor Vedder has some 
exceedingly valuable chapters on this writing, which he declares to be 
one of the most interesting and instructive, if at the same time the worst 
abused of the books of the New Testament. To the fine study in 
literary criticism of portions of the New Testament he adds excellent 
translations of the books with which he has dealt. 


Concerning Jesus Christ, the Son of Man. By William Cleaver 
Wilkinson, D. D. Small octavo, xiv and 333 pages. Price, 
$1.75 net. 

This work is the complement of Doctor Wilkinson’s previous volume, 
“Concerning Jesus Christ, the Son of God.” Primarily it is, as the 
author describes it, a cycle of memorabilia. In the first portion, not by 
argument, but rather by simple. presentation of Jesus Christ moving, 
in speech and action, as a man among men, he seeks to set forth the 
transcendency of Christ’s unique human personality. Argument is to be 
found in the closing chapters where, rehearsing the narratives of Scrip- 
ture relating to the resurrection of Christ, and studying them in the light 
of historical criticism, the writer has attempted to exhibit their unassail- 
able trustworthiness. 


Notes, Critical and Explanatory, on the Greek Text of Paul’s 
Epistles. By James Robinson Boise, D. D., LL. D. Edited 
by Nathan E. Wood, D. D. 12mo, 582 pages. Price, $1.50 
net. 

A standard work of great helpfulness to students and preachers. A 
new edition from plates obtained through business arrangement with the 
editor of the book. 

The Sword of Christ and the World War. By Rev. Perry J. 
Stackhouse. I2mo, 124 pages. Price, 75 cents net. 


What is the word of the gospel to a world at war? Are the calls of 
country the calls of God? Shall the Good Samaritan fight? Christian 
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religion and ethics are searched by questions of the times which cannot 
be evaded or put off. Mr. Stackhouse has fearlessly faced these stern 
queries, and returned straightforward answers in an attempt to interpret 
the gospel and Christian citizenship in terms of men’s duties at this hour 
when a new civilization is struggling to be born. 


MISSIONARY 


Our Work on the Congo. By Catherine L. Mabie, M. D. 16mo, 
40 pages. Six illustrations. Price, 15 cents net. 


A book for mission-study classes and for general information. Doctor 
Mabie surveys the Congo field, describes the native people and their 
religion, and pictures especially the medical and educational work which 
the representatives of Northern Baptists have undertaken. The chapters 
will be found extremely interesting and of high value for their purpose. 


A Tour of the Missions: Observations and Conclusions. Py 
Augustus Hopkins Strong, D. D., LL. D., Litt. D. 12mo, 
xxii and 223 pages. Price, $1.50 net. 


In the form of pleasing record of travel in Oriental lands and of 
reflections occasioned by experiences the well-known author and educator 
presents a contribution to the shaping of missionary theory and practice. 
He pays a high tribute to able men and their work on the foreign fields, 
but reviews in careful criticism certain ideas which it seems to him 
threaten missionary zeal at home, and some methods which he believes 
invite disappointment in missionary method abroad. 


SOCIAL SERVICE SERIES 
Disease and Health. By W. A. Evans, M. D. t12mo, 18 pages. 
Price, 10 cents net. 


Doctor Evans points out that medical practice has long signified com- 
bating disease, but that modern medical science and Christian social 
service alike require promotion of positive health. We are in a position 
to prevent any preventable disease whenever we are ready to pay the price. 
Changes in social customs, the elevation of sanitary standards, and the 
correction of personal habits are indicated as elements in this price. 
The development of a willingness to pay the cost is shown in certain 
popular movements which are springing up under such names as Boy 
Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, compulsory military training, and gymnasium 
work in schools. 


The Distribution of Wealth. By E. M. Poteat, D..D. 12mo,

‘President Poteat notes that in the world of wealth attention is shifting 
from the focus of accumulation to that of distribution. Some furnish- 
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ing of fortune is necessary that a man may prove the measure of his 
manliness. One should have as much as is necessary to maintain him 
in full efficiency as a servant of the general good. Some men can 
wisely use much, and should have it, for the sake of the larger service 
they will render. Fitting types of investment are self-culture in order 
to ability to serve one’s fellows, the rearing of one’s family, and provision 
for the self-realization of others through employment of their powers.

The Call to Christian and Social Service. By Shailer Mathews,

This pamphlet—the second monograph of the series in furtherance 
of the educational ideals of the Five Year Program—is addressed to 
young people who are making choice of their life-work. After school 
or college—what? Make a living? Yes, but something greater. There 
is a life to invest. Big capital this for any one to handle. Something 
very difficult to invest wisely. And the question must be settled for our- 
selves while we are as yet inexperienced in the business of living. Hence 
the need for such counsel as Dean Mathews gives. He states the great 
principle of Christ and other like master investors, and details some 
timely applications, opening windows of practical suggestion upon the 
fields into which one may enter. 
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The Baptist Sunday School Standard Manual. Edited by Wil- 
liam E. Chalmers, D. D. 16mo, 164 pages. Price, 60 cents 
net. 


Of the ten thousand Baptist Sunday Schools in the field of the Northern 
Baptist Convention last year, only three hundred and eighty-one won 
recognition as Standard; New Jersey’s record drew first honors, but 
she had only forty Standard schools out of a total of two hundred and 
seventy-nine. Many more schools, however, have caught the vision of 
well-rounded effort and attainment of which the Standard is a statement. 
To help these schools ten able leaders in Sunday School work have con- 
tributed to construct this manual, furnishing detailed information of 
Standard requirements and methods. The book is planned for use by 
workers’ conferences and will be found an excellent text-book for a 
study class. The chapters have been issued separately, bound in paper, 
to sell for five cents per copy. 


The Coming School of the Church. Part IV of the New 
Standard Teacher-Training Course. By William E. Chal- 
mers, D. D. 16mo, 94 pages.

The ideal and the practical unite to make these chapters of high value 
for Sunday School workers. It will not be the author’s fault if students 
of this manual fail to become filled with his big conception of the 
place of the school in the church and in modern democracy and do 
not recognize how great must be the investment of materials and of 
personality if the institution is to be adequate for its work. The gospel 
of salvation from sin is not thrust into the background, but Doctor 
Chalmers has given due prominence to evangelical aim and method in 
securing the end of all Sunday School endeavor.

The books of this course are based on outlines adopted by the Sun-

The parts assembled here 
are “The Pupil” and “The Teacher,” by Luther A. Weigle; “The 
Teacher’s Study of the Life of Christ,” by Wade Crawford Barclay; 
and “The Coming School of the Church,” by William E. Chalmers. 


The Soul’s Christmas. By George Hooper Ferris, D. D. 12mo, 
vi and 69 pages.

Doctor Ferris is at his best in these five chapters. Not simply in that 
charmingly lucid and nervously potent literary style of which he proved 
himself master; but also in convincing expression of the Christian spirit

atmosphere of the Christmas of the soul—adoring wonder before a divine 
Presence in human flesh, and reverent consecration and development of 
that holy thing through obedience to the will of the Christ that is formed 
within.

O year in the history of the Society has witnessed so many 
N changes in the Department of Sunday School Publica- 

tions. In presenting this annual report attention is re- 
spectiully called to the new line of publications and to the 
changes in the old. It will be noted that some statistics are 
for three, some six, some nine, and others twelve months. It 
is impossible to make certain kinds of comparisons. After all 
is said, the past year has been one of the Society’s best in the 
matter of Sunday School publications. 


NEW CONDITIONS 


HE Society had just started on its new year when war was 

declared. At once there were changes in labor conditions, 
cost of raw materials, and ability to transport finished products. 
Difficulties have constantly increased. Not a single item of 
the Sunday School publishing business but what has been af- 
fected by war conditions. Paper, ink, type-metal, engravings, 
machinery—everything took the price-elevator toward the top 
floor. And still higher they have been soaring on the war-wings 
of an unheard-of economic: situation. Increased postal rates, 
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freight and express embargoes, government drafting of valuable 
helpers, wage advances—these and other stern facts necessitated 
increase in subscription rates and some most aggravating delays 
in deliveries. Nevertheless, it is gratifying to the Society that 
the various publications have held their own, and some have 
shown substantial increase, bringing the total income from 
periodical and lesson publications up to the high-water mark and 
far in excess of the previous year. The general patience and 
generous attitude shown by the Society’s ever-widening con- 
stituency during these trying times command the Society’s 
most sincere gratitude to all its friends throughout North 
America. 
NEW PLANS 


NE month after the Society’s new year began the new plan 

of organization for the Editorial Department was put into 
operation, which plan was fully outlined in last year’s report. 
War conditions have put the new Editorial Department to a 
severe test, but this very testing has demanded a high degree of 
intensive service, which has in turn brought the department to 
higher standards of efficiency. 


NEW EDITORS 


Rev. Owen C. Brown, M. A., B. D. (Ottawa University and 
Newton Seminary) was called from a successful ten years’ uni- 
versity pastorate at Lawrence, Kans., to become Editor of Adult 
Sunday School Publications. 


Rev. Frank Otis Erb, Ph. D. (University of New Brunswick, 
Rochester Seminary, and University of Chicago) was taken from 
a prosperous pastorate in Portland, Me., to become Editor of 
Young People’s Sunday School Publications. 


Nan F, Weeks (Moulton College and Hartford School of Re- 
ligious Pedagogy), efficient State Director of Elementary Sun- 
day School Work in Massachusetts, daughter of Dr. W. W. 
Weeks, of Springfield, Mass., was chosen Editor of Children’s 
Sunday School Publications. 


Anna Edith Meyers (New Jersey Institute) already with the 
Society for ten years, was made the Missionary Editor. 
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These four brought to their tasks specialized knowledge and 
training in their respective fields. They, with the Editor-in- 
Chief, constitute the general editorial staff. Associated with them 
are a number of assistant editors and helpers rendering faithful 
service, 


Doctors Brown and Erb and Miss Weeks not only have cared 
for the periodicals and edited the lesson helps in their respective 
groups, but each has written a set of lessons in the new Im- 
proved Uniform Series, Doctor Brown writing lessons for Adult 
Class and Adult Class Teacher, also Home Department; Doctor 
Erb, Intermediate Class and Intermediate Teacher; and Miss 
Weeks, Junior Class and Junior Teacher. Miss Lyda N. Mezick, 
an assistant to Miss Weeks, has written the Bible Stories for 
Beginners and lesson pages of Our Little Ones. 


NEW LESSON WRITERS 


N the beginning of the cycle of Improved Uniform Lessons, 
furnished by the International Lesson Committee, it was 
thought best to secure a complete new set of writers. In addi- 
tion to those above named are the following: Primary Class and 
Primary Teacher, written by Maud Twyman Pook, of Saera- 
mento, Cal.; Young People’s Class and Young People’s Teacher, 
written by Prof. J. Sherman Wallace, M. A., B. D., of Mc- 
Minnville, Ore.; Men’s Class, written by Rev. J. M. Stifler, D. D., 
Evanston, Ill.; Pocket Lessons, written by Pres. P. W. Crannell, 
D. D., Kansas City, Kans. 

These new lesson writers have brought freshness, variety, and 
vigor to their tasks. They have breathed into lesson dry-bones 
the breath of life, and have made quarterly pages new creatures, 
winsome and wholesome. 


NEW IMPROVED UNIFORM SERIES 


BEGINN ING with January 1, 1918, the International Lesson 
Committee discontinued what has been known as the Uniform 

Series of Sunday School Lessons, and instead offered an Im- 

proved Uniform Series. 
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The old Uniform Series of International Sunday School Lessons 
had one title, one Scripture, and one Golden Text for the whole 
Sunday School from babies to grandmas. Important parts of the 
Bible were covered in a cycle of six years, 

The Improved Uniform Series of International Sunday School 
Lessons has a general theme, general Scripture passage, and 
general Golden Text, additional Bible material for teachers, and 
separate lesson titles for “ primary,” “ junior,” “ intermediate,” 
and “young people and adult” groups. Each of these groups 
has additional biblical material, and for each of the first two a 
special Memory Verse is provided. There is a cycle of eight 
instead of six years; i. e., two half cycles of four years each. 

In other words, the new series is an improved series in three 
respects, viz.: First, in an eight-year cycle of lessons more of 
the Bible is covered than in a six-year cycle, and also more and 
more varied Bible material is provided for each lesson. Secondly, 
provision is made during the eight years for a number of topical 
studies with miscellaneous Scripture references, such as a series 
of lessons on the Christian life, church history, missions, temper- 
ance, and community service. Thirdly, adaptation to the several 
age groups by use of separate titles and biblical material better 
suited to the nature and needs of pupils in those groups. This 
adaptation is through a modification of the general Bible pas- 
sage by use of fewer or more verses, or by substitution of en- 
tirely different Bible material, as is often the case in primary 
lessons to get a story for children. 

For this Improved Uniform Series the Society is publishing 
a complete new line of quarterlies in pairs, viz.: Primary Class 
and Primary Teacher, Junior Class and Junior Teacher, Inter- 
mediate Class and Intermediate Teacher, Young People’s Class 
and Young People’s Teacher, Adult Class and Adult Class 
Teacher. The Class in each case is for the pupils and the Teacher 
is for the teacher of that age group. Bible Stories for Beginners, 
Home Department, Men’s Class, Crannell’s Pocket Lessons also 
treat Improved Uniform Lessons. 

New writers, artists, and editors have prepared these Im- 
proved Uniform Lessons, which are published in new-sized 
quarterlies with new cover designs. A prominent interdenom- 
inational Sunday School worker recently said, “ The Improved 
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Uniform quarterlies of the American Baptist Publication Society 
are the best denominational lesson helps I ever saw.” 

As good as the Improved Uniform helps are, they should not 
displace the Keystone closely Graded Lessons. They were not 
made for graded schools, but for schools formerly using Uni- 
form Lessons. Both the Improved Uniform and the Keystone 
Graded (now being revised) are International Lessons planned 
by the International Lesson Committee.

FEET ON THE GROUND 


N the complete reorganization of the Editorial Department 

editors and assistants were chosen who would be editors 
first of all, but who would also render acceptable service in the 
field in actual contact with the Sunday Schools and Sunday 
School workers. It is an easy matter for Sunday School editors 
and lesson writers to become theoretical and lose the view-point 
of the men and women who are constantly meeting the real 
practical problems of the present-day Sunday School. 

While not neglecting their office duties, the editors have 
rendered a far-reaching field service briefly indicated as follows:

Interdenominational State Sunday School Conventions: Penn- 
sylvania, Wisconsin, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland; also sev- 
eral county Sunday School Conventions, Older Boys and Girls 
Conferences. 

Institutes: St. Louis, Providence, Hartford. 

Teaching (Courses on Sunday School Work): Philadelphia 
Baptist Institute, Philadelphia Training School for Sunday School 
Workers, Young Men’s Christian Association. Also classes in 
local Sunday Schools. 
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Preaching: Editors Raffety, Brown, and Erb have supplied 
many pulpits during the year, especially being of service to 
churches whose pastors have been on leave of absence as camp 
pastors or in Young Men’s Christian Association war work. 


Commissions: The editors have responsibilities on important 
commissions of the Northern Baptist Convention, Sunday School 
Council of Evangelical Denominations, Bnternational Sunday 
School Association, Federal Council, Religious Education Asso- 
ciation. 


These various points of contact with Sunday Schools and re- 
ligious education interests keep the editors’ feet on the ground. 


GROWING ORGANIZATION 


S the Editorial Department is now organized, it will grow as 

the modern Sunday School grows and will adequately serve 
the needs of all the schools in the production of the best Sunday 
School literature. 


IN THE FIELD OF EXTENSION 


HE duties of the Missionary and Bible Secretary have been 

performed by the General Secretary throughout the year. 

The work has proceeded along the usual lines as far as 
possible. In some departments, however, as will be seen in 
later pages, the participation of our country in the world war 
has required the practical abandonment of the usual activities for 
special war work. 

The war has also entailed greatly increased expense. The 
workers of the Society are not stationary. They are required 
by the nature of their undertakings to travel constantly. The 
cost of hay and grain for the horses on the colportage wagons, ~ 


the cost of all supplies for the colportage automobiles, the war 


tax on railway tickets, and the cost of postage in the publicity 
campaigns of the directors have together made an increased 
charge that has severely taxed our ability to meet. The Finance 
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Committee of the Convention recognized this situation, and 
approved our endeavor to secure additional funds. 


THE LAYMEN’S DRIVE 

E thank God that in this emergency the laymen took it upon 

themselves to raise an extra million dollars, a portion of 
which was allotted togus to cover our unforeseen necessities. We 
rejoice that members of our Board have been able to serve so 
acceptably in this campaign. In addition, we promptly placed at 
the disposal of the committee several of our very best men, who 
gave their entire time to the work. We congratulate the laymen 
upon their accomplishment, and we hail the evidence of a new 
conviction concerning the part that laymen should take in the 
kingdom enterprise. It ought to be known to the denomination 
that by legal requirement a majority of the members of our Board 
are laymen. 

FINANCIAL OUTCOME 

E regret to inform the Society that notwithstanding the 

special endeavors of the year the receipts were not sufficient 
to meet the obligations, so that we are obliged to begin the new 
year with a large debt. The causes are not hard to understand. 
On account of the largely increased number of calls upon them, 
individuals have given less than in preceding years. Moreover, 
the Department of Publication was not able to transfer the usual 
amount for our extension work. Very large grants of Scriptures 
and literature to men in the national service have made unusual 
drains on our resources. It is our expectation that the debt will. 
be promptly cared for. 


ADJUSTMENTS OF WORK 

N accordance with what we. understand to be the expressed 

will of the denomination, we have already made some adjust- 
ments of work with the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 
Other adjustments ‘will be made as rapidly as possible without 
injury to the work. The adjustments thus far made involve the 
transfer to the American Baptist Home Mission Society of all 
city workers except those whose work is primarily colportage 
or those for whom special provision had been made. Arrange- 
ments have also been partly perfected for the joint support of 


a 
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certain colporters who are especially qualified and who have 
unusual opportunity for doing the work of a district missionary. 
The Society must realize that it takes time and patience to make 
these adjustments: in a satisfactory way, but your officers have 
earnestly given themselves to this problem. We gladly testify 
to the uniform courtesy which has been extended by the members 
of the Board and the officers of the American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society. In a spirit of true fraternity we have tried to work 
out solutions of what are manifestly very difficult problems. We 
hope to be able to announce early in the new year the adoption 
jointly with the American Baptist Home Mission Society and the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society of standards 
of relationships with State Conventions which will meet with 
general denominational approval. 


COLPORTAGE WORK 


URING the year one hundred and five different colporters have 

been employed for a whole or part of their time. Of this 
number, forty-seven have been men of foreign speech. In their 
work thirty-six wagons, twenty-five automobiles, and three col- 
portage cruisers have been used. There is a steady tendency to 
displace the wagon with the automobile. The latter makes for 
increased efficiency in service, but it also entails greatly increased 
expense. 

During the year one of the cruisers, the Robert G. Seymour, 
met with a very costly accident. During a storm she broke from 
her moorings, and together with several other expensive boats 
suffered much damage. Captain Howell was appointed an as- 
sistant foreman by the ship-building concern to which the boat 
was taken for repairs, and to his untiring devotion much credit 
is due for the prompt restoration of the boat. 

The personnel of the colportage force has been greatly changed 
during the year. Many of the changes have come because of the 
inadequacy of the remuneration. There are men in colportage 
service to-day, men with large families, who remain in our em- 
ploy for this service at a sacrifice of several hundred dollars each 
year. We have previously called attention to this situation. Four 
years ago we declared our intention to make the minimum col- 
portage salary $900. At that time there were one hundred and 
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eighteen men receiving eight hundred or less. To-day there 
are but nine who receive less than $900. But the $900 which we 
had in mind in 1914 more than equaled $1,150 to-day. We 
desire to know the mind of the Society in this matter, It is our 
judgment that for our own self-respect we should employ fewer 
workers and recognize the Christian duty of paying a living wage. 


CHAPEL CAR WORK 

HERE have been two resignations from the service during the 

year. Rev. and Mrs. A. V. Allen resigned in August, 1917, 
after one year of fruitful service, to assume an important pas- 
torate. Mr. and Mrs. Allen had accomplished much, and we were 
sorry to lose them. 

Rev. and Mrs. Wm. Kennedy, whose appointment was an- 
nounced in the last annual report, were compelled to resign in 
February on account of Mrs. Kennedy’s health. This was a 
severe disappointment both to them and to us. In their few 
months of service they had shown a zeal, a tact, and a habit of 
accomplishment that presaged a most important service. 

Rev. and Mrs. W. J. Bell, of Pipestone, Minn., were elected 


in October, and were at once assigned to chapel car Glad 


Tidings. They have already demonstrated their peculiar aptitude 
for this kind of service. We predict for them a long and success- 
ful ministry. 

All other workers have continued. Rev./and Mrs. Hermiston, 
in California, seem to satisfy the demands of that constituency in 
an eminently satisfactory way. Rev. and Mrs. Gale, in Washing- 
ton, have had an unusually good year, spent mostly with interests 
which had practically given up hope. We regret Mrs. Gale’s 
illness, and hope for speedy recovery. Rev. and Mrs. Driver, in 
Oregon, have demonstrated anew their capacity for bringing 
things to pass. In every way they have measured up to the 
highest ideals of chapel-car service. Rev. and Mrs. Newton, in 
West Virginia, have shown the same power of adaptation to 
trying conditions that characterized their colportage service, 
while Rev. and Mrs. Blanchard, in opening up new work and 
strengthening that which was already established both in Mon- 
tana and in Wyoming, have shown that we were led of God in 
calling them to this service. 
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The problems of transportation and of trackage privilege 
have been most trying during the year. These problems will con- 
tinue while the war lasts, and we must face the possibility of 
having to withdraw the cars altogether for a time. We hope, 
however, to avoid this. 

We append below the customary table in the form which was 
prescribed in the agreement of February 1, 1899, and approved 
by the denomination May 10, 1903.

BIBLE WORK 


E are pleased to report the successful completion of the cam- 

paign to raise $50,000 with which to make plates of the Scrip- 
tures in foreign tongues. We now have the following foreign- 
language Scriptures: 

Whole Bible in German, Polish, Swedish, Danish. 

The New Testament in Hungarian and Polish. 

Gospels in Hungarian, Polish, Russian, Bohemian, Spanish, 
Italian, Slovak, Naga. 

We intend to complete the Scriptures in each tongue, and to 
proceed with the Rumanian at once. 

We have made thousands of grants to men in the government 
service, and have made the usual number of grants to the mis- 
sionaries of the Home Mission and Woman’s Home Mission So- 
cieties. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


REY. SAMUEL G. NEIL, seventeen years in the service of the 

Society and for twelve years the faithful and efficient repre- 
sentative in the Middle District, has been elected Field Secretary, 
beginning April 1, 1918. Mr. Neil is a speaker of unusual power, 
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and has been in wide-spread demand. He is thoroughly familiar 
with all phases of the Society’s -activities, and will bring to his 
new duties a breadth of human interest, a fervor of consecration, 
and a loyalty to the truths of Christ that will hearten and bless 
our entire constituency. 


Mr. Neil will be succeeded as District Superintendent by the 
Rev. John C. Killian, who has been in the Society’s service for 
seven and a half years. Mr. and Mrs. Killian for six years were in 
charge of chapel car Evangel. Their names are household words 
in the homes of hundreds who through their ministrations were 
brought to Christ. During their six years of service in the West, 
and during the past year and a half when they have been assigned 
to special service, they have received a training that qualifies for 
the new duties to which Mr. Killian has been elected. The 
decision of the Board has met with hearty indorsement by the 
constituency. 


Beginning April 1, 1918, Rev. W. E. Chalmers, D. D., Educa- 
tional Secretary, will assume responsibility for the immediate 
direction of the Directors of Sunday Schgol and Young Peo- 
ple’s Work in the various States. The object of this change is 
to relieve the General Secretary of much administrative detail 
and at the same time to secure greater unity of purpose in the 
educational work of the Society. 

Beginning April 1, 1918, the district centering in Philadelphia, 
which has been known as the Middle District, will be known as 
the Southeastern District, and the district centering in Chicago, 
which has been known as the Western District, will be called the 
Central District. 


The District Superintendents have had a very trying year. 
In addition to their other duties, Rev. George L. White has had 
responsibility for the Society’s business interests in Los Angeles 
and Rev. James E. Norcross has managed the Society’s New 
York Agency. Each has scored a signal success. Superinten- 
dents Ketman and Mills have met the demands of their districts 
in an admirable manner, while Rev. W. A. Hill, Joint Secretary 
for New England, and each of the single collecting agents, 
Messrs. Lake, Bancroft, Hulburt, Wilcox, Dinsmore, and Davison 
have unselfishly cared for the best interests of the Society. 
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IN CONCLUSION 


E express our renewed appreciation of the cooperation of the 
workers in the field, the secretaries of the various State Con- 
ventions, and the officers of other denominational organizations.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


W. E. Cuactmers, D. D., SECRETARY 


WAR CONDITIONS AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


HE abnormal situation has caused losses and gains in the 
work of religious training. Church activity has been seri- 
ously affected in most States through fuel shortage and the 


_ withdrawal of young men to government service. The regular 


work of the church, including the Sunday School and Young 
People’s Society, has been influenced by the necessary atten- 


tion to special wartime activities. On the other hand, a new 


seriousness and purpose have come into church life due to the 
idealism of our war aims and the free surrender of young life 


* Not including 1896. Records destroyed by fire. 
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to the great cause overseas. The agencies of the church dealing 
immediately with young life have been the first to feel this. 

The Sunday Schools and young people’s societies have asked 
for a Program of Wartime Activities. The War Council has 
formulated a comprehensive program for the entire church. In 
cooperation with the committees on Religious Education and 
on Young People’s Work of the Northern Baptist Convention 
we have developed programs for the Sunday School and the 
young people in harmony with the church program. These war- 
time activities, as urged by our workers, lead directly into the _ 
whole teaching and training ministry of the church. 


FIELD-WORKERS’ CONFERENCE 

ROVISION was made for gathering all the educational field 

forces into efficiency conferences during the year. At Cleve- 
land, following the Northern Baptist Convention, all the State. 
Directors of Sunday School and Young People’s Work between 
the Atlantic Ocean and the Rocky Mountains gathered for several 
days of conference with the Educational Secretary, discussing 
plans of Teacher-training, Institutes, Standard Promotion, Evan- 
gelism, Young People’s Work, Elementary Work, etc. At this 
conference discussions were also led by the editor of the Sun- 
day School publications, Director of Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools, Social Service Secretary, Business Manager, and Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Elementary Work. At Salt Lake City 
in February a conference was held, including the directors of the 
Pacific and Mountain Districts and the Special Young People’s 
Worker of the Pacific Coast, and District Superintendents White 
and Mills. The Business Manager and the Elementary Super- 
intendent assisted the Educational Secretary. Both conferences 
were noteworthy in developing an esprit de corps, a clearer un- 
derstanding of common plans, a happy and efficient adjustment 
of relationships, and a program of advance. 


CHANGES AMONG THE WORKERS 
ade HE number of workers has increased. Miss Pauline G. Vegh 
has been added as a special Sunday School Worker among 
foreign-speaking Baptist churches. Rev. A. Ross Kitt has been 


commissioned as a special Young People’s Worker for the 
\ 
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Pacific Coast. By a cooperative arrangement with the Rhode 
Island Baptist State Convention, beginning April 1, Rev. W. T. 
Thayer becomes a Director of Sunday School and Young Peo- 
ple’s Work. Vermont has invited Rev. A. V. Allen to under- 
take a similar work for that State. 

For the first time the Society is placing a Sunday School 
Director for intensive work within a city. Through cooperation 
with the Chicago Executive Council, Rev. Albert H. Gage be- 
comes our joint worker. At the request of the Missouri General 
Convention the Society joins in the support of two State work- 
ers—one for Sunday Schools and one for young people. Follow- 
ing the resignation of State Director Clark of Montana, Rev. C. 
H. Burrill was elected. 

War service laid its claims upon our workers: State Director 
Flood, of New Jersey, resigned to accept a responsible position 
with the Young Men’s Christian Association. State Director 
Holtz, of Wisconsin, resigned to become an army chaplain. 
Both have done exceptionally good work, and we hope they are 
not permanently lost to the cause of religious education. Ex- 
cepting the States where resignations have occurred and where 
provision will doubtless be made for new appointees, only two 
States in the Northern Baptist Convention (Maine and New 
Hampshire) are not served by a Baptist Sunday School and 
Young People’s Director. 


STANDARD HONORS 

N the development of general plans for religious education 
marked progress has been made in the standardization of 
means. By common agreement a Standard has been formulated 
and held before Sunday Schools that desire to increase in pro- 
ficiency. Such a Standard has a double value: (1) It gives 
: busy superintendents and leaders a balanced and progressive plan, 
— and (2) it brings to bear upon backward schools the pressure 

of an intelligent public opinion. 

Our workers have urged the Baptist Sunday School Standard 
for four years. Each year reports are asked from each Baptist 
Sunday School upon the ten items of the Standard and the 
schools listed as Standard (one hundred per cent), Star (over 
‘seventy per cent), and Striving (over fifty per cent). Each year 
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an increasing number of schools have sought-to qualify on the 
Standard and, whether they have attained the honor class or not, 
have been helped by joining the advance movement. 

Returns for the Standard campaign ending May 1 will be 
reported to the Northern Baptist Convention at Atlantic City. 
In 1917 our directors reported three hundred and eighty-seven 
Standard schools. New Jersey won first honors, with forty 
Standard schools out of two hundred and seventy-nine Baptist 
schools in the State. Oregon, Utah, Iowa, Connecticut, Idaho, 
District of Columbia, Wisconsin, Southern California, and 
Nevada followed in the order named. 

Similarly a Standard of Excellence has been erected and ad- 
ministered for Baptist young people’s societies. At the meeting 
of the Young People’s Council of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion in Cleveland last year the Standard was revised in the light 
of our experience. In 1917 our directors reported one hundred 
and thirty-seven Standard young people’s societies, with Kansas 
and Ohio sharing first place with twenty Standard societies each. 
Illinois, Iowa, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Oregon, and ‘Washington 
followed. Complete returns for the current year will be listed 
at the Atlantic City Convention. 


SUMMER ASSEMBLIES AND CONFERENCES 


HE summer opportunity of training leaders in religious 

education has long been recognized by our State Directors. 
In almost all of the States where Baptist Sunday School work 
is organized a summer assembly is promoted. Notable work 
has been done at Iowa Falls, Iowa, by Director Lapham; at 
Ocean Park, Me., for all New England Baptists under the 
leadership of Director Peterson, assisted by Director Sly; at 
Franklin, Ind., by Director Roberts; at Hightstown, N. J., by 
Director Flood; at Philippi, W. Va., by Director Withers; and 
at Burton, Wash., by Director Hagen. Missouri has built up 
a strong assembly at Arcadia Heights, in the Ozark Mountain 


region, on property which the Baptists have acquired and are ~ 


improving. Ohio lost its fine property at Summerland Beach, 
but under Director Holmes’ leadership is rebuilding the assem- 
bly on the university campus at Granville. Last year seventeen 
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Baptist summer assembly programs were assisted by workers 
from headquarters or from neighboring States. 


General conferences and training-schools for all denominations 
were also served by our force. Miss Brockway lectured at 
Asbury Park, N. J.; at Hanover, N. H.; and at Auburn, N. Y. 
The Educational Secretary gave courses at the Northfield Sum- 
mer School and at the International Training School at Lake 
Geneva, Wis. 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S COUNCIL 


OR some time it has been evident that the Publication So- 

ciety in its ministry to young people must give help to more 
than one form of young people’s work. We must not limit 
our thought to the young people’s society when we consider 
Baptist young people, but must include the Sunday School 
department and class, and the missionary and other organiza- 
tions which have grown up. 

It is also evident that our work for Baptist young people ought 
to aim at their unification in the local church, in the State, and 
in the general denominational fellowship. The Baptist Young 
People’s Union of America has sought to bring in this uni- 
fication, but has not succeeded. It is now clear that the various 
separate organizations of young people, especially Sunday School 
classes, will not affiliate under the Baptist Young People’s Union 
or Christian Endeavor banner. Some other plan must be found 
if our young people are to be a united force. 

In conference with the Young People’s Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention the council plan of unification 
thas been devised and put into operation. For two years the 
Young People’s Council of the Northern Baptist Convention has 
met at the time of the Convention gathering. This council is 
a delegated and representative body appointed by the States and 
including the young people’s directors as ex-officio members. 
~The Young People’s Committee as the Executive Committee of 
the council is cooperating with the Society in promoting State, 
associational, and local church councils. Indiana, Colorado, and 
Nebraska have made notable progress in developing the council 
plan. Through this plan we are able to find a place for the 
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young people’s society, the organized class, the missionary group, 
and the whole program of religious education for youth. 


OUR NEGRO WORK 
OR a number of years the Society has maintained negro 
Sunday School workers. Dr. S. N. Vass has had a general 
responsibility for this work, assisted by State workers. En- 
couraging results are reported in teacher-training in the negro 
churches and in the negro schools. In 1917 more than seven 
hundred students followed a regular teacher-training course in 
a negro Baptist academy or college under the teaching of a 
member of the faculty. A committee of the Board has arranged 
for a conference of our negro workers in conjunction with the 
General Secretary and the Educational Secretary. It is the pur- 

pose of the Society to strengthen this work. 


THE BAPTIST DRIVE FOR TRAINED LEADERS 

HE State Directors and Educational Secretary, in confer- 

ence at Cleveland in May, 1917, planned a simultanous edi- 
cational campaign for the Baptist Sunday School. A program 
was arranged, including points of preparation and optional points. 
It was designed to give Sunday School teachers and officers a 
larger vision of their task, inaugurate teacher-training, pro- 
duce Standard schools, and secure a definite program of ad- 
vance. Special leaflets, a poster, and one book (“ Baptist Sunday 
School Standard Manual’) were prepared and circulated. At 
State Conventions and during three months of field promotion 
attention was directed to the Drive. The results were not so 
encouraging as we had hoped. Possibly the program was too 
large for the average Sunday School. But those who under- 
took the course of training reported splendid achievements. One 
_ hundred and twenty-six schools reported that they had accom- 
plished all of the ten points of the Drive. 

Director Collins, of Nebraska, writes: “ The results are not 
at all satisfactory to me, but much good was done and great 
good is coming out of it right along. We have had a wider 
reading on the part of officers and teachers . . . a more definite 
planning of advance work . . . and more teacher-training work 
done than ever before. These are good solid results.” 
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: 
Director Sly received these testimonials from Connecticut and 
Rhode Island: “The Drive has done us good, and we are 


going to keep on reading next year.” “I consider the Bap- 
tist Drive has been a great thing for our Sunday School, for 
it opened the way to carry out just the points we lacked.” “The 


Drive has been a great stimulus to the work of our schools.” 
“Can testify that the Drive has been a great help to us, and will 
continue to be for some time.” “ There has been a splendid re- 
sponse all along this line, and I firmly believe it will be of great 
value to our school in the months to come.” 

Director Flood forwarded this word from a New Jersey 
school: “ We have enjoyed it. We think it the best method yet. 
We cannot keep scholars with untrained teachers.” 


RECOGNITION OF ORGANIZED CLASSES 

HE Baptist Sunday School Standard requires classes in the 

secondary and adult divisions to organize and secure recog- 
nition certificates. In order to encourage class activity and 
efficiency the certificate of recognition is issued when the class 
has attained a Standard organization. We are glad to report 
an increase of certificates issued over the preceding year, having 
issued 1,439—816 being adult and 623 secondary. 


INSTITUTES 
EXPERIENCE has demonstrated the institute or school of 
' methods as the most serviceable means of improving the 
educational work of the churches. Where possible, workers are 
brought together for training from a group of churches for 
several sessions or a whole week. A similar work is done for 
isolated churches by the directors. In spite of the increasing 
difficulties of this work due to the war situation, our field 
force reports for the year a total of 1,387 institutes, educational 
meetings, and conferences. 
THE TEACHER-TRAINING CLASSES 
MES DAISY DEAN, Director of Teacher-training, has 
pressed the work vigorously during the year. Consider- 
able progress has been made in way of cooperation with the 
State Sunday School Associations. Exchange of records are 
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made with a number of the States and the friendly willingness 
to work together for more and better classes has been gratifying. 
Results of this are shown particularly in New Jersey. In some 
States directors have been able to keep in closer touch with 
classes by: grading examination papers and assuming the re- 
sponsibility of supervision. Doctor Vass, the superintendent of 
work among the negroes, has-taken over much of the work of 
the negro classes. Reports come to headquarters semiannually, 
and at the same time the department sends lists of delinquent 
classes to each director. 

From reports received the number of students taking the First 
Standard Course is 21,673; all Advanced Courses, 11,186; New 
Standard Course, 3,231. Graduates of all courses, 4,221. 


THE NEW STANDARD TEACHER-TRAINING COURSE 


HE past year might have shown a falling off in the records 

of classes due to wartime activities had it not been for the 
stimulus of the New Teacher-Training Course. This course 
brought a fresh inspiration with its human appeal. In these 
times when people demand something vital as well as cultural 
or informational, it is fortunate that the denomination had 
something ready which could prepare for actual needs. The size 
of the little books of ten lessons bound in paper has helped 
to make the course popular. The first and second units have 
been written by Prof. L. A. Weigle. Over fifteen thousand 
copies of the first unit have been sold during the year. The 
third and fourth units have been written and circulated—* The 
Teacher’s Study of the Life of Christ,’ by Barclay, and “The 
Coming School of the Church,” by Chalmers. This made the 
first-year course complete with its four units. They have been 
issued separately and bound together in a cloth edition. 

A solid record of actual results is seen in the 3,100 who have 
passed at least one examination on the New Standard Course. 
As a prophecy of future enrolment it is noteworthy that the 
sale of the new text-books has reached a ‘total of over, thirty 
thousand copies. | 

More encouraging than figures or the reports of the splendid 
interest maintained is the assurance that better schools are already 
evident. The following word from a West Virginia class is one’ 
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of many that might be given: “ The benefit derived from the 
study was manifest before the first book had been completed. . . 
The effects of the study on the teachers taking the course are 
to be seen in an increased interest in the work. It is making 
our Sunday School a real school. Along with this we have 
graded our pupils, and have standardized our promotion.” 

The Society continues its cooperative relationship with other 
denominations engaged in teacher-training in inviting the strong- 
est writers of the country to prepare the various units. We 
reserve the right of editorial revision in each case, thus pro- 
viding the strongest possible text-book for Baptist use. It 
is expected that the second-year units will shortly be issued. 

The third-year units have been outlined, and writers are now 
being selected. 

The details for the promotion of this new course have been 
worked out, new pamphlets, leaflets, prospectus, and special 
certificates and credit cards printed. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE COURSE 


HE new course is splendidly adapted for correspondence 

‘work. New outlines have been made and assignments based 
on the suggestions given in the books for observation and in- 
vestigation. The enrolment for the new course this year has 
increased the number of students taking the advanced courses 
to 642. The entire number taking the courses is 1,150. 

Special reading courses have been worked out for those who 
need special help in’ some department of church work or for 
those who are not able to take up the regular correspondence 
course. Suggestions for workers’ libraries are also being made. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS 


OST of the year’s printing for this department has been 
in connection with the New Standard Course and the 1917 
Drive. “The Coming School of the Church,” the fourth unit 


of the first year of the New Standard Course, was written by 


the Educational Secretary. In connection with the Drive, the 
Standard Manual was published. This was the work of directors 
and the Educational Secretary. The separate chapters were 
printed in booklet form. Special circulars and pamphlets were 


| 
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printed to aid in the Drive. Two editions of the Teacher-Train- 
ing Bulletin were published. New pamphlets on teacher-training 
written and printed included a prospectus, “ What Are You 
Aiming At?” a sixteen-page circular descriptive of the new 
course. A few special pamphlets have been prepared, such as 
“Training Camps for Kingdom Conquest,” ‘Sunday School 
Picnic,” “ Council Plan for Young People.” 


THE PERSONAL TOUCH 


T has been the aim of the department to keep in close personal 
touch with the teacher-training classes and to encourage the 
asking of questions and seeking of special information and aid. 
It has been a matter of gratification that the number of re- 
quests for special information has increased remarkably the past 
year. The results are seen in a larger number of Standard 
schools and young people’s societies, better organizations, and 
more efficiency. It has also been possible for the Director 
of Teacher-training to render service to schools and churches 
by making special visits, and thus directly pointing out new 
programs and plans. . 

A large number of visitors have been received and helped 
with their special problems. The office has felt a satisfaction 
in having the field come to them as well as in going directly to 
the field. The office has maintained a workers’ library, which 
has been available for all who desire this help. 


HUNGARIAN SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK 


ARLY-. in the new fiscal year the Society appointed Miss 

Pauline G. Vegh as a special Sunday School worker among 
the Hungarian and foreign-speaking Baptist churches. In the 
United States there are two million Hungarians, three and one- 
half million Italians, one and a half million Bohemians, and three 
million Poles. . 

Miss Vegh has begun her work among the thirty-five churches 
and missions of the Hungarians, her own people. She has 
visited a number of schools. She has addressed the Eastern 
Hungarian Workers’ Conference at Wallingford, Conn., and 
also the Central Workers’ Conference at Pittsburgh, Pa. She 
has translated teacher-training material into Hungarian and 
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tried it out in two classes in Philadelphia. Graded Lessons have 
also been put in form for use in the elementary departments of 
Hungarian Sunday Schools. From the reception accorded this 
work by pastors and churches, it is evident the Society has been 
led to minister to a great need and has begun a work whose 
future promises great things. 


ELEMENTARY WORK 


Miss MEME Brockway, GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT 


REVIEW of the year reveals clearly the fact that our front 
py trenches are in advance of the line held a year ago. 

In the main this group of workers is a volunteer force 
and its personnel is therefore constantly changing. The State 
and Associational Elementary Directors are women who give 
freely large measures of their time to this service, but upon 
their shoulders also rest the cares of home or school or parents. 
Frequently because of the increase of their burdens, these earnest 
workers are compelled to step out from our ranks. Sometimes 
removal from a State necessitates search for a new volunteer. 
This year two of our State Elementary Directors entered the 
state of matrimony, but did not desert our work. 

Because of these impermanent conditions, the campaign this 
year has placed emphasis upon three points: Preparation, Presen- 
tation, and Preservation. 

Preparation. First, the completion of a Baptist State and Asso- 
ciational Elementary organization throughout Northern Baptist 
Convention territory. We recognize that tracks must be laid 
before trains can bear their treasures to local stations. The plans 
matured at State and Society headquarters can only reach schools 
as State and associational organization is perfected. 

The following States now have State Elementary Directors: 
New York, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, West Virginia, Iowa, Michigan, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, Utah, 

‘ Arizona, West Washington, East Washington, Northern Califor- 
nia, Southern California, Wisconsin. 
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The following States are on our Honor Roll as having reported 
an elementary director in every association: Wisconsin, Colorado, 
Rhode Island, Michigan, South Dakota, and Iowa. The last four 
have earned this rank recently, and Iowa deserves special honor, 
having ‘twenty-five directors, including twenty-one English, one 
Danish, one Swedish, one German, and one negro. 

The following States are partially organized: Ohio, Indiana, 
West Virginia, Northern California, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Con- 
necticut, Nebraska, North Dakota, East Washington, New York, 
Kansas. 

Secondly, that these officers may work in closest cooperation 
with State and associational organizations, we ask that they be 
made members of the Commissions on Religious Education or the 
Sunday School Boards or Committees. 

A: third and necessary element in preparation is the training 
of the individual workers. The Society offers to each State 
Elementary Director, without cost, books on psychology, peda- 
gogy, and elementary methods upon the sole condition that a 
request for a new book shall be accompanied by a brief review 
of one previously read. Many books go out each year to the 
State women, and these are loaned by them to their associational 
directors. New York’s director has won the honors for book 
reviews. Some directors require, each quarter, four books read 
and reviewed by each associational director, for our officers must 
be drilled in the newest methods of warfare. 

This plan of State and associational elementary organization 
originated with our denomination, and has been in use less than 
four years. Therefore, these new workers need to exchange suc- 
cessful plans as they experiment in untried fields. So twice each 
year they receive a questionnaire from headquarters, and from 
their replies the General Superintendent compiles long “ Joint 
Letters,” which are manifolded and sent throughout the field. 
Many individual State problems bring an increasing number of 
letters from the elementary directors requiring personal answers. 

This training through books, exchange of plans, and corre- 
spondence brings to many of our consecrated and intelligent 
helpers realization of need and the ambition to qualify as fully as_ 
possible for such important service. Actuated by this desire, the 
Wisconsin State Elementary Director and one of her associational 
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directors, last fall, entered the Hartford School of Pedagogy and 
another enrolled at the Chicago Training School. 

Another State Director, isolated in a little town in Utah, has 
almost completed a correspondence course in religious education. 

Four State Elementary Directors, from Ohio, Indiana, Wis- 
consin, and Colorado, spent part of their vacation in the Interna- 
tional Training School at Conference Point, Lake Geneva. 

The Presentation of elementary work to our entire constituency 
is a huge task. There are still Baptist ministers and even some 
Sunday School superintendents sp unfamiliar with modern no- 
menclature that they do not understand even the word ‘“ elemen- 
tary,” but interpret it to mean primary. Far back in their minds 
there doubtless lingers the old-time picture of an “ infant class” 
seated in front pews with little feet dangling. _ To these and to all 
others, our workers must carry the vision of elementary work, 
with its four separate departments, Cradle Roll, Beginners, Pri- 
mary, and Junior; with its modern educational methods, modern 
equipment, and its great, ultimate goal—childhood won for Christ 
and trained in his service. First, therefore, this year we have 
sought to carry our plans to pastors and church leaders through 
the medium of the State Convention associational programs. 
There are some Conventions still wrapped in the swaddling clothes 
of their infancy, which give no place to Sunday School work, or 
permit only the briefest possible report. To these an elementary 
address seems a perilous innovation. The churches represented 
by such Conventions receive no vision, and might well make ready 
the garments of the grave, for “ where no vision is the people 
perish.” 

Illinois, South Dakota, Ohio, Iowa, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Colorado, Massachusetts, Northern California, Southern . Cali- 
fornia, East Washington, Indiana, West Virginia, Wisconsin, 
West Washington, and New York report an elementary address, 
conference, or a report on State Convention program. 

The General Superintendent presented elementary work in the 
State Conventions of New York, Minnesota, and South Dakota; 
also in the great Interdenominational State Convention of New 
York, and was ‘obliged to refuse many more because of con- 
flicting dates. All this means progress in Presentation. 

The associations are beginning to give a place on their pro- 
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grams to elementary work. This year the palms go to Colorado, 
Massachusetts, Northern California, and Michigan, which report 
elementary methods presented in every association. Seventeen 
States report elementary work on eighty-two associational pro- 
grams—a great gain. The General Superintendent addressed 
associations at Hartford, Conn., and at Schenectady, N. Y. 


Secondly, every Baptist institute program now gives a large 
place to elementary work. The State elementary workers often 
participate in institute tours covering from four to ten weeks. 
Iowa leads in these tours this year. The General Superintendent 
has assisted in the city institutes held in Minneapolis, Schenec- 
tady, Hartford, Salt Lake, and in an institute in Providence. 


Summer assemblies offer another large opportunity, which is 
utilized in most of-our States. In Ohio and Indiana the State 
Elementary Directors exchanged assistance with fine results. 
Groups of children were used in demonstrating new methods in 
several States. The General Superintendent gave courses in 
psychology and Bible story-telling in Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, 
and in the New England Baptist summer school at Ocean Park, 
Me.; also in the oldest interdenominational summer school in the 
United States, at Asbury Park, N. J. 


In summarizing briefly the activities of the State Elementary 
Directors, it is found that one hundred and sixty-six associational 
directors have been appointed in eighteen States. Sixteen direc- 
tors have given eight hundred and sixty-one addresses alone— 
with conferences, doubling the number. The Ohio director has 
the greatest mileage, having traveled 7,070 miles, and the total 
reported by sixteen directors was 36,570 miles. 


One by one the Baptist State papers are asking our elementary 
directors to take charge of certain columns, and this is one of 
the year’s fine developments. A page in the new Sunday School 
Worker, under the caption “ Problem and Answer Shop,” offers 
to the General Superintendent another method of presenting 
elementary work. A book of “ Bible Stories for Children,” 
used in Daily Vacation Bible Schools, was issued this year. 


Forty-four thousand elementary leaflets have been written and 
distributed throughout our territory in the past three years. 


Two unique features of our Presentation appeared at the © 
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Northern Baptist Convention in Cleveland—an exhibit and a 
demonstration. 

A choice exhibit of elementary hand-work attracted much atten- 
tion. Wisconsin won the banner for general excellence, and a 
committee of elementary specialists awarded special honors to 
Southern California, Ohio, and Indiana for the originality and 
beauty of their hand-work. 

On one afternoon of the Convention a hundred and fifty Cleve- 
land Sunday School children and teachers presented Cradle Roll, 
Beginners, Primary, and Junior programs prepared by the super- 
intendent. at Philadelphia. A large audience filled the Hippo- 
drome, and many subsequent letters attested the results of the 
demonstration. 

Two conferences with groups of our State Directors, one at 
Cleveland and one with the Pacific Coast and Mountain States 
men at Salt Lake, gave the General Superintendent a chance to 
present the elementary plans in their relation to the broader work 
and to participate in the discussions which followed. 

The meeting of the representatives of the Sunday School Coun- 
cil of Evangelical Denominations and of the Interdenominational 
Sunday School Association at Pittsburgh in December brought an 
opportunity to sit at the War Council Table of a larger group and 
to serve the continent-wide interests of boys and girls. 

The Preservation of the work thus begun has entered largely 
into the plans of the year. A volunteer force rapidly disintegrates 
if during some interval leadership is lacking. A neglectful State 
Director or an indifferent State Commission can leave a vacancy 
unfilled and in a short time destroy the work of years. Ele- 
mentary work must be put upon a more substantial basis with 
a salaried specialist in charge, as soon as the State Conventions 
can be aroused. Therefore, this year a clear statement of this 
department’s aims and plans was sent to each State Director for 
his commission and convention. 

Elementary work will sweep forward in a surprising advance 
when it is possible for its State leader to give full time and energy 
to this great division of the Sunday School army. _ 

Several progressive State Conventions have recognized the 


need of a trained and paid elementary specialist, and have made 


this expense an item of their budget. All honor to Indiana, Ohio, 
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West Virginia, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Illinois, New York, and © 
Iowa, who have had salaried elementary directors this year! 
The last three States have recently taken this advanced position. 

The future of any nation or group depends upon conservation 
of its childhood and youth. The Baptist church of to-morrow is 
absolutely dependent upon its Sunday School of to-day. Two- 
thirds of the Sunday School teachers are in the elementary 
division. 

The Sunday School of to-day, the church of to-morrow, and 
the extension of our Master’s kingdom are therefore dependent 
upon the vision and training of these elementary teachers. 

This is our mighty task. Thank God for the hosts of conse- 
crated, unselfish, heroic souls who are volunteering for this high 
enterprise! This is our task, but this is also “the joy that is 
set before” us. 


DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICE AND 
BROTHERHOOD 


SAMUEL ZANE BATTEN, D. D., SECRETARY 


N common with all of our denominational agencies the work 
of this department has been greatly enlarged by the war. 
Very early in the year it became necessary to meet the new 

situation, and to make our contribution as a denomination. The 
department seemed to be a natural agency for some of this 
work, and has given much attention to war service. 

The Secretary has served as Secretary of the War Commission, 
and has devoted nearly all of his time to its work. In this 
capacity he has visited many of the training-camps of the coun- 
try; and in cooperation with representatives of other religious 
bodies, has sought to organize the religious forces to meet the 
manifest need. He. has cooperated with other denominational 
representatives in finding and placing camp pastors in the vari- 
ous camps and cantonments. He has served as a Director of Camp 
Activities in the Southern camps in cooperation with representa- 
tives of the Home Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. 
He has served also as chairman of the Baptist Committee on 
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Chaplains. This committee has found and recommended quali- 
fied men for appointment in the army and navy. 

It has been the aim of the department to serve the denomina- 
tion in its war work, and to enlist our people in all necessary 
forms of service. The department has conducted an extensive 
correspondence. It has joined with other agencies in the prep- 
aration of necessary literature, and has been the agent in its 
distribution. 

BROTHERHOOD WORK 


HE department has sought to enlist the men of our churches 
~ in ministering to our Baptist men who have joined the army 
and navy. The State Directors of Religious Education have co- 
operated heartily in the work of organizing the men of our 
churches and enlisting them in social study. In this way much 
effective work is being done. 


VACATION BIBLE SCHOOLS 


HE development of this work has more than justified the 

expectations of our people. During the year the number of 
schools has increased to 150 and the results are most cheering. 
This work is so important that the full report is given by itself. 


COUNTRY CHURCH AND RURAL LIFE 


_A CCORDING to the decision of the denomination, the work 
of the rural life and the country church is an integral part 

of social service. From the beginning the department has given 
much attention to this work; it has published much literature 
bearing upon the country church and its work, and has conducted 
many conferences and aided many churches. It became evident 
that the time had come to give more attention to this interest and 
to develop our churches to meet the need and opportunity. In 
line with this recommendation the Board of Managers of the 
Society has enlarged the department and created a section on 
rural life and community service. The Society considers itself 
fortunate in securing as secretary of this work Pres. Rolvix 
Harlan, Ph. D., of Sioux Falls College, South Dakota. Doctor 
Harlan’s experience, studies, and interest have prepared him in 
a marked way for this very important service. The department 
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will conduct rural surveys and studies, and will interpret the 
facts and give the results to our people. It will prepare blanks 
for the churches and issue such literature as may be desired. 
It will conduct conferences and institutes on the country church 
in cooperation with the State Conventions and the Home Mis- 
sion Society. It will also represent our denomination on the 
faculty of summer schools in colleges and universities. Beyond 
this, it will cooperate with our educational institutions in find- 
ing and training qualified leaders for this work in country 
churches. 


NATIONAL PROHIBITION 


HE age-long fight of humanity against the liquor traffic is 
approaching its final stage in our land. It has been a long, up- 
hill road, but the goal is now within sight. It is necessary that 
we make a special effort and achieve the victory. Twenty-six 
States have adopted prohibition by amendment or statute. The > 
proposed amendment to the Federal Constitution must be ratified 
by thirty-six States within the next seven years to become effect- 
ive. Each State has an upper and lower house of legislation, 
and the action of thirteen of these legislative houses can defeat 
the ratification of the amendment. We can secure the adoption 
of the amendment, but it will require a united and wise cam- 
paign on the part of all religious and moral agencies. To meet 
the manifest demand the Society has enlarged the department 
by the creation of a Temperance Section. It will be the func- 
tion of the department to spread exact information among the 
people on alcohol and prohibition; to cooperate with all moral 
and social agencies in securing two things: war prohibition 
and the ratification of the amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion prohibiting the manufacture, sale, and transportation of 
alcoholic beverages. It will seek to arouse and enlist our people 
in behalf of prohibition and law enforcement. The Society 
has chosen as Organization Secretary, Rev. J. W. Graves, D. D., 
of Iowa. Doctor Graves comes to this important position after 
years of experience. He was active in the prohibition cam- 
pain in his own State. For some years he was Executive Secre- 
tary of the Interchurch Federation of Des Moines. Rev. J. Foster 
Wilcox, of North Adams, Mass., has been chosen as Field Secre- 
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tary for Temperance Work. Mr. Wilcox has given much atten- 
tion to temperance legislation, and is well qualified in every way 
to meet the situation. Doctor Graves began his work on March 1. 
Mr. Wilcox will assume his duties on May 1. It is the purpose 
of the Society to add other men to this department as they are 
found, that thus our churches may do their part in this great 


‘cause. 


This department, in its varied activities, considers itself the 
servant and agent of the denomination. It is supported by one 
of the denominational Societies, and exists that it may serve 
our churches and people. The department regards itself as the 
denomination’s servant in this special form of service, and 
desires that every Society and church shall regard it in this light 
and use it in this way. 


DEPARTMENT OF DAILY VACATION BIBLE 
SCHOOLS 


Cuartes A. McALpine, Director 


HE Daily Vacation Bible School has passed the experi- 
mental stage and has proved its right to a permanent place 
in a complete and well-balanced program of religious educa- 


. tion. The immediate task is to give widest publicity ‘to the ideals 


and plans of the school and to encourage the organization of 
new schools, and to work out a curriculum covering a period 
of years and adaptable to the varying needs of different types of 
schools. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT 


HE functions of this department may be chiefly characterized 
as Promotion and Cooperation. 


PROMOTION 
The Movement is, as a movement, still in its infancy. Up to 
the present time it has been confined largely to the great cities and 
to a mission type of service. Happily, enough schools of other 
types have been held to show that the Vacation School is as 
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adaptable to the fine residence district and the village or rural 
church as to the congested section of the city. 

To disseminate information regarding the Vacation School so 
that it shall have general, rather than exceptional, place in the 
educational scheme of all types of churches, and to foster the 
organization of new schools is the problem of promotion. Our 
program of promotion at the present time is laid out along the’ 
following lines: 

A campaign of publicity, timed to meet the best response on 
the part of the churches, is carried on in the denominational press. 
In particular, Young People’s Service has a program of a model 
Vacation School worked out for use as a program for the young 
people’s meeting; Missions has a leading article on the Daily 
Vacation Bible School and a missionary program dealing with 
this subject in April; the Sunday School Worker has a presenta- 
tion of the school from the point of view of four different de- 
partments; Young People has a series of articles on different 
phases of the work. 

Liberal cooperation is had on the part of the weekly press. 
We also have published about a dozen separate leaflets for 
general circulation, and are adding to the number constantly. 

A manual, entitled “ All About the D. V. B. S.,” has also been 
published for purposes of inspiration and as a handbook of prac- 
tical instruction. In addition, a general direct appeal to the 
pastors and superintendents in all parts of the country is being 
made. 

Much public presentation of the work is being made by the 
General Director, State Directors, and others specially qualified 
by experience to do so, at institutes, State Conventions, minis- 
ters’ conferences, associations, summer assemblies, and general 
church services. The General Director had the opportunity for 
extensive presentation of the work at the summer assemblies of © 
Ohio, West Virginia, Missouri, and New Jersey. 

The Directors of Young People’s and Sunday School Work in 
the various States consider the promotion of the Vacation School 
an integral part of their task, and are most helpful through 
institute and personal work in advancing interest in the school. 

In various parts of the country there are located pastors and 
others who have had practical experience in Daily Vacation Bible 
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School work. Several of these we are utilizing to stimulate in- 
terest, arrange conferences, and help set up schools within 
limited districts easily reached by them. Their services are 
among the most valuable agencies in promoting the work. 

At the Ohio Assembly a most successful demonstration school 
was conducted by Rev. R.S. Carman. This proved to be not only 
worth while as a school, but was a splendid object-lesson to all 
in attendance at the assembly. We hope to multiply these schools 
in other assemblies. 

Exhibits at State and national Conventions have also been 
helpful in stimulating interest and influencing the churches. A 
sectional conference at the Cleveland meetings last May was 
very valuable. 

‘The enlisting of young men and women from our colleges and 
seminaries for service as teachers is a form of both promotion 
and cooperation. For the present it is cooperation in securing 
teachers. But every teacher thus secured is a possible center of 
influence for advancing the work in the future. Indeed, the 
progress of the work thus far has resulted largely from the mis- 
sionary interest of those who, as students, were teachers in these 
schools, and who now, as pastors or teachers, are enthusiastic 
for them in their churches. 

‘For the present year we have projected and are carrying on 
a series of small conferences covering an afternoon or an eve- 
ning, and embracing representatives from a small number of 
schools within easy access of some point. These are informal 
conferences intended to give opportunity to discuss the ideals 
and plans of the Vacation Schools, to meet the practical prob- 
lems, and render such assistance as will enable inexperienced 
workers to prepare for establishing schools. 


COOPERATION 


The department is creating a body of Daily Vacation Bible 
’ School literature for denominational use. This includes manuals, 
both general and music. 
Small libraries of useful books for new teachers have been 
loaned to new schools. 
General advertising material, such as das posters, and enrol- 
ment cards, and report blanks are furnished free to schools. 
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Twenty Bible stories by Miss Meme Brockway, General Super- 
intendent of Elementary Work of the Society, were furnished 
free to all schools desiring them. These form a part of a book 
which we hope will soon be completed, containing thirty stories 
for children from four to nine years of age. 


Grants were made toward teachers’ salaries and for the ser- 
vices of supervisors in connection with about one hundred schools 
for the season of 1917. 


One of the most effective methods of assistance is the conduct- 
ing of training-classes for teachers just previous to the opening of 
the schools. In the large cities these are mostly interdenomina- 
tional. But it is our hope to provide training-classes for all 
teachers, whether located in city or country, who carry on Bap- 
tist schools. 

DEVELOPMENTS IN 1917 


NE of the encouraging features of the work of the past year 

has been the success of schools in the finest residence dis- 
tricts, conservative towns, and. small rural communities. Pasa- 
dena, Cal., for example, had one of the most useful schools, with 
a splendid average attendance. Ravenswood, Chicago, had an 
enrolment of over five hundred, with a fine average attendance. 
Lake City, S. Dak., a community of only a few hundred, had a 
good school. Shenandoah, Iowa, a town of about six thousand 
population, had a school of over two hundred. These are but 
types of schools, of which there was a considerable number, 
which show the possibilities of the Vacation School in all kinds 
of communities. 

Such schools as the one at Aiken Institute, in Chicago, con- 
tinued their beneficent ministry to thousands of poor children. 
The Aiken Institute school is still the largest in enrolment and 
probably also in average attendance of any school in any denom- 
ination. Over eleven hundred were enrolled as scholars last 


season. What this school means to the needy children of that’ 


needy section of Chicago can hardly be realized. 


The war situation of last summer, calling for young men and 
women in all kinds of activities related to war service, greatly re- 
duced the number of students available for positions as principals 
and teachers. 
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Moreover, war gardens and Red Cross work occupied the 
attention of so many communities that churches were naturally 
hesitant about undertaking a new enterprise which called for time 
on the part of children and service on the part of the church- 
membership. 


OUTLOOK 


OR the season of 1918 the situation will be affected seriously 
‘ by one or two facts. The coal shortage during the winter 
forced the suspension of public-school sessions in many com- 
munities for several weeks. This will probably result in the pro- 
longation of the spring term until quite late in these places. In- 
asmuch as it is quite necessary to allow a week or ten days 
interval between the close of public school and the opening of 
the Vacation School, the holding of even a four weeks’ school 
may be a problem in some places. The demand for college and 
seminary students in other lines of work connected with war 
service or iridustries reduces the number of available students for 
this work. However, we look for a large increase in the number 
of schools in spite of the general school situation. And the fact 
that students are less available will but serve to throw the respon- 
sibility back where it belongs; namely, upon the general church- 
membership, among whose number the leaders may be found, 

‘ without calling in outside help. 


SPECIAL APPEAL THIS YEAR 


HERE is a special reason this year for urging churches to 

consider their duty in the matter of maintaining a Vacation 

School. Statistics already secured from the courts of the largest 

cities in our country indicate an increase in juvenile delinquency 

since the beginning of the war of from sixteen to thirty per cent. 

-___ It is only reasonable to expect that we shall share the experi- 

| ence of the other belligerent countries in a decided tendency to 

crime among the boys during war times. Summer is a time when 

idleness and opportunity conspire to lead boys “over the top” 

| into serious mischief and even crime. Any agency, therefore, 

_ which can not only restrain these impulses, but can also direct 

_the energy and train the powers of the boys, is rendering a 
, patriotic service of the highest character. 
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In addition, Vacation Schools can easily be related to Red 
Cross service, and in some instances to food conservation in 
connection with war gardens. Mothers’ groups for Red Cross 
work may well be added in many churches, meeting in connec- 
tion with the Vacation School. 


DAILY VACATION BIBLE SCHOOL CONFERENCE 


N December a conference of Baptist Vacation School leaders 

was-held in Philadelphia for the purpose of reviewing the 
denominational situation after two years of organized work, 
keeping in touch with the practical needs of the field, learning the 
situation and the possibilities in different sections of the coun- 
try, and laying plans for the future. The conference was of great 
value. Among other things, it was decided that a Bible course 
should be outlined for this year on the subject “In the Land of 
Abraham and Jesus,” in the hope that the children might thus 
be-led to interest themselves in a practical way in the needy boys 
and girls of Bible lands, whose situation on account of the war is 
so desperate. The ideal of the conference was that a course of 
Bible instruction covering three years should be developed, be- 
ginning 1919; while this special course for the season of 1918 
would be especially appropriate on account of the renewed in- 
terest in the land of Palestine due to the events connected with 
the war in that land and in particular the recapture of Jerusalem. 


PERSONAL SERVICE 


HE Director has rendered personal service in connection with 

the Daily Vacation Bible Schools during the year in sixteen 
States, and has traveled forty-nine thousand miles; and through 
correspondence and the assistance of State Directors has served 
every State in the Northern Baptist Convention where any service 
was possible.

THE DENOMINATION AND THE VACATION SCHOOL 


S a denomination we may rejoice in having pioneered in the 

establishment of Daily Vacation Bible Schools. The move- 
ment had its origin in Baptist churches, and in nearly every city 
the Baptist denomination has led in participation in the work. 

To-day we have a department especially devoted to the work, 
and the past season subsidized about one hundred and twenty- 
five Baptist Daily Vacation Bible Schools. When we reflect that 
this represents only about one per cent of our churches, we may 
easily realize that we are still pioneering, and have not yet 
journeyed far into the Promised Land of Vacation Opportunity. 

The vacation season is ours with the children if we will preempt 
it. If we let the Day of our Visitation pass by, the public-school 
authorities. will ere long adjust their curriculum so as to claim a 
share of this. precious time and our chance will be gone. 

In this connection it is significant that at the recent convention 
of the National Education Association at Atlantic City, the 
Federal Department of Education submitted a list of twelve 
recommendations approved by the Secretaries of War, Navy, and 
Interior, the United States Civil Service Commissioner, and the 
Commissioner of Education. Among these recommendations are 
the following : 


“Continuing in school during the summer in rural districts 
of boys under twelve and girls under fourteen.” 


“Continuing in school during the summer in cities of children 
under fourteen or even sixteen.” 


“ Readjustment of school on year-around basis, four quarters 
of twelve weeks each.” 


While it may be very problematical how far or how soon the 
Boards of Education of our cities and towns will follow the lead 
thus expressed, the indication is very plain that educators are 
alive to the value of the summer weeks and that plans are already 
being laid to utilize these weeks in such a way as will put them 

forever outside the reach of the church for purposes of moral and 
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religious training. If the church will be equally alive to the pos- 
sibilities of this section of the child’s year, it may easily sub- 
stantiate its claim that the summer weeks should be left free as 
at present. As over against a continuation of public-school work, 
with its demands for attendance, examinations, home work, etc., 
the church can show that a Daily Vacation Bible School makes a 
more reasonable demand as to time, lays no burden of examina- 
tions or home work on the child, and actually develops his physical 
and spiritual powers and directs his energies. The one most ef- 
fective way to keep the time already at our disposal is to establish 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools and demonstrate their value to 
parents and Boards.of Education.

mmeeASURER’S REPORT 


finances of all departments of the Society for the year 

ending March 31, 1918. An examination of the report will 
show that the receipts from sales in the Publishing Department 
for the year are $889,968.82; merchandise, $349,449.85 ; periodi- 
cals, $540,518.97. Last year the receipts were $779,250.01 ; mer- 
chandise, $357,887.80; periodicals, $421,362.21. This shows an 
increase of $110,718.81, the increase being in periodicals and very 
gratifying on this account. 

In the Extension Department the receipts from churches, Sun- 
day Schools, income from invested funds, bequests, special gifts, 
etc., are $257,863.60. Last year they were $261,496.31. The 
amount received from churches, Sunday Schools, and individuals 
provided for under the budget is $132,593.96, showing an increase 
of $2,839.06. 

For Bible work the receipts from all sources are $27,409.15; 
of this, $5,612.65 was income from invested funds and $528.59 
was received from churches, Sunday Schools, and individuals 
on current work, and $21,194.98 was received in contributions 
to the special Bible Fund. 

The entire amount coming into our Treasury for the extension 
work of the Society, including $31,000 transferred from the 
profits of the Publishing Department is $285,272.75. In addition 
to this we have received permanent and annuity funds amount- 
ing to $105,120.29. The total amount received from all sources 
during the year is $1,274,514.56. 

The accompanying report has been audited by a well-known 
firm of public accountants whose certificate is appended.

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PREFACE 


N the early part of the last century the position of Baptists in America 
was not one of great prominence. With little organization, and 
widely scattered they lacked facilities in those days for easy communication 
among themselves. The formation of the English Baptist Missionary Society, 
which had taken place in 1792, and the early efforts of the pioneer missionaries 
in India had, however, aroused a deep interest in this country, so that con- 
siderable money was raised and sent to their aid. The interest thus awakened 
and fostered was accentuated also by the reading of letters from Dr. William 
Carey, which appeared from time to time in the Massachusetts Baptist Mission- 
ary Magazine. When in the early part of 1812 a company of five young men 
was set apart for service in foreign lands, and sailed from our shores, a deep 
impression was made upon our Baptist people, although the young volunteers 
were of another denomination. One of these young men, Adoniram Judson, 
read his New Testament very thoroughly during his journey to India, 
and as a result accepted the Baptist view of baptism In a letter which 
was received in Boston, January 19, 1813, he said: ‘Should there 
be formed a Baptist Society for the support of missions in these parts, I 
should be ready to consider myself their missionary.’’ This challenge pro- 
foundly stirred the Baptists, so that they began at once to make plans to 
undertake this work. Luther Rice, having experienced a like change in 
belief, returned to America to plead the cause of missions among the Baptists, 
the direct result of his efforts being the organization at Philadelphia, May 21, 
1814, of “The General Missionary Convention of the Baptist Denomination 
in the United States of America for Foreign Missions,’ popularly known as 
the Triennial Convention. The delegates assembled on May 18, a fact which 
has led to the erroneous statement frequently made, that the Convention 
was organized on that date. 

It is a significant fact that the call to engage in foreign missionary work 
was the first thing that led to organization and unity among the Baptists in 
this country. In 1845 the southern Baptists withdrew because of a difference 
of opinion on the slavery question, and in 1846 the name of the society was 
changed to The American Baptist Missionary Union. The name was again 
altered in 1910, becoming American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. The 
headquarters were established at Boston, Mass., in 1826. 

The American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, in accordance with action 
taken at the annual meeting in 1908, has become a cooperating society of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, agreeing 


(a) to regulate its expenditures in accordance with the budget annually 
approved by the Northern Baptist Convention on recommendation of 
its finance committee; (b) to solicit funds only on approval by the Con- 
vention or the finance committee; (c) to incur no indebtedness without 
the approval of the Convention or the said committee; (d) to open its 
books and accounts to inspection by the finance committee and to make 
such financial reports as the said committee shall request. 


The Convention, on the other hand, agrees to aid through its executive and 
finance committees in raising the funds needed by the Society. 
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BY-LAWS 
As Adopted at Annual Meeting, 1910 


AMERICAN Baptist Foreicn Mission Society 


PREAMBLE 


This corporation, organized and existing under the laws of the states of Pennsylvania 
Massachusetts and New York, for the purpose of diffusing the knowledge of the religion of 
Jesus Christ by means of missions throughout the world, has, pursuant to the power bestowed 
on it by the several states of Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and New York, adopted the following 


ARTICLE I. 
MEMBERSHIP 


Sreorron 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as follows: 
8 Of all persons who are now life members or honorary life members. 

6) Of annual members appointed by Baptist churches. Any church may appoint one 
delegate, and one additional delegate for every 100 members, but no church shall be entitled 
toa more than ten delegates. 

¢) Ofall missionaries of the Society during their terms of service. 

f Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

xc. 2. No member shall be entitled to more than one vote. 


ARTICLE II. 
OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. The officers of the Society shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a Second 
Vice-president, a Third Vice-president, a Treasurer, a General Secretary, one or more Home 
Secretaries, one or more Foreign Secretaries and a Recording Secretary. They shall be elected 
by ballot at each annual meeting. At any annual meeting, the Society may also elect an 
Honorary President for life or for such term as they may deem best. 

Szc. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society; in the case of his absence 
or inability to serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president in attendance who is 
first in numerical order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries and such officers as the Board of Managers may 

appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, and shall discharge such duties as may 
be defined by its regulations and rules of order. 

Src. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful performance of his duties 
as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Sec. 5. Lach officer shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which he is elected 
to the close of the next annual meeting and until his successor is elected. 


ARTICLE III. 
Boarp or MANAGERS 


Sec. 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of the President of the Society and twenty- 
seven pee elected by ballot at an annual meeting, At the meeting at which these by-laws 
shall be adopted, one-third of the managers shall be elected for one year, one-third for two 
years, an 0 one-third for three years, to the end that thereafter, as nearly as practicable, one- 
third of the whole number of managers shall be elected at each subsequent annual meeting 
to fill roll vacancies caused by the expiration of terms of office. As many more shall be elected 
also, as shall be necessary to fill any vacancies in unexpired terms. 

ec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal office of the Society to organize 
as soon as gt spore) after the annual meeting. 

Src. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the affairs of the Society; 
shall have the power ‘to elect its own Chairmanand Recording Secretary and to appoint such 
additional officers and such committees as to it may seem proper, and to define the powers and 
duties p gory. te ie appoint its own meetings; to adopt such regulations and rules as to it may 


the Soetety, th for the control and disposition of the real and personal property 
of of the iety, the sale, or mortgaging thereof, provided they are not inconsistent with 
its pepe | Incorporation or its y-laws; to fill all vacancies in the Board of Managers and in any 
office of the Society until the next meeting of the Society; to establish such agencies and to 


appoint and remove such agents and missionaries as to it may seem proper by a three-fifths 
vote of all members. present and voting at the meeting when said vote is taken; it being under- 
stood, however, that in case of missionaries of the Society, an absolute majority of the Board 
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shall be necessary for suspension, and a two-thirds majority of the whole Board for dismissal; 
to fix the compensation of officers, agents and missionaries; to direct and instruct them con- 
cerning their respective duties; and to make all appropriations of money; and at the annual 
meeting of the Society, and at the first session of each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, to present a printed or written full and detailed report of the proceedings of the 
Society and of its work during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. 


EiciBILity TO APPOINTMENT 


All officers, all members of the Board of Managers and all missionaries must be members 
of Baptist churches. 


ARTICLE V. 
ANNUAL AND OtHEeR Merrrines 


The Society shall meet annually on the third Wednesday in May, unless for some special 
reason another time shall be fixed by the Board of Managers in conference with the Executive 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention and with representatives of its other cooperat- 
ing organizations. The meeting shall be held where the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist 
Convention shall be held. Special meetings may be held at any time and place upon the call 
of the Board of Managers.

ARTICLE VI. 


RELATIONS witH NorTHERN Baptist CONVENTION 


With a view to unification in general denominational matters, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention at each election may present nominations for officers and for the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting 
at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written notice of the proposed amendment 
shall have been given at the preceding annual meeting of the Society, or such amendment shall 
be recommended by the Board of Managers.

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GENERAL REVIEW OF THE YEAR 
1917-1918 


HEN limited to fifty pages, any general review of the 

work of an entire year in an enterprise of such magnitude 
and far-reaching influence as that of foreign missions must. 
necessarily omit numerous details and include only events of out- 
standing importance. Accordingly, the reader is referred to 
later sections for detailed reports of the mission fields, as well as 
complete statements covering the financial side of the work. 


The National Situation 


Chronologically, the first event of tremendous import was the 
entrance of the United States into the great war. It is in some 
respects a remarkable coincidence that the fiscal year 1917-1918 
should have practically coincided with the first year of America’s 
participation in the war. To the new situation thus created, the 
Society, in common with other organizations and individuals, 
patriotically and cheerfully adjusted its work and its plans. While 
it was obvious that the needs of the nation in the task of removing 
the world menace of a military autocracy were clearly paramount, 
it was equally true that no retrenchment or curtailment in the 
work of the Kingdom could be permitted, even under the exigencies 
of war. Accordingly, missionaries returning after furlough, as 
well as new appointees, sailed for their respective fields cheerfully 
accepting the inevitable inconvenience of reduced and partially 
cancelled sailing schedules occasioned by the war. The need of 
young men in the various branches of the national service made 
fearful inroads upon the supply of available candidates for mis- 
sionary service and presented almost insuperable difficulties to 
the candidate department not only in filling vacancies on the 
fields, but also in providing urgently needed reinforcements. 
Missionaries on deputation service, as well as officers and district 
secretaries, in endeavoring to meet appointments have experienced 
frequent inconveniences due to the congestion on the railroads 
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and the curtailed service, always conscious that through their 
personal discomfort they were, nevertheless, indirectly aiding the 
nation in its task. War taxes on travel, postage, as well as the 
higher cost of all kinds of supplies, brought about an _ in- 
evitable increase in-expenses of administration notwithstanding 
the practice of most rigid economy. At the beginning of the 
year, numerous supporters of the work naturally expressed anxiety 
as to the effect of America’s participation in the war on missionary 
contributions. When one takes into consideration the tremendous 
financial sacrifice of the people during this first war year, involving 
subscriptions to two.great Liberty Loans, to the Red Cross, the 
Y. M. C. A and the Y. W.C.A., and the almost countless organi- 
zations for war relief in its manifold forms, then the financial out- 
come of this fiscal year, reported in a later paragraph, is indeed 
almost miraculous. It is conclusive evidence that while the 
needs of the nation in the greatest crisis of her history of necessity 
take precedence over other considerations, there are still sufficient 
resources for the maintenance of those Christian agencies whose 
‘ultimate purpose is the establishment of that international brother- 
hood which will forever make war impossible. During this first 
year of our participation in the war, the Society has conducted its 
work on the general principle thdt an enlarged duty toward the 
nation involves also a correspondingly greater responsibility 
toward the agencies of the Christian church. The response of 
the constituency to the financial needs of the work has demon- 
strated that principle. 


The Campaign for an Extra Million Dollars 


One of the outstanding and important events in our recent 
denominational history has been the movement on the part 
of the laymen to secure an extra million dollars with which 
to provide for the extraordinary missionary needs occasioned 
by the present world situation. Early in the fall when the effect 
of the war upon the work of the. denomination at home and 
abroad became clear and when it was recognized that extraor- 
_dinary demands and unusual needs were being presented for 
which the ordinary resources of the societies were totally in- 
adequate, a small group of laymen, at the invitation of Mr. Am- 
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brose Swasey, of Cleveland, Ohio, and Mr. F.W. Ayer, of Camden, 
New Jersey, met to consider the situation. Shortly before 
Christmas a larger company of Baptist laymen met in Cleveland, 
Ohio, to consider the matter further and to organize a continua- 
tion committee, at whose suggestion a large conference was held 
in Chicago in January. In the meantime the various societies 
had presented financial statements indicating how much in ex- 
cess of anticipated receipts would be necessary in order to pro- 
vide adequately for the work of the current year. The entire 
amount required, in addition to a relatively small sum to provide 
the way for a great denominational advance, reached a total of 
one million dollars. After thorough discussion by the large con- 
ference at Chicago, a campaign was organized to be undertaken 
during the winter months and to culminate in a week of special 
solicitation early in April. Dr. Fred P. Haggard, Secretary of 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movemant and former Home Secretary 
of the Society, was unanimously selected as the campaign di- 
rector. The conference organized a National Campaign Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. F. W. Ayer was made Chairman and Mr. 
Ambrose Swasey, Treasurer. It is well within the facts to say 
that not in many years has the denomination witnessed so splen- 
didly organized, so skillfully directed and so far-reaching a cam- 
paign as that conducted for the raising of an extra million dollars. 
The publicity in connection with the campaign and the efforts 
to reach the most remote Baptist church in the constituency 
were especially notable. The share of the Society in the extra 
million dollars amounted to $213,947. As this report goes to 
press the outcome of the campaign is not definitely known, al- 
though it is confidently expected that the full amount needed will 
be secured. The value of the campaign, however, cannot be 
measured in terms of financial results alone. The spiritual 
power developed through this cooperative effort has awakened 
new interest in many churches. It has furnished new oppor- 
tunities for service on the part of the Baptist laymen and has 
promoted to an unusual degree the interests of large numbers of 
men in the various tasks of the denomination at home and 
abroad. . 
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The Financial Outcome 


Two factors have contributed to cause some uncertainty and 
delay as to the financial outcome of the year. The United 
Apportionment Plan which was operative for the first time during 
the past year made it necessary to await complete returns not 
only from all of the District Secretaries of the Society and the 
State Collecting Agencies but also from the District Treasurers 
of the Woman’s Society before a final adjustment could be made 
of receipts. Moreover it was hoped at first that the returns on 
the Laymen’s Campaign for an Extra Million Dollars would be 
sufficiently complete to enable the Societies to incorporate in 
their reports the sums received through that campaign. This 
proved impracticable, and the Treasurer’s report published 
elsewhere sets forth the actual situation irrespective of antici- 
pated contributions from the Laymen’s Campaign. 

The report shows that the budget receipts including specifics 
reached a total of $919,206.83, while the expenditures amounted 
to $1,119,194.58, leaving a balance unprovided for of $199,- | 
987.75. In case the receipts of the Laymen’s Campaign are 
such that the full amount estimated as needed by the Society, 
namely, $213,947, can be made available, the required balance 
now reported will be entirely provided for and the needs of the 
new year can be faced with courage and enthusiasm. ' 

An analysis of the receipts for the year reveals ground for 
genuine encouragement. The gross receipts from churches, 
Sunday schools and young people’s societies amounted to $511,- 
121.76, the net amount available after adjustment with the 
Woman’s Society being $460,214.48. The receipts from unappor- 
tioned states and countries amounted to $9,846.70. The total 
donations, therefore, from churches, Sunday schools and young 
people’s societies for the year were $470,061.18. The amount 
thus received shows the gratifying increase of $27,048.73 over 
the receipts of last year, which were $443,012.45, and comes with- 
in $17,782.82 of meeting the full apportionment for the Society. 
This margin between the amount apportioned and the actual 
receipts is the smallest since the inauguration of the Apportion- 
ment Plan. An interesting table showing receipts from churches 
on the United Apportionment Plan and the adjustment with 
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the Woman’s Society will be found in the report of the Treasurer. 
Gifts from individuals amounted to $189,767.82, or $19,798.08 
less than the receipts from individuals last year. It was scarcely 
to be expected, however, that such contributions would not be 
affected somewhat by the Laymen’s Campaign and the actual 
showing is far from discouraging in view of all the circumstances. 
Among the sources of income outside of donations, receipts 
from legacies alone show any considerable decrease and this, too, 
was anticipated when the statement of needs was prepared for 
presentation through the Laymen’s Campaign. Income from 
permanent funds also was slightly less than anticipated, but this 
shrinkage has been balanced by a transfer from one of the reserve 
accounts established last year. Income from matured annuity 
agreements, though less than last year, was slightly in excess 
of the budget estimates. 


Turning to the expenditure side of the financial statement the 
increased cost of conducting mission work at once becomes ap- 
parent. The total outgo of the year, aside from specifics which 
amounted to $88,899.48, was $1,030,295 as compared with 
the budget estimate of $960,745. This increase of $69,550 
represents obligations which could not be avoided and which 
could not be covered by the Reserve Fund of $30,000 included in 
the budget for emergency items. Among the items entering 
into this increase the following are worthy of special note. The 
sum of $14,000 was added with the approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Convention to the amount already included in the 
budget to meet the loss through international exchange in China. 
An expenditure of $45,515.40 was found to be absolutely re- 
quired for buildings and land and, although the original budget 
permitted no provision for such items, it was found possible to 
transfer from the small Property Reserve Account the sum of 
$12,000 to apply on the total. The sum of $13,329.86 was re- 
quired to cover the support of missionaries and work in South 
India formerly provided for by the Mennonite Brethren in South 
Russia who, since the beginning of the war, have been unable to 
send either to India or the United States the funds they had col- 
lected. In accordance with the plan for financing the expenses 
of the Convention as adopted last year, the sum of $7,745.34 was

added to the budget of the Society to apply on the Convention 
expenses including the general Convention budget, the General 
Apportionment Committee and the Five Year Program. Large 
increases have been necessary, also, in the salaries of missionaries 
on furlough and in the expense passage of missionaries traveling 
to and from their fields and to meet the greatly enlarged cost of 
campaign expenses at home. These increases have been met in 
part from the General Reserve Fund in the budget but the bal- 
ance is included in the excess of $69,550 over the budget es- 
timates as stated, above. 


Legacies 


The financial outcome of the year shows an enormous decrease 
in receipts from legacies, the exact amount so received being 
$42,137.23. Early in the fall it became clear from legacies re- 
ceived up to that time that there would be a large shrinkage in 
income from this source, and the share of the Society in the 
financial objective of the Million Dollar campaign was one of 
the steps to remedy the situation. This decline in receipts 
from legacies indicates again how precarious it is for the Board 
to plan the work of the Society on a basis of anticipated income 
from sources over which it has no control. It is further evidence 
of the urgent necessity of establishing at the earliest practicable 
date a large legacy-equalizing fund to avoid jeopardizing the work 
of another current year through a similar shrinkage in income from 
legacies. 


Annuity Agreements 


Annuity Agreements to the amount of $104,420.42 have been 
issued during the year. Notwithstanding the large amount of 
correspondence involved in the annuity business of the Society, 
each application has received the personal attention of the Home 
Secretary and has been presented by him to the Board for con- 
sideration. In soliciting applications, the financial advantages 
of a high rate of income always receive secondary emphasis. The 
chief advantage of securing an Annuity Agreement should be the 
assurance that upon the decease of the annuitant the net principal 
is applied to the work of the Society. Two encouraging aspects - 
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of the annuity business are worthy of mention—an increasing 


_ number of applications from persons who already hold Annuity 


Agreements of the Society, and an increasing number of applica- 
tions from missionaries. The former have evidently found com- 
plete satisfaction in the previous transaction, and the latter are 
interested in having the work in which they are now engaged 
continue long after they have been called to higher service. 

During the year the Board has given much consideration to the 
general policies underlying our annuity business, and the invest- 
ment of funds received on annuity contracts. On recommenda- 
tion of the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, the following policy was adopted unanimously and goes into 
effect with the beginning of the new fiscal year 1918-1919. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
OF THE NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 
TO THE COOPERATING SOCIETIES 


Resolved, that it is the consensus of opinion of the Finance Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention that the following be the general principles 
upon which annuities be accepted by any one of the cooperating societies. 


1. That annuity bonds be issued only in return for cash or for securi- 
ties at their market value, the market value to be determined by the 
quotations in financial journals of a recognized standing, or by special 
report of a bond and stock broker of reputable standing. ? 

2. That annuity bonds be not issued in return for encumbered or 
unproductive real estate, and that as a general policy, real estate be not 
accepted on an annuity basis, any exception to this rule being based 
upon special circumstances applicable to that case which in the judg- 
ment of the society concerned may justify an exception to the rule. 

3. That all cash, real estate, or securities received on an annuity 
basis be kept and invested separately and apart, during the life of the 

annuitant, from all other funds of each and every cooperating society, 
and the income received from said investments be applied to the payenens 
of the annuities as they become due thereon. 


4. That for each and every annuity bond issued by any cooperating 
society, a sum be placed in reserve equivalent to the amount required by 
the insurance commissioner of the State in which the society is incor- 
porated for corporations doing an annuity business, and that during the 
lifetime of the annuitant, said reserve be kept intact and invested in 
securities of such a character as are required by said insurance com- 
missioner in the case of companies doing an annuity business for profit. 
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5. That as soon as possible no income received from any source, for 
the regular purposes of any cooperating society, either as gifts or income 


from endowment fund be used to pay any part of the amount due annui- ' 


tants, but all such payments shall be made from income or annuity 
investments and from matured annuities. 


6. That the amount of annuities maturing each year after satisfying 
the requirements of Article 5, be placed in an annuity reserve, and that 
each year an amount be transferred from the annuity reserve to budget 
receipts for the year based on the average amount placed in annuity 
reserve for the past three years. 


7. That the form of agreement be uniform for all societies and boards, 
and the rates of annuity and conditions identical. 

The United Apportionment Plan 

Full announcement was made in the report of last year and 
in all the denominational papers regarding the new united appor- 
tionment plan, whereby the needs of the work of the two Foreign 
Mission Societies would be presented to the churches as one great 
foreign mission appeal. It is a source of gratification that the 
operation of the plan during this first year after its formal adop- 
tion has proved successful. Many of the anticipated mechanical 
difficulties proved easy of adjustment, and district representatives 
of both societies have worked together in most cordial coopera- 
tion. In a relatively small number of cases, where individual 
churches for various reasons were unable fully to comprehend the 
plan, conference with the leaders invariably succeeded in removing 
all misunderstanding. The adjustment of receipts in the offices 
of the two national treasurers has been made each month. As 
was expected, the chief advantage of the plan has been the uni- 
fication of the foreign mission appeals in the local church. A 
detailed statement of receipts on apportionment is published in 
the Treasurer’s Report. The fact that the Society received as 
its share of the united apportionment $27,000 more than the 
receipts on apportionment for the previous year demonstrates 
the success of the plan. 
The Station Plan 

The Station Plan makes provision for those who wish their 
gifts designated to some definite part of our work. By “taking a 
share’”’ in one of our stations which is included in this arrange- 
ment, an organization or individual may contribute regularly 
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to the work on that field and» may receive the News Letters 
which the missionaries at that station have written for those 
who are providing for their work. One hundred and twenty- 
eight new shareholders have been enrolled during the year, their 
pledges varying from $10 to $1000. Thirteen more of our 
missionaries have during the year been assigned to churches or 
individuals as their representatives on the foreign field. The 
friends who cannot go themselves, but who in this way are 
making possible the work of some of our missionaries, feel it a 
great privilege to have their personal representatives at the front. 
The churches, too, who have their own foreign pastors are finding 
such a relationship the means of developing among their members 
a deeper and more personal interest not only in the particular 
stations where their missionaries are located, but in the work of 
the Kingdom throughout the world. 


The Board of Managers 


Several changes have taken place in the membership of the 
Board of Managers. Prof. Frederick L. Anderson, D.D., of 
Newton Center, Massachusetts, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Rev. W. A. Hill, who became Joint 
District Secretary for New England. Mr. George E. Briggs, of 
Lexington, Massachusetts, was unable to accept his election to 
the Board by the Society and Mr. L. B. Bailey, of Kansas City, 
Missouri, owing to pressure of other duties, found it necessary 
to present his resignation. The filling of these vacancies has 
been postponed to the annual meeting of the Society. 

At the meeting for organization in June, 1917, Rev. Herbert J. 
White, D.D., pastor of the First Baptist Church of Hartford, 
Connecticut, and Mr. George B. Huntington were re-elected 
Chairman and Recording Secretary, respectively. Mr. W. D. 
Chamberlin, of Dayton, Ohio, was elected Vice-Chairman. The 
members of the Board have faithfully discharged the duties 
committed to them by the denomination, notwithstanding the 
fact that this has involved considerable personal sacrifice, frequent 
absences from home and consequent interruption of the duties 
of their vocations.’ It is practically impossible for anyone not 
familiar with the administration of foreign missions to conceive 
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of the multitudinous details and the big questions of policy which 
the members of the Board are continually called upon to face. 
The Society takes this occasion to record its grateful appre- 
ciation of the churches who have so generously released their 
pastors and the business organizations who have so courteously 
permitted the laymen to devote so large an amount of time to the 
duties involved in their membership on the Board of Managers. 


Secretarial Staff 

One change has taken place in the secretarial staff during the 
year. At the meeting of the Board on March 12, 1918, Mr. 
Ernest S. Butler presented his resignation as Treasurer of the 
Society... At the request of the Board, Associate Secretary 
George B. Huntington served as Acting Treasurer until the 
quarterly meeting of the Board on June 27, when he was 
unanimously elected Treasurer of the Society. 


The Treasury department will henceforth be related to the Foreign depart- 
ment in an ideal way. _Mr. Huntington will continue to prepare the detailed 
schedules of appropriations for the fields in conference with the Foreign Secre- 
taries. His relation to the mission treasurers will be intimate and helpful. 
He has resigned his secretarial office in the Foreign department, and also gives 
over the office of candidate secretary to others until the newly created office 
of Candidate Secretary can be filled. Mr. Huntington is a graduate of the 
University of Rochester and of Rochester Theological Seminary, although 
never ordained to the ministry. He is a deacon of the church at Wollaston, 
Mass. He isthusa trusted layman, possessing all the training of the ministry. 
His encyclopedic knowledge of our work, his ability to handle successfully its 
far-reaching and intricate problems, his absolute fidelity to the Society and to 
the Kingdom, and above all his fine, simple Christian character are sincerely 
appreciated by all.

District Secretaries 

Three vacancies in the district secretarial force of the Sotiety 
were mentioned in the report of last year. These have been 
filled. Inthe New England District, Rev. W. A. Hill, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Medford, Massachusetts, was elected 
‘ Joint District Secretary and began his service in November. 
The vacancy in the Southeastern District with headquarters at 
Philadelphia, was filled by the appointment of Rev. W. G. Russell, 
District Secretary of the Home Mission Society, as Joint Secre- 
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tary. In Illinois, a State Collecting Agency was established and 
Rev. A. S. Carman, D.D., pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Marietta, Ohio, for several years Secretary of the National Ap- 
portionment Committee, was appointed State Collecting Agent. 
The Board concurred in this appointment and elected Dr. Carman, 
also, as the representative of the Society in Illinois. ‘A complete 
list of the District Secretaries, indicating their relationship to 
the various Societies, is published on page 8. In view of the 
unusual situation occasioned by war conditions and by a winter 
of unprecedented severity, the service of these field representatives 
of the Society during the past year deserves particular commenda- 
tion. During these months when minds have been distracted, 
when every energy and attention has been devoted to the para- 
mount needs of the nation, when numerous worthy causes have 
presented urgent appeals, the missionary cultivation of our con- 
stituency has not been an easy task. The Society records here- 
with its grateful appreciation of the loyal, devoted and faithful 
services of these field representatives. 


State Collecting Agencies 


Two new States appear on the list of single collecting agencies— 
Illinois and Vermont. As mentioned in the preceding paragraph, 
Rey. A. S. Carman, D.D., was appointed State Collecting Agent 
in Illinois and Rev. W. A. Davison, D.D., formerly State Con- 
vention Secretary, became State Superintendent of Missions under 
the new plan in Vermont. A complete list of these States, with 
their representatives, is also included on page 8. These State 
Agents have represented the interests of the Society as faithfully 
as is possible in a plan where one man has the responsibility 
for promoting the cause of all missionary interests in his 
State. Like all field representatives, they have had to face 
unusual conditions during the year and the efficient service they 
have rendered is, therefore, worthy of every commendation. 


Board Meetings at Cleveland, Northfield, New York and Chicago 


Four meetings of the Board during the year were held in other 
cities. The meeting in May being the One Hundred Third Annual

Meeting of the Society, was held in Cleveland in connection 
with the Northern Baptist Convention. The minutes of this 
meeting were included in the report of last year. In January the 
Board held a regular monthly meeting in New York City during 
the week of the Foreign Missions Conference, in order to enable 
members of the Board and officers to attend that important gather- 
“ing of the foreign mission boards of all denominations. The 
November quarterly meeting, as in previous years, was again 
held at East Northfield, Massachusetts. Joint sessions were held 
with the Board of the Woman’s Society, and ample opportunity 
was provided for a thorough consideration of the needs on the 
foreign field. 

Mention was made in the report of 1917 of the quarterly meet- 
ing of February, 1916, held in Indianapolis, Indiana. So success- 
ful had been this meeting in enabling pastors and laymen of 
Indiana to become more familiar with the work of the Board, its 
policies, its problems and the situation on the fields, that the 
Board decided to hold a similar meeting in February, 1918. Upon 
invitation of Immanuel Baptist Church, whose gracious hospitality 
was greatly appreciated, the Board held this meeting in Chicago. 
Members of the Board, Officers and Missionaries occupied the 
pulpits of Greater Chicago on the Sunday preceding the Board 
meetings, and large numbers of pastors and laymen attended the 
regular sessions. 


Deputation Work 


A large number of missionaries have rendered efficient and 
valuable service in deputation work during the year. Accustomed 
to sojourning in tropical climates, they have, in their visits to the 
churches, cheerfully borne the hardships of an unusually severe 
winter and the inconvenience of uncertain travel owing to war 
conditions. A furlough obviously is intended to enable a mission- 
ary to enjoy a period of much needed rest and recuperation 
preparatory to his return to the field. His service in visiting the 
churches and presenting his work is, therefore, worthy of special 
appreciation, and is of unquestioned value in the promotional 
activities of the Society. While this deputation work is under 
the direction of the Home Department, in accordance with a 
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prepared plan, most of the appointments and itineraries are 
arranged through the offices of the District Secretaries. The 
following missionaries have participated in this valuable service

Many of the missionaries have been pursuing graduate studies 
at various universities during their year of furlough, and their 
taking time from such studies in order to fill important engage- 
ments deserves particular commendation. 


Farewell Meetings with Outgoing Missionaries 


Owing to the dangers of the war zone around Europe, all mis- 
sionaries returning to the fields of the Orient, including British 
India, as well as new appointees, have journeyed via the Pacific 
Ocean instead of via the Atlantic, as in former years. The large 
number so returning during the autumn months made three 
distinct sailings necessary. This offered a unique opportunity 
for arranging several farewell tours whereby the missionary 
parties stopped at several cities en route to the Pacific Coast and 
held series of inspirational farewell meetings. The first party 
included in its itinerary, Harrisburg and Pittsburg, Pa.; Granville 
and Cincinnati, Ohio; Kansas City, Mo.; Colorado Springs, Col.; 
Los Angeles, Long Beach and San Francisco, California. The 
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second party stopped at Chicago, IIl.; Minneapolis, Minn.; 
Grand Forks, N. D.; Butte, Mont.; Spokane and Seattle, Wash- 
ington. The third party included stop-overs at Detroit, Mich.; 
Chicago, IIl.; Des Moines, Ia.; Omaha, Neb.; Denver, Colo.; 
Salt Lake City, Utah; San Francisco, California. These meetings 
were largely attended and were of great publicity value in promot- 
ing missionary interest. Similar itineraries for the missionaries 
returning to the fields next fall are now under consideration. 


Cooperation with the Woman’s Society 


The Society has maintained several cooperative relationships 
with the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 
The headquarters of the two societies are in the same building in 
Boston and this has permitted frequent conference between the 
respective foreign departments regarding matters of common 
interest on the various fields, while the joint officers’ council 
has met frequently during the year. Joint conferences were held 
in several sections of the country and the Boards of the two 
societies met in joint session at Northfield, Mass., in November. 
As heretofore, appropriations, as well as shipping and passage 
arrangements, for the Woman’s Society were made through the 
Treasury Department of the general Society. Advance steps in 
cooperation were achieved through the publication of joint litera- 
ture and joint advertising in the denominational papers. The 
success of the united apportionment plan has further demon- 
strated the practicability and the value of cooperation. 


The Five Year Program 


Under the direction during the past year of Executive Sec- 
retary, Rev. P. H. J. Lerrigo, M.D., and Methods Secretary, 
Rev. F. A. Agar, D.D., the Five Year Program has filled an in- 
creasingly important pldce in our denominational activity. In 
all sections of our constituency its challenging objectives have 
awakened new enthusiasm and have stimulated new response to 
the foreign mission needs of the present hour. Through the 
introduction of new financial methods into hundreds of churches 
and through a constant emphasis upon the spiritual side of church

activity, the Five Year Program has been quietly, yet firmly, 
constructing those broad foundations on which the Society has 
been able to base its appeals for loyal response to the needs of the 
Kingdom. An important phase of the year’s activity was the 
promotion of “Mobilization Week’”’ in the fall of 1917, in which 
large numbers of churches, as well as individual members within 
the churches, were enlisted for world service. While the work 
of this denominational agency can not adequately be measured 
in terms of statistics, a large part of the encouraging response of 
the denomination to the current needs of the fiscal year is undoubt- 
edly due in no small degree to the challenging ideals of the Five 


Year Program. 


Department of Missionary Education 


.Announcement was made in the report of last year regarding 
the resignation of Rev. John M. Moore, D.D., as Secretary of the 
Department of Missionary Education. The joint committee, 
representing the various missionary organizations directing the 
work of this exceedingly important denominational agency, has had 
several meetings during the year in order to consider the future 
policy and service of this department, and particularly the urgency 
of missionary education in view of the present world situation. 
Pending the appointment of a successor to Dr. Moore, the work 
of the Department during the year was placed temporarily under 
the direction of Dr. P. H. J. Lerrigo, Executive Secretary of the 
Five Year Program Committee. 


Relationship with Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 


The Society has welcomed the organization and the growth in 
resources of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. There are approximately forty 
missionaries, including widows, who because of age, infirmity and 
impaired health, by reason of active service abroad, have become 
incapacitated for further service. Of these fifteen have spent 
thirty years or more on the mission field. The average annual 
expenditure of the Society for the care of these retired veterans 
amounts to approximately $16,000. It is expected that as 
soon as the funds of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board

warrant taking the step, the care of these retired veterans is to be 
transferred from the Society to the Ministers and Mission- 
aries Benefit Board. 


The Sunday School Campaign 


In making their educational plans for Sunday schools, the two 
Foreign Mission Societies, through the Sunday School Cooperating 
Committee, proceeded on the broad principle that the Sunday 
school of today is the church of tomorrow. A Sunday school’ 
educated in missions must, therefore, result in an intelligent 
missionary church. As announced in the report of last year, 
missions in Africa was selected as the topic of study during the 
Sunday school educational campaign. This was in harmony with 
the educational plans of practically all the foreign mission boards, 
which during the year devoted chief emphasis to the study of 
missions in the Dark Continent, under the title ‘“The Cross in 
Congo Land.” Specially prepared graded material was furnished 
without charge to Baptist Sunday schools. This consisted of 
lesson stories, pictures, charts and an interesting Easter concert 
program. Owing to the vacancy in the secretaryship of the 
Department of Missionary Education, chief responsibility for 
the promotion of the campaign was temporarily transferred to the 
Home Department of the Society with headquarters at Boston. 


As in previous years, this study was conducted during the period _ . 


from Christmas to Easter, assigned by the Northern Baptist 
Convention as the foreign mission period. Approximately two 
thousand Sunday schools used this material. Plans for next year 
have not yet been determined, although it is probable that “In- 
dustrial Missions’’ will be the main topic of study. 


The War Commission of the Northern Baptist Convention 


Early in the year when the magnitude of the task of the nation 
in its participation in the war became clear, President George 
Coleman of the Northern Baptist Convention called a conference 
which organized the War Commission of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. The Society has been represented on this commis-

sion during the year by Home Secretary Aitchison and Treasurer 
Butler. While the commission has no relationship with the 
foreign mission enterprise abroad this Society is nevertheless 
interested in the work of the commission, especially in its task 
of safe-guarding the moral and spiritual welfare of young men 
in the army training camps. Large numbers of these young men 
have been drawn from colleges and seminaries and especially 
from those groups from whom the Society had hoped to secure 
candidates for missionary service. 


Cooperation with Foreign Speaking Baptists 


More than thirty missionaries of Swedish descent are in the 
service of the Society on the various mission fields. Relations 
with the Swedish Baptist churches of America have been most 
cordial and friendly. As indicative of the growing spirit of co- 
operation may be mentioned the following resolution passed by 
the Swedish Baptist General Conference of America in session 
at Minneapolis, Minnesota, September 18-23, 1917: 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, the American Baptist Publication Society, 
and the Baptist Women’s Societies are mighty agencies for the extension 
throughout the world of the kingdom of God, and 


WHEREAS our State Conferences as well as individual churches have dur- 
ing many years received from some of these Societies generous financial aid 
in our work, 


Be It RESOLVED, that we, the Swedish Baptist General Conference of 
America, assembled in annual meeting at Minneapolis, Minn., September 
18-23, 1917, to these various Societies convey our appreciation of ~" splendid 
work done by them, and express our heartfelt gratitude for the aid in our 
work we have received, and also express our desire and hope that the. cordial 
relations that have existed between these Societies and our Conference may 
continue in the future. 


Similar friendly relations exist between the Society and the 
German Baptist churches through their Triennial Conference. 
During the past year the German Baptist churches have con- 
tributed to the work of the Society $14,659 including spe- 
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cifics, an increase of approximately $4000 over the contributions 
of the preceding year. Nearly fifteen missionaries, whose early 
Christian training was received in German Baptist churches, are in 
the service of the Society at the present time. 

The prayers, the gifts, and the contributions of life from 
these foreign-speaking churches in the United States are most 
essential to the successful prosecution of the work of the Society. 
It has also been demonstrated that through cooperation with the 
Society these bodies can economically and efficiently express 
their own missionary aspirations and realize their own desires in 
extending the Kingdom in the non-Christian world. 


The Baptist Student Missionary Movement 


Pending a meeting of the general committee of the Baptist 
Student Missionary Movement, in order to outline its policies and 
determine its activities, no action has been taken by the Board 
defining the relationship of the Society to this new movement. 
It will be recalled that the movement was inaugurated in Texas 
several years ago for the purpose of enlisting an interest in missions 
ton he part of Baptist students. 


Baptists and Free Baptists 


No special joint representative of Baptists and Free Baptists 
has been in service during the year. In practically all sections 
of the constituency Free Baptist churches are now, with but 
few exceptions, regularly enrolled as churches of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. During the year Rev. A. W. Anthony, 
D.D., has continued his service as Corresponding Secretary 
and Treasurer of the General Conference of Free Baptist Church- 
es, whose organization is still necessary, pending final legal 
adjustments in the transfer of permanent funds. Dr. Anthony 
has also been appointed Corresponding Secretary of the Home 
Missions Council, with headquarters in New York City. As 
announced in the report of last year, a Joint Advisory Com- 
mittee was created to whom special matters involved in the 
unification of the two denominations are referred.

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New England Baptist Library 


Under the capable direction of Rev. Charles H. Watson, 
D.D., as librarian, the New England Baptist Library has con- 
tinued its important service to the New England constituency 
in providing library facilities, not only for general reading, but 
more especially for reference and research. Practically the entire 
collection of books and pamphlets owned by the Society is housed 
in this library, maintained jointly by a number of New England 
organizations which have made this institution the depository 
of their own library collections. In return for this accommoda- 
tion the Society makes a slight annual appropriation, which is 
substantially less than would be required-for the maintenance 
of a separate foreign mission library. 


The East Central District Organization 


A unique development in the missionary cultivation of the 
home constituency has been observed in.the organization of the 
East Central District. A Board of Missions, representing the 
entire district, which includes the States of Indiana, Ohio and 
West Virginia, has been formed, whose purpose is not only to 
maintain more personal relationship with the officers and Boards 
of Managers of the two foreign mission societies, but also to 
assist and cooperate more effectively with the Boards in the 
promotion of interest throughout the district. The Board of the 
East Central District is a purely voluntary organization, both 
men and women being represented on its membership, and it 
has entered upon this work with interest and enthusiasm. It 
presents an encouraging attempt to assume a more personal 
responsibility for the support of missions and its service and 
activity in the future will be observed with great interest. 


Special Missionary Conferences 


A number of special missionary conferences have been held 
during the year. Two of these have been so unique as to deserve 
particular mention. Early in December an important conference 
was held in Buffalo, New York, arranged under the auspices of 
the Five Year Program and representing all missionary organ- 
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izations in the denomination. Nearly all of the Baptist Churches 
of Western New York were represented through accredited del- 
egates. In the judgment of those who attended, the conference 
had far-reaching value not only in promoting missionary interest 
but in imparting new conceptions of the Kingdom and its needs 
at the present time. A conference somewhat similar in nature 
was held in April at Charleston, West Virginia, under the auspices 
of the newly organized East Central District Board of Missions. 


The Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Protestant Reformation 


During the year the Protestant church bodies in the United 
States celebrated the Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Pro- 
testant Reformation. Special literature commemorating this 
event and discussing the significance of the Reformation in rela- 
tion to later religious world movements was circulated and a 
number of articles were published in the denominational papers. 


Foreign Field Enterprises with Home Representation 


An increasing number of institutions on the foreign field are 
finding it necessary to have distinct organizations at home to 
which they can be vitally related. This relationship is necessary, 
not only because of the promotion of interest and the securing of 
gifts, but also because many of the problems involved in the 
maintenance and management of these institutions abroad are 
similar to those of like institutions at home. Among institutions 
having such representation at home are the West China Union 
University, the Canton Christian College and Nanking Univer- 
sity, each of which has a board of managers or directors in 
America. All three are institutions in which the Society has an 
interest,’and on whose boards it has representation. Similar 
relationship is maintained with the Tokyo Grammar School, 
through its Advisory Council in America. 


Interdenominational Relationships 


In view of the magnitude of ‘the foreign-mission enterprise, 
representing, as it does,an important phase of the activity of prac- 
tically all branches of the Christain Church, certain interdenom- 
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inational relationships are both desirable and necessary. Through 
such relationships the representatives of the Society come into 
personal touch with other denominations and their mission boards 
and are thus enabled not only to help the cause of the Kingdom 
as a whole, but also to profit by counsel and advice from these 
other agencies. During the past year the Society has been rep- 
resented on several committees of the Foreign Missions Confer- 
ence, on the board of managers of the Missionary Education 
Movement and on the Committee of Twenty-eight, which out- 
lines mission-study themes and policies. Relationships have 
also been maintained with the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, 
the Student Volunteer Movement and other organizations. 


Homes for Missionaries 


The three homes for missionaries on furlough, maintained by 
the Society and accommodating four families, have been occupied 
throughout the year. Two houses located at Granville, Ohio, 
both being gifts of Mr. and Mrs. F. P. Beaver of Dayton, Ohio, 
have accommodated one family each, and the Judson House at 
Malden, Massachusetts, arranged as a double apartment house 
some years ago, has provided a temporary home for two families. 
These homes are completely furnished and the revenue for their 
maintenance and necessary repairs is secured through the rent 
which the missionaries pay and which thereby relieves the Society 
of expense. Missionaries coming home on furlough, without 
furniture or household necessities, often experience considerable 
inconvenience owing to the difficulty in finding a temporary home. 
These houses, accordingly, continue to meet a long-felt want. 
Owing to several applications constantly on file, a few additional 
homes of this character could easily be utilized. 


Homes for Missionaries’ Children 


One of the most costly sacrifices involved in missionary work 
is the separation of parents and children. The climate in tropical 
countries of the Orient, as well as moral conditions in a non- 
Christian environment, are detrimental to the welfare of Western 
children during their childhood and adolescent years. According- 
ly, three homes are maintained in order that children of mission- 
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aries may receive the necessary care and attention here in America 
while separated from their parents. Two homes, one at Gran- 
ville, Ohio, and the other at Morgan Park, Illinois, are under the 
direction of the Society, while the third home at Newton Center, 
Massachusetts, is maintained jointly by the Society and the 
Woman’s Society. Responsibility for the management, of each 
home rests in a local board of managers. A new budget plan of 
appropriations in gross, similar to that in operation on several of 
the mission fields, was adopted during the year, after conference 
between the local boards and representatives of the Society, and 
becomes effective with the new fiscal year. The Society is fortu- 
nate in having as house mothers at these homes three women of 
charming personality, exemplary character and influence. Under 
the capable direction of Miss Charlotte F. Clark, the Fannie 
Doane Home at Granville has accommodated nineteen children, 
representing ten missionary families. Six families have been 
represented by thirteen children at the Bacon Home at Morgan 
Park, under the efficient care of Miss Maud Brook. At Newton 
Center, Mrs. M. R. West has exercised her usual motherly over- 
sight in providing for the comfort of sixteen children from nine 
missionary families. 


Publicity 


During a year in which so many agencies were making appeals, 
it was naturally expected that extraordinary publicity efforts 
would be necessary in order to promote a continued interest and 
beneficence in the work of the Society. A substantially large 
amount of display advertising appeared in the denominational 
papers and in the case of two papers special editions were pub- 
lished almost exclusively devoted to the work of the Society. 
Special literature of a promotional character was prepared and 
an unusual amount of correspondence was necessary, not only 
with regular contributors, but with pastors and other leaders in 
our constituency. The plan of furnishing exclusive news ma- 
terial to the various denominational papers was continued and 
the usual amount of material was furnished ‘‘Missions.”” Special 
efforts were made in promoting interest among Sunday schools 
and young people’s societies. 
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Literature Department 


The Literature Department has had an unusually busy year. 
A large portion of the work involved in the Sunday school cam- 
paign, such as the filling of orders, distribution of supplies and 
the mailing of certificates to Sunday schools, which had pre- 
viously been supervised by the Department of Missionary Educa- 
tion, was transferred temporarily to the Literature Department. 
In addition to the general distribution of literature, this Depart- 
ment has had entire charge of the revision and circulation of 
the stereopticon lectures furnished by the Society and by the 
Missionary Education Movement. It has also handled the sub- 
scriptions for magazines published on the foreign field, had entire 
charge of the Burma and Assam section at ‘“The World in Cleve- 
land,’ December 1-18, 1918, furnished missionary exhibits at all 
the state conventions and has arranged for the distribution of 
the special literature for pastors. 


New Literature 


Missionary literature to perform adequately its function of 
giving publicity to the work of the Society, must not only be al- 
ways interesting but must either be new or continually revised. 
During the past year four new publications have appeared, for 
which a moderate charge was asked, and thirty-five new miscel- 
laneous pamphlets for free distribution. In the case of seven of 
these more than one edition was required. Three former pamph- 
lets were revised and re-printed and as stated elsewhere a 
large amount of miscellaneous material was published for use 
in the Sunday school campaign. The plan of furnishing mission- 
ary news to pastors of churches which issue regular church cal- 
endars through the publication of “Church Calendar News’’ 
was continued and has maintained its popularity. Two new 
numbers of “Missionary Ammunition’’ appeared during the 
year and were furnished exclusively to pastors. From all parts 
of the country have come favorable comments regarding the 
unique value of this publication. Five editions of ‘‘The Bulle- 
tin” were published and widely circulated. More than five hun- 
dred names are on the new literature subscription list and to 
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each of these, in accordance with the terms of the subscription, 
sample copies of all the literature published by the Society were 
mailed at stated intervals during the year. 


Stereopticon Lecture Department 


Through the Stereopticon Lecture Department the Society 
circulates seventy-two sets of stereopticon slides describing the 
work of the Society in the ten mission fields. Each set is accom- 
panied by a typewritten description. In addition the Stereop- 
ticon Lecture Department is a depository for ten sets of slides 
furnished by the Missionary Education Movement. These va- 
rious lectures were used six hundred times during the year. To 
meet the demand during the winter months in connection with 
the study on Africa, the lectures on the Belgian Congo Mission 
were revised and four duplicate sets made for circulation. Other 
lectures were also revised. The typewritten descriptions are 
now furnished in book form, making it easier for any church 
leader to give one of these lectures. Owing to the popularity 
of these lectures, as well as the importance of presenting missions 
through the use of pictures, plans are under corisideration for a 
large extension of this part of the promotional work of the Society. 
It is proposed especially to furnish lectures consisting of only 
fifteen slides particularly adapted for use in Sunday Schools, 
the subjects of these lectures being the work of modern mission- 
aries. The first one of the new series has already appeared and 
describes the work of Captain Bickel of the Inland Sea. 


Missionary Exhibits 


The visual presentation of missions through exhibits of pictures, 
charts, curios, etc., is of great importance, and has received in- 
creased emphasis in the promotional activities of the Society 
during the past year. A large exhibit was arranged at the North- 
ern Baptist Convention in Cleveland, and a more elaborate and 
spectacular display is being assembled for the annual meetings at 
Atlantic City. A number of smaller exhibits of pictures, literature 
and charts, so-called “traveling exhibits,’’ were, prepared for 
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display at the state conventions in the fall, and proved gratify- 
ingly popular. A similar display was assembled and exhibited 
in the library of Rochester Theological Seminary during the 
month of March. In connection with the great missionary 
exposition at Cleveland, Ohio, in December, 1917, advertised as 
“The World in Cleveland,” the Society had charge of the section 
on Burma and Assam, and furnished a large amount of exhibit 
material, including a splendid assortment of models, implements 
and other interesting features from Assam, furnished by mission- 
ary J. R. Bailey, M.D. and Mrs. Bailey. 


The Denominational Press 


The importance of the denominational press in missionary pub- 
licity was never more clearly demonstrated than during the past 
fiscal year. In view of the large number of appeals for war re- 
lief and other agencies, which have been presented to our con- 
stituency, the missionary publicity furnished by the denomina- 
tional papers has been most essential for the promotion of a 
continued interest and beneficience in the work of the Society. 
The Board takes this occasion to record its grateful appreciation 
of the generous amount of space which has been devoted by the 
editors of our papers to the cause of missions. Two of the papers 
published special foreign mission numbers during the winter, 
which received much favorable comment throughout our con- 
stituency. In connection with the campaign conducted by the 
laymen of the denomination, the publicity given the campaign 
by the editors of our papers has been especially notable. In 
view of the service rendered by these papers during the past 
year, it can easily be estimated how much more valuable such 
publicity would be in the future if some special campaign could 
be conducted towards substantially increasing their circulation. 


The Joint Magazine 

«| The joint magazine has continued its valuable service in dis- 
seminating missionary information among our constituency. 
The present editor, Dr. Howard B. Grose, has completed eight 
years of service and under his leadership ‘‘Missions’’ has enjoyed 
great popularity and has maintained a high standard. The mag- 
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azine is increasingly recognized as one of the foremost mission- 
ary periodicals in America. Foreign missions have been well 
presented during the year and credit is due the editor for, the 
many features which have made the magazine so interesting. 
New plans for the coming year include the publication of special 
editions; the first one to appear with the June number. The 
economical business management during the year is worthy of 
special commendation in view of the increased cost of paper, 
printing and supplies occasioned by war conditions. 


The Annual Report 


In accordance with recommendations of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Northern Baptist Convention, a change is being 
made in the character and size of the Annual Report. Instead 
of the entire report appearing in the Northern Baptist Convention 
Annual, as in previous years, only the General Review of the Year 
and certain sections of the Treasurer’s report will be so included, 
this change being similarly adopted by the other societies, in 
order to reduce the size of the Annual. The Board has, there- 
fore, decided to publish separately a more elaborate and extended 
report than in recent years and to include illustrations and other 
features so as to furnish a book for general reading, and also for 
mission study. Owing to war conditions, the unprecedented 
delay in the receipt of mails from the various fields will make it 
impossible to issue this report before July. This delay also ex- 
plains the absence of fteld reports in the preliminary edition of the 
report circulated at the Convention at Atlantic City. 


The Guide Book 


A new publication, ‘““The Guide Book,’’ appeared in the fall 
of 1917 and superseded the annual Handbook published in 
previous years. The Guide Book, as its name implies, is not 
only a book giving complete information regarding the various 
mission fields, with a detailed description of the stations, but is 
also a book easily adaptable for use in mission study classes. 
A large amount of general miscellaneous information is included, 
as well as a unique collection of experiences and episodes taken 
from actual letters received from the missionaries. 
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Biography of Captain Luke W. Bickel 


What will doubtless prove to be one of the outstanding mis- 
sionary books of the century is now in process of publication. 
Rev. C. K. Harrington, D.D., of the Japan Mission, has com- 
pleted his work on the biography of the late Captain Bickel and 
it is expected that the book under the title ‘‘Captain Bickel of 
the Inland Sea”’ will appear in the fall of 1918. The romantic 
career of the missionary Captain and the remarkable work of 
the Gospel Ship with its heroic adventures, thrilling experiences 
and real missionary achievements has been told in a vivid and 
absorbingly interesting style. It is confidently expected that 
this book will have a large circulation not only among our con- 
stituency but among all classes of missionary readers. 


Some Effects of the War 


The war has worked great ruin on several mission fields oc- 
cupied by other societies. Perhaps the most striking illustra- 
tions are to be found in Armenia and Persia, where the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions (Congregational) 
and the Northern Presbyterian Board have suffered greatly. 
The American Board reports, however, that, despite all the 
devastation in their stations and in the outlying regions, the 
massacre of thousands of Christians, and other heartrending 
circumstances, the Christian converts have manifested so much 
‘ heroism and have gone into exile or death with such songs on 
their lips that even the Moslems have wondered at their faith. 
It seems likely that the blood of the martyrs will prove again to 
be the seed of the church. Plans are being made already to re- 
occupy the devastated regions with larger forces as soon as 
conditions will permit. 

We have reason to be humbly grateful that none of the fields 
of our Society has been touched by invading armies and that, 
for the most part, the work has proceeded without serious inter- 
ruption. Perhaps our missionaries in Congo have suffered more 
serious inconvenience and have been subjected to greater dangers 
on account of the war than has been true of those on other fields 
of our own. Most of the Congo missionaries are compelled to 
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pass through the submarine zone twice on the homeward voyage 
and twice again on returning to the field. Yet they come and 
go with a fair degree of regularity. We should not fail to thank 
God for their preservation. On the field these same missionaries 
have been subjected to unusual privation. Steamer service is 
less frequent and cargo space is so inadequate that it has been 
extremely difficult at times to send them supplies from America. 
When dependent upon local markets in West Africa occasionally 
the missionaries have had to pay as high as twenty-five cents a 
pound for flour and one dollar and fifty cents for butter. Sugar 
and other staples have been correspondingly high. 

Without question the prestige of Western civilization has 
suffered in the minds of thoughtful Orientals. They question 
frankly the values that we have professed. On the other hand, 
it is encouraging to know that in some countries, despite the 
horrors of war and the failure on the part of our Western civili- 
zation, thoughtful Oriental minds seem keenly alive to man’s 
religious needs and appear to be more thoroughly convinced than 
formerly that there can be no permanent progress on the part of 
the world except in the life of the Spirit. Without question there 
is an earnest inquiry in many directions as to where humanity 
can find the best stimulus in this tragic hour and for days to come. 
So far as can be judged, while there is considerable questioning 
as to the value of many Western customs, the opportunity for 
Christian work in Oriental lands never seemed brighter in many 
respects than it does today. From several fields come reports of, 
perhaps, the deepest personal interest in the Christian religion 
that the missionaries have observed. From some fields come the 
reports that Christian schools are taxed to their utmost capacity, 
and in many directions there are urgent calls from the people 
themselves for us greatly to enlarge our activities. 


The Work in Europe 


It is impossible to make any accurate report of the conditions 
in the Baptist work in some of the European countries. Com- 
munication with Germany and Austria has been entirely sus- 
pended. Information from neutral countries is meagre. Letters 
from France and Belgium tell of the complete devastation of 
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cities and villages in which Baptist work was conducted before 
the war, of the military drafts upon the membership of churches 
outside the zone of battle, and of widespread disturbance to re- 
ligious work in general. 

At the time of the outbreak of the great war in Europe the 
Foreign Mission Society was on the point of sending a commis- 
sion to visit Baptists in Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Finland, 
Germany, Belgium, France and Switzerland, and, on account of 
the intolerant spirit in Russia, to meet a group from that section 
in another country. The Board of Managers felt in need of more 
accurate information regarding the condition of Baptist work in 
Europe before attempting to make further readjustments, but 
the outbreak of the war made it impossible for that information 
to be secured. It has been difficult to know just how to proceed, 
but the Board believed that its constituency would not be willing 
to have any reduction made in the appropriations in aid of their 
Baptist brethren in Europe, and the assistance that was being 
given four years ago has been continued wherever possible. 
Naturally, the small amount that was being given for the theo- 
logical seminary at Hamburg and the publishing work at Cassel 
has been discontinued. It has been impossible, too, to commun- 
icate satisfactorily with Baptist organizations in Russia. In the 
neutral countries the extraordinarily high cost of living has made 
it difficult for some of our brethren to meet actual expenses. 
Their proximity to the scenes of conflict has occasioned serious 
disturbance to church work for the last three and a-half years. 
In addition to making the usual appropriations for the Baptist 
churches in Southern Belgium and France, we have been privi- 
leged to send, for the relief of suffering in these organizations and 
many people dependent upon them, approximately $12,000, in 
addition to our regular appropriations for the support of re- 
ligious work. This expression of our love should be continued. 


The Board of Managers has decided to send a commission to 
Europe for conference with Baptists there whenever the war 
shall end. Meanwhile, it is all but useless to attempt to make 
definite plans for an enlargement of work in Europe after the 
war. No one can anticipate accurately the conditions that will 
prevail. At present the Board of Managers has no announce- 
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ment to make regarding plans for work in Europe after the war 
except its readiness to proceed, as soon as conditions are favor- 
able, to learn from brethren in Europe how American Baptists 
can make their best contribution to evangelical Christian move- 
ments in those lands. It is fully expected that Baptists of Amer- 
ica must assist their brethren in Europe in a large way in replac- 
ing church buildings that have been destroyed, in training Chris- 
tian leaders, and in the general support of the workers. It is 
entirely possible that much attention will need to be given to 
those whose health has been broken, whose bodies have been 
maimed, or whose parents have been lost, through the terrible 
conflict. Although it is obviously impossible to make definite 
plans at present, it is clear that we should prepare to proceed in a 
large and generous way to go to the aid of Baptists in Europe 
whenever the war shall end. 


It should be remembered that it has long been the policy of the 
Foreign Mission Society to seek closest cooperation with Baptist 
organizations in Europe, gladly recognizing the chosen leadership 
in each group, rather than to attempt to make plans here for the 
work of our honored brethren in the several countries. Any 
commission that may be sent after the war will endeavor first 
to ascertain how we may assist most helpfully the organizations 
weakened by the ravages of war. In Russia, for instance, care 
will need to be exercised to demonstrate that American Baptists 
are interested in the work of their Russian brethren as a body 
and are anxious to serve in the largest possible way in helping 
forward their work as a whole. A brief visit of a Secretary of 
the Society to Russia in 1913 led the Board to a decision to at- 
tempt to secure advice from representatives of the different . 
groups of Baptists in that country. Practical steps had been 
taken to arrange a meeting of such representatives, a Secretary 
of the Society having reached Europe and was to have been fol- 
lowed by a member of the Board, expecting to attend the meet- 
ing, when the outbreak of war made the conference impossible. 
More than ever must care be taken to launch new and greater 
efforts in hearty cooperation with Russian Baptists at large. 


‘During the year Mr. George W. Coleman, President of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, has crossed the Atlantic bearing 
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to our brethren in England and France the affectionate greetings 
of Baptists in America. The Board of Managers of our Society 
attempted to prepare the way for Mr. Coleman, in France in 
particular, by arranging to have him met by Baptist leaders in 
that country who were invited to confer with him freely regarding 
their special problems. Upon his return to America Mr. Cole- 
man will give the Board the benefit of his impressions. 


Increased Cost of Missionary Work 


One of the most marked effects of the war upon missionary 
work is seen in the largely increased expenditure required to 
carry on the same amount of work as compared with pre-war 
conditions. The advance in the cost of living so keenly felt in 
this country, is evident even to the remote corners of the globe. 
Foodstuffs are higher. Labor demands a larger wage. Building 
materials are more costly. Practically every form of effort to 
which missionary funds are applied requires a larger outlay than 
three or four years ago. As a result the Board is confronted 
with the alternative of increasing appropriations or curtailing 
work. Every effort has been made to avoid any reduction in 
the amount of work done and the result is seen in the much 
larger total of foreign field appropriations as shown in the annual 
report of the Treasurer. 

Notwithstanding the increased cost of living, the only advance 
in missionaries’ salaries on the field has been an increase of 20 
per cent allowed to missionaries residing in Rangoon. The 
salaries of missionaries at home on furlough have been increased 
by 15 per cent. These two items alone represent an increase of 
about $18,000 a year in the Society’s budget. The increased 
cost to the Society of paying the salaries of missionaries in China 
and India so that they will not suffer losses on account of un- 
favorable exchange is discussed more fully in a later section. 

The increased cost of living on the mission field has made it 
necessary in many instances to increase the salaries of native 
workers, and since it has not been found possible to grant larger 
appropriations to the missions for the general work, the result 
has been that the number of workers has had to be reduced. 
The number would have been much larger except for the fact 
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that in many fields the native churches have loyally increased 
their contributions, thus making it possible for the work to go 
on without reduction. Reference is made elsewhere to the in- 
creased cost of deputation ‘work at home. Another consider- 
able item of increase due to the war is in connection with 
certain stations in South India where the Mennonite brethren in 
Russia in former years have provided all of the appropriations 
for work and half of the salaries of missionaries who came from 
Russia. War conditions have made it impossible for these 
brethren to remit their contributions either directly to India or 
to America and the Society has been compelled to assume, for 
the time at least, this additional burden which amounts to 
approximately $7,000 a year. 


International Exchange 


One of the largest items of increased cost in foreign mission 
work resulting from the war is the unfavorable exchange pre- 
vailing in several of the mission fields. Money appropriated 
for expenditure on the foreign field must, for the most part, be 
exchanged into local currency, e.g., a missionary’s salary is appro- 
priated in gold dollars, but he must exchange it into rupees in 
India, into yen in Japan, into Mexican dollars or other Chinese 
currency in China. In countries which are upon a gold basis, 
such as Japan or Belgian Congo, this transfer from American 
gold or drafts is a comparatively simple operation, with only 
slight variations in the cost of exchange. In countries that are 
upon a silver basis, however, such as China and.India, this 
matter of exchange is complicated by the rise and fall in the 
value of silver, and it becomes a much more serious problem. 

Since the outbreak of the war the price of silver has been 
subject to wide and frequent fluctuations. For several years 
previous to 1914 the value of the Mexican dollar (silver) in 
Shanghai was relatively stable at about 47c. gold. In the early 
days of the war silver depreciated so that the Mexican dollar 
sold for as low as 40c. gold, while in recent months the value of 
silver has risen so that a Mexican dollar has been worth as much 
as 80c. or 90c. gold and, for a short time, even as much as $1.00

gold. During the early part of 1917 it was estimated 
that the average price of the Mexican dollar was about 62'c. 
gold, while during the latter months of the year the average was 
nearer 70c. gold. 

The significance of these variations of exchange can best 
be appreciated by illustration. The sum of $100 appropriated 
in gold toward a missionary’s salary or work in China, with the 
Mexican dollar at the normal rate of 47c. gold, would yield an 
equivalent of $213 Mexican; at 62Y%c. it would yield $160 Mexi- 
can; at 75c. it would yield only $133 Mexican. Since there has 
been no compensating decrease in the cost of supplies as silver 
has advanced, but rather an increase, and since the salary at 
normal exchange is calculated to provide only the necessary 
living expenses of the missionary, it is not difficult to appreciate 
his embarrassment at finding his salary suddenly reduced by 
one-fifth or even two-fifths. 


Practically all of the larger foreign missionary societies hav- 
ing work in China have recognized the necessity of protecting the 
missionary against this decrease in the purchasing power of his 
salary, and in common with others the Board has adopted the 
policy of guaranteeing to each missionary in China the equivalent 
of two Mexican dollars for every dollar of his salary in gold. 
With the Mexican dollar at 62%c. every $200 Mexican would cost 
the Society $125 gold or an increase of 25 per cent over the normal 
basis of calculating exchange. Appropriations for the mission- 
tary’s work are made in Mexican dollars, and the Board is com- 
pelled to meet a similar increase in guaranteeing these appropria- 
tions undiminished. | 

The situation in India, also on a silver basis, is developing 
along similar lines, although the stabilizing influence of the British 
Government has prevented such extreme fluctuations in the 
value of silver as have taken place in China. The unit of curren- 
cy in India is the silver rupee which is normally worth approx- 
imately 33.3c. Advice received from the mission treasurers in 
India towards the close of 1917 indicated that the rupee was 
bringing from 34.5c. to 35.7c. For many years past the mission- 
aries’ salaries in India have been guaranteed on a fixed basis of 
308 rupees for $100, or at the rate of 32.5c. to the rupee. While 
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the missionaries are fully protected under this arrangement it is 
evident that, just as in the case of China, it will cost the Society 
considerably more to pay the salaries at the present price of the 
rupee. For example, with the rupee worth 35.7c. every 308 ru- 
pees will cost the Society $109.96 or an increase of practically 
10 per cent. Since the appropriations for mission work are made to 
the Indian missionaries in rupees the loss to the Society is slight- 
ly less, representing the difference between the normal rate of 
33.3c. and 35.7c. to the rupee, or approximately 7 per cent. 

It is when these principles are applied to the appropriations 
of the Society in the large that the very substantial increase in 
cost appears. The annual appropriations for missionaries’ 
salaries and work in China amount approximately to $114,000 
and in British India to a little more than $290,000. The follow- 
ing table will show the additional expense for the current year 
1917-18 and for the next year 1918-19 according to the most care- 
ful estimate possible in December, when the figures were pre- 
pared.

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Missionaries in France 


The war and its operations are not confined exclusively to 
European or so-called Western nations. From the Orient have 
come hundreds of thousands of Chinese coolies for service hehind 
the lines in France, and large numbers of men have been re- 
cruited from British India. It is well known that thousands of 
soldiers and laborers have also been transferred to the battle 
fields in France from various sections of Africa. It is one of the 
most surprising aspects of the present situation that the non- 
Christian world, which has been for so many years receiving 
missionaries from Western lands, is now actually taking a share 
in the great war for democracy. It was at once recognized by 
mission boards that the coming of these men to France presented 
not only an unusual opportunity but a most urgent need for 
safeguarding them morally and spiritually in view of the grave 
temptations to which they would be subjected by reason of their, 
transfer from their native environment. A number of mission- 
aries of the Society have heard this unique call to the service 
and are now actively engaged in work in France. Rev. Ernest 
Grigg of the Burma Mission spent some time in Y.M.C.A. service 
among British soldiers and is now working among regiments of 
Burmese soldiers. Rev. J. R. Bailey, M.D., is actively engaged 
among the thousands of men recruited from the Naga tribes of 
Assam. Rev. Robert Wellwood and Mr. H. J. Openshaw of 
the West China Mission sailed for France in February in order 
to serve among the large numbers of Chinese coolies who are ac- 
tively at work behind the lines. One of the medical missionaries 
of the Society, Nathan Worth Brown, M.D., has sailed for Eng- 
land in order tq serve in a government hospital. Recent reports 
from Assam also indicate that Rev. William Pettigrew, who ren- 
dered conspicuous service to the British government in recruiting 
large numbers of labor corps, has also sailed for France for more 
active participation at the front. The service of these mission- 
aries is another indication of the far-reaching effect of the war as 
it relates itself to the work of the Society. Not only is the 
- gospel message needed among these non-Christian races in 
France but their present sojourn behind the lines makes even 
more acute the need of the gospel in their native lands upon 
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their return. Only the Christian message presented by the 
missionaries can solve the enormous unrest which the contrast 
between life in France and life in China or Assam or elsewhere 
must inevitably create. 


French and Belgian Relief 


The Society has been enabled to forward substantial sums to 
France and Belgium for the relief of Baptist churches, whose prop- 
erty has been damaged or destroyed and whose members have 
suffered hardships and disasters under the exigencies of war. 
Appeals were made to the constituency for this purpose. Within 
recent months the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America has entered into a cooperative arrangement with the 
various Protestant church bodies in France in order to coordinate 
and unify the various forms of war relief which are being made 
possible by the religious organizations of America. Owing to the 
interest of the Society in the work of Baptists in France and Bel- 
gium, it has seemed desirable to enter into this cooperative 
arrangement, and the Home Secretary has been appointed a 
member of the newly constituted United Committee on Christian 
Service for Relief in France and Belgium. 


Missionary Conference at Newton Center 


A most unique and important Conference was held at Newton 
Center in the closing days of April and the first days of May, 1917. 
Reference to the preliminary arrangements for the Conference 
was made in the annual report of last year, but the meetings 
came so late that it was impossible to include any review of the 
proceedings or results in the published annual report. The 
Conference consisted of representatives of the Boards of Mana- 
gers, officers and missionaries of the general and woman’s socie- 
ties, together with some representatives of the Free Baptist 
Woman’s Missionary Society. Each of the ten missions elected 
delegates, the number from each field being proportionate to the 
total number of missionaries in that field. The number of dele- 
gates was sixty-three in addition to a few visitors who attended 
some of the sessions. The names of missionary delegates ap- 
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peared in last year’s annual report and need not be repeated here. 
The sessions of the Conference were held in the First Baptist 
Church of Newton Center and the success of the meetings was 
due in no small degree to the very comfortable arrangements 
made by the church and to the courtesies extended by the New- 
ton Theological Institution and friends in Newton Center. 

For months in advance much attention had been given, both 
on the field and at home, to preparations for the Conference. 
The program which was also published in outline last year, cov- 
ered the outstanding and pressing questions and problems in 
missionary administration and was closely followed by the Con- 
ference. The more important topics were presented in two and 
sometimes three papers in order to insure consideration from as 
many different view-points as possible, and a generous amount 
of time was allowed for the discussion of each topic. At the 
beginning of the Conference six commissions on findings were 
appointed, and the last six days of the meeting were devoted to 
the presentation and discussion of the reports of these commis- 
sions based upon the papers and discussions of the earlier days. 
The utmost freedom of expression was invited and exercised. 
Yet, notwithstanding the large number of delegates and the nat- 
ural differences of view the conclusions of the Conference were to 
a remarkable degree unanimous. In only two cases was a dele- 
gate formally reported as voting in opposition to the statement 
accepted by the Conference as a whole. 

The Findings of the Conference, together with a few of the 
papers, were printed and sent to every missionary of the Society, 
and each Mission Conference was asked to give early and thor- 
ough consideration to the matters presented. Several of the 
Conferences have already taken action upon the Findings, for 
the most part adopting them in the form in which they were pre- 
sented or with slight modifications dictated by local conditions 
and, as soon as the reports from the fields are in, action will be 
taken by the Boards of the two societies upon the Findings in the 
light of the recommendations of the Mission Conferences. 
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_ SUMMARY OF IMPORTANT FINDINGS 


The extent of the Findings makes it impracticable to publish 
them in full in this report, but because of their significance a 
summary of the more important conclusions and recommenda- 
tions is given herewith. Any who are especially interested in 
the study of missionary policy can secure a copy of the printed 
report of the Newton Center Conference by application to the 
Literature Department. 


I. MrsstoNARY OBJECTIVES AND Forms OF WoRK 


The Conference in recording its appreciation of the value and importance 
of the many phases of missionary work—evangelistic, educational, medical, 
industrial, institutional, philanthropic, and Christian literature,—expressed 
the conviction that all must be related in vital fashion to the great controlling 
objective ‘‘the winning of the world to the obedience of Christ.” 


II. NativE LEADERSHIP AND RESPONSIBILITY 


The ‘‘growing need for leaders in every department of Christian activity 
and community life who can assume larger responsibility for promoting 
nation-wide movements for the uplift of their fellow countrymen, and who 
may, through the development of indigenous organizations, ultimately re- 
place the foreign missionary’’ can be met only by the recognition, encourage- 
ment and training of those among the native Christian community who give 
evidence of a divine call and of intellectual and spiritual qualifications for 
this task. Such native leaders of proved ability and experience should be 
given ‘their full share of responsibility in Christian service commensurate 
with their ability, even to the extent of giving to them, as representatives of 
the native Christian body, complete charge of a station, institution or depart- 
ment of work now in charge of a foreign missionary.” 


III. CooprERATION 


The policy of the Society with regard to cooperation with evangelical 
Christians of all denominations ‘“‘whenever and wherever such cooperation 
can be undertaken without any sacrifice of principles’’ was strongly reaffirmed. 
The Conference also reaffirmed ‘‘the time-honored policy of our missions in 
British India in their cooperation with the Government in education,”’ declar- 
ing that the acceptance of grants-in-aid does not infringe upon the independ- 
ence of Church and State. 


\ 
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IV. Fryancrat Povicres 


The practical questions of financial and general administration on the field 
involved in this and the following topic received extended and thorough con- 
sideration. Regarding the subject of ‘‘Distribution of Funds’’ the Conference 
expressed the positive judgment ‘that both the field and home interests de- 
mand that enough be allowed for home expense to provide an administrative 
staff adequate to insure the very best results both at home and abroad.” 
The adoption of the plan of ‘‘appropriations in gross’’ by all the missions was 
recommended and the Conference advised an extension of that plan by which 
the entire appropriations each year for foreign field expenditure should be 
divided among the missions on a percentage basis, the missions to have a 
larger voice in determining the proportion of the total appropriations to be 
expended for each item in its budget, namely, missionary salaries, passages, 
new appointees, mission work, care of property, etc. The importance of 
presenting to the constituency in concrete form the items included in the budg- 
et with a view to enlisting greater interest and larger contributions was strongly 
emphasized. Immediate action to protect the missionaries in China from the 
embarrassment created by losses on account of unfavorable exchange was 
recommended and the Boards responded at once by guaranteeing payment 
of salaries in China at the rate of $2.00 Mexican for $1.00 gold. An increase 
of 15 per cent in the home salary of married missionaries was also recommended 
and was put into effect by the general board. The Conference suggested the 
appointment of an interdenominational commission for the study on the field 
of problems connected with the cost of living and the rate of missionary salary. 


V. ADMINISTRATIVE RESPONSIBILITY 


The principle that ultimate responsibility, particularly for the formulation 
of general policies, rests with the Board at home and that responsibility for 
the detailed administration of the work on the field should be transferred as 
rapidly as possible to the missions, was heartily recognized. Considerable 


attention was given to the definition of the sphere of field administration and 


to the agencies and methods by which the missions could best conduct this 
work. The Conference endorsed frequent secretarial visitation of the fields, 
the organization of the Mission Conference for its administrative task and the 


delegation of executive functions to a small representative committee. The 


creation of the office of Mission or Conference Secretary was strongly com- 
by missions which had made a trial of the plan. The Conference 
urged that both the missions and the boards recognize ‘“‘that work which is 
especially for girls and women and which requires distinct appropriations be 
considered as in the province of the Woman’s Society and should look to the 
Woman’s Society for support,’’ and that ‘‘there should be careful study to 
preserve proper proportion and close relation in the development of the work 
for men and for women.”” Recommendations were also made looking to an 


adequate recognition of Woman's Society representatives in the administrative 


bodies on the field. 
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VI. EFFICIENCY OF THE MISSIONARY FORCE 


The Conference declared ‘‘that the selection of candidates for missionary 
service should consist not merely in a choice among those who may chance 
to apply, but should include a definite propaganda among the young people 
of our churches and schools by which the intelligent interest of many, and the 
special preparation of some, may be directed towards this end,” and advised 
that not less than the full time of a secretary be set apart for such service. 
The supreme importance of such inherent qualities as a vital spiritual experi- 
ence, clear vision, broad sympathies, intellectual balance and self-control, was 
clearly recognized and these qualities should be “‘fortified, whenever possible, 
by the highest general training our schools afford, and supplemented by the 
best possible technical training of each for his special work, and by the general 
acquaintance of all with the elements of business practice, with the best modern 
methods of conducting church work, and with the religious history and ideals 
of the peoples to whom they are sent.’’ Emphasis was placed upon the 
necessity for proficiency in the use of the vernacular, special study by mission- 
aries during furlough and more adequate medical supervision both for candi- 
dates and for missionaries on the field and at home. 


VII. CULTIVATION OF THE HOME BASE 


Problems of home cultivation received a share of consideration. Definite, 
earnest prayer was recognized as a preeminent and indispensable factor. 
Closer personal touch between missionaries and home and district secretaries 
was urged. Practical suggestions were made for more effective deputation 
work by missionaries on furlough and for the participation of missionaries on 
the field in the work of cultivating the home constituency. 


With these general policies and the multitude of specific rec- 
ommendations which accompany them the two Boards are in 
general sympathy and will undoubtedly approve and put them 
into effect as rapidly as the missions are disposed and prepared 
to accept them. When these policies and principles are definitely 
formulated and adopted by both the missions and the Boards 
they will constitute an unusually comprehensive statement of 
general missionary policies as promulgated by our foreign mission 
societies. The Boards are fully satisfied that the results secured 
are well worth the trouble and expense involved and the attitude 
of the missionaries may be seen from the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That we, missionaries gathered on the invitation of the Boards 
from every mission under the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society to 
confer on the increasingly complex problems of the Boards and their mission- 
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aries, both at home and abroad, wish to record our warm approval of the 
Boards’ action in planning this Conference, and our personal appreciation 
of the sympathetic fraternal spirit so evidently manifested on all sides, to- 
gether with our conviction of the great educational value to ourselves of such 
Conferences in view of: 


a. The broader outlook obtained, 
b. The fuller knowledge of each other and of our common problems, 
c. The multiplied suggestions resulting from comparison of our work, 
and 
d. The impetus given to the constructive policies of the Boards and 
their missions. 
This was unanimously adopted by all missionary delegates 
at Newton Center. 


Field Administration 


While the general question of field administration is covered in 
references to the conference held at Newton Center, Massa- 
chusetts, April 25—May 8, 1917, special attention should be 
called to the growing readiness on the part of the missions of the 
Society to undertake a larger measure of responsibility for the 
administration of their own work. There has been a marked 
development in this direction in recent years and several missions 
have taken long steps in advance, to the great satisfaction of the 
Board of Managers. 


Disturbances in China 


Our minds have been so filled with the thought of the great con- 
flict in which we are engaged that little attention has been given 
by American newspapers to the serious political disturbances in 
China in recent months. Conflicts between the forces of the 
north and those of the south have been sanguinary in several 
sections of China. These political upheavals have given the law- 
less classes extraordinary opportunities for robbery, and the 
water courses and overland routes in the interior, infested with 
bandits, have often been unsafe for travelers. In West China it 
was impossible for our mission to hold its annual Conference. 
In South China the fighting between armed forces, representing 
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different elements in the country, caused a postponement of the 
annual meeting of the mission for several months. Despite the 
disturbances the missionaries continued their service and in 
some cases found extraordinary opportunities for ministering 
in a large way. The American missionaires are trusted all over 
China and they are seldom exposed to personal danger except at 
the hands of the lawless classes. Not infrequently the leading 
men of a city will appeal to the foreign missionary in residence 
to help bring about peace among the warring factions, or to fur- 
nish protection for the women and children. In some centers 
much has been done to relieve the suffering incidental to warfare. 
A notable instance is to be found at Suifu, West China, where, in 
connection with ‘a recent upheaval, a multitude of wounded re- 
ceived treatment in the hospital, church and school buildings, 
and such other structures as could be utilized. So the mission- 
ary’s opportunity for real service to humanity has at times been 
increased rather than lessened by the disturbances. 


The Earthquake in South China 


Our South China Mission suffered greatly from the earth- 
quakes in February. While we have not yet had time to receive 
full reports concerning the damage done, yet our hearts rejoice 
that no one in our missionary families received personal injury. 
The buildings, however, have been severely damaged. How 
extensively we do not know, but from the cable reports at hand 
we judge that it will cost somewhere between $60,000 and $100,- 
000 gold to furnish buildings to take the place of those that have 
been destroyed. We are at our wits’ end to know where to find 
the funds for the erection of these buildings. As soon as full 
information is received we shall place the facts before the denomi- 
nation, with the earnest hope and prayer that some of our 
devoted friends may feel the call of God to help reestablish the 
work in this important mission. 


Native Christian Leadership 


The awakening of the Orient is far more rapid and real than 
can be understood by those who are not giving special attention 
to the developments in Asiatic countries, Madras, Tokyo, 
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Calcutta, Shanghai, Bombay, Canton, Manila, Rangoon, Peking, 
and other cities, are great throbbing centers that are closely in 
touch with movements in the world at large. Cables and ‘‘wire- 
less” tell quickly to the thoughtful men of these great cities the 
story of every day’s events throughout the world, and the rest 
of the world is coming to realize that the countries of the Orient 
must be recognized as vital factors in world progress. It is 
apparent that independent minds among Oriental peoples are 
determined to make their own interpretations, to choose their 
own paths, and not to submit long to foreign leadership. No 
man is qualified for the best missionary service today who insists 
upon having a group of mere native assistants. In many sec- 
tions he is the best missionary who is most ready to recognize 
that God is no respecter of persons, who proceeds in the belief 
that each country must be evangelized by its own children, and 
is ready to give first place to the native leaders. The task of the 
foreign missionary is one of cooperation with native leaders. 


Denominations which many years ago not only recognized the 
importance of native leadership but took steps quickly to prepare 
native sons and daughters to bear a large measure of responsibili- 
ty in the Christian movements in their own lands, and then pro- 
ceeded to place real responsibility where it belonged, are today 
justified in their course. While our own emphasis upon the 
training of native leaders has not been as large as it should have 
been it is gratifying to the Board of Managers to note the growing 
determination of mission bodies to adjust their work with a view 
to doing far more in this direction. As far as possible Christian 
young people should be trained in their own lands, but a few 
picked students should be brought to America for special study. 
Today, perhaps as many as twenty Baptist students from our 
Oriental mission fields are in American colleges and universities 
preparing for service in their own lands. Some of these young 
people will soon complete their courses in universities and theo- 
logical seminaries and will be ready to return for cooperation 
with the missionaries in the promotion of Christ’s Kingdom; and 
missionaries are increasingly ready to give first place to native 
sons. Itis the purpose of the Board to encourage missions in the 
Orient to adopt a permanent policy of sending young people of 
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approved character and ability and Christian consecration to 
America for further preparation after taking advantage of the 
best educational opportunities at their command at home. 
Several years ago the Board of Managers adopted a policy of 
intensive development. The chief purpose of this policy is to 
develop work so intensively at strategic points as to create self- 
propagating Christian communities, and to train native leaders 
for a far more extensive evangelism than is possible for the foreign 
missionaries alone. In a work so gigantic as that of foreign 
missions, large apparent results cannot be expected immediately 
upon the adoption of policies, but it should be said that the 
determination evident in several mission bodies, and the results 
that are appearing, give grounds for encouragement, and it is 
believed that policies already adopted, if followed consistently, 
will be fully justified in our own experience a few years hence. 


Japan Baptist Theological Seminary 


In 1910 missionaries of the Southern Baptist Convention labor- 
ing in Japan united with those of the Society in the establishment 
of The Japan Baptist Theological Seminary. For some years 
each Board had supported its own theological school, but in 
1910 it seemed advisable to close the separate institutions, one 
at Fukuoka (Southern) and the other at Yokohama (Northern) 
and combine in the support of a stronger school at Tokyo, the 
capital and educational center of the Empire. Tokyo is central 
for the territory of the Northern Baptists but is 800 miles distant 
from the eastern borders of the field of the Southern Baptists. 
It soon became apparent that the Japanese Baptists in the South- 
ern territory felt little interest in a school so far from their own 
borders and few students from that section enrolled at Tokyo. 
At times the students from the field of the Southern Baptists 
were as few as two or three, and occasionally only one. Never- 
theless the missionaries of the Southern Board supported loyally 
the union institution, until a few months ago when the practical 
difficulties assumed such proportions that a discontinuance of 
cooperative relations seemed advisable. The Board regrets 
the necessity for the withdrawal of the Southern Baptist Board 
from participation in support of the school, although the grave 
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difficulties faced by its Mission in Japan are fully appreciated. 
The discontinuance of the union school has not in any way af- 
fected the cordial feelings on the part of each Board toward the 
other and between the missionaries in Japan. The Board is not 
prepared at present to announce what course will be followed 
in providing instruction for theological students. Correspond- 
ence is now being conducted with the Japan Mission. 


Visit of Secretary Robbins to India 


In harmony with the policy that a foreign secretary, charged 
with the responsibility for the administration of one or more 
missions, must visit these fields occasionally in order to become 
- acquainted with the actual conditions of the work and for the 
study of outstanding problems, Foreign Secretary J. C. Robbins 
started last August on a visit to the mission fields. Touching 
briefly in passage Japan and China, he reached Rangoon on 
October 29 just in time for the sessions of the annual meeting 
of the Burma Missionary Conference which had been looking 
forward eagerly to his coming. The month of November and 
most of December were spent in Burma. January was devoted 
to South India, and the first two weeks of February to the Bengal- 
Orissa Mission and the latter part of February and March to 
Assam. From every field reports have come indicating the ut- 
most satisfaction at this visit, brief though it necessarily was, of 
the Foreign Secretary. In each field there was a meeting with 
the Mission Conference for the discussion of general policies and 
special problems and a visitation of the stations and work so far 
as time permitted. There has not been time for definite report 
from the Assam Conference to reach the Board, but reports from 
the other three missions indicate that distinct forward steps in 
mission administration were decided upon. Moreover, the fund 
of information which Mr. Robbins has gained and his immediate 
touch with the great and urgent needs of the missions will enable 
him to present the interests of this work with special force and 
appeal to the Board of Managers and as he goes about among 
the churches after his return. It is regretted that sailing sched- 
ules will probably make it impossible for him to be present at 
the Convention at Atlantic City. 
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The Clough Memorial Hospital 


One of the outstanding events in India during the past year 
has been the beginning of the plant for the Clough Memorial 
Hospital at Ongole. During his recent furlough in America 
Rev. J. M. Baker, successor to Dr. J. E. Clough as missionary 
in charge of the evangelistic work in the historic Ongole field, 
was successful in securing gifts amounting to more than $20,000 
to erect a hospital at Ongole in memory of Dr. Clough. After 
his return to the field plans were prepared in consultation with 
Dr. J. W. Stenger, who has been designated to the medical work 
at Ongole, which so commended themselves to the British Gov- 
ernment in India as to win their unqualified approval and the 
assurance of Government grants equal to the amount of the 
funds available from America. After some delay due to cor- 
respondence involved in making sure that the proper segregation 
would be maintained in the work for men and for women in the 
hospital and in arranging for the cooperation of the Woman’s 
Society, the final plans have now been approved by the two 
Boards at home and the work of erecting the new buildings is 
well under way. 


Reductions in the Missionary Staff 


Overshadowing all other conditions on the mission field during 
the past year has been the depleted condition. of the missionary 
force. Last year’s report called attention to some of the special 
appeals received from the Mission Conferences. The situation 
has become even more serious during the year just closed. Death 
has claimed several strong and successful workers and a number 
of others have been compelled to retire permanently from mis- 
sionary service because of ill-health. Eight or ten missionaries 
from British India who are of German, Danish or Dutch ancestry 
have not been permitted by the Indian Government to return to 
their fields. Several missionaries who had overstayed their nor- 
mal term of service have found it necessary to come to America 
for furlough. The missions which seem to have suffered most 
are the British India fields and Japan. In Burma several sta- 
tions or branches of the work are without a resident missionary, 
and in other cases a woman missionary representing the Woman’s 
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Board has been compelled to assume full charge of the work. 
South India has suffered peculiarly because of the non-return of 
missionaries on account of war conditions. In Japan the losses 
in the missionary force have placed burdens upon those who re- 
main that threaten to make the emergency even more serious 
unless relief can be furnished. 

In the Philippine Mission one of our hospitals has been closed 
for more than a year for the lack of a medical missionary. In 
West China the Ningyuenfu station has been closed temporarily 
because the available missionary force for the mission as a whole 
is at present inadequate. Here, too, well qualified physicians 
are urgently needed. Ata station in East China the entire male 
missionary staff of a year ago has been removed, one by death, 
another by resignation, and two others by failure of health. In 
South China the necessary return to America last year of a family 
that had been on the field only two years and the detention here 
of others on account of impaired health, leave vacancies on im- 
portant fields. Here, too, there are fewer medical missionaries 
than were under appointment several years ago. Each of several 
isolated stations in Congo has been left in care of a single family. 

While a number of missionaries have returned to the field 
during the year and a few new men have been sent out, the net 
result is a marked decrease in the total force actively at work on 
the field as compared with one, two or three years ago. The 
missionaries on the fields ate meeting this situation with courage 
and devotion. Many are carrying additional burdens. In some 
cases women are temporarily taking charge of stations, undesir- 
able as this may be as a general policy. In some of the fields it 
has been found possible to place larger responsibility on native 
leaders. A notable example of this is seen in Japan where Dr. 
Yugoro Chiba has been put in full charge of the evangelistic 
work of the Himeji field. In Burma the work at Mongnai has 
been left in charge of local workers with occasional supervision 
by a visiting missionary. In South India the native Telugu 
missionary society has taken oversight of the work in the Kanda- 
kuru field. Nevertheless, with the utmost that can be done 
through such readjustments, the work is suffering seriously on 
almost every field because of the lack of missionary workers. 
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Reenforcements during the Year 


Since the publication of the last annual report several new 
missionaries appointed previous to the last meeting of the Con- 
vention, as well as a number appointed since that time, have gone 
to the field. Three new families were assigned to Burma, the 
same number as were designated to that field last year, and all 
are to engage in evangelistic work. Rev. J. Lee Lewis and Mrs. 
Lewis have been designated .to the Shan work but their perma- 
nent station has not yet been determined. Rev. Henry S. 
Philpott and Mrs. Philpott are temporarily at Henzada assisting 
Dr. Cummings, but expect in a few months to be permanently 
located at Myingyan. Rev. Oliver H. Sisson and Mrs. Sisson 
are stationed at Bassein, engaged in Burman work. Dr. Jonas 
Ahlquist and Mrs. Ahlquist are to take up medical work in 
Assam. Mr. and Mrs. Clarence E. Blanc have been designated 
to Jorhat where Mr. Blanc has oversight of construction of mis- 
sion buildings in Assam. Mrs. Grace Darling Tilden, who was 
married to Mr. Tilden during his furlough, sailed with him in 
September for his former station, Jorhat, Assam. Rev. Morley 
R. Hartley and Mrs. Hartley, designated to the Bengal-Orissa 
field, will take up evangelistic work after completing their period 
of language study. Miss Gladys Thacker sailed for Bengal 
where she has become the wife of Mr. V. G. Krause who sailed 
in 1916 to take charge of the Industrial School at Balasore. On 
account of delay experienced in obtaining from the British Gov- 
ernment permits to land in India, Mr. and Mrs. Elam J. Ander- 
son, appointed for educational work in Assam, have been assigned 
temporarily to work in the Shanghai Baptist College. Later 
they hope to proceed to Jorhat. Dr. Charles R. Manley and 
Mrs. Manley have been designated to the new Clough Memorial 
Hospital at Ongole, S. India, where they will begin their work 
after completing a year of language study. Dr. Manley is the 

-son of our veteran Telugu missionary, Rev. W. R. Manley. 
Rev. and Mrs. Leon E. Rowland, the latter a granddaughter of 
Dr. John E. Clough, pioneer missionary among the Telugus, and 
the daughter of Professor and Mrs. L. E. Martin of Ongole, have 
also been assigned to South India for educational work among the 
Telugus. Mr. and Mrs. Sterling S. Beath were appointed for 
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educational work in South China, but the center at which they 
will work after finishing their study of the language has not been 
determined upon as yet. Mr. and Mrs. Levi A. Lovegren have 
been designated to West China where Mr. Lovegren will engage 
in some form of educational work. Dr. F. J. White, president 
of Shanghai Baptist College, has received assistance in Miss 
Henrietta McKeen who was appointed stenographer and office 
secretary. Rev. Douglas G. Haring, appointed to Japan, is 
studying the language at Tokyo, preparatory to engaging in 
evangelistic work. 

Appointees of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society have sailed, designated as follows—Burma: Misses Nona 
G. Finney, Martha J. Gifford, M.D., Ethel L. Hunt, Carrie E. 
Hesseltine, Maud Kinnaman, and Lilly Ryden. Assam: Miss 
Nettie E. Holmes. China: Misses Anna E. Foster, M. Jean 
Gates, Esther E. Hokanson, Ann T. Howell, Carrie E. Slaght, 
M.D. Japan: Miss Ruby L. Anderson. 


Scarcity of Candidates for Missionary Service 


From the foregoing paragraphs it will appear that the number 
of new missionary families to be sent to the field this year is small, 
pitifully small, when compared with the many urgent needs 
reported from the mission fields. Increasing difficulty has been 
met, especially since the entrance of America into the war in 
April, 1917,in securing men of proper qualifications and adequate 
training for foreign-mission work. Many promising candidates 
are now serving the country in the army or navy, others are in 
civilian service with the government and still others are engaged 
with religious work of some sort in connection with the war. 
The theological seminaries are depleted; the upper classes of the 
colleges from which a new supply of missionary students would 
naturally be drawn are reduced to a small fraction of their usual 
number. This means that the denomination is confronted with 
a serious shortage, not merely of missionary candidates, but also 
of students for the ministry at home. An additional obstacle 
is met in seeking men for the British India Missions, in the fact 
that missionaries of German descent cannot be sent to those 
missions and missionaries of Scandinavian parentage find it 
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difficult to secure permission to enter India. This shortage of 
available men was foreseen to some extent early in the year, and 
special efforts have been made to get in touch with all possible 
candidates and to look up carefully any that appear to be of 
special promise. These efforts have included a wide correspond- 
ence and a systematic visitation of the theological seminaries 
and several of the denominational colleges and have resulted in 
bringing to light a number of men of promise, but the supply is 
still far from meeting the demand. 

Notwithstanding all of these difficulties the Board is fully 
persuaded that only high-grade men should be sent to the mission 
fields. The conditions of work are so exacting and the respon- 
sibilities are so heavy that only men of thorough preparation — 
and of strong Christian character and devotion can hope to meet 
the problems and responsibilities of the foreign work in these 
days. At one.point, however, the Board has realized that a 
slight modification may be necessary, namely, that of the age 
of missionary appointees. Ordinarily it is preferred that men 
who are sent to the foreign field shall not be over thirty years of 
age for the reason that men who are older than thirty find it in- 
creasingly difficult to master the language and to adapt them- 
selves to the conditions of work and life in the Orient. It is 
quite evident that very few men of thirty years or under will be 
available, because of the requirements of the Government and 
for that reason it has been decided to accept men who may be 
a few years older provided their experience and abilities are such 
as to give reasonable expectation of their meeting the require- 
ments of the work successfully. 


New Missionaries for 1918 


Rev. Albert J. Dahlby and Mrs. Dahlby received their ap- 
pointment at the February meeting of the Board in Chicago for 
evangelistic work, but plan to spend a year in further preparation, 
sailing for the field in the fall of 1919. Mr. William R. Hutton 
and Mrs, Hutton are under appointment to Assam for evangelis- 
tic work and expect to leave for the mission field next fall. To 
reenforce the evangelistic work in the Japan mission, Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer T. Thompson have been appointed and hope to 
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arrive in Japan early next fall to begin the study of the language. 
Mr. John L. Bjelke, as State Student Secretary for Ohio, is al- 
ready familiar with work among students and is, therefore, well 
equipped for educational work in China to which field he plans 
to go after a year of special study. Mr. Newton S. Carman, 
who spent two years in Swatow Academy, China, under special 
appointment, and since his return to this country has been pur- 
suing studies at the University of Chicago, has now recéived reg- 
ular appointment for educational work in China and expects to 
sailin 1919. Gordon Adams, M.D. and Mrs. Adams are looking 
forward to medical work in China where Dr. Adams's father 
labored for many years. Rev. Chester F. Wood, who, since his 
appointment in the spring of 1917, has been serving as assistant 
pastor while taking graduate work at Harvard, will be ready to 
sail for West China next fall. 

Several whose names appeared among the new appointees for 
1917, and who were expecting to sail this year, have been selected 
by the Government for war service, and their departure will 
necessarily be indefinitely postponed. 


Plans for Candidate Department 


Even before the extraordinary demand of the present year 
developed it was impossible for the officers of the Society, bur- 
dened with responsibility for other tasks, to give the full attention 
to the cultivation of candidates which the importance of that 
work demands. The present emergency has only emphasized 
the necessity of some arrangement by which the Candidate De- 
partment may have the necessary time and attention. The 
functions of the Candidate Department are threefold: 


1—ENLISTMENT or the interesting of the young people of Baptist church- 
es who are in schools and colleges, in the work of foreign missions as offering un- 
surpassed opportunities for a life of service to Christ and his Kingdom. 


2—SELECTION or choosing from among the available candidates those 
who possess the requisite qualifications of spirit and personality and who have 
or may secure adequate preparation to fill the places of need in the work of 
the Society on the foreign field. 

3—GUIDANCE and assignment, or the supervision of the preparation of 
candidates with a view to their designation to those fields and types of work 
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in which the personal qualities and the technical preparation of each will find 
opportunity for the fullest service of which he is capable. 


The Board of Missionary Preparation, which represents all 
foreign missionary societies, has rendered a most valued service 
through the study it has made of all phases of the preparation 
of candidates and has gathered a great volume of material in the 
form of reports as to the preparation required for various types 
and fields of services. This material is now available for all the 
societies and the candidate department should be in a position 
to advise most helpfully young men who are looking forward to 
foreign-mission service under the denominational agencies. A 
more thorough visitation of the denominational schools, colleges, 
and theological seminaries is most desirable and more attention 
should be given than has been possible in the past, to the study of 
the specific needs and places to be filled with a view to fitting 
individual candidates more satisfactorily into these places. At 
a recent meeting of the Board of Managers this subject waspre- 
sented and a special committee was appointed to give the matter 
careful study and to report upon such steps as might be necessary 
and practicable to ensure a proper cultivation of the field of 
missionary candidates so that in the future men may be avail- 
able when needed. 


Making Provision for Larger Needs 


For several years our Board has been wrestling with the problem 
of the special needs of our various missions, for which no provision 
is made in the regular budget of the Society. After careful con- 
sideration on the part of our missions and approval by the reference 
committees, we find that in order to take care of the needs for 
property and equipment and a proper development of our work 
during the next few years, our Society must have over three 
million dollars. We are well aware of the fact that while this is 
not the time for us to undertake extensive building enterprises, 
yet there are certain fields where, unless buildings can be had 
very shortly, our work will suffer permanently. We are pleased 
to announce that one of our friends has authorized us to call upon 
him for funds to meet our property needs in West China to the 
extent of $156,000 gold. This friend is urging us to proceed in 
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the erection of these buildings as speedily as possible. It is his 
thought that we should not hesitate even in these times to plan 
for the raising up of trained Christian leaders. We are hoping 
that steps may be taken in the near future looking toward the 
raising of these funds and for other large sums which will be 
needed for advance work in our various missions, Already 
_definite appeals are coming to us from France for the relief of our 
Baptist brethren who have suffered such indescribable losses 
because of the war. In order to take care of our regular work 
and to meet the property needs of our various missions and make 
such a contribution to the reconstruction in Europe after the war 
as our Board feels would be worthy, it will be necessary for our 
Society to secure more than ten million dollars between now and 
the end of the Five Year Program. 


Called to Higher Service 


A number of missionaries have been called to higher service 
during the past year. While the number is not as large as in 
some previous years, their passing renders more acute the con- 
dition of depletion in the missionary staff reported elsewhere. 
They will be deeply missed by the Board and by their fellow- 
laborers on the mission fields. 


To Miss Katherine F. Evans, whose death occurred in Rangoon, Burma, 
March 11, 1918, belongs the distinction of being the first missionary to be sent 
out by the Woman's Society of the East, a few months after its organization, 
in 1871. She was designated to Thonze, at that time a jungle station, with- 
out railroad, postoffice or bazaar, to be associated with Mrs. Ingalls and in 
charge of the educational work. This was a difficult task, as the people then 
had no desire for the education of girls; but Miss Evans overcame all obstacles 
and gathered a good-sized school. For twenty-two years she and Mrs. Ingalls 
lived and worked happily together, until their pleasant relations were severed 
by the death of Mrs. Ingalls. After a two years’ furlough at home, Miss Evans 
returned to Rangoon in 1906, engaging in literary work. She translated into 
Burmese a series of story books for young people which were greatly appre- 
ciated by the mission. In January, 1911 she suffered a stroke of paralysis 
which left her a confirmed invalid, and for seven years she was tenderly cared 
for by her friend and physician, Dr. Cote, of Rangoon, who took her into her 
own home. For forty years it was Miss Evans’ privilege to serve in Burma 
and many are the native girls and women who will rise up and call her blessed. 
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Miss Sarah J. Higby, another veteran in service, was one of the first single 
women to go from the United States for missionary work abroad. She left 
Boston in a sailing vessel and had a six month’s voyage around the Cape of 
Good Hope, arriving in Rangoon May 13, 1868. She labored at first under 
the Woman’s Mission Union, becoming a missionary of the Woman’s Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society upon its organization. For over forty years she 
was engaged in school work among the Karens and met with remarkable suc- 
cess, especially in Tharrawaddy where she had been since 1895 and where she 
had one of the largest and most flourishing schools in Burma. Miss Higby 
was the first woman to be honored by the gift of the Kaiser-I-Hind medal. 
She died in Rangoon, July 23, 1917. 


Another of Burma’s noble missionary women who has been called home 
during the last year is Miss Harriet E. Hawkes. While teaching in New York 
State she was led to give her life to the cause of foreign missions and in 1888 
went to Bassein as an associate teacher in the Sgaw Karen school of 400 pupils. 
After her first term of service she was transferred to Shwegyin and for more 
than twenty years she gave herself to the Karen schools and work at the Shwe- 
gyin and Nyaunglebin stations. She took special pleasure in Bible classes 
and in touring through the district, doing evangelistic work in the homes. 
Broken in health she returned to America in January, 1916, and finally went 
to the sanitarium in Battle Creek, Michigan, where she passed away Noy- 
ember 11, 1917. During her illness there her beautiful Christian character 
so impressed itself upon those who ministered to her that after her death her 
physician said of her, “‘A noble soldier of the Cross, asleep in Jesus.” 


In the death of Mrs. Rosina E. Batson Price at Mound, Minn., August 19, 
1917, the Burma Mission has suffered another serious loss. Her first two years 
were spent in Bassein, where she taught in the high school. In 1880 she mar- 
ried Rev. W. I. Price, a missionary of the Foreign Mission Society, and until 
his death, in 1899, shared in his labors for the Karens, especially in Henzada 
where under their direction the mission developed to an unusual degree. Left 
with the care of four young children, Mrs. Price bravely took up the burden 
and remained with them in America as long as she felt they needed her. Then 
her own health seeming to justify another term of service in Burma she went 
back in the fall of 1910, accompanied by her oldest daughter, going to the new 
station of Nyaunglebin. She remained only three years, however, and in 1913 
left the country never to return. After more than five years of invalidism 
and constantly increasing suffering she passed away, surrounded by three of 
her children—one the wife of Rev. D.C. Holtom of Tokyo, Japan, and another, 
Miss Eva R. Price, who was called home from the field to care for her mother. 


The East China Mission has been greatly bereaved in the death of Rev. 
W. S. Sweet, at Rochester, Minn., September 28, 1917. _ He was born in Wis- 
consin in 1854, and practically all of his earlier life was spent in that state. 
For six years he was a teacher of Science in Wayland Academy, Beaver Dam, 
and was pastor of the First Baptist Church of La Crosse, when in 1893 he be- 
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came a missionary of the Foreign Mission Society. He went first to Shaoh- 
sing, and six years later was transferred to Hangchow, where he founded Way- 
land Academy, named for the one with which he had been connected in Wis- 
consin. Under Mr. Sweet's supervision Wayland Academy in China became 
a flourishing school for boys, upon whom he exerted a strong Christian influ- 
ence, and for whom some of his best work in China was done. After his last 
return to the field, in 1912, Mr. Sweet was engaged chiefly in evangelistic work 
in which he was also successful. He was a truly consecrated man and will be 
greatly missed by his missionary associates as well as by the native youths who 
looked up to him as their friend and helper. 


Rev. F. G Harrington, Litt.D., for twenty-six years a missionary in Japan, 
died in Montreal, February, 27, 1918. He was born in Sydney, N. S. in 1855, 
studied in Acadia College, from which he afterwards received the degree of 
doctor of literature, and was graduated from the Morgan Park Theological 
Seminary in 1886. He went to Tokyo in 1887, removing four years later to 
Yokohama. Dr. Harrington's work was chiefly educational and literary, and 
he is especially well-known for his Biblical translations, translation of English 
classics and numerous pamphlets, into Japanese. Asa lecturer in the theolog- 
ical seminary, as occasional preacher in the Yokohama church, and a Sunday- 
school worker, he filled a large place in the mission and exerted a far-reaching 
influence in favor of Christianity in the empire of Japan. 


The Japan Mission, so sorely stricken in the past few months, has been 
called to mourn the loss of another of its most consecrated and earnest workers— 
Rev. F. C. Briggs, familiarly known by the missionaries as ‘St. Francis of 
Himeji”. Mr. Briggs was born in Coldbrook, Conn., in 1863, and when four- 
teen years of age united with the Baptist church in Petersham, Mass. Asa 
young man he entered upon a business career but that could not satisfy a nature 
like his, so he left mercantile life in Boston, and began to prepare for Christian 
work. After his graduation from the Newton Theological Institution in 1895 
he became assistant pastor at the Bowdoin Square Tabernacle in Boston, where 
he remained three years, leaving to become pastor of the Baptist Church in 
Manchester, Mass., which he also served three years. Then came the call to 
enter upon missionary work in Japan and. joyfully he responded. ‘‘Here am 
I, send me”. In the fall of 1902 he reached Japan with Mrs. Briggs who, as 
Miss Hawley, had given one term of service in that country. They were sta- 
tioned at Himeji, about fifty miles west of Kobe, not far from the shore of the 
Inland Sea. Mr. Briggs was strongly evangelistic in spirit and even before 
he could speak the language or use his rare gift of song he laid hold of men 
and disposed them to hear the gospel. Sorrow came to him early in his mis- 
sionary life by the death of his wife and child, but it only served to make him 
more eager to spend and be spent for the Japanese people and the Master to 
whom he was devoted. Returning to Himeji after a brief visit to the home- 
land he later married Miss Harriet M. Witherbee, the principal of the girls’ 
school there and the close friend of his first wife. In Himeji and the unevan- 
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gelized towns and villages surrounding he carried the gospel story and every- 
where, in city and country, he was welcomed and his message given an attentive 
hearing. Mr. Briggs’ influence was felt beyond the limits of his own field and 
as a representative on the Federated Missions Council, a trustee of Duncan 
Academy and a member of the Property Committee his quiet strength, sound 
judgment and practical common sense came to be relied on. Though stationed 
at Himeji, Mr. Briggs was more or less closely associated with the work of 
the Fukuin Maru on the Inland Sea, often taking charge of the evangelistic 
work when Captain Bickel was on furlough or laid aside by sickness, and at 
other times frequently going to his aid. It was natural, therefore, that after 
Captain Bickel’s death in May, 1917, Mr. Briggs should be chosen as the one 
best fitted to succeed him in the missionary part of the work. This appoint- 
ment was very pleasing to the mission and to the Islanders, whose hearts he 
had already won. A native evangelist was placed in charge of Himeji and 
Mr. Briggs entered enthusiastically upon the new work. But reduced in 
strength as he was by his past arduous labors, he could not long stand the 
strain though he carried the burden until absolutely forced by failing health 
to give it up. Reluctantly he turned his face homeward, leaving Kobe with 
his wife and Rev. J. F. Gressitt, of the mission, December 26, 1917. He grew 
gradually weaker during the voyage and lived only a few days after reaching 
San Francisco, passing away January 20, 1918. Mr. Briggs will be greatly 
missed in all the councils of the mission, by his missionary associates, to whom 
he was a brother beloved, as well as by the Japanese to whom he had given him- 
self in sacrificial service. The loss would seem irreparable at any time, but 
especially now when the mission is so sadly depleted. Who will come to fill 
up the broken ranks? 


The name of Miss M. Antoinette Whitman will always be associated with 
the Sarah Curtis Home School in Toyko, Japan, where first as a teacher and 
later as head of the school, she left her impress upon her pupils. Miss Whitman 
was unusually gifted, and not only served the mission along educational lines 
but in translation and literary work, being a linguist of more than ordinary 
ability. She was very successful in the training of Bible women and in evan- 
gelistic work in which she delighted. She expected to come to America on 
furlough in the spring of 1918, but she was called from active service in Tokyo 
to higher service above on December 16. 1917. Miss Whitman gave thirty- 


four years of unselfish, devoted service to the girls and women of Japan,and- 


her place will not be easily filled. 


Mrs. Mary Frances Webster died at Quincy, Mass., February 7, 1918. She 
was the widow of Rev. David Webster and labored with him in Burma and 
Siam from 1877 to 1889. After their return to America Mr. Webster had 
pastorates in New Hampshire and Maine. 


In the death of Mrs. Sarah L. Stevens Smith, wife of Rev. D. A. W. Smith, 
D.D., at Insein, Burma, March 18, 1918, another link connecting the Society 
with the early days of missionary work, is broken. Mrs. Smith was born in 
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Burma, her parents, Rev. Edward A. Stevens, D.D., and his wife, being mis- 
sionaries in Moulmein for many years. She received her education in this 
country where she married, in 1863, Rev. D. A. W. Smith of Newton Centre, 
Mass., the son of Dr. S. F. Smith, the author of “‘America.” In the fall of 
the same year Mrs. Smith sailed with her husband to Burma where, with the 
exception of brief furloughs in the homeland, she has lived and labored for the 
Karens. Fora short time Dr. and Mrs. Smith were located at Henzada, but 
in 1876 he was appointed to the presidency of the Karen Theological Seminary, 
which was first located at Rangoon, but was afterwards removed to the suburb 
of Insein. There for over forty years she has exerted a great influence upon the 
students and their wives, impressing on them not only the beauty of her Chris- 
tian life and character, but also the value of a truly consecrated and Christian 
home. Mrs. Smith's last return to the field after furlough was in 1915. She 
is survived by her husband and two daughters in Burma—one, Miss Anna 
Haven Smith, who has tenderly cared for her mother in her declining years, 
and the other, Mrs. Harry I. Marshall of Tharrawaddy, Burma—and a son, 
Dr. Appleton White Smith, connected with the Garfield Memorial Hospital, 
Washington, D. C. 


In addition to the missionaries who have died during the year, 
the Society has sustained a real loss in the death of one who for 
many years was closely identified with its work. 


S. W. Woodward of Washington, D. C., died suddenly at his country home 
in Stockbridge, Mass., August 1, 1917. Although connected with large busi- 
nes; interests he was devoted to the Churc and to the cause of world-wide 
missions. For many years he was a member of the Board of Managers and 
from 1907 to 1909 served as President of the Foreign Mission Society. He 
had a deep personal interest in the missionaries, and gave generously not only 
money but time and service for the work in which they were engaged. In his 
death the Society has lost a warm friend and devoted supporter. 


The Budget for 1918-1919 


In view of statements already made in this report, it must be 
apparent to every reader that to maintain our work during these 
war times will require larger expenditures on the part of our 
Board. After careful calculations our estimates show that in 
order to do the work of the present fiscal year, we shall have to 
expend at least $211,000 more than it cost us to do the same 
work last year. To raise these funds will tax the courage, faith 
and consecration of our constituency. Yet our Board is pro- 
ceeding upon the assumption that our constituency wish us to 
maintain our work at whatever cost. 
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In addition to the provisions for the work in the regular budget, 
we have the approval of the Finance Committee of the Northern 
Baptist Convention to solicit funds for a specific budget calling 
for $591,290. This money is needed for property and equipment. 
We shall not only be unable to hold our own, but actually be 
compelled to lose ground in many of our missions, unless funds 
outside of the regular budget can be secured. The situation in 
Japan, in China and other fields is so critical that we need funds 
during this current year in order to provide against irreparable 
losses in the maintenance and development of our work. We 
appeal with all the earnestness of our hearts to the men and 
women of means in our denomination to help us meet the needs 
of the present situation. To make such an appeal during these 
war times without justifiable reasons therefor would be unpardon- 
able. We, however, look upon our work not as apart from the 
present world struggle, but as a most vital part of it. For us 
to fail even at this time to furnish the men and the means needed 
to enter the doors that are wide open before us seems unpardon- 
able. ‘The call of this hour is for theconsecration of the richest 
resources of men and money which the church of Christ has 
produced. The war has upset all our former calculations along 
this line and taught us that men and money can be obtained 
when we are thoroughly aroused in a great cause. To fail to 
hear and heed this call now—not after the war is over, but 
NOW—-will be an evidence of infidelity on the part of the church 
which we dare not allow the world to witness, and from which 
delinquent churches can not survive. ‘He that saveth his life 
shall lose it.’ ”’ 


The Spiritual Emphasis 


In view of the titanic struggle of the war which is now testing 
the strength and loyalty of our people and our allies, we call 
upon the friends of missions to join with us in placing new em- 
phasis upon the supreme importance of the spiritual life. We 
are learning anew in these days how pitifully we have failed to 
accomplish the real ends and aims of life through science, edu-' 
cation, wealth or political power. Our only hope for the future 
is in God. Progress and permanent victories must be won 
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through obedience to spiritual laws. There is no name that can 
answer to the cravings of the hearts of all peoples excepting that 
of Jesus. It is a time for us to tear down all barriers between 
races and nationalities, between those who because of previous 
training hold different views with reference to secondary matters, 
that we may all unite under the leadership of the Holy Spirit; 
with full consecration to the purpose and plan of God for the 
spiritual conquest of the world. To allow anything to stand 
between us as a people and the realization of our high and holy 
calling in Christ would be for us to show a spirit of disloyalty 
and unworthiness, which we can not permit to embarrass the 
cause of our Lord at this time. Nothing, absolutely nothing, 
will suffice as a substitute for a humble, yet full-hearted and 
loyal devotion to Christ and for the unselfish service which we 
must render in his name to a bleeding and heartsick world.

THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
In the Year One FEONERS peed Hundred and Fourteen 
To change the name of the Woman's Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, 
and to authorize it to hold additional real and personal estate. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. The name of the Woman's Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society, a corporation duly established by law in this commonwealth, is 
hereby changed to Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 

Sec, 2. The Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society may, 
for the purposes of its incorporation, take and hold in fee simple or other- 
wise, lands, tenements and hereditaments by gift, grant, purchase or devise, 
not exceeding in value one million dollars, and may also take and hold 
by gift, grant, donatiom or bequest personal estate to an amount not exceed- 
ing five million dollars. 

Sec. 8. The Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society shall 
meet annually at such time and place as it may appoint within the United 
States of America. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect on the 15th day of May, nineteen hun- 
dred and fourteen. ' 


AN ACT 


To authorize the Woman's American Baptist Foreign Mission Society to 
make contracts to pay annuities. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SEcrTION 1. Phe Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, a

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BY-LAWS 
of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
ARTICLE I 
OBJECT 


The object of this Society shall be the elevation and Christianization of 
women and children in foreign lands, 

This object it shall seek to accomplish by engaging the earnest, system- 
atic cobperation of the women of our Baptist churches in sending out and 
supporting women missionaries to do evangelistic, educational and medical 
work on the foreign fields; in developing and employing native Christian 
teachers and Bible women, physicians and nurses, and in erecting such 
buildings as may be deemed necessary for the prosecution of the work. 


ARTICLE II 
MEMBERSHIP 

All women members in our Baptist churches of the North, and all 
women contributing to this Society shall be considered members of this 
organization. 

The voting membership shall be composed as follows: 

(a) All life members of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society and the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary Society of the West. 
(b) All missionaries of the Society during their term of service. 

(ce) Annual members based upon the number of women members in 
the Baptist churches in the Districts, the delegates to be appointed by the 
women of the churches of the Districts, and their credentials approved by 
the District Organizations. 

(d) All aecredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Convention shall be annual members. 


ARTICLE III 
ORGANIZATION 
The organization of this Society shall consist of Officers, a Board of 
Managers, and co-ordinate District Organizations, constituted and limited 
as laid down and limited in subsequent articles. State and local organiza- 
tions shall be auxiliary to such District Organizations. 


ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS 
Section 1. The officers of this Society shall be a President; two Vice- 
Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Secretary of the Foreign Department, 
a Secretary of the Home Administration Department, a Treasurer, and such 
other officers as may from time to time be deemed necessary by the Society 
or the Board of Managers, all except the President, Vice-Presidents and 
Recording Secretary being nominated to the Society by the Board of 


Managers. 
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The Officers shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of the 
Society, and shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

Sec, 2. The President shall be the General Executive Officer; shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Society, and, with the Treasurer, shall sign all 
documents relating to the transfer of real estate and other legal papers 
not otherwise provided for. In case of her absence or inability to serve, 
her duties shall be performed by the Vice-President selected by the Board 
of Managers. 

Sec. 3. One Vice-President shall be the head of the Foreign Depart- 
ment, and one the head of the Home Administration Department, 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Foreign Depart- 
ment, under the direction of the Vice-President at the head of the Foreign 
Department, to conduct the foreign correspondence of the Society, and to 
discharge such other duties as may be defined by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Home Administra- 
tion Department, under the direction of the Vice-President at the head of 
that Department, to conduct such business of the Society as relates to the 
administration of said Department, and to discharge such other duties as 
may be defined by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 6. The Recording Secretary shall perform the usual duties of her 
office. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall give such bond as the Board of Managers 
shall from time to time approve for the faithful performance of the duties 
of the office, which bond shall be deposited with the Recording Secretary 
of the Society. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive, acknowledge, preserve— 
by investment or otherwise—and pay out, the funds of the Society accord- 
ing to the direction of the Board of Managers. 

The accounts of the Treasurer shall be audited at least once a year, 
and also at such other times as the Board of Managers shall determine. 

See. 8. The Treasurer, the Secretaries, and such Officers as the Board 
of Managers may appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, 
and shall discharge such duties as may be defined by its regulations and 
rules of order. 


ARTICLE V 


Boarp OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of 27 members. Each 
District shall have on the Board of Managers two representatives, namely, 
its Foreign Vice-President and its Home Administration Vice-President. 

If any member of the Board of Managers is unable to attend a meet- 
ing of the Board, the District represented by this member shall have the 
privilege of electing an alternate to sit in an advisory capacity with the 
Board. The Presidents and Treasurers of the District Organizations shall 
be invited to sit with the Board at its meetings in an advisory capacity. 
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The remaining members of the Board of Managers shall be nominated 
by the Board of Managers and elected by ballot at the annual meeting of 
the Society. 

The Board of Managers shall meet annually or semi-annually as the 
Board itself may determine, and fifteen shall constitute a quorum. 


The President, Vice-Presidents and Recording Secretary of the Society 
shall be members of the Board of Managers, 


Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet to organize as soon as prac- 
ticable after the annual meeting of the Society. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the 
affairs of the Society; shall have the power to elect its own Chairman, 
Clerk, and additional Officers, and appoint such committees as may seem 
proper, and to define the powers and duties of each; to appoint its own 
meetings, to adopt such regulations and rules as may seem proper, includ- 
ing those for the control and disposition of the real and personal property 
of the Society, the sale, leasing, or mortgaging thereof, provided they are 
not inconsistent with its Charter or By-Laws; to fill all vacancies in the 
Boards of Managers, and in any office of the Society until the next meeting 
of the Society; to establish such agencies, and to recommend the appoint- 
ment and removal of such agents and missionaries as may seem proper, by 
a three-fifths vote of all members present and voting at the meeting when 
such votes are taken; to fix the compensation of officers, agents and mis- 
sionaries; to direct and instruct them concerning their respective duties; to 
make appropriations of money, and at the annual meeting of the Society to 
present a printed or written full and detailed report of the proceedings of 
the Society and of its work during the year. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall appoint a Department of Pub- 
lication, consisting of an Editor, a Publisher and a Publication Committee. 


Sec. 5. The Board of Managers shall appoint from its members a 
Finance Committeee, which, under the direction of the Board of Managers, 
shall have charge, with the Treasurer, of the disposition of real and per- 
sonal property of the Society, including the sale, leasing and mortgaging 
of same, and generally exercise supervision over all the financial affairs of 
the Society. , 


Sec. 6. The Board of Managers shall appoint four of its own members, 
who, with the President and the two Vice-Presidents, shall constitute an 
Executive Committee, which shall have charge of and transact all business 
requiring immediate attention in the interim of meetings of the Board 
of Managers. Said committee shall at all times be under the control 
of the Board and shall abide by such rules and regulations as said Board 
may from time to time establish. 3 

Said Committee shall keep an accurate record of all its votes and pro- 
ceedings and submit the same for the approval of the Board of Managers 
as often as the latter shall meet.

The Board of Managers shall appoint each year a Nominating Com- 
mittee and a Program Committee, which shall have charge of the program 
for the annual meeting of the Society. : 


ARTICLE VI 
DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1. The territory of the Society shall be divided into ten Dis- 
tricts, as follows: 

SOUTH PACIFIC DISTRICT—North California, South California, 
Arizona, Nevada. 

COLUMBIA RIVER DISTRICT— Oregon, East Washington, West 
Washington, Idaho, Montana. 

ROCKY MOUNTAIN. DISTRICT—Colorado, Utah, Wyoming. 

WEST CENTRAL DISTRICT—Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska. 

NORTHWESTERN DISTRICT—North Dakota, South Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin. 

CENTRAL DISTRICT—-Michigan, [linois, Missouri. 

EAST CENTRAL DISTRICT—Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia. 

ATLANTIC DISTRICT—Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey, District 
of Columbia. 

NEW YORK DISTRICT—East New York, West New York. 

NEW ENGLAND DISTRICT—Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut. 


District FUNCTIONS 


Sec. 2. The functions of the District Organization, under the Board 
of Managers, shall be 

(a) To develop its own territory. 

(b) To assume responsibility for a definite share of the work upon 
the foreign field. 

(ec) To contribute a percentage of the Society’s total administration 
expense, such percentage to be based upon the income of the District. 


MEMBERSHIP * 


Sec. 3. Membership in a Baptist church in the District shall constitute 
a woman a member of the District Organization of the territory in which 
she resides. 


The voting membership in the meetings of the District Organization 
shall be based upon the number of women in the churches of the District, 
each delegate to be appointed by the Woman’s Missionary Organization in 
the church where such exists and where such organization does not exist, 
by the women of the church. Each church may appoint one delegate and 
one additional delegate for each ten women members of the church, no 
church being permitted more than fifteen delegates. 
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OFFICERS AND DUTIES 


Sec. 4. The Officers of each District Organization shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, and such other 
Officers as shall be deemed necessary for the proper conduct of the District 
work. 

They shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of the District, 
and shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are 
elected until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
are elected. 

The President shall be the General Executive Officer. She shall preside 
at all meetings of the District. In case of her absence or inability to serve, 
the duties shall be performed by the Vice-President chosen by the Executive 
Board. 

One Vice-President shall have ‘special supervision of the work on the 
Foreign Field supported by the District, and the other Vice-President shall 
have special supervision of the work of developing the home territory of 
the District. 

The Recording Secretary shall perform the usual duties of her office. 

The Treasurer of the District shall receive, acknowledge and at least 
once a month forward to the Treasurer of the Society, funds contributed 
from the District for the work of the Society. She shall keep an accurate 
and detailed account of such contributions and shall note whether the 
circles of the District are sending in their full proportion of the Society’s 
entire budget. 

She shall give such bond for the faithful performance of her duties as 

the Executive Board of the District may direct. Such bond shall be filed 
with the Recording Secretary of the District. 

The accounts of the Treasurer shall be audited once in three months, 
and a report shall be furnished the Executive Board and also entered upon 
its records. A certificate shall be furnished annually. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD 


Sec. 5. There shall be in each District an Executive Board, consisting 
of the District President, Vice-Presidents and all unsalaried Officers of the 
District, and in addition twenty-one members, who shall be elected by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the District Organization. Of the twenty- 

_one first elected, seven shall serve for three years, seven for two years, and 
seven for one year; and thereafter, there shall be elected annually seven 
to serve for three years. 

It shall be the duty of the Executive Board to devise and use means 
for diffusing missionary intelligence among the women of the churches in 
order to awaken a deeper interest in the special work of the Society, and to 
secure funds for the accomplishment of that part of the work assumed by 
the District; also to seek out and recommend to the Woman’s American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society suitable women to serve as missionaries, 
the power of appointment to rest with the Society. 
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The Executive Board shall meet regularly, and nine members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

At the first meeting following the annual meeting of the District, the 
Board shall organize by electing a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, and a 
clerk, 

It shall appoint from its members a Publication Committee, which shall 
work under the direction of the Publication Department, a Finance Com- 
mittee, and such other standing committees as are necessary for the proper 
conduct of its work. 


ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


Sec. 6. The District Organization shall meet annually at such time 
and place as the Executive Board of the District may decide. This meet- 
ing shall precede the.annual meeting of the Society. 


By-Laws For DistRIcTt ORGANIZATIONS 


Sec. 7. The Districts shall be empowered to make such By-Laws for 
the government of their organizations as may seem necessary, provided 
they conform to the policy of the Society. 


ARTICLE VII 


ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place as 
the Board of Managers may appoint, to elect Officers, to hear the annual 
reports and to transact the proper business of the Society. 

Sec. 2. When one-tenth of the delegates present request that a vote on 
any motion be taken by Districts, such a vote shall be ordered and the 
question determined thereby. The vote of each District shall be determined 
by the majority of its delegates present and voting. Hach District shall 
have at least one vote, and one additional vote for each additional ten 
thousand women members of the churches in the District, or major frac- 
tion thereof. When figures are lacking, the proportion of women to the 
membership of the churches shall be estimated at sixty-two and one-half 
per cent. 


ARTICLE VIII 


The By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of members present - 
and voting at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written notice of 
the proposed amendment shall have been given at the preceding annual 
meeting of the Society, or such amendment shall be recommended by the 
Board of Managers.

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BRIEF SURVEY OF THE YEAR. 
FOREWORD. 


One of the happy features of the year’s work has been 
the co-operation with the missionary societies of other denomi- 
nations in the study of the Foreign Mission enterprise as 
a whole. 


An important three days’ conference between all Boards 
having work in Africa was held in New York early jin the 
year. The light shed upon the common problems will help to 
make all work in Africa more efficient. Similar conferences 
have been held on missionary preparation, the supplying and 
distribution of Christian literature in the Orient, best methods 
of language study, problems connected with shipment of 
goods and many other questions in which all the Boards are 
alike interested. 


One of the great conferences of the year at which our 
Board was represented was that of the Student Volunteers 
held at Northfield during the Christmas Holidays. The spir- 
itual energy there manifested will result in a great advance 
in missionary enthusiasm and study and in a program of 
giving to missions on the part of the undergraduates that has 
never been thought possible hitherto. 


The Federation of Women’s Boards of Foreign Missions 
is proving a help and stimulus to all the Boards. This year 
for the first time it is helping to make it possible to employ a 
field secretary whose work it is to promote the organization of 
local missionary federations. The monthly department on 
best methods conducted in the Missionary Review of the 
World by Mrs. Cronk, chairman of the Federation committee 
on methods of work, is full of practical helpfulness. 


One of the joint enterprises on the other side of the world 
in which our Society is proud to have a share is the publication 
of the first and only magazine for children in China. This 
little magazine, called Happy Childhood, circulates in every 
province of China, one of the sweet first fruits of the tree of 
Christian influence. The committee on Christian literature 
has published a program showing the big need and wonder- 
ful possibilities of the circulation of Christian literature and 
it is hoped that this will be used in thousands of our cireles. 


The crown and glory of the quiet work which American 
women have been doing for the spread of the gospel among 
Oriental women during the past half century is in the union 
Christian Colleges for women now springing up in China, 
Korea, Japan and India. 
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Our society has an honored part in four of these: The 
Madras Christian College of India, Ginling College in China, 
the Woman’s College of Japan, and the Woman’s Medical 
College in Vellore, India. One of the possibilities of the near 
future is the opening of medical education for women in 


China. 


We have already had our first college graduate in India. 
Within the next two years the medical course of another of our 
Telugu Christian young women will have been completed in 
Ludhiana. One of our Japanese teachers, Ishihara San, is now 
studying for her advance degree in Columbia and expects at the 
close of another year to return to her kindergarten work in 
Tokyo. Still another Baptist girl, Pauline Senn, returns to 
her beloved China to work under our Board. 


The whole future of our schools for girls is bound up in 
the development of these growing young institutions from 
which we must receive the trained leaders of our native 
Christian communities. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


A year of sacrifice for ideals of world brotherhood, the pro- 
tection of the weak and the defense of the oppressed, may 
interpret in large measure the aims of our Woman’s American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society. For forty-seven years these 
ideals of Christian internationalism have been taking root in 
the hearts of Baptist women. They have seen each year their 
volunteers march out in little groups to lay down their lives 
to make the world safe for womanhood and childhood; to plant 
here and there relief stations for the sorely wounded; to 
establish training camps for the Christian soldiers of the 
future. They have taxed themselves voluntarily to meet the 
demands of the treasury and have given themselves to prayer 
for blessing on the efforts of their workers. No figures nor 
bare statements of achievements can tell the story of the years. 
It has been far beyond the reports from our far flung camp 
line. These ideals of love and loyalty and justice have pene- 
trated into distant places and are bearing fruit even in this 
world war. A new bond unites mothers of all lands whose sons, 
with ours, have fared forth with splendid chivalry to die for 
a great cause. The zenanas of India and harems of Moslem 
lands have had new windows opened to the dawning of the 
day of freedom, which, please God, will include women. Budd- 
hist and Confucian women are living in your world and mine 
today, are suffering the same agony and needing the same 
comfort. Black and brown and yellow hands toil with the 
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white at the ministry of the Red Cross. Service flags with 
their stars might well hang in Arab tent and Hindu zenana, 
African kraal and Japanese cottage. We are glad that this. 
American army of ours, this army of women is at the front, 
too small, too feebly equipped, but with a courage of hope 
and of promise that even a small advance guard brings. 


We rejoice that a new contingent is ready to sail. There are 
vacant places to fill and we cannot begin to answer the needs 
of a growing work. But with the violent breaking of bonds of 
narrow nationalism we are facing a new vision of one humanity, 
one world, one Divine ideal, one Saviour. His vision must be 
our vision, His sacrifice our sacrifice. We shall be as quick 
then to give our sons and daughters for His cause as for the 
cause of patriotism. 


Let us pause and catch a glimpse of the glory of the con- 
quest of the peace to which Jesus is calling us. Read the 
record of the year, so brief of necessity, but interlined with 
personal devotion, patient bearing of hardships, hearts brave 
in spite of deferred hopes, an outlook of optimism and faith, 
faith not only in the God of all love and power, but faith in 
His children who in this time of crisis will not fail to act 
for Him. 


The W. A. B. F. M. 8. has completed: its forty-seventh year 
of work. It has come through water, fire and earthquake. It 
has heard of wars and rumors of wars; nation rising against 
nation and brother against brother. It has steered its ship 
away from the Scylla of high prices and from the Charybdis 
of unfavorable rate of exchange and brought it safely to the 
harbor in April with sails set for another twelve months’ 
journey. 


It has, indeed, been an anxious year with its devastating 
typhoon in Japan which did damage to the roofs and fences 
of our mission property and caused the death of thousands of 
the Japanese people. KF'rom China have come almost constant 
reports of fighting in the West and South. Our missionaries 
in West China have been in grave danger, not only from the 
fighting between the Yuannanese and Szechuanese soldiers of 
the Northern and Southern forces, but also from the stray bul- 
lets that have been fired by the robber bands who have infested 
the whole region and made life and travel exceedingly difficult. 
Letters have brought the story of calm and steady courage in 
the face of danger—Miss Roeder quietly takes the rickety raft, 
alone with strange Chinese, for the long and dangerous river 
trip from Yachow to Suifu; a shell passes through the dining 
room of our new dormitory at Suifu while Miss Page and some 
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of the girls are there. It leaves, in exit, an ugly hole in the 
foundation wall but not one girl is harmed. During one 
awful night of fighting in the city of Suifu, Dr. Bretthauer kept 
her little group of patients in the old Chinese Inn in safety 
by taking up her station at the open door, under the Stars and 
Stripes that the Chinese soldiers might make no mistake, but 
know that an American woman was on guard. Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams of Hopo receive into their home refugees and the 
treasures of the Chinese whose houses are in the path of the 
soldiers, and Dr. Foster of Kityang, on tour, writes to the 
tune of whistling bullets. The annual conferences in West and 
South China were both postponed this year because of the 
disturbed condition of the country. South China was still 
further embarrassed by a serious earthquake in February 
which caused the death of thousands and great loss of prop- 
erty. It was with grateful hearts that we received at the 
Rooms the cabled message ‘‘Missionaries safe.’’ A later 
cable and letters tell of chimneys down, cracked roofs, twisted 
walls, fallen plaster and total estimated damages amounting 
for our two societies, to $60,000. Add to these things the high 
cost of money in the Orient and the rising prices of everything 
that a mission society needs to use money for and the state- 
ment at the beginning of this long paragraph may be accepted 
as true—it has been a year of anxiety. 


It has also been a good year, rich in definite achievements 
and in plans adopted for advance work. In November there 
was dedicated in Sendai, Japan, the fine new stueco school 
building which» provides for the one hundred twenty-five 
students an assembly hall, gymnasium, library, laboratories 
and elass rooms. It has been called the finest school building 
in all the northern part of Japan. At the dedication, the 
alumnae of the school showed their appreciation of Miss Buz- 
zell, who has given twenty-five years of faithful service to 
the school, by furnishing the library and giving it the name 
of the Buzzell Memorial. To Suruga Dai and the Himeji Girls’ 
School had come Government recognition. In Tokyo the new 
Union Christian College for Women is passing through the 
opening days. Among the students who are venturing to enroll 
are two from Kanagawa, two from Suruga Dai and two from 
Sendai. 

In East China, with the opening of the Woman’s Building 
in Huchow, a new type of work is definitely inaugurated for 
married Chinese women. The plan is to teach wives and 
mothers how to fill these positions, making a Christian home 
for their husbands, caring for their babies and older children 
in an intelligent, hygienic manner and learning how to help 
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and christianize their neighbors and friends. Such a school is 
destined to have a wide influence throughout the Mission. 


In West China our Woman’s Hospital has had its beginning 
in the dispensary opened at Suifu, in the old Chinese Inn. 
Working under disadvantages, with inadequate equipment, Dr. 
Bretthauer and Miss Crawford have won the confidence of the 
women, have kept the little house full of the sick or those 
wounded by the bullets of the soldiers and already have a 
nurses’ training class of four Chinese girls. This little force 
of two has, during the year, been strengthened by the arrival 
of Dr. Carrie Slaght of New York, who sailed in November. 


To South China’s urgent and oft repeated request for rein- 
foreements—finally cabled that the need might be more fully 
realized—the Society has sent Dr. Marguerite Everham for 
hospital work and Miss Abbie Sanderson to the girls’ school at 
Swatow. This adds two well-trained, efficient young women to 
the South China force, but by no means leads us to forget 
that insistent call for more women to carry the gospel message 
to waiting Chinese women and girls in Swatow, Kityang and 
Hopo districts. 


In November the Morton Lane School in Moulmein celebrated 
its fiftieth birthday with appropriate exercises, at one of which 
an address was given by Miss Susan Haswell, the founder of 
the school. The accommodations for the four hundred and 
more Burman girls have been slightly increased by the enlarge- 
ment of the dormitory space. Further relief has been given 
by an appropriation for the much needed missionary residence 
_ which is now in process of erection. Within sight of Mor- 
ton Lane, during the year, have risen the walls of the Ellen 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital, which is soon to be dedicated. 
Near at hand stands Mt. Hope, the gift of the Talain Christians, 
now remodelled to serve as the missionary residence and 
nurses’ home. Miss Maxville, our trained nurse, has been on 
the ground for a year and in December Dr. Martha J. Gifford 
of New York and Ma Hla Yin, the Talain who has completed 
a nurse’s course in St. Louis, sailed for Burma and complete 
the medical staff of this new hospital. 


Thus the story might continue as we recount the achieve- 
ments of the year in all our mission fields—the enlargement 
of the Girls’ High School at Nellore; the graduation of Beatrice 
from the Union Christian College for Women in Madras and 
her return to Nellore as a member of the faculty; the large 
number of baptisms in our schools and the increasing activity 
of students through Christian Endeavor and Temperance 
Societies, Y. W. C. A., prayer meetings and evangelistic work. 
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A year ago we reported one hundred eighty-seven as the 
total number of our representatives. We have at present two 
hundred three, a net increase of sixteen. This number includes 
the seven dear, retired ones who follow the work with their 
prayers, our four representatives in the Union Colleges, one 
of whom, Miss Lydia Brown of Iowa, is this year’s addition, 
the six young women who were appointed and who have sailed 
since our last annual meeting and the fifteen new appointees 
who go out in the autumn. Three of our missionaries have 
married but their choice of companions was characterized, in 
each case, by the utmost discretion and good taste in that, by 
becoming wives of missionaries of the General Society, they 
thus remain within the fold. Five dear saints have taken the 
step over into their other home and know the rest and joy 
of living with their Master whom they have served with such 
faithful and loving devotion: Miss Ella M. Butts of Santipore, 
Miss Sarah J. Higby of Tharrawaddy and Miss Marie A. Whit- 
man of Tokyo were still at their posts when the summons came; 
Miss Harriet E. Hawkes was making a brave fight for health 
in the homeland and Miss Katherine F. Evans had, for many 
weary months, waited for release, the world, its sorrows and 
joys having long passed beyond her ken. We have known them 
all, loved them and rejoiced in their service. Now it remains 
for us to cherish their memories and to conserve and streng- 
then the work which they did. 


Recently the British Government has extended to Mission 
Boards doing work in India, a courtesy which should be 
acknowledged and which will tend to do away with the long 
and tedious delay so often experienced by our missionaries 
in the effort to secure permits to return to their stations. A 
recent ruling makes it possible for missionaries to secure this 
permission before leaving British India on furlough and when 
this endorsement is granted, no further formalities will be 
necessary. This act shows a sympathetic attitude on the part 
of the British Government toward the handicaps attending mis- 
sion work in war time and, while giving a much needed relief, 
at the same time continues to guard the interests and welfare 
of the country over which it rules. 


“Our Work in the Orient’’ is supplemented this year by a 
book which is new in several respects. In the first place, it is 
published jointly with the A. B. F. M. S.—an experiment which 
it is expected will prove a success. It has been planned for 
wider and more general use than our annual books in the past, 
not simply for our women and church circles but also for use 
in young peoples’ societies, in study classes and by the pastor 
in the monthly mission prayer meetings. It has received the 
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title of ‘‘Baptists in World Service,’’ has a patriotic cover and 
twenty-one pages of half-tones and charts. The material has 
been so arranged that it may make a strong appeal as to the 
size, scope, importance, responsibility and opportunity of our 
own particular share of world service. We trust that the book 
will win favor among the loyal supporters of our own Society 
and also be the means of arousing or quickening the interest 
of some of our church members who have hitherto been 
indifferent to the call for the world service of Baptists. 


This report cannot rightly be brought to a close without a 
brief reference to some of the problems and some of the plans 
for advance work which have taken the time and the thought 
of the Foreign Department during the past twelve months. 
The problem which is never solved and which stalks by the side 
of the secretaries day and night, week in and week out, is the 
one of which you have often heard before—how to find and 
deliver on the field the number of young women really needed 
to supply the most urgent calls, to say nothing of the demands 
of growing work and the fascinating openings for new and 
effective service. When we stop to think of Miss Whitaker 
alone at Markapur in charge of evangelistic, educational and 
medical work, of Miss Cody bravely facing life alone on the 
Yachow school compound in the house that is ‘‘too still,”’ of 
Miss Ragon, the only American for miles around, at Myitkyina; 
when we remember that Miss Relyea is doing the work of two 
women, as are Miss Cressey, Miss Traver, Miss Fredrickson 
and many others; and when we know of whole villages where 
the women and children plead for the saving gospel of Jesus 
Christ, we are thankful for the fifteen young women who are 
under appointment but long to draft for service in the Orient 
more of the fine young women of our churches. We are hoping 
to make the number up to twenty-one for the year but it 
should in reality be thirty or thirty-five, more nearly to meet 
the urgent needs. 


The Educational Department of Burma has recently made a 
‘new ruling regarding the education of Burmese girls to the 
effect that girls and boys of twelve years of age and over 
| shall attend separate schools. To comply with this regulation 

eee a distinct change in the methods which we have 
employed along this line in the past. With the exception of 
our three Burman Girls’ Schools at Mandalay, Kemendine and 
Moulmein, our educational work for Burman children under 
high school age has been carried on in mixed schools. The 
reorganization of at least twelve schools must now be con- 
sidered. Unless the Buddhists are to step in and develop the 
educational work for girls, we must be ready to open new 
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schools and provide additional buildings, dormitories and 
teachers. It will be a poor policy to adopt—to educate the 
boys and allow the girls to be trained by the Buddhists. The 
Christian home where both the husband and wife have experi- 
enced the love of Christ is the hope of the Burma of the future. 
This ruling will have a still further effect in crowding beyond 
their normal capacity both Kemendine and Morton Lane, which 
had in January a total enrollment of 834. Morton Lane has 
already enlarged its dormitory and class room space and must 
have further relief. At Kemendine a new wing is now under 
construction and at Mandalay the basement of the missionary 
residence has been turned into class rooms. With eight and a 
half foot ceilings and board floors this should be considered 
only a makeshift until a new building can be provided. 


There is an entirely different educational problem in Assam, 
but one which is by no means less urgent. Beyond the girls’ 
schools at Gauhati, Nowgong and Tura, there has been no 
organized and permanent effort to develop educational work 
for girls, which has been far behind the work being done for 
boys. In the Assam Valley, north of Nowgong, there is no 
school for girls and at Impur in the Naga Hills, the need for 
development along this line is urgent. The missionaries at 
Impur have made the statement that had the women and girls 
reached the same degree of education and training as prevails 
among the men and boys, it would be possible now to leave 
a large part of the evangelization of the district to the Naga 
Christians. A man in Christian work cannot be effective if he 
must return to a wife and home controlled either by ignorance 
or heathenism. Two young women are under appointment for 
Assam for educational work and $10,000 has been set aside for 
a new school plant in the Valley. 


Another problem presents itself in West China where we 
have three schools for girls—all, however, below high school 
grade. Many of the graduates of these schools are bright and 
eager for higher training. The only way to secure this and 
thus provide future teachers for our schools is to send these 
girls to Chengtu to the Union Normal School or to a high 
school of another denomination, already crowded with students 
from its own secondary schools. At present there are eight 
Baptist girls in these schools, three in the Normal and five in 
the High School. Provision for the establishment of our own 
High School, probably at Suifu, should be made at an early 
date and with this in view the Foreign Department has two 
- eollege women with high school experience under appointment, 
ready to sail in September. 
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Many other plans and problems might be mentioned at 
length—nearly all of them solved if the money was available 
to carry them through. For instance the Woman’s Hospital 
at Suifu must have a permanent plant at cost of $25,000; the 
Girls’ School at Ningpo must be more adequately housed _ if 
it is to prove a feeder to Ginling College (estimated cost, 
$50,000) ; and the Girls’ School at Shaohsing also needs to be 
enlarged. In South China there is the damage of the earth- 
quake to repair and the more adequate housing of our mission- 
aries an imperative necessity. In Burma, there is an urgent 
request for a needed high school building at Tharrawaddy to 
be called the Higby Memorial, in addition to the needs already 
mentioned, and in India the equipment and enlargement of 
medical work for women should be our immediate objective. 


It is evident to us all that this is no time for Baptist 
women to rest on the achievements of the past year, but to 
face with depthless courage and an unwavering faith, the 
work of the coming twelve months. There is not only the 
budget of $457,282 to be raised, but there are also these large 
problems to be solved which are not included in our schedule. 
Laymen and laywomen will welcome the information of growth 
and advance in this work of Jesus Christ and it is for us who 
know to give these facts to our Baptist constituency that 
hearing they may enter into the joy of sharing more largely 
than ever before in this world service which in the end is 
destined to bring righteousness and peace to the nations of 
the earth. 

Since April 1, 1917, twenty-one girls have been appointed to 
our various Baptist fields, and one has gone to represent us in 
the Union College at Nanking, China. Seven of these have 
already sailed. The other fifteen expect to start in the fall of 
1918, and it is the hope of the Foreign Department that six 
others will be found ready to go to the field during this year, 
for our aim is twenty-one new missionaries. We expect that 
nine out of our ten Districts will be represented by the group 
of new missionaries sailing this fall. 

We are especially proud of the four new physicians who 
sailed during the year 1917-1918— Dr. Maud Kinnaman to 
India, Dr. Carrie Slaght to West China, Dr. Martha Gifford 
to Burma and Dr. Marguerite Everham to South China. This 
is a fine group of young women and represents a remarkable 
advance for one year. 

Hasseltine House has had a busy and a happy year. Mrs. 
Henderson has again been in charge and we are delighted 
that she will be with us during the coming year also. The 
House has been so crowded that it has been necessary to rent 
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a room outside for part of the time. The usual courses in 
Bible, Phonetics, Hygiene and Accounts have been taken 
advantage of, and in addition a new course in Public Speaking 
has been given our candidates by Mrs. Wood of Gordon Bible 
College. Much of value has been contributed by the visits of 
our missionaries and Board members. 


A somewhat larger Candidate Committee has been appointed 
during the year, consisting of four members of the Foreign 
Department, the Candidate Secretary, and the head of Hassel- 
tine House as an ex-officio member. Questions relating to 
candidates are first considered by this Committee, which then 
brings its recommendation to the Foreign Department. This 
method of procedure has resulted in a more careful study of 
each individual problem and also in a great saving of time to 
the Foreign Department. 


The Candidate Secretary attended three conferences during 
the summer of 1917 and the Student Volunteer Conference at 
Northfield in January, 1918. Immediately following the North- 
field Conference, she visited candidates in representative 
schools and colleges of Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Michigan. This trip was of the greatest value in 
following up girls who needed special advice and in becoming 
acquainted with those who are best qualified for foreign service. 


It is imperative that in each District an increasing emphasis 
be laid upon the consecration of life. We must have more 
and more young women ready to enter foreign service. The 
demands of the work are each year in excess of the number 
who have completed their preparation and are ready to go. 
For the year 1917-1918 we made provision on our schedule for 
eighteen new missionaries, but only seventeen were appointed. 
We are planning for twenty-one this year and must not fail 
to secure that number. Next year we shall need twenty-five. * 
How are we to find these young women? One Secretary cannot 
do it unaided. Every one of us must be on the watch for those 
who are fitted for the work, and forcefully present the needs. 
We must also provide for the special training that is needed 
when girls have offered their services. This means a long- 
time investment before returns are seen, but it means rich 
returns. During the past year, New Jersey, Iowa and Maine 
were helping young women qualify for foreign service by 
sending them to Hasseltine House. One young woman is now 
in medical school and receiving some assistance from Kansas 
and California. She will need more assistance in the two or 
three years just ahead. Two more college women are planning 
to begin medical courses this fall. Unless we desire them to 
risk their health, we must not fail to help them. These are 
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simply illustrative of the brave fight made by dozens of girls 
whose whole ambition is to serve the Master abroad. We dare 
not let them make the fight alone. 

There is a new and growing response among the thoughtful 
and intelligent young men and women all over the country. 
Our share is to keep before them the needs, and the many and 
varied kinds of service. 


HOME ADMINISTRATION DEPARTMENT 

In these days of the pressing need, and the challenging oppor- 
tunity to bring Oriental as well as Occidental nations into a 
truly Christian life and attitude, the Home Administration 
Department of the Society must advance its stakes and set new 
boundaries for its work. It is only as the work of organization, 
education and inspiration is advanced at home that the Foreign 
Department can make its necessary advances abroad. 

In harmony with the new denominational spirit of closer 
unity of action, our Society has planned its advance along the 
lines established by the Five Year Program. The aims which 
we set for this year’s growth in numbers were the addition 
of 500 women’s, 300 young women’s and 700 children’s 
societies and to enlist 35,000 more women and children. 

Three new organization features have been developed this 
year: 

1. Children’s World Crusade, a comprehensive plan for the 
missionary education of children. 

2. The Extension Department, a plan for carrying mis- 
sionary information to those women who, for various reasons, 
are unable to attend the Circle meetings. 

3. A plan for the adequate celebration of the Society’s 
Golden Jubilee Year in 1921. 


Children’s World Crusade 

From its earliest years this Society has recognized the impor- 
tance of training the children in missionary knowledge and ' 
effort. This is essential for the proper growth of the children’s 
own religious life, and necessary for the future continuance of 
the Society itself. Many of our earnest workers today are 
those who received their first missionary training through 
the Mission Bands of earlier days. Especial thought has been 
given in the last two years to the children’s work. The result- 
ing Children’s World Crusade, inaugurated two years ago at 
the Annual Meeting of our Board of Managers, was launched 
a year ago as the joint effort of the two National Women’s 
Societies for the purpose of bringing children under the leader- 
ship of the Lord Jesus Christ in work for others. Miss Mary 
Noble was elected Executive Seeretary. Her chief work this 
vear has been the securing of leaders in Districts, States and 
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Associations. In addition, she has conducted a voluminous 
correspondence, has visited three State Conventions, a Summer 
Conference and many local meetings. Twenty-five states are 
now fully equipped with officers and in all but nine states 
some children’s work has been started. All is in readiness for 
a full year’s work in 1918-19. Miss Noble writes: 

“The first year of the Children’s World Crusade has demonstrated that 
it is an ideal organization. From the day that the first application was 
sent in with the message that at the organization meeting enthusiasm ran 
high and the children were already busy with hand work, to the present 
moment, the response has been most gratifying. Since children are eager 
for knowledge, variety and romance, the Crusade idea, combining as it 
does the features of a Club, the appeal to the heroic, the opportunity to 
serve the less fortunate, and the chance for a frolic has fully met their 
needs and desires. So enthusiastic has been their reception of the Crusade 
that in most cases they ask for weekly meetings. Not a few leaders have 
yielded and are holding weekly or semi-monthly meetings. There is much 
interest in learning missionary hymns and passages of Scripture and in 
other “honor points,” credit for which is indicated on the “Honor Point 
Shield” which each company makes for itself. 

“Since January we have had some space in ‘Missions,’ which has been 
exceedingly valuable. We were given about half a page in ‘The Watchman- 
Examiner’ for March and in “The Missionary Helper’ for May. We 
covet every opportunity for this sort of publicity which is sure to result 
in inquiries and applications from new quarters. We are deeply indebted 
to Mrs. E. S. Osgood and Mrs. F. 8. Osgood for the charming programs 
they arranged on the study books. The last detail, even to the game at the 
close of the program, has been so carefully thought out that a Leader’s 
work is all play. 

“To the Secretary has come the keenest pleasure in the letters from the 
children themselves, the greatest satisfaction in the success the Crusade 
has already attained, and the greatest joy in working together with Christ 
and these splendid women to bring His Kingdom on earth. If the children 
were the only factors, the C. W. C. would meet with a tremendous response. 
If each church would provide even one leader, our cup of joy would be 


full.” ; 
World Wide Guild 

The World Wide Guild, which reported its year of beginnings 
in 1916, has moved steadily on under the leadership of Miss 
Alma J. Noble, Executive Secretary, and Miss Helen Crissman, 
Field Secretary. In this organization and its counterpart 
among the children lies our great hope for the future. Miss 
Crissman spent a large part of the year on the Pacific Coast, 
attending conferences, assemblies, conventions and in work 
from church to church. An increased interest and a newly 
enlisted force always follow in her trail. Miss Noble, in addi- 
tion to her correspondence, has also done much of this sort 
of work: including five days at the Baptist Missionary Training 
School, where, during the opening Institute of the fall session, 
she conducted a daily missionary hour. Once more the Secre- 
taries have led the W. W. G. ‘‘Over the Top’”’ as they record 
an enrollment of 2,225 chapters. Many of the new chapters 
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are Junior Chapters. Their enthusiasm is great. A Ques- 
tionnaire and a Study Program, both outlined by the two 
Secretaries, have been used carefully by the State and Associa- 
tion leaders, who have also initiated many fine plans of their 
own. The Reading Contest has been successful. 

Fourteen Chapters will receive a picture, Hoffman’s Head of 
Christ, in token that each member of the chapter has read five 
missionary books during the year. The readers in all the chap- 
ters number 1,421, reporting 5,825 books read. A Point 
Standard has helped keep up the steady growth. Hach state 
has taken particular interest in a Home and a Foreign Mis- 
sionary for whose support they are striving as their share 
in the united apportionment. The W. W. G. Department in 
Missions has been well conducted and is most helpful. Of one 
of the special features of this year’s work, Miss Noble says: 


“A new feature of this year’s work has proved to be of immense 
importance and inspirational value, viz., W. W. G. Conferences which 
have been held in several states, some of them representing the entire state, 
others sectional in character. In some cases the Conference lasted over two 
days; in others one whole day; but all of them included rich, devotional. 
hours, an open conference on methods, a banquet with toasts and original 
songs, and inspirational addresses by missionaries and others. The attend- 
ance has ranged from three hundred to seven hundred. It has been the priv- 
ilege of the Executive Secretary to attend several of these. While there was 
always the greatest jollity and spontaneity, the deepest notes were the 
ones that struck the most responsive chords. At the close of one of these 
conferences, nine girls expressed their desire to devote their lives to 
definite missionary service; in another, fifteen; and always the messages 
of the missionaries gripped them. Invariably applications for enrollment 
have followed a conference thick and fast. Not only in these conferences, 
but in many ways, I have been struck with the changing aspirations of 
these worth while girls. They are praying more, and thinking more, and © 
giving more and more of themselves.” 


Volunteer Workers 


While the work among the young women and children has 
been growing so enthusiastically, the work among the women 
has not been at a standstill. A large volunteer force has ren- 
dered effective service.. The District organization, an experi- 
ment in 1915, has fully demonstrated its value and effectiveness. 
The women, having responsibilities for work on the foreign 
field and for achieving definite results at the home base, have 
undertaken the work with zest and in the spirit of good fellow- 
ship. In each of the ten Districts there is a working Board of 
twenty-seven members, and at least four officers (the Presi- 
dent, the two Vice-Presidents and the Treasurer), who give 
very largely of their time and energies. Most of the Districts 
have also a Young Woman’s and a Children’s Secretary. In 
addition to the two hundred and seventy Board members, and 
the forty to sixty officers who give the duties of their office 
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a leading place in their lives and devote to them a large share 
of their time, there are State Secretaries for Women’s 
work, for Young Women’s work and for Children’s 
work in nearly every one of the thirty-nine State conventions 
of the N. B. C. Many members of this large staff of volun- 
teer workers give to their work as much time as many 
business women or teachers devote to their salaried work. 
Their service calls for so much trained intelligence that 
it merits the title ‘‘professional.’’ The Association Secretaries, 
in a smaller territory, but with equal zeal, and an equal sense 
of responsibility, are doing well their part. A year ago these 
Association Secretaries were asked to keep a record of their 
activities and to report monthly. As is often the case with 
first years, the record is incomplete, yet it shows that more than 
five hundred have been keeping records and have reported 
from time to time. More than a hundred, reporting monthly, 
have corresponded, on an average, with twelve churches, and 
sent literature to thirteen; have visited four churches in their 
own associations and attended one or more conventions or con- 
ferences for their own benefit and inspiration. 


In twenty states College Counselors have been appointed. 
These endeavor to keep Baptist College girls in touch with the 
denomination by supplying literature to the mission study 
classes, by securing Counselors in college towns who will find 
opportunity for friendly social contact, by aequainting volun- 
teers with the work of the denomination and putting them in 
touch with the Candidate Secretary, and by aequainting stu- 
dents with denominational opportunities in the place where 
she takes residence or begins her professional life after grad- 
uation. The Counselors are doing a splendid and helpful work. 


From the Districts 


_ These outstanding features of the year in each District have 
been noted by the District officers: 


Atlantic District has divided up its work into days, hours 
and minutes, expressed in terms of money; the women have 
found much joy in assuming various portions of time on the 
foreign field. In this way was secured a worthy memorial to 
Mrs. Mary L. Banes, for more than thirty years the Penn- 
sylvania Treasurer. Conferences of Association Secretaries 
and other groups of workers have been an important factor in 
the development of the District. Two District goals were 
reached—women enlisted and Sunday Schools enlisted. One 
State reached seven goals, another five goals. The Recruit 
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plan has been quietly bringing the District nearer its possible 
goals. There is much territory yet to be covered, but ‘‘March- 
ing with the Master’’ the District expects to possess the land. 


Central District rejoices in several new missionaries and 
candidates. It records the home-going of its veteran mission- 
ary, Miss Sarah J. Higby, who brought so many to Christ and 
trained so many in Christian service. It rejoices in the devel- 
opment of its young women, in success for its first year of 
united apportionment and in the growing sense of oneness. 
There is a unity of fellowship and service. A Mission Study 
Secretary has been appointed for the District. 


Columbia River District has proved its worth as the churches 
have raised more than last year, and quarterly payments are 
on the increase; so is the use of missionary literature. The 
W. W. G. is growing and the C. W. C. has made a good start. 
Two new plans have been inaugurated: one, to have young 
women prepare themselves in the art of story telling; the 
other, to have a District Bureau of Hospital Supplies. The 
year has been full of blessings to our workers on the foreign 
field. Copies of missionary letters have been circulated. 
Prayerful remembrance, and tokens of affection have been 
sent the missionaries frequently. We are looking forward with 
faith to a larger work the coming year. At the Annual Meet- 
ing in 1917, it was voted that the District become a union one 
in April, 1918. 


East Central District’s great move this year has been in the 
organizing of the Committee of Forty (ten men and ten women 
representing Home Missions and a like number representing 
Foreign Missions) into a District Board of Missions. ‘This 
Board will meet semi-annually, the spring meeting being held 
at the time of the annual meeting of the District. More field 
cultivation than usual has been done in West Virginia, the 
reports showing results. Much interest has been shown in the | 
Reading Contest. The District has gone ‘‘Over the Top”’ in . 
the budget and in its organization of young women’s Societies, 
and in the number of young women enlisted. 


New England District is happy in the addition of an Asso- 
ciate Home Administration Vice-President, Mrs: W. N. Hart- 
shorn, who also has charge of the Children’s work. New Eng- 
land District very much regretted the loss of its Treasurer, Mrs. 
F. L. Anderson, who was obliged to resien in July on account 
of ill health. Her successor is Miss Hilda L. Olson of Provi- 
dence, a most successful business woman, who rejoices in the 
bigness of the task. The Home Correspondent has charge of 
planning for speakers. The Young Woman’s work, under Miss — 
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Marion Clapp, is growing. A district Rally, held in Boston, was 
a wonderful success in enthusiasm and numbers. A _ publie 
Board meeting was held in Boston. Invitations were sent to 
the churches of Greater Boston. A more interested body of 
women have seldom gathered than came together in Ford 
Building to hear the business of the New England Board. The 
New England District joined for the first time with the Home 
Mission Society in a Mid-Winter Rally and also in our Day 
of Prayer. Both meetings were eminently successful’ and 
profitable. State Recruiting officers have been secured for 
Vermont and New Hampshire during the year. Good work 
has been done in Rhode Island and in Connecticut. In one 
church a band of over thirty intercessors meets for prayer. 
The work has never seemed more hopeful in New England and 
we are ready for real advance in the new year’s campaign. 


New York District has continued its work along usual lines. 
The Young Women’s and Children’s work has been made a 
union home and foreign effort, the former Young Women’s 
and Children’s Secretaries taking full charge of the young 
women’s work and the former Young Women’s Directors tak- 
ing the Children’s work. State and Association Seeretaries 
have been untiring in their efforts. Mrs. R. J. White has com- 
pleted her first year as State Secretary for Eastern New York 
and has demonstrated her fitness in every particular for the 
large and increasing work which is in her care. With deep 
regret we were obliged to accept the resignation of Mrs. James 
EK. Angell as State Secretary for Western New York. She has 
served the District faithfully and efficiently for three years. 
Mrs. Angell’s condition is such, as the result of the painful 
accident which she sustained while attending the meeting in 
Buffalo, that it necessitates complete rest until she entirely 
recovers. During the time she has been State Secretary she 
has made a large place for herself in the hearts of her asso- 
ciates. At the beginning of the year Associations were as- 
signed to members of the Executive Board that the General 
policies developed by the Board might be worked out by these 
in group meetings. The Field Committee has heartily eo-oper- 
ated with the State Secretaries in attending basket and asso- 
ciation meetings, and speaking in the interest of our work. 
Our hearts are sad as we record the going home of two of our 
faithful missionaries, Miss Hawkes and Miss Whitman. They 
rest from their labors and their splendid work is a testimonial 
to the loving service rendered. 


Northwestern District says ‘‘Our cup runneth over’’ when 
we remember our splendid young women who lead the W. W. G. 
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work in our states. They are attracting to our work the 
flower of young womanhood in our Baptist churches. Our 
C. W. C. work is slowly but surely gaining ground. Last year — 
we sent two new missionaries; this year we shall have one at 
least. The number of cireles sending their money quarterly 
is growing. The ever present question is—How to reach and 
inspire the women of the remote church. We believe if once 
our Association Secretary could know the joy of really know- 
ing her own churches and feeling her power to help, the 
problem would be nearer a solution. Our efforts for the coming 
year are to be along this line. 


Rocky Mountain District is exceedingly grateful for the 
increased interest in the Prayer League, and the going out this 
fall of one of its own girls. The last month of the year 
brought a number of resignations that have seriously weak- 
ened the forces. Some Board members removed from the 
state, and Mrs. J. F. Schlotter, who has been the very effi- 
cient Treasurer since the organization of the District, felt 
compelled to lay down her work. Then Mrs. Robert Bruce 
Smith, the faithful Home Administration Vice-President, re- 
moved to Ohio. The workers are widely separated, especially 
in Utah and Wyoming, and they miss the fellowship and 
inspiration that comes from often meeting together. These 
women have helped nobly in the war work, and have been 
asked to form a union with the Home Mission workers. Denver 
~ hopes to welcome the Board meeting in 1919. 


South Pacific District records a good year. Women have 
been busy with Red Cross work. The problems of the United 
Apportionment are being adjusted. Miss Moran has given 
several months in deputation work, supplementing the splen- 
did work of Mrs. Wadsworth, joint field secretary. Rejoicing 
in the triumphant outcome of a perplexing year, South Pacific 
looks forward to a still more successful one. 


West Central District has been badly handicapped by the 
illness of the Treasurer, the resignation of the President and 
the failure to secure State Secretaries for Kansas and Nebraska. 
Yet it finds many causes for rejoicing. Its two new mission- 
aries passed their language examinations with very high 
grades. Miss Lucas has done good work in Iowa. The result 
of team work on the united apportionment in Nebraska is that 
in every chureh (but one) having a missionary society, the 
church’s apportionment was met. One hundred thirteen 
churches are on the honor roll. 
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Extension Department 


The second new feature of organization added during the 
year is the Extension Department. The plan was conceived 
by Mrs. Montgomery more than two years ago. Unavoidable 
circumstances made it impossible to complete the preparation 
of the Extension literature until February, 1918, at which time 
the Department was launched under the auspices of the 
W. A. B. F. M. S. and the W. A. B. H. M.S. A form letter, 
with an Extension Manual, was then sent to the proper officers 
of each District, urging them to co-operate in setting forth the 
plan to the women of the churches. Many have responded, 
sending in names of women who will serve as Extension 
Visitors. Everywhere the plan has been received with great 
enthusiasm. Many letters say, ‘‘It fills a long felt need.”’ 


The Publication Department 


An important factor in developing the home base is the 
Publication Department. Miss Burr, the Publisher, reports: 


“The close of the fiscal year finds conditions much the same as when we 
submitted our last report. The price of paper stock is still soaring; our 
books show that the expenditures for this department are $1,176.22 in 
excess of last year. Receipts, however, have increased proportionately, so 
that the net cost exceeds that of 1916-17 by but $317.92. The net gain in 
literature sales is $858.30. In the financial statement given below, 
less than $5,000 of the amount expended has been for sale material. The 
remainder represents the amount paid for literature for free distribution, 
gift boxes and envelopes, annual reports, etc. The returns from this 
expenditure do not come back into the Publication Department, but go 
directly into the treasury of the Society. 


“One distinctive feature of the work of the Department this year is the 
publication of material incident to the organization and initial work of 
the Children’s World Crusade. Since this work is undertaken jointly as 
is the World Wide Guild and the Extension Department, the Bs sme is 
divided between the W. A. B. F. M. S. and the W. A. B. H. M. For the 
Children’s World Crusade there have been two editions of the ala Book, 
as well as Manuals, Gift Envelopes, Enrollment Cards, Crusaders’ Buttons 
and program material. The Extension Department equipment has been 
prepared and is sent out on call. 


At Christmas time, material suitable for gifts was specially featured 
and found a ready sale. A beautiful Haster Card, written and designed 
‘Mrs. Peabody, was sold in large numbers. The same attractive form 
for the Book of Remembrance was again followed, and we are glad to 
_ report a decided increase in the number sold, the majority of orders 
coming i in during the Christmas sale. The plan was continued of announc- 
ing new literature in a Literature Bulletin, which was sent to District 
pomepniy to State and Field Secretaries and to Secretaries of Literature. 
les accompanied the Bulletin, free literature being sent to State 
Secrbtaries in quantity sufficient to supply the Association Secretaries. 
During the coming year we expect to make a decided advance in our 
educational series.

She is a source of courage and inspiration to the 
force of Field Secretaries as well as to the many audiences 
who hear her stirring messages. Over eleven hundred associa- 
tions, conferences, conventions, banquets and group meetings 
have been attended by the field staff, by missionaries and by 
district and national officers. With splendid courage and con- 
secration they have helped to bring the year’s victory. It has 
been impossible for the efficient field staff to meet the unusual 
demand created by the united apportionment and the growing 
interest in the whole task. The following secretaries have 
served this year:

These Field Secretaries, while under the general direction 
of Miss MacLaurin, when sent into a district, work directly 
under the supervision of the District Board, thus becoming, for 
the time being, District as well as National workers, and thus 
placing upon the District the responsibility for their most 
efficient use.

Two of our best beloved and most successful workers, a 
Field Secretary and a State Secretary, have this year been 
ealled out of the limitations of the earthly life into the infinite 
freedom and blessedness of Heaven. In May, 1917, Miss Edith 
Holston, who for more than a quarter of a century led the 
women of Wisconsin as State Secretary, went to her reward. 
Even to the end, in the midst of acute physical suffering, her 
messages and her prayers went out constantly to the women 
of her state, with the word ‘‘go forward.”’ 


In June, 1917, after months of patient suffering, Miss Anna L. 
McKay went home. In her short term of service as Field 
Secretary, she had shown unusual insight into needs: and 
unusual ability to meet them. 

The loss of the service of these two faithful workers is 
keenly felt; but our loss is their gain.

United Apportionment 


A new feature has this year entered into the work of the 
four Missionary Societies of the Denomination—the United 
Apportionment. The apportionments of the two Foreign Mis- 
sion Societies were united and sent as one appeal for foreign 
missions to each church. This step is an expression of the 
growing desire on the part of the constituency to see the Mis- 
sionary enterprise in its entirety. The first year’s results of 
so revolutionary a change are, of course, by no means con- 
elusive; but already it is shown that this plan will put mis- 
sionary instruction and giving on a firmer basis. .The follow- 
ing quotation expresses the judgment of those who have given 
the matter most careful thought: 

“The United Apportionment is one of the wisest advance steps of late 
years. It is right in principle, and if it fails in some places this first 
year, the failure will spell splendid victory next year; for it will teach 
us that the women of every church must stand back of the whole appor- 
tionment of that church.” 

The same may be said with equal truth of the men of every 
church. The effect of this action must be to fasten responsi- 
bility for the whole apportionment upon the whole church. 


Million Dillar Drive 
In the Laymen’s Drive through the months of February and 
March this Society played as helpful a part as possible. All 
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its workers and its entire constituency were urged to give 
every possible help in this splendid enterprise. An effort was 
made to complete the Society’s Budget by March 24th, so 
that the laymen, in the concluding week of their campaign, 
might have a free field. 


With the W. A. B. H. M. S&S. 


In all its organizational work with women, young women and 
children, this Society has made every effort to harmonize 
and, where it was wise, to unify the work of the two Women’s 
Missionary Societies for the sake of simplifying the appeal 
to the women in the churches, thus unifying and strengthening 
their efforts. 


Patriotic Service 


Impressed with the supreme importance of patriotism in 
these troublous times, the Society has urged its women to enter 
as largely as possible into Red Cross activities. It has also 
tried to extend the sale of Thrift Stamps and ecards by its plan 
of ‘‘Making Dimes and Dollars Do Double Duty,’’ whereby 
women were urged to make personal gifts to the Society 
through Thrift Cards and War Saving Certificates bought in 
its name. The Society has also requested its Treasurer to 
use part of the invested funds for the purchase of Liberty 
Bonds. Since the women who are sustaining the foreign mis- 
sion enterprise have for years been promoting world brother- 
hood and proclaiming to all nations the truth which makes 
them free, the call of our nation and of the world in this crisis 
finds a ready response. 


The Golden Jubilee 


The third new organization plan of this year is connected 
with an adequate celebration of the close of the Society’s first 
fifty years of existence, which will occur in 1921, coincident 
with the close of the Five Year Program. In 1916 the Recruit 
plan was launched with two special objects in view: the wide 
extension of active working membership in the Society, and 
the deepening of prayer life and increase of service through 
prayer. This plan was inaugurated for the definite purpose of 
broadening the base line of the Society’s resources in view of 
the approaching Jubilee. It was soon realized that the making 
of the plan benefitted the Woman’s Home Mission Society 
equally with our own, and that for its fullest results the sup- 
port of both Societies was required. Accordingly the gift of 
money, which had originally been a feature of the Recruit 
plan, was dropped and the W. A. B. H. M. S. invited to co-oper- 
ate in the matter of securing additional active members and 
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intercessors for the work of both Societies. They accepted 
this invitation and now the two Societies are working together 
in the Recruit plan. A plan for securing a financial gift ade- 
quate to the celebration of the Society’s Golden Jubilee has 
been prepared for submission to the Board at its Annual Meet- 
ing in May, and for announcement at the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Literature concerning it is in preparation and 
will immediately be made public. 


Goals Attained 


The resultant of all these agents and agencies may be seen 
in the Treasurer’s report, which shows for the Society a year 
of larger giving than ever before. We rejoice that while we 
are obliged to report a deficit, we can record a total income of 
$384,435.18, including larger giving through apportionment, 
and a larger amount in individual gifts than ever before. 


Returns on the goals for organization and enlistment are very 
incomplete this year. It was found too late to correct the 
impression that many circles thought the United Apportion- 
ment did away with the necessity of reports from circles. 
Hence the 1918 reports do not give an idea of the real growth.

The New Year 


As we turn our thoughts to the year just ahead of us there 
are two lines of effort and education which deserve to share 
the supreme place in our thought—prayer and stewardship. 


For two years now we have pressed upon our women the 
privilege and power of prayer. Many have responded, but 
many circles seem yet untouched with the glowing certainty 
that the God of all grace and glory has invited us to co-operate 
with Him in the redemption of the world; and has pledged His 
magnificence to our asking faith. Here and there reports are 
sent in of newly discovered possibilities in the ‘‘All things 
whatsoever, when ye pray.’’ This letter from a World Wide 
Guild is a fit sample of many:

“The girls of Clarksburg (twenty in number) made a pledge of three 
hundred dollars for the year. The last of the year was upon us and sixty 
dollars yet to pay. The girls were told of the lack at the regular Monday 
meeting and asked to pray for the whole amount. Each girl was given a 
tiny silk bag inside of which was a challenging verse on a slip of paper. 
The night came when the gifts were to be brought in at a brief business 
session. The girls came, too, and the money. There was an impressive 
silence as the money was taken from the bags and counted. Instead of the 
sixty dollars asked for there were eighty-three.” 


O slow of heart to believe! Suppose, beginning at the North- 
ern Baptist Convention, going on through Districts, State Con- 
ventions, Associations and individual churches, we laid our 
apportionments and budgets before God in prayer and defi- 
nitely asked Him to give us every penny. Would not power 
from heaven energize us to complete the task, bear the burden, 
achieve the undertaking? 


It is earnestly urged that each Circle now, at the beginning 
of the year, lay its financial burden before God and ask Him 
for the whole amount needed. Let us forget our fears, refuse 
to see the mountains of difficulty and in our God let us triumph. 


Hardly less important than a new belief in and reliance 
upon prayer is a new education in stewardship. We eall the 
man who says he does not believe in war, and will not take a 
bond or subscribe to the Red Cross, a slacker and no patriot. 
Is loyalty to the Government more necessary than loyalty to 
Christ? Is nothing to be done to reach the consciences of the 
big group in all our churches who feel no obligation to do their 
share in waging the church’s war on sin, and who openly pro- 
claim their disloyalty to the world program of Jesus Christ? | 


We examine candidates for church membership to see if they 
believe in obeying Christ’s command about Baptism. Why 
should those be admitted who refuse to obey His last great 
Missionary Commission? In a time when men are giving life 
and fortune in the defense of democracy, ought there not to 
be strong emphasis on the duty of consecrating to the uses 
of the Kingdom a definite and proportionate share of the 
income in acknowledgment of the ownership of God of all 
that with which He entrusts us? It is planned that Christian 
Stewardship shall have a prominent place in the program of 
the year. 


A gratifying feature of the year’s work has been the increas- 
ing number of Sunday Schools who have used the five-minute 
lessons in African Missions during the eight weeks period pre- 
ceding Easter. Familiarity with the modern Acts of the 
Apostles is necessary to any worthy scheme of Bible education. 
The same Holy Ghost who said, ‘‘Separate me Barnabas and 


\ oan 
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Paul,’’ is calling out the Bickels and Ashmores and Cloughs of 
today. Less than one-third of the number of Baptist Sunday 
Schools make a place in this program for regular and syste- 
matic study of modern missions. It is our business to see 
that the number increases year by year. 

The most significant features of our work escape enumera- 
tion. Without observation the unseen Empire of Jesus Christ 
is building itself into the heart of the world. Countless tiny 
renunciations and self conquests, myriads of hourly services 
that attract no attention and receive no recognition, prayers 
that rise trembling from an innumerable multitude of those 
whose feet are yet on the first rungs of the ladder that reaches 
heaven, timid adventures in little boats out in the deep ocean 
of faith, ‘‘I believes’’ that are stumbled upon by ‘‘Help 
thou mine unbelief,’’ tendrils of brotherliness that reach 
out toward alien races, a fresh breath of universality sweeping 
through our closed house of life, the sense of an unseen Com- 
rade and Friend who is indeed Lord and Master, the glad 
dedication of life to minister even to those at the end of the 
world. All these are part of the history of the year that are 
written only in the memory which takes account of cups of cold 
water and marks the sparrow’s fall. 


In the Faith of Jesus it is glorious to wait and work.

RATEFULLY acknowledging the guidance of God and 
His rich blessing upon the widespread work of our 
missionaries, the Board of Managers herewith pre- 
sents the Eighty-sixth Annual Report of The Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Mission Society, convened in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey. The contributions to the Society 
were the largest in its history, and with the antici- 
pated gifts from the Laymen’s Movement it is expected 


that all obligations will be met. 


|ABHMS 
The regular monthly meetings have been held. The 


most conspicuous piece of constructive work in recent years is the 
new By-Laws of the Board, which were prepared with great care 
and have already been announced to the denomination through the 
religious press. These By-Laws departmentize the administrative 
responsibility with an executive secretary, who also has adminis- 
trative supervision of two departments. The secretaries and treas- 
urer form a Headquarters Council under the chairmanship of the 
executive secretary, with one of the members serving as recording 
secretary. The beginnings of this Council were instituted in the 
fall of 1916. The Council meets frequently and confers upon mat- 
ters of importance brought before it by its members. The advice of 
all is thus secured. Matters of special importance or those upon 
which there is likely to be a difference of opinion are studied co- 
operatively, and the recommendations of the Council are presented 
to the Board of Managers. This plan has already led to fruitful 
results. The special responsibilities of the executive secretary and 
of each co-ordinate secretary and of the treasurer are clearly indi- 
cated in the By-Laws. 

Gilbert N. Brink, formerly Superintendent of Education, has been 
made Secretary for Education and for Latin North America. Charles 
A. Brooks, formerly Superintendent of Foreign-Speaking Work, has 
been made Secretary for City and Foreign-Speaking Missions. 
Frank H. Divine, formerly District Secretary of New York and 
Northern New Jersey, has been made Secretary for Church Edifices 
and Parsonages. Lemuel C. Barnes, Field Secretary, has been given 
charge of the Departments of Field Work and English-Speaking 
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Missions and of Evangelism. Charles L. White has been made Ex- 
ecutive Secretary and given charge of the Executive Department and 
of Department of Promotion of Interest and Beneficence. Frank T. 
Moulton has been given charge of the Department of Finance.

Rev. Frederick M. Lent, 
D.D., of New Haven, Conn., was elected to the Board, to take the 
place of Rev. F. O. Belden, of Mount Vernon, New York, on account 
of his removal to San Diego, California, and consequent resigna- 
tion, in the term expiring 1919. Rev. A. S. Hobart, D.D., after 
long service on the Board, resigned on account of the pressure of 
other duties from which he could not be excused. Rev. John M. 
Moore, D.D., Brooklyn, N. Y., was elected a member of the Board to 
take the place of Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin, D.D., resigned, to the 
term expiring 1919. Rev. R. E. Farrier, D.D., of Passaic, New Jersey, 
resigned to accept the district secretaryship of the Society for New 
York and Northern New Jersey. The retirement of these brethren 
from the Board was greatly regretted, and their contributions of 
time and varied gifts to the Society have been of the highest values. 
The last two vacancies were not filled as the annual meeting was to 
be held in a short time. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 


Policies and Relationships 


The Board has also, through special committees which have ex- 
amined the relationships of State Conventions to the Society and 
- certain standards and policies which may be adopted, made careful 
studies which will cover the entire range of the work of the Society 
and which will soon be in final form and published for the denom- 
ination. A committee consisting of Drs. Brown, Farrier and Barnes 
made an extensive tour of many of the Western States in gathering 
data on which our policies and relationships will be formulated. 
Other secretaries met with the committee in conference with repre- 
sentatives of Conventions and City Mission Societies east of the 
Mississippi River and with educational leaders of our schools for 
the Indians and Negroes. Conferences on these matters have been 
held with the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
and the American Baptist Publication Society. It is confidently 
expected that these policies and relationships will in large measure 
be adopted by these two organizations. 


The American Baptist Publication Society 


Frequent conferences have been held with the secretaries of the 
American Baptist Publication Society looking to an adjustment of 
certain missionary work, in accordance with the vote of the Northern 
Baptist Convention and of the Society at Cleveland in 1917. The 
following statement was published in the denominational press and 
signed by the executive secretaries of the American Baptist Publi-

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cation Society and The American Baptist Home Mission Society, on 
behalf of special committees appointed with power by the Boards of 
both organizations to formulate a statement explaining progress 
cae with the expressed desire of the denomination at 


We are pleased to announce that progress is being made toward an adjust- 
ment of relationships of the American Baptist Publication Society and The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, in accordance with the vote of the 
Northern Baptist Convention at Cleveland in May, 1917. 

With the full approval of the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, which has made the necessary financial adjustments, the American 
Ba Publication Society has withdrawn from all mission work in the 
cities and will regard its city activities to be Bible and colportage work, Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools, Sunday-school work, and Social Service. From April 
1, 1918, The American Baptist Home Mission Society assumes salaries and 
appropriations for mission workers formerly supported by the American Baptist 
Publication Society. 

1 study of our convention territory has shown that there are 
exceptional fields where conditions are such that the general colporteur must 
render a varying type of service. He must be both colporteur and evangelist. 
It has been agreed, therefore, that these men shall be jointly supported, sup- 
port being given the American Baptist Publication Society on the basis of 
the ore ga Sunday-school work done; and by The American Baptist 
Home Mission ciety on the basis of the evangelistic and general missionary 

It has been agreed that all colporteurs solely supported by the American 
Baptist Publication Society shall devote themselves to colportage and Sunday- 
school work. They shall do colportage work as it has been generally under- 
8 - arily, the selling and distributing of Bibles, tracts, and other re- 
ligious literature. They shall do Sunday-school work—the starting and devel- 
oping of Sunday-schools along efficient lines of Sunday-school activity. These 
two tasks shall be carried on in close co-operation with the Executive Boards 
of the State Conventions and The American Baptist Home Mission Soctety. 

It has been agreed that all missionaries of The American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society shall be urged to use their best endeavors to secure the adoption 
in all churches and missions of the Sunday-school literature of the American 
Baptist Publication Society, and that they shall seek to distribute the products 
of the American Baptist Publication Society. 

A committee from the Board of Managers of The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society has been engaged for several months in working out a standard 

n of relationships with State Conventions. A like committee from the 

ard of Managers of the American Baptist Publication Society has agreed 
that so far as practicable the same plan shall be adopted by that Soctety. 
It has been agreed in advance that State Conventions shall be encouraged to 
become self-supporting; but in some cases where this is now impracticable both 
Societies will co-operate with the Convention concerned in the support of its 
secretary or general missionary, provided, however, that the officer chosen shall 
be acceptable to both organizations. It is expected that final action on this 
matter will shortly be taken by both Boards, 

‘ Other matters are in process of adjustment and will be announced from time 
o time. 


The Reference Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention 


The following is the report of the Reference Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, to which the American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society and The American Baptist Home Mission Society re- 
ferred the determination of the question of the proper body or bodies 
to conduct rural communty work: 

THE REPORT OF THE REFERENCE COMMITTEE OF THE NORTHERN 

BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Follo ' the Cleveland Convention, the Social Service Secretary of the 
American Baptist Publication Society protested against the proposal of The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society to employ an agent, whose function 
should be Rural Community Work. In consequence the Board of The Ameri- 
can ) Home Mission Society, at_a meeting held December 1, 1917, and 
the Board of the American Baptist Publication Society, at a meeting held 
December 20, referred the question of the proper body or bodies to conduct 
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rural community .work to the Reference Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. The Reference Committee, therefore, met in the Home Mission 
Rooms in New York, December 29, all members being present. After the presen- 
tation of the case on behalf of the Publication Society by Dr. Samuel Z. 
Batten and Dr. Guy C. Lamson and the case of the Home Mission Society by 
Dr. Lemuel C. Barnes, and after persistent questioning and free discussion, the 
Reference Committee closed the hearing and went into executive session. After 
consideration, the Committee unanimously voted: 

1. To sustain the protest of the American Baptist Publication Society. 

2. That the Social Service Department of the Publication Society and all the 
Commissions and co-operating Societies of the Northern Baptist Convention 
an to ge regarded as the instruments of the denomination for the doing of 
ts work. 

38. That the rural community work is .a part of the Social Service of the 
denomination. 

4. That the existing and contemplated agencies of the Publication Society 
for this work shall be used by the Home Mission Society. 

5. That rural community work of the kind now being done by the Home 
Mission Society is a proper function of that Society and may be continued and 
enlarged by it, but new agencies (i.e., new machinery and agents) shall not be 
created therefor contrary to the delimitation of Sec. 8. 

6. That the Publication Society shall not appoint a man to have charge of 
the rural community work at any time until it has ascertained that the Head- 
quarters Council of the Home Mission Society is agreeable to his appointment. 

7. The Publication Society shall report promptly to the Home Mission So- 
ciety on all work referred to it by that Society. : 

8. In order to prevent any waste of effort or misunderstanding and to ensure 
the fullest co-operation, the following delimitation of functions shall obtain: 

(a) It shall be the part of the Publication Society— 

(1) To make surveys and studies of rural conditions in any part of 
the country as the Home Mission Society, any State Convention, 
or other denominational agency may request, and as circumstances 
may warrant. 

(2) To create literature for the interpretation of the rural problem and 
such reports, forms, ete., bearing upon the country church and rural 
life as may be needed in the work. 

(3) To furnish institutes and conferences to aid men engaged in rural 


work. 

(b) It shall be the part of the Home Mission Society— 

(1) To share with the Publication Society in the work of stimulating 
and guiding country churches in rendering the types of service 
which are required to meet the needs of their communities. 

(2) To find and place pastors qualified for the development of rural 
church work. 

(c) There shall be frequent conferences of the officers and committees of 
the two Societies having a special supervision of these lines of work, so that 
each Society may fully understand the plans of the other and that all plans 
may be shaped to a common end.

eration, should desire the Home Mission Society to accept the responsibility 
for the entire social service work of the denomination the Board will accept the 
responsibility and conduct such activities in a special department under the 
direction of the Board of Managers and upon the same basis as the rest of the 
work of the Society. 


General Relationships 


The Missionary Education Movement, The Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ and the Home Missions Council are organizations 
which serve in various ways and measures all missionary societies, 
whether related or not ‘to them. These organizations are born of the 
longing to make real the-oneness of the spirit, for which the Master 
prayed, and bring pypether a large number of men, whose spiritual 
inheritances and intellectual environments have been very unlike. In 
the atmosphere of this religious democracy, where each thinks and 
acts as he understands the New Testament teaches, a great variety 
of individual convictions are freely expressed and should not be con- 
sidered apart from their setting and the general thinking and con- 
clusions. It is the evident duty of all followers of our Lord to co- 
operate in Christian work, wherever this can be done without the 
violation of the sacred trusts committed to their care. The impor- 
tance of being not only fellow-laborers with Christ, but with all 
His followers, has never appeared so necessary as now, when the 

eatest strains which organized Christianity has ever had are test- 
ing the superstructures which groups of zealous disciples, organized 
in churches and into denominations, have built and possibly at times 
with careless workmanship on the foundation of our Lord’s life and

The War and Missions 


The part which our Society has had in preparing leaders among 
the various foreign colonies in America and in Americanizing while 
Christianizi these pepe has been very great. Many of these 
have been called to the colors and others have flocked into the ser- 
vice of their adopted country. Others have entered the overseas work 


of the Youn en’s Christian Association. 


In the pee after the declaration of war with Germany the 
io wing letter was sent to our hundreds of foreign missionaries: 


‘one Home Mission Society has for more than fifty years been engaged in 
promoting the evangelization of people in America who use a foreign language 
in their worship and service. It has seen this work grow from small begin- 


n , until to-day our foreign-speaking Baptists number more than 78,000, 
We believe that there are no more deyoted and earnest Christian people any- 
where, has been said that our Baptist churches have been the best schools 
for tr -men in loyalty to America, and the practice of democracy, and in 


t with some denominations which have affiliated with State churches and 
suverapienks in the old country, our foreign-speaking Baptists could be de- 
upon in a erisis to be loyal to America, 
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The crisis has come. The supreme test is about to be made. The foreign- 
speaking people, ‘whose life,’ to quote Professor Rauschenbush, “has ex- 
panded in the wealth and liberty of our country, and whose children have 
grown to fairer stature and larger thoughts” in the freedom of America, are 
to have their allegiance and loyalty tested. It is inevitable that full and undi- 
vided loyalty to America under the present circumstances should cause acute 
mental distress, and other Americans appreciate this fact. But every naturalized 
citizen anticipates this when at the time of.taking the oath of allegiance he 
renounces the allegiance to all former rulers. 

The Home Mission Society in sending this communication to all its foreign- 
speaking missionaries regardless of their original allegiance desires to assure 
those who may not be citizens that it has the express authority of the Pres- 
ident that resident aliens from those countries with which the United States 
is at war will not be disturbed so long as they scrupulously obey the law 
and heed the proclamation of the President. The Board of Managers has 
instructed me, therefore, to urge upon every one of our missionaries of foreign 
speech what we expect from all ministers of the Gospel, regardless of language, 
namely, that we make our loyalty fairly and unmistakably known, and pledge 
ourselves to render whatever service may be necessary to relieve suffering and 
distress. To make this practical, we would suggest : 

First, that you offer yourselves to the local authorities for any service of 
eh or preservation of public order which may be necessary in your com- 
munity. 

Second, that you formally offer the use of your church buildings for any 
emergency which may-arise in the relieving of distress or other public service 
for which the authorities may have need of your building temporarily. It is 
not expected that they would use any church building for recruiting purposes. 

The above are Christian, as well as patriotic, duties. The Board further 
urges that you seek to lead your congregations in their duties as citizens and 
instruct those who are not citizens in their obligations here in America dur- 
ing this period of stress. 

We feel that both for your own sake and our information we should have 
a ao statement of your attitude in this matter, and I hope for an early 
reply. 

We believe that the country will emerge from this testing purified of much 
dross, with a more clearly defined loyalty to America on the part of those 
who have come from foreign countries, and a solidarity of purpose and spirit 
which will go far to abolish the use of the term “foreigner” when reference 
is made to those who have come here as immigrants, and whose children have 
been born in this land. ; 

With the assurance of loving, sympathy and interest in every one of you 
and your problems and earnest prayer, that your worker may be abundantly 
blessed of God, I remain in behalf of the Board,

The Board at its March meeting also placed on its records the 
following: 


Entrusted with the interests of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
which has a large share in Christianizing America, and through America the 
world, whose watchword is “North America for Christ,’ and whose work in 
each generation is to pass to future generations the primary gifts of Christian- 
ity and its by-products, the Board of Managers desires to announce to the 
world its attitude and position in this present world crisis. 

Immediately following the declaration of war with Germany, an Official 
communication was addressed to each foreign missionary requesting from him 


a formal statement concerning his loyalty to the United States, his adherence 


to the principles of democracy, and insisting that each missionary must be 
loyal to the Government under whose protection he lives, whether a citizen 
or not. He was also asked to give written assurance that his own personal 
service and the use of his meeting-house, if it were needed, shall be placed at 
the disposal of the Red Cross and other allied activities and constantly conform 
to the various local needs. 

We encouraged the organization of the War Commission of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, and have advanced considerable amounts that it might 
have sufficient funds with which to carry on its helpful work, pending con- 
tributions from our constituency, co-operating therein with the American 
Baptist Publication Society and the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 
We have encouraged service to be rendered by our missionary pastors in the 
camps and cantonments, giving also the service of various servants of the 
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Society, notably that of the Superintendent of Evangelism, whose salaries and 
expenses have been paid as a part of the Society's contribution toward spir- 
itualizing the ae. engaged in winning the war and in “safeguarding democ- 
racy for the wor 

ioe have also iP our foreign-speaking missionaries to become army 

vs releasing them from their present positions to engage in this impor- 
pce and have granted them indefinite absence from service, to labor 
under by "Young Men’s Christian Association, or to enter military service in 
the American, French and Italian armies.

DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION OF INTEREST AND BENEFICENCE 


The United Apportionment 


The first year of the united apportionment presented its difficulties, 
which were patiently studied with excellent results. The same method 
will be continued during another year, and naturally the initial diffi- 
culties will not again appear. Both Societies received an increase 
on the apportionments, and although local situations were sometimes 
perplexing the spirit of earnest desire to appeal unitedly to our 
denomination for our co-operative and intersphering work will solve 
the larger problems. So deeply have the Boards been impressed with 
the ibilities of co-operation in appealing to their constituency 
for funds that they have agreed during the period of three years to 
have the united apportionment in the same pro-rata embrace, also 
individual gifts by a plan which allows certain a ge and gives 
latitude for peeliuated personal contributions. For the same period 
the two Boards have also entered into a joint campaign of publicity. 
and promotion of interest. 
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The Laymen’s Movement 


The most extraordinary development of recent years has been the 
rise of the Laymen’s Movement, which, starting in the awakened 
spiritual interest of one man, communicated its power to a larger 
group of laymen, who planned with fine initiative and holy zeal a 
campaign that has deeply stirred the denomination. The wise and 
effective plans of the executive committee, of which Mr. F. W. Ayer 
was chairman, Mr. Ambrose Swazey treasurer and Dr. Fred P. 
Haggard campaign director, have led to gratifying results in the 
drive to raise one million dollars to avert the threatened deficit of the 
missionary Societies and to meet emergency needs occasioned by war 
conditions. 

The evolution of the Laymen’s Movement shows how marvelously 


God works when the men and women in our churches were oppressed - 


with anxiety and carrying extraordinary burdens. In the early days 
of December the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention met in New York to consider the financial condition of the 
several mission societies and boards. The Committee agreed that 
$801,000 was needed before the end of the fiscal year of these organ- 
izations to provide for the budget requirements of the Societies. The 
committee on the Five Year Program took immediate steps for con- 


ducting the campaign looking to the collection of this amount. While . 


plans were maturing and a widespread net of conventions were being 
arranged, a committee of laymen asked for the privilege of conduct- 
ing a campaign, which was planned at a historic meeting in Chicago 
in January with results that have been both gratifying and inspiring. 
The earlier plans of the Five Year Program, which were to be car- 
ried forward under the leadership of its executive secretary, Dr. Ler- 
rigo, were held in abeyance and the responsibility for raising the 
amounts needed by the Societies and Boards was accepted by the 
Laymen’s Movement, which is itself an outgrowth and development 
of the Five Year Program ideals, whose several goals have been 
happily stressed in the vigorous campaign which the committee of 
laymen aggressively conducted. The motto adopted by the men in 
the Chicago conference, “The love of Christ constraineth us,” is a 
confession of their faith and a prophecy of larger fruitfulness in 
the coming years. 


The Five Year Program 


The activities of the Five Year Program have necessarily been mod- 
ified to conform to the providential developments of the year. Dr. 
P. H. J. Lerrigo has been keeping in sympathetic touch with world 
movements, in his public speech and published writings has inter- 
preted them in terms of consecration and sacrificial giving. With 
Rey. F. A. Agar, Secretary of Methods, whose work has been far 
reaching in its results, he has spread over a wide territory the con- 
tagious plans of the every-member canvass and related ideas. The 
inspiring ideals for which this Program stands, with the goals which 


it announces, are the general ideas that were providentially planted- ; 


in the minds of the denomination and in a soil, since ploughed 
by international trouble, stirred by the hopes and watered by the 
prayers of God’s anxious servants. 
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The Department of Missionary Education 


The acceptance of the pastorate of the Marcy Avenue Church, in 
the Borough of Brooklyn, by Dr. John M. Moore, after he had labori- 
ously and with fine spirit served ten years as the secretary of the 

ment of Missionary Education, building into it his ideals and 
plans, led to his resignation as secretary and presented a situation 
that has been perplexing. To find a suitable successor to Dr. Moore, 
who would carry forward the work which was in process of still 
greater enlargement, has been a task which has ie for the great- 
est care. A study of all the forces at work for stimulating intel- 
ligent interest in missions shows numerous agencies for educating 
children, mee people and men and women in the various missionary 
Societies and Sunday-schools, which in some way should be related 
and, if possible, co-ordinated, if the denomination is to have a well- 
articulated department of missionary education. A special com- 
mittee of the Department has been oe with power to decide 
certain important courses of action. his committee has called a 
meeting at Atlantic City of all the various organizations and com- 
denominationally related to missionary education, and it is 
hoped conclusions may be reached that will promise large fruitful- 
ness. At the same time the committee hopes to present the name 
of Dr. Moore’s successor.

DEPARTMENT OF FIELD WORK AND ENGLISH-SPEAKING MISSIONS 


HE Field Work is in the interest of all phases of the Society. To that, 

by the Board’s new departmental organization, has been added a large 
amount of administrative detail with which the Field Secretary formerly had 
no concern. He is now in charge of two departments, the Department of 
Field Work and Wnglish-Speaking Missions and the Department of Evangel- 
ism. These new relationships, requiring the expenditure of much time, involve 
large responsibility and deep satisfaction. 

Hach of these Departments is conducted by a committee of the Board. The 
two committees are composed of the same men but are organized distinctively, 
each having its own chairman. Dr. R. BD. Farrier is Chairman of the Depart- 
mental Committee on Field Work and English Speaking Missions. Dr. A. 8, 
Hobart is Chairman of the Departmental Committee on Evangelism. Both men 
have close acquaintance with the intricate affairs of the Society. The work of 
these committees is far more than nominal. They give to it much time and 
earnest thought, deliberating on all vital questions and deciding every important 
detail. The Departments are conducted in a thoroughly democratic way. 

The Department of Evangelism presents a separate report. The distinctive 
features of the Department of Field Work and English Speaking Missions are 


_those mentioned in its name with the addition of Work for Indians, 


% FIELD WORK 

The Field Work this year has exceeded that of any previous year in mileage 
and in going beyond the beaten tracks. Its outstanding features have been 
three. 
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1. Trans-Mississippi Convention Deputation 


The Board, at the suggestion of the Field Secretary, created a Committee on 
Standards. Experience in the establishment of the Society’s ‘“Regulative Stand- 
ards for Latin North America” led to the conviction that it would be helpful 
to all concerned to codify heretofore scattered regulations which still are in 
force, and to put into available form a few guiding principles for the progres- 
sive development of the Society’s work in all departments. 

In July and August, representatives of two committees of the Board, one 
on Standards and one on Relations with State Conventions, Dr. Brown and 
Dr. Farrier, went with the Field Secretary to the headquarters of every Conven- 
tion west of the Mississippi, except that of Nevada, in order to study with,the 
State Secretaries and their executive committees, some of the chief points in- 
volved in standardization. ‘The protracted interviews with the men best 
acquainted with local conditions were often illuminating. 


2 Kar Western Conventions 


By a standing arrangement with the Foreign Mission Society and the Publi- 
cation Society, the Home Mission Society provides a headquarter’s representa- 
tive for all the Societies each year at a portion of the State Conventions, taking 
sections of the country in rotation. That arrangement took the Field Secretary 
a second time this year to the farther West. The Conventions in Montana, 
Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, Hastern Washington and Oregon, all showed the best 
financial condition I have ever known in those organizations, and the spiritual 
tone was unusually high and optimistic. These Convention meetings, alive with 
alert virility, furnished tremendous and repeated demonstrations of what the 
Home Mission Society has done for the West. 


3. Remote Fields 


Between Convention meetings, local mission fields were visited, many of them 
far from railroads—so far as to necessitate some thirteen hundred miles of auto 
travel, much of the way over roads which would be considered impassable in 
older sections of the country. These with the one train a day (non-de-luxe) 
routes, help one to appreciate the experience of our general missionaries. They 
are a magnificent group of kingdom pioneers, 


Il ENGLISH SPEAKING MISSIONS 


\ 

This Department works in intimate co-operation with the Foreign Speaking. 
The executive of each in the absence of the other from headquarters decides 
questions which cannot wait for correspondence. 

During the past year 437 missionaries have been commissioned for Hnglish 
Speaking Work. That means about 300 men at any one time. The last month 
of the year it was 297. They have been engaged jointly by the Society and by 
19 State Conventions. Nineteen of them are known as “General Missionaries” 
of the Society. They are the executive officers of State Conventions, under 
various titles in that relationship. Thirty-nine are district missionaries and 
pastors at large (under various titles) within the Conventions, looking after 
the welfare of local churches in emergencies, opening new fields and doing the 
work of evangelists. The 224 missionary pastors supply 362 mission stations. 
The most interesting features of State Convention meetings are the reports 
made by these men. They are the boys in the trenches, going over the top and 
fearlessly carrying on through Ne Man’s Land the fight for spiritual democracy. 
On these men and their equally heroic wives depends the extension of the 
boundaries of the realm of God in the United States. 
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“The Americanization of the World,” about which William T. Stead, William 
BE. Gladstone and other great European thinkers have been prophesying for 
many years, is now actually taking place. To make that an unmixed blessing 
to the world we must make America more Christian than it ever has been or is 
now. The fateful hour for all mankind has arrived. The supreme task on our 
planet to-day is the spiritualizing of the dominant forces in the United States. 
1. Actual Frontiers 


It is frequently assumed that our frontiers have vanished. Acquaintance 
with the real facts reveals a greater frontier than ever before. The reports of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office of the United States show that 
far more new homesteads have been taken up in the last five years than during 
any equal length of time since homesteading records began. In October, on a 
circuit of more than one hundred miles In Dawson County, Montana, we saw 
homesteaders’ claim cabins on every possible holding, most of them as yet, 
mere tar paper “shacks.” Sturdy young people, many of them well-educated 
Americans, are now founding homes as their forbears have been doing for 
generations across this continent. In the inter-mountain States there is the 
‘same kind of need of missionary help which once existed in the Mississippi 
Valley and which called the Home Mission Society into being nearly one hundred 
years ago. A homesteader, after a hard day’s work on a threshing machine, 
came 25 miles one day this year to plead for help in religious work. This 
homesteader regularly holds meetings in four or five different school houses. 
He will gladly continue to do this without salary, but he begs the Home Mission 
Society to send a man to work in as many other districts which had besought 
him to come, but to which he could not minister because there are net enough 
Sundays in the month to permit him to reach them all. How vital are such 
needs! The newer parts of our country always have shaped the progress of the 
nation. 


2. Rural Communities 


The Society has more than two hundred missionaries in rural communities 
as defined by the United States census, one-half of them in the open country. 
Several features of the Soclety’s rural work call for distinct mention. 

(a) Combined Parishes. Now, as always, the number of workers is so in- 
adequate that Baptist “circuit riding” is indispensable. A great advance upon 
that system is now being made in several States from Maine to Oregon. 
Churches (two to five) are combined in one parish in such a way as to conserve 
the advantages of their several local neighborhood activities and at the same 
time to secure the strength and esprit de corps of numbers, common cause, 
vigorous leadership and large outlook. 

(b) Community Ministries. Every application blank for appointment by the 
Society calls for study of the whole community in some important aspects. 
Other requirements by the Society necessitate activities far transcending a 
purely individualistic conception of religion and its duties. The social ideal 
is inherent, and it is the policy of the Society to make it more and more com- 
manding. All of our missionaries are doing much more than proclaiming the 
Good-news, maintaining in the church a Bible school for its own families, 
holding meetings for prayer and testimony and ministering to people indivieu 

- ally. They are leading their churches in various kinds of community service, 

i often giving direction to large areas of community life. Common examples 
are anti-saloon work and public school betterment. But the directions of 
community service are innumerable. The following is typical of many instances, 

It is in a far western village of eight hundred people. The missionary leads 

in organizing a Y. M. C. A., and is Chairman of its War Work Council. He 
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is Chairman of a Civic Committee to put through a Fourth of July celebration. 
Thirty responsible people are needed as guarantors to insure a summer Chau- 
taqua, and he secures them. He and his wife are active in Red. Cross work. 
Careful work with the village Mayor, the County Attorney and the Governor 
of the State secure rigid enforcement..of the no-license and other clean com- 
munity measures. He is a favorite speaker to the high school students: in 
their assembly hall and is chaplain of a week’s County Institute of School 
Teachers. He visits all the classes in the public schools (34 rooms) and sets 
apart at the beginning of the school year, a day of prayer for the public schools, 
taking as a theme ‘“‘The Place of Religion in Education,’ and inviting the 
teachers. The Superintendent and many teachers come. He secures an exam- 
ination of the town library to discover how many books have been provided 
on child psychology and on manual and religious training. He sets afoot plans 
for supervision of playgrounds, making a swimming pool and organizing a 
University Club. 

(c) Demonstration Centers. The Home Missions Council has approved a 
plan presented by a committee, of which the Field Secretary was Chairman, 
for a concerted movement to establish in every State demonstration centers, 
showing what a church can do in a community for its betterment spiritually 
and in every other direction. These are for the purpose of convincing and 
inspiring all’ of the churches of the country as to their large opportunities. 
We must create our share of the demonstration centers, one, at least, in every 
State. ; 

(d) Rapid Transit. The Society has helped in securing 21 automobiles. 
They are necessary, are indispensable instruments for rural work. A good 
man’s usefulness can be more than doubled by an inexpensive automobile. 
One of our missionaries who has had a regular circuit of half a dozen meeting 
places (widely scattered) in a week, writes: “Thus far I have driven the Ford 
twenty-seven thousand five hundred miles. I do not see but what it is good 
for as many more, if handled carefully.” At the end of the year calls by State 
Secretaries are in hand for twice as many machines as the Society can possibly 
provide. For example, in a new section of Nebraska, the church in a county 
seat village of four hundred people has eighteen members. Nine miles away is 
a church of nine members. In another direction thirty-five miles is a church 
which had but one member left, recently, when our State Evangelist went there. 
Now the community has voted to call the county seat missionary to visit them 
regularly. He has no way of going except on foot. In a district forty miles 
square, there is but one other minister of any denomination. In eastern 
Oregon a machine is asked for to reach communities where there is no preaching, 
as follows: 40 miles, 300 people; 16 miles, 400 people; 10 miles, 75 people; 
40 miles, 400 people; 27 miles, 250 people; 12 miles, 100 people; 30 miles, 300 
people; 18 miles, 150 people. , 


3. Development of the Force 


(a) To be acquainted with our men on the firing line is to know a splendid 
and heroic body. Many of them are accomplishing noble results while working 
at a great disadvantage. The majority of our missionaries, as of our entire 
ministry, have had inadequate opportunities of general education and of special 
training for their work. Even the best equipped often keenly feel the need 
of refurnishing. Business houses adopt,measures for increasing the efficiency 
of the staff. 

In a number of the States decided steps have been taken in the way of im- 
provement. One of the greatest services the Society can render is to assist 
in devising and making general the best means of developing the personnel of 
the force. Reading courses, study courses, summer schools and provision of 
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opportunity for using them would be welcomed as means of increasing efficiency. 
This, along with parsonages and better salaries, would tend to secure longer 
. pastorates. 

(b) The steady development of the force involves also the elevation of the 
standards of admission to the service. The Society could wisely provide fellow- 
ships for the training of men for special tasks. It ought at once to avail itself 
of the services of some of the choice men in the seminaries who can be com- 
manded by assuring them, after a period of satisfactory service, steady aad 
adequate support at strategic points long enough to work out solutions of 
great problems. 


4. Co-operation with Allies 


The distinctive part of Baptists is as vital to American Christianity as 
America’s distinctive part is vital to world reconstruction. Co-operation with 
national allies instead of weakening, strengthens patriotism. Co-operation with 
denominational allies instead of diminishing, adds to the strength of our own. 
The tasks of the new day can be accomplished only by close co-operation with 
all evangelical forces. 

At the last meeting of the Home Missions Council a plan was endorsed, 
presented by your Field Secretary as Chairman of its Committee on Comity 

_ and Co-operation, by which some one of the newer States which may ask for it 

7 can have adequate Christian ministry assured to every community however small 
or remote, This would be undertaken without any attempt to merge or obscure 
denominational activities. The reverse of that would take place. It could be 

done by simple concert of earnest prayer, careful study and aggressive action. 


WORK FOR INDIANS 


1. Distribution of this Work 

This year, the first time for many years, we have done a little for Indlans 
in the East, but most of our work is in the midland, mountain and Pacific 
Coast region. Service has been rendered in New York, Oklahoma, Montana, 
Arizona and California. We have ministered among eighteen tribes. In some 
of them a larger percentage has been won to Christ and His Church than 
obtains in the population of the country as a whole. 


2. Types of Work 


Evangelism has transformed savages into saints, many of them as imperfect 
; as the saints in churches of white men, and not a few of them setting an 
1 ly example to the latter. 

Education goes hand in hand with evangelism. Everywhere we press for 
education, through government schools where practicable. Our missionaries 
have induced the civic provision in some cases, have co-operated with it in 
all cases, and have supplemented it where necessary. Bacone College is the 
crown of our system of religious education. 

‘Social Service has been developed farther in our Indian fields than in any 

- other department of the Society’s work. Among the Mono Christian villages 
: have been created and the entire economic Hfe has been transformed by the 
- direct action of the missionary. 


3. Outcome of the Work ; 
We have 1,824 members in our 87 Indian churches. Several white churches 
have been begotten by the work for Indians, Indian Christian communities 
is '- have made such an impression as to bring deputations of both red and white 
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men from distant places pleading with us to open work for some of these first 
Americans who are still neglected. Denominational competition, or the lack 
of it, is another respect in which the Society’s work for Indians leads all its 
work. We must establish soon a few more stations inorder to do the share 
assigned to us by the Home Missions Council.

DEPARTMENT OF EVANGELISM 


chartered ‘for the purpose of promoting the preaching of the Gospel.” 
From time to time special measures to that end have been taken. Now, when 
for the first time that central work has an organized Department, it starts for- 
ward with definite ideals. 


Bice the beginning Evangelism has been the core of the work of the Society 


1. Ideals 


The controlling principle of the Department is to aid the churches of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in winning men into the fellowship and service 
of Christ. The churches and their ministers are the supreme agencies. All 
helpers from outside the local church are but temporary assistants. Their 
work would be a disastrous failure, if they were to be regarded by themselves 
or by others as the chief instruments of evangelism. Their test of efficiency 
is not the number of protracted meetings conducted by them and the cards 
signed, but the number of churches inspired to do their own evangelistic work. 
Conferences with groups of pastors and church leaders count for more than 
protracted meetings. The publication of the “Lowell Plan’ and its widely- 
welcomed distribution during the year has helped great numbers of churches 
and pastors across the continent. 

Our aim being the winning of men into the actual service as well as into the 
saving fellowship of Christ, an exclusively individualistic interpretation of the 
gospel is impossible. Hvery convert who really is converted to Christ becomes 
thereby, an earnest promoter of the welfare of the church, the community, the 
nation and the world. Evangelism is an appeal to a person to be born anew 
in all his relationships to men and to things as well as to God. Its challenge 
is: Get right—get right with God, get right with men, get right with material 
things, get right with all the interactions of these upon one another in life. 


2. Working Factors 


(a) The organization of this Department, accomplished at the end of 1917, 
is described in the report of the Department of Field Work and English Speak- 
ing Missions, as both Departments are conducted by committees of the Board 
composed of the same men and both have the same executive officer, the Field 
Secretary. 

(b) The workers relied upon, in accordance with the ideals, are chiefly the 
pastors and church members. The Department is scattering throughout the 
denomination a card with the following words thrown up in large letters of 
red ink, “A sure way and the only way to win :-Goal One—5,000 evangelists, 
every pastor worth the name, 1,000,000 personal workers, every true-hearted 
church member.” 

(c) In order to help in quickening the pulse, opening the eyes and strengthen- 
ing the hands of these, the Society jointly with State Conventions has put 
into the field eighteen Convention evangelists, giving their whole time to the 
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work, Five Evangelists are in co-operation with our foreign-speaking bodies. 
The Convention Secretaries, Pastors at Large and District Missionaries also 
give much time to this work. Some seventy-six men commissioned by the 
Society are stimulating the work of evangelism. 

(d) The work of two men-is not defined by State boundaries. The Society 
pioneered in appointing a “Labor Evangelist” who is in close touch with the 
forces of organized labor and is in great demand for evangelism in industrial 
communities. This work accentuates one of the ideals of the Department. 
The crowning factor of the evangelistic staff is a General Superintendent 

The crowning factor of the evangelistic staff is a General Superintendent of 
Evangelism. He was originally engaged for a division of nine middle eastern 
States. War necessities have led the Board to suspend all geographical bounda- 
ries of his work for the present. The Superintendent was selected because his 
ministry had always been that of the responsible, working pastorate, non- 
sensational, eminently practical and steadily evangelistic. 


3. Special War Work 


A man of exactly the gifts of our Superintendent of Evangelism was needed 
by the War Commission of the Northern Baptist Convention to enlist, assign 
and superintend the work of camp pastors at the military camps in the 
northern States. The Society in its Department of Evangelism has cheerfully 
made this contribution to war needs. It is the largest contribution that the 
Department could make and has been a sacrificial offering, deeply felt by its 
normal work among the churches and State Conventions. It is exactly in 
line, however, with the ideals of the Department, both individualistic and 
social. The Labor Evangelist and some of the State evangelists also have had 
assignments to the war work. 


4, Significant Summaries 


(a) For Last Year. The reports which follow give glimpses of the work 
which has been done during the year by those giving their whole time to 
assisting the churches in evangelism. They mark only the beginning of transi- 
tion toward the ideal of helping not a few, but a large number of churches 
each year. Taken together they show that 245 series of meetings have 
been conducted by the evangelists themselves. Many times that number have 
been initiated by the general plan of evangelism. The average length of the 
series conducted by the evangelist has been sixteen days. As the plan develops, 
the average length of time given to each church will diminish in order that 
far more churches can be helped. Only 69 of the series last year were with 
more than one Baptist church uniting and only three with churches of other 
denominations uniting. The number of conferences on evangelism held was 
138; sermons and addresses, 6,097; miles traveled, 188,158. 

A beginning is made in this year’s reporting to carefully discriminate as to 
the indications of immediate outcome of the meetings conducted by our evan- 
gelists. So far as recorded, they aggregate that 3,980 people asked for prayers, 
of whom 8,805 gave evidence of clear decision for the Christian life. Also 
4,183 confessed disciples reconsecrated themselves to the service of Christ. 
Very imperfect returns shew 1,600 baptisms resulting and 783 additions to 
the churches in other ways. If any figures were at hand showing similar facts 
about the evangelistic work of all the general workers commissioned by the 
Society, the foregoing summaries would doubtless be doubled or more. The 
number of baptisms reported by the local missionaries of the Society was 6,644. 

This paragraph is being written in a train, in plain sight of Pike’s Peak. 
How little of the sublime significance of the Rocky Mountains can be tabulated! 
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Stratifications, altitudes, silver and gold are slight matters. Of immeasurable 
value is moisture conservation. That means irrigation for sustaining un- 
counted millions of men through all coming generations. Then, too, these 
rock-ribbed, snow-clad, sun-lit ranges have transcendent significance for the 
spiritual uplift of mankind. ‘The evangel, the untabulated everlasting gospel 
means more to men than the everlasting hills, unspeakably more. At least 
ninety-nine per cent. of the results of the year’s work in evangelism are beyond 
the scope of records. ' 

(b) For Ten Years. The organization of a distinct Department of Evangel- 
ism, coming as it does at the end of the first ten years of the Northern Baptist 
Convention’s existence, makes it desirable to get some idea of how things have 
been going with us in the central business of winning disciples to Christ. 
Accordingly, the Department has instituted a thorough investigation of the 
records. It has been made by a specialist in statistics and research, who at 
the same time is intimately conversant with our Baptist Hfe—Rey. Arthur 
Warren Smith, formerly librarian of the New England Baptist Library. The 
findings, some of which are presented herewith in tables for preservation of 
the history, are instructive and sobering. At points they’ are inspiring, but 
taken as a whole they. are not exhilarating. They show that if we are to 
come within even distant sight of Goal One of the Five Year Program—more 
important, if we are to be true to the evangelistic genius which has created 
our denomination—most important, if we are to be loyal to our Lord, a new 
gvip must be taken on the business of leading men into the realm of God. 

It is encouraging to discover that the number of confessions of Christ 
through baptism, in the ten years, was close to 700,000, and in the last three 
years was 64,666 greater than the number in the first three years of the ten. 
Thirty-six per cent. of the baptisms in the last thirty per cent. of the time looks 
like accelerating progress. It is good to find Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, Ohio, Michigan, Kansas and Wyoming, each baptiz- 
ing more in 1917 than in 1916. These nine record States are all the more note- 
worthy because in the Northern Baptist Covention as a whole, there were 
12,943 fewer baptisms in the latter year than in the former. 

This large general falling off would be extremely disheartening were it not 
naturally attributable to the war conditions. Yet, this is the very time when 
we ought, as never before, to be leading men to a consciousness of God. The 
banner year of all the ten was 1915, when the total was twenty-five per cent. 
above the average for the ten years. It was on that crest that the Five Year 
Program was launched. The tide was already running phenomenally high, and 
the special attraction of the Program lifted it still higher. Tides always re- 
cede, but they come again. Now is the time for unwonted heart-searching and 
for concentrated sacrificial effort in winning men. Let that be the next denom- 
inational drive.

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DEPARTMENT OF CITY AND FOREIGN SPEAKING MISSIONS 


Scope of the Department 


N working out the practical application of tne principle of departmentization, 

administrative responsibility for the following lines of the Society’s work was 
allocated to this department. All the missionary work among the people who 
use foreign languages, within the territory of the Northern Baptist Convention; 
all the Bnglish speaking work in cities in which there is a local union of the 
churches; all the missionary work among Negroes (which is contined to the 
territory of the Northern Baptist Convention) ; all the missionary work in dis- 
tinctively industrial communities; all surveys within the scope of the depart- 
ment. 

The obvious advantages of such a departmentization, with a clear and definite 
administrative responsibility, have been appreciated by the representatives of 
the State and City organizations with which we are in co-operation. 


The Marked Influence of the War 


Without doubt, the war has had a more direct and potent influence upon the 
work of this department than any other phase of the work of the Society. 
The industrial pressure resulting from war activities, the migration of Negroes 
from the South, the influence of war upon our thinking -regarding the immi- 
grant population, the diminution, almost to the vanishing point, of the stream 
of immigration and the reactions upon the selfconsciousness of the foreigners 
and the new Americans, all these are obvious and highly significant. 


Scope of Our Missionary Work Among Foreign Speaking Peoples 


We have spoken, heretofore, with a considerable degree of pride concerning 
the twenty-four or twenty-five varieties of languages which have been employed 
by our missionaries in proclaiming the Gospel. We do not speak of this to-day 
with the same feeling of contidence. We are inclined to feel that we might do 
better work and make a more valuable contribution to the Kingdom and the 
welfare of our country, if we concentrated our efforts and resources upon those 
groups with whom we have met with conspicuous success. 

A catalogue list of the groups is somewhat impressive, but may easily be 
misleading in spite of our effort to be perfectly frank. We have been content, 
sometimes, with the mere statement that we have a mission among some par- 
ticular group when we were unable to say with perfect confidence that it was 
an efficient mission, well equipped, with splendid leadership, working upon a 
great program and exercising a determining influence upon the foreign colony 
in which it was located. 

Much has been gained, we are confident, when we can make such a statement 
as the foregoing frankly and without shocking our constituency. We believe that 
there is more hope for the future in honestly and courageously facing the 
facts, than in shutting our eyes to them and trying to convince ourselves that 
we are making headway by cataloging missionaries and mission stations with- 
out discrimination as to their efficiency. 

But when we have said all that, we rejoice in being able to say, at once, we 
never were more convinced than now that we are in a winning campaign and 
we are confirmed in our conviction that our Gospel and our ministry can and 
will triumph. We can specify scores of missions which are measuring up to 
our height and standard. 


Some Significant Groups 
_ THE FRENCH MISSIONS in New England have been in operation for many 
years. Many hundreds have been baptized, and some noble Christian men and

" women are counted among the members of our missions. But the war has taken 
three of our missionaries, and one other has transferred his service to teaching. 
This has necessitated a concentration of effort upon the most strategic fields. 
Two fields where work was formerly conducted will now be ministered to in the 

_ English language. A study of this whole French situation has convinced both 
our French speaking and English speaking brethren that the future of this work 
lies in a closer co-ordination with English speaking churches. 

THE ITALIAN WORK indicates very clearly two important things. First, 
the success of our growing work is a matter of leadership, and, second, the equip- 
ment must be adequate. We have opened some new fields-and have met with 
some marked success during the year. We have released two missionaries for 
service in Italy, and a number of our Italian speaking members have gone with 
the colors of the United States. Four of our missionaries have left us for secular 
employment. Four fine young graduates of the Italian Department of Colgate 
will fill the gap, though we needed them for enlarged demands and opportunities. 
Three of these will take advanced work in English speaking Seminaries and 
“carry on” in important and strategic fields at the same time. 

OUR RUSSIAN WORK has been a point of great interest this year. The Rey- 
olution raised great hopes only to have them suffer something like an eclipse. 
Our school in New York ‘has had twenty-two students, and has done most com- 
mendable work. Our missions and missionaries have stood loyally by the 
school and with the Society during the year, notwithstanding the very trying 
experiences connected with Mr. Fetler’s withdrawal. He has been unable to 
carry with him any of our men, who have been left entirely and absolutely 
free to make their own choice. The need of missionaries to meet the oppor- 
tunity among the various groups we speak of under the name of Russian, is 
very pressing. We could set a dozen men to work at once if we had them. 
Seattle and the other Pacific Coast cities are white for a great harvest. 

THE JAPANESE WORK is growing, and is giving us great encouragement. 
Here, too, we need workers. This work is confined to the Pacific Coast States. 
A new work was opened this year at the port of Los Angeles, and a new building 
is being provided. We have also taken over a former colporteur of the Publica- 
tion Society and he is established in Tacoma. Our Seattle Japanese church 
is to be relocated and the future development assured. Among the members of 
this church are some of the leading Japanese business men of Seattle. One of 
the most interesting and significant things which has come to our attention, is 
the number of Japanese won to Christ through the loving ministry and prayers 
of American workers in Southern California. To them these Japanese are not 
a “yellow peril’ but a golden opportunity. ; 

OUR MEXICAN WORK in the United States deserves special mention. Some 
hundreds of thousands have thronged to the States from distressed Mexico. Kan- 
sas and Missouri, as well as Arizona, Nevada, Colorado, California, North and 
South, have been called upon to face this immigration problem. Our work is 
most fully developed in Southern California. Thus far we have had to depend 
largely upon untrained missionaries. But nevertheless, much has been done to 
establish stations, and some victories have been won which must serve as a point 
of advance. The Board has appointed as General Missionary, Rev. E. R. Brown 
of our mission at Puebla, Mexico, to serve as a guide and organizer as well as 
evangelist for our entire Mexican work in the States. Our noble Brother Troyer 
who for so many years, even though an invalid, had lived a saintly life and 
rendered a great service, was released from suffering this year and leaves as 
his monument the foundation work of himself and his wife among our Mexican 
people in the Southwest. The story of their sacrifices and their faith will be 
long remembered and often recounted. 

OUR SCHOOL FOR RUSSIANS in New York City, for HUNGARIANS in 
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Cleveland, for SLOVAKS, BOHEMIANS and POLES in Chicago, give us great 
encouragement, They represent the reinforcements which we so sorely need, 
need for work which is full of promise. Time and space would fail me if I 
were to tell of our advances among the Hungarians in Cleveland, where we 
now have three churches. Among the Bohemians in Chicago, where we have 
just formed a third church, among the Poles in Chicago and vicinity, where 
we have opened new preaching stations, and are meeting with unprecedented 
success among fine young men and women who are being reached by the Gospel 
as never before. 

The sum of this whole matter of evangelizing our foreign speaking peoples is 
this: We have the message, we have demonstrated the efficacy of it and the 
accessibility of these people. What we need is leadership, equipment, and a 
courageous national program and sufficient resources to enable us to carry it out. 


Our Americanization Campaign 


The war has had two very important effects upon the foreign situation in 
this country. In the first place it has enabled us to estimate the value of the 
foreigner and has arrested the attention of an all too indifferent nation to the 
perils of an unassimilated and unevangelized mass of people who are still 
foreign. We are now being subjected to a test of the sincerity of our belief 
in Christian Democracy and the sincerity of our interest in the foreigner. 

Our attention has been called daily to evidence that the sharp necessity of 
settling questions of loyalty has precipitated a great deal of genuine devotion 
to America which was being held in solution. Some of our foreign speaking 
churches are seriously discussing the change of thelr names from the First 
German, or the First Swedish, or the Itallan church to Immanuel, or Olivet, 
or Calvary. This is not mere camouflage, but an outcome of a consclousness 
of incongruity to which before they had been blind. Then, too, there has been 
an increasing use of the English language in many of our foreign speaking 
churches which had been wavering and debating the question before. The use 
of the English language is being demanded by many of the newer immigra- 
tion in our missions and churches, and these will much more quickly be Amert- 
canized in language, at least, than the older groups. The process of assimilation 
cannot be forced, but this is an opportune hour and a psychologically advan- 
tageous occasion to be seized for interpreting the meaning of America and the 
duties of citizenship. There is a special need of making clear to our foreign 
speaking people the purposes of America in entering the war and the issues at 
stake. There is a sphere of influence opened to us among the 80,000 members 
of our missions and churches who use a foreign language in their worship. 
These in turn influence many more. 

In view of this our Board has appropriated $5,000.00 to prosecute a compaign 
of Americanization. A Central Committee, representing the national Societies 
operating in the United States, the State Conventions and City Mission Societies, 
has been organized to carry through a program of Christian Americanization. 
A number of important conferences have been held and a keen interest in the 
subject is manifest everywhere. This is more than a war measure. It is a 
matter of vital importance to the future of America, and must form a part of 
our work of reconstruction. We must educate Americans in the duties of 
making America so true and loyal to her ideals that the work of assimilating 
the great mass of people, who while living in America are not touched by Ameri- 
can influences, may go on unhindered by separation from these vitalizing con- 
tacts. This must be a spiritual and not a mechanical process. The heart 


searching question is, have we the moral and spiritual vitality to produce the 


regeneration of those who, if they are to become Americans must be born again 
of the American spirit?

City Problems 


The Society has been co-operating in forty cities in this department and 
expended $53,916.02 for missionary work. ‘The cities have raised, locally, more 
money than ever before. : 

Detroit has been fortunate in securing the leadership of Rev. H. C. Gleiss 
who for so many years directed the work of the Pittsburgh Association. The 
churches of Detroit have risen to meet the demands created by the wonderful 
growth which the city has experienced, and have adopted an aggressive forward 
looking program which calls for increased appropriations from all the co- 
operating organizations. 

Seattle has in view a _ splendid forward movement looking toward an 
adequate occupation of that city which is certainly destined to be one of the 
great cities of the land. Its strategic location as a port of entry and debarka- 
tion has been appreciated since the war began. 

One of the outstanding enterprises of the year was the campaign of Brooklyn 
Baptists to raise $300,000 to clear churches of indebtedness and enable churches 
with inadequate equipment to undertake to provide the needed enlargement or to 
erect new buildings. The campaign surpassed the most sanguine hopes of its 
promoters. The Society's greatest contribution was in furnishing the leader- 
ship of Secretary Divine whose generalship was accorded most enthusiastic 
recognition and praise. 

The need of an aggressive church extension movement in our cities is evident. 
In seeking to meet the missionary needs created by the migration from our 
down town districts and in foreign colonies we have been obliged to invest 
large resources and have felt unable to organize and equip new churches in 
important residential neighborhoods. “These things ye ought to have done 
and not to have left the other undone.” 


Industrial Communities f 

The Society has employed a labor evangelist for a number of years, but it 
has been impressed since the war began with the crucial nature of the problems 
presented by the rapidly developing industrial centers and the problems involved. 
The Calumet Region of Northern Indiana just east of Chicago is a striking 
illustration. The almost incredible growth of this region in twelve months has 
produced a situation which calls for the wisest missionary strategy and a 
comprehensive program which will take into account the needs of the entire 
community. There are over the country more than 175 industrial centers and 
cities, large and small, which have been directly affected by the war. The in- 
flux of labor and the new conditions created haye taxed not only the housing 
accommodations, but the social, moral and spiritual resources as well. Brooklyn, 
Bridgeport, Newark, Akron, Seattle and Chester are conspicuous illustrations 
of well established cities which have been called upon to care for an abnormal 


increase in their population. Other communities have been created outright. 


over night. The Church’s problem in these centers is quite as important as that 
of the Chamber of Commerce. The social and industrial unrest, the rapid rise 
of organized opposition to the social order in these communities must receive 
our attention if we are to minister to these communities in any adequate 
measure. 

The Society has entered into a working agreement with the Woman's Home 
Mission Society, whereby, we shall co-operate in erecting and conducting com- 
munity centers in the congested sections of the great cities and in those indus- 


trial communities where a social ministry is needed. Such centers have been’ 


decided upon for five communities, but these are but the proverbial drop in the 
bucket. 
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In Indiana Harbor lots have been purchased, and it is hoped that favorable 
conditions may be brought about for erecting the building at once. Since it 
has been advertised that this project is under way, urgent pleas have been 
received from various social and welfare agencies to “hurry up,” as it is most 
desperately needed. The mere record of those urging this is suggestive. They 
include the Visiting Nurse, Probation Officer, Police woman, Librarian and 
Health Officer, 


Negro Migration 

Negro migration from the South has created a new problem for this depart- 
ment, or perhaps it would be more accurate to say that it has made an old 
situation acute and has focused the attention of the Society upon the needs of 
the Negro in our Northern cities. With the withdrawal of a considerable 
amount of immigrant labor incident to the war, the Southern Negroes were 
induced without much difficulty to come to fill the Industrial vacancies. In 
some cases, notably East St. Louis, this has occasioned intense racial friction. 
In Cleveland more than 20,000 Negroes are estimated to have moved in with 
no decent habitation available. The living conditions to which these people 
have been obliged to submit are increditable. Some well directed organized 
efforts are being put forth by the Negro Urban League and by local Chambers 
of Commerce in various cities to meet this need. But the great need is sane 
and trustworthy Negro leadership. We should be able to place in the field, at 
once, a well trained man who can organize, locally, the forces which must be 
enlisted if we are to save ourselves and these people from conditions which are 
a disgrace and a menace. The Psychological Bureau of the German Government 
is taking advantage of race antagonism to foment unrest, and this offers an 
additional incentive for attacking this problem vigorously. 


City and Industrial Community Surveys 

We announced at the last annual meeting of the Society, the appointment of 
Rev. H. W. Pilot as a special agent of the Society for making surveys of church 
parishes, of mission fields and entire communities. The work which he did in 
the Calumet Region was so constructive and in every way satisfactory that no 
doubt was entertained as to his ability to do the work. Yet, we had as a 
Denomination no experience to guide us, although the surveys made by other 
denominations represented, some things we wished to avold. Mr. Pilot has 
proven all we had. hoped for and more. We are learning what is most valuable 
and what are the things to be avoided. Mr. Pilot's work is not in any sense 
of the word social service. It is an intensive campaign for studying community 
needs and methods of organization, and so charting and mapping those facts 
which are germane and important as to enable both the local church and 
Denominational organization to determine a program which carries some promise 
of meeting the needs of the community. 

Thus far, Mr. Pilot has made surveys of Lima, Ohio (Negro situation), of 
Seattle, Tacoma, Spokane, Detroit, New Haven, Conn., Newark, N. J., and 
Omaha. Our experience this first year has given us the most unmistakable 
assurance of the value of this work. There are on file enough applications for 
this service to keep Mr. Pilot busy for nearly the entire year. Two coal mining 
regions are to be carefully surveyed this coming summer. Chicago, Toledo, 
Los Angeles, Vancouver and other Canadian cities have asked that we put 
this campaign on as soon ag Possible, 


Outstanding Neeas 
And finally, brethren, may we plead once more for more adequate resources ? 
If ever in the history of Home Missions our work is needed, it is now. If ever 
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it was manifest that Home Missions are a patriotic force, it is this hour. There 
are scores of our Baptist boys from our foreign speaking churches in the 
Army of Freedom. Five of our missionaries are in service overseas. Our 
program is laid upon aggressive and fundamental -principles. We believe in 
Democracy, the Christian Valuation of human personality. It is for us, no 
matter what others may do, it is for us, as Baptists, in this hour of opportunity, 
to enlist our utmost reserves of money and love, and sacrifice of prayer and 
personal service. So vitalize our American Christianity that it may be a 
saving force and so interpret the Gospel of Christ to those who have come to 
us that we shall make a supreme contribution to the land we love. As Ameri- 
cans let us here highly resolve that in us Democracy, Christian Democracy, shall 
be so exemplified that we shall build here a nation which all the world may 
love and trust.

Our Home Mission Schools this past year have been party to and a part 
of the conservation movement throughout our land. Indeed, they have been 
obliged to exercise the utmost economy, for the soaring prices of all foodstuffs 
and the slender pocket-book of the average student have had little in common. 
It has required the watchful care and the utmost adroitness to void an open 
rupture between them with the consequent embarrassing deficit at the end of 
the year. There is reason to hope, however, that the peace will be kept and 
a deficit avoided. The careful business management of the Presidents merits 
special commendation, A 

Marked prosperity has come to certain portions of the South where cotton 
is grown in large quantities because of the abnormally high prices it has 
commanded during the last twelve months. This has sent to our schools a 
larger number than usual of children from the farms. Yet, the prosperity of 
the farmer has been fully offset by the increased financial difficulties of the 
wage-earner, and the man on small salary as the purchasing power of his 
dollar has grown less and less. The prosperity of the one has been counter- 
balanced by the straightened circumstances of the other. 

Our Home Mission Schools have been party to and a part of the mobiliza- 
tion of our nation’s resources. Complete statistics are not available, but 
fourteen of our schools for the Negroes report :

It is not a grudging service they are rendering as the following extracts from 
reports received from their Presidents show : 
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“You would be delighted to note the spirit of patriotism among our stu- 

: They seem as far as they have been called upon, to regard it not 
sim) as a duty, but as a pleasure to defend their country.” 

“This institution feels igh of the young men it has given to the serv- 
ice, and we know they will prove worthy of the call. Before this reaches 
yon perhaps, more of our boys will be assigned to camp fe. We pray 

for them, our country and our cause.” 

“It may interest you to know that there is the utmost spirit of loyalty 
to the United States Government on the part of our faculty and students.” 


One President writes that they have already a gold star in their service flag 
for a lad who was wounded in action and died in a hospital “somewhere in 
France.” Another writing of the work of the Y. M. C. A, secretaries that have 
gone from his college for work among the men of the colored regiments writes: 


‘These religious workers report a very great and inspiring work in all the 
camps. Between two and three hundred professi6ns of faith are reported 
by each of at least three of the secretaries. Their Sunday-school work and 
work for the morals of the men is very extensive and encouraging. There 
has been a decided transformation in several of the camps since the work 
has become fairly organized.” 


In addition to giving their best for service at the front, those that still 
remain at home are “doing their bit,” by planting war gardens, buying thrift 
stamps, conserving food and practicing economy in everything. These Home 
Mission schools are great power houses, generating life currents that to-day are 
manifested in the students in unlimited loyalty, in patriotic endeavor and in 
Christian service for the other fellow. These schools are a very real and 
positive asset to our nation in these critical days. That this Is so, is witnessed 
by the significant fact that they have already given to the Government two 
army chaplains, sixty-six commissioned officers, a large number of non-mommis- 
sioned officers and hundreds of men for the ranks, and that the International 
Y. M. C. A. has already called from them fourteen fine Christian young men 
for its secretarial service with the men in the army. We are reaping a splendid 
harvest now from the sowing of former years. 

Our Home Mission schools are party to and a part of the general rise in 
the level of attainment—economic, social, moral and religious of the communt- 
ties they serve. They are supplying fine-spirited, trained, Christian leaders 
for every uplift movement. Their value to the community is widely recognized 
to-day. Evidences of effective local co-operation are increasing. The action 
of the State Convention (white) of North Carolina this last year is indicative 
of a growing sentiment in the South. The Convention resolves, ‘““‘That we 
commend to our State Mission Board with the warmest sympathy, the sugges- 
tion that we join hands to the extent of our ability with the President of Shaw 
University in his effort to provide thoroughly equipped ministers for the Negro 
Baptist churches among us.’ The time has come for the North and South 
to join hands strongly in this training for Christian leadership among the 
Negroes. 

Our Home Mission schools have been party to and a part of the campaign 
of Americanization. The institutions for the training of Christian leaders for 
our Foreign-speaking groups have gone steadily on through the year. There 
have been eleven men in our Hungarian school at Cleveland; twenty men in 
our Slovak school in Chicago; and twenty-four men in our Russian school in 
New York; a total of fifty-five earnest young fellows who purpose to throw 
‘themselves, as soon as they are equipped, into the work of transforming the 
old world immigrant into a Christian Americanized citizen of the United States. 

Our Home Mission schools have been party to and a part of the great 
enterprise of making “The world safe for Democracy,’ for they have been 
at work beyond our own borders in the lands of our Latin-American neighbors, 
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training young men and women in the principles of Jesus as the only true 
standard for the lives of individuals and also for the lives of communities and 
nations. To this end our schools for the training of Christian leaders in 
Porto Rico, in Cuba and in Mexico have been developing young men who are 
destined to be leaders in those lands in the days to come. The head of our 
training school in Porto Rico speaks of the high standard of intellectual and 
moral character of his students. The President of our school in Cuba writes: 
“Our Class is made up of splendid material,’ and from Mexico comes this 
word, “There is no institution in Mexico more important nor ‘one in which 
we are more interested than the Seminary at Saltillo.” 

It has made no difference whether the school was in the North or in the 
South, or for what race it was established, or whether it was within or beyond 
our borders, in every instance it has been doing its bit along basic lines for 
our country and the cause it holds dearer than life itself. 

The total enrollment has been larger than last year. The number of men in 
school has been fewer. They have gone out in large numbers! at their country’s 
call. But, their places have been taken by those who are too young to go to 
the front and this is as it should be.

DEPARTMENT OF LATIN NORTH AMERICA 


HE Department of Latin-America was created by the Board of Managers 
ai of the Home Mission Society on November 5, 1917. ‘Thus, this is the first 
departmental report of our mission work in the Spanish-speaking countries 
that are neighbors to us. 

We have a right to ask concerning any enterprise in this day of crisis, ““Does 
it contribute to the making of the world safe for Democracy?’ Let the follow- 
ing testimony from the field answer for our missions in Latin-America : 

PORTO RICO went dry on March 2nd of this year as result of a two to one 
popular vote. “In the campaign that led to this great victory our Protestant 
pastors bore a leading part and their success is recognized by the general 
public. Protestantism is now a force to be reckoned with on the island.” 
Porto Rico is being made safe for Democracy! 

This testimony comes from CUBA: “Our older churches . . . are gradually 
making themselves felt as a factor in the life of the community.” ... “In 
most cases the country churches have noticeably affected the whole neighbor- 
hood, and in a few instances at least, they are really the dominant factor in 
the community life.” They are making Cuba safe for Democracy! 

A Mexican in high authority in the present government of his country, speak- 
ing of Rev. Alejandro Trevifio, our Mexican general evangelist, said, ‘If MEXICO 
had a thousand Alejandro Trevifios she soon. would have no more problems 
to trouble her.”’ Brother Trevino and his fellow missionary workers are making 
Mexico safe for Democracy! ; 

Adan Corea, when a volunteer mission worker in EL SALVADOR, was accused 
by a Bishop of the Roman church, of being traitor to his country. He was ar- 
rested and brought before the judge. In the crowded court room the judge, after 
telling him of what he was accused, said, ““‘What have you to say for yourself?” 
The young man stepped forward quietly and said, ‘Your Honor, if I may be 
permitted to speak to you just as I talk to those who come to hear me, you 
will best be able to judge whether or not what I say is seditious.” The judge 
replied, “You may speak.’’ Adan took a small testament from his pocket and 
opening it at John 3:16 read that verse and then, paying no attention to the 
crowd about him, spoke directly and simply to the judge of God’s love for 
him, He talked about ten minutes when the judge stopped him saying, “You 
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have said enough. This case is dismissed and you are discharged,” and turn- 
ing to the people in the room he said, “Had we a hundred young men talking 
thus to our people many of our problems would be solved." EI Salvador is 
being made safe for Democracy! So the story runs on every field. The mission 
task is vitally linked up with the world task upon which our conntry has 
entered with all its strength. 

All of our missions in Latin-America have felt keenly the effects of the fright- 
ful world war even though they are not in direct contact with it. They have 
felt with every other part of the world the strain of war-time prices. Prices 
have mounted; wages have gone up; the salaries paid by the government and 
by business houses have been increased, yet the misslonary’s salary has remained 
almost stationary for the national societies have not had the additional funds 
that are needed to make increases possible. To their everlasting credit be it 
said that the missionaries, as a rule, have stayed on the firing line even when 
the support behind the line has been inadequate. 

During the past year we have had seventeen American missionaries and 
seventy-nine native missionary pastors serving in Latin America not including 
a total of thirty-eight American and Cuban teachers in our schools in Cuba, 
nor the missionaries and teachers of the Woman's Society in Porto Rico, Mexico, 
El Salvador and Nicaragua. 

In PORTO RICO the severity of the present hard times was the cause of 
the resignation of some of the local pastors who reported that they were 
not able to live on the salaries paid them. This made it necessary to give 


- up work in a few of the outstations because of the lack of workers to care for 


them. Thus Porto Rico reports this year a total of but 87 churches and out- 
stations as against 101 reported last year. Another factor affecting the situ- 
ation in Porto Rico this year was the entrance into that field of other organiza- 
tions such as the Pentecostal Bands and the Hxclusive Plymouth Brethren who 
recognize no fraternal bonds with other bodies. One of our influential pastors 
left our ranks to attach himself to one of these bodies. This defection resulted 
in a severe strain upon a number of the brethren, but, so far as known, only 
three of the brethren of his church followed him. There were 167 baptisms in 
Porto Rico this year as against 203 for last year, the present church member- 
ship being 2,296. In spite of the hard times the brethren in Porto Rico made 
marked advance in the amount of money raised on the field for self-support 
and for benevolence. Last year the amount raised was $2,001.68; this year 
they raised $5,541.48, an increase of 176 per cent. 

In CUBA the new year was begun under the trying conditions of an attempted 
revolution. For a time the work was seriously interrupted and in part demoral- 
ized. The effect of this is seen in the fact that the number of churches and 
outstations reported this year is only 82 as against 91 reported for last year. 
The number of baptisms for the year dropped to 56 as against 86 for the previ- 
ous year. The total membership reported is 1,578. However, with the passing 
of political disturbances, conditions are rapidly becoming as normal as present 
world conditions make possible. A distinct advance was made in the amount 
raised on the field for self-support and for benevolence, the total this year 
being $4,076.21 as against $2,084.31 for last year, an increase of almost 100 
per cent. 

The most significant advance step taken with regard to the organization and 
administration of our work on any Latin-American field was taken by the 
Eastern Cuba Baptist Convention in unanimously adopting the following 
memorandum prepared by the Department :

h and development of the local churches and the increased strength 
anized Eastern Cuba Baptist Convention suggest that the time 
hen the Convention, can logically and effectively take over increased 
responsibilities for the work on its own field. In recognition of this

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fact the American Baptist Home Mission Society presents to the Eastern Cuba 
Baptist Convention the following statement as to the status and functions of 
the American and native workers, and submits for their consideration a proposed 
modification in policy by which large discretionary powers as regards pastors’ 
salaries and allowances are transferred direct to the Convention.

As to the Status and Functions of Workers. 

1. The missionary is in every case the personal representative on 
the Latin-American field of the American churches that pay his salary. 
And his service represents the free-will offering in the Master’s name 
of the American churches to the brethren in Latin-America. 

(a) The missionary as a rule will not serve as pastor of a local 
church. His relation to the church should be advisory and 
inspirational. 

(b) It is expected that the missionary in every instance should be 
a specialist in one or more departments of missionary work, 
such as: 

1. Sunday School and Young People’s Work. 

2. Evangelistic Work. 

3. Social and Community Service Work. 

4. Teaching and Training for Christian Service. 
5. Church Organization and Extension. 

(c) The missionary’s service will be in large measure an extension 
service, helping to extend the sphere of influence of the local 
church,» assisting in establishing and developing outstations, 
opening new fields and reaching hitherto untouched places. 

2. The pastor is the recognized leader and representative of his own 

people in the local church which he serves as pastor. 

(a) He is responsible to his church in accordance with the recog- 
nized principles of Baptist Polity, and when his salary is 
received in part from the Convention, he is responsible also to 
the Convention for the faithful fulfillment of all obligations 
that he and his church may have assumed with the Convention. 

(b) The pastor has a direct relation to and a primary responsibility 
for all mission outstations organized under the auspices of his 
church, whether with or without the aid of the Convention of 
the district missionary. 

3. The work of the missionary and that of the pastor are comple- 
mentary one to the other and should be mutually helpful. Though 
each has distinct functions and work to perform yet they are working 
together along parallel lines for a common end—the coming of the 
Kingdom of God on earth. 

As to the Proposed Modification in Policy. 

1. It is proposed that the Home Mission Society instead of making 
specific appropriations as at present for the salaries of individual 
workers, shall, hereafter, as long as it is necessary for it to continue 
special aid to any mission field, make an annual appropriation to the 
Convention to supplement the Convention’s appropriation in support of 
its workers, for salaries, house rent, allowance, ete. 

2. That the distribution to the workers of the Society’s appropria- 
tion be left to the Convention, such distribution to be subject to final 
approval by the Society. 

3. That when the Convention’s distribution of the Society’s appropria- 
tion has been approved, the Society shall forward monthly pro rata 
checks to the local Superintendent and Treasurer, who will make pay- 
ments therefrom in accordance with the action of the Convention as 
abene indicated, and within the limits of the moneys thus made ayail- 
able. 

4. That a copy of the Convention’s action relative to the distribu- 
tion of the Society’s appropriation be forwarded to the Society for its 
information and approval as above indicated and a duplicate copy 
thereof filed with the Superintendent and Treasurer on the field for 
his information and guidance in making the monthly payments as 
determined by the Convention. 

5. The usual reports from the workers assisted by the Convention 
from the Society’s appropriation will be rendered as at present to the 
Superintendent and to the Society. 

6. The Society desires through this change in policy to recognize 
the important place the Convention has in the growing life of the 
churches, and to give to it its full share of responsibility in the 


further development of the work. In turning over to the Convention ~ 


the great responsibility of properly distributing the available resources 
so that the interests of the Kingdom of God shall be most truly served, 
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the Society feels that it is placing in the Convention's hands a mat- 
ter that can best be determined locally and one that will always be 
settled by the Convention with full sympathy for all of the local 
interests involved. 

7. The Society looks forward confidently to the time when each 
mission field shall have grown to such a measure of strength as will 
enable it to become fully self-sustaining, and in addition an active 
gereerset of the mission of the Christian church—to carry the Gospel 

to other needy fields. ‘Therefore, it is expected that as year by year 
the numerical and financial strength of the local church increases 
there will be a gradual and constant reduction in the amount of aid 
required from the Society, for thus only can the work in which we 
are all interested——-the bringing of the world to Christ—make real 
and lasting progress. Thus, as provided in our General Standards for 
our mission work in Latin-America, will the way be open for all the 
churches to achieve full self-support at the earliest possible date, and 

us gain the complete independence of an unaided Baptist Church.” 


One of the immediate results of the adoption of this memorandum was the 
voluntary reduction by the Convention of $786 in the amount asked of the 
Soe for salaries and an increase of $4,189 in the amount to be raised by 
the churches thus providing a net increase of $3,403 in the salaries of the 
Cuban pastors. By this action the Convention itself fully meets the local 
problems created by the increased cost of living and that too without calling 
upon the Society for an increased appropriation. The heartiness with which 
this action was taken augurs well for the future. It is hoped that soon the 
local conventions in our other Latin-American fields will find themselves strong 
en to take similar action. 
I reports the same number of churches and outstations as last year, 
47. 301 baptisms are reported this year as against 118 reported for last 
year and 1,792 church members as against 1,484 last reported. This is a very 
appreciable gain. Mexico also increased {ts local contributions in spite of the 
financial straits through which the country is passing. This year it raised for 
self-support and for benevolence $4,929.10, while last year it raised but 
$2,453.43. This is an increase of more than 100 per cent. In addition the 
First Baptist Church of Monterrey voted on February 3rd to become wholly 
self-sustaining and also sent $50 to the Home Mission Society as a contribution 
to the cause of home missions. In communicating its action to the Society the 
church said; 
wat in ite history, for us to say that the church has taken this step, so im 
istory, in the best harmony, and wishing to keep with the Soc on 


that Wa so generous in helping this church in its formation, the most 
cordial elations for all the members are profoundly grateful to their Amert- 


can for having sent them the glorious Gospel of our Saviour Jesus 


ith the Lord’s help we will go forward, not only in self-support, but help- 
ing also in whatever way we can In the extension of the Lord's cause." 


The new constitution of Mexico provides that “Only a Mexican by birth may 
be a minister of any religious creed in Mexico.” The Society has made such 
adjustments as are possible in the organization of its work there to bring it 
into conformity with the requirements of the new constitution. ‘To this end 
the pastorate of the local church has been placed in the hands of a native born 
Mexican minister in every case but one, and this one exception {s in the process 
of adjustment. The spirit in our churches was never finer and the interest of 
the people was never greater than now. 

We are making a significant contribution to the Kingdom work of to-morrow 
in Mexico through the newly established training school at Saltillo. Dr. Rudd, 
of our Society, and Dr. Lacy, of the Foreign Missions Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, laboring together, have under their joint instruction twenty- 
one splendid young men who are fitting themselves for a large ministry in the 
coming days. We are doing no more significant work in all Mexico than this 
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training of splendid young men for Christian leadership among their own 
people. 

During the year the new finely-equipped hospital at Puebla has been opened, 
with Dr. C. E. Conwell in charge. He has the skilled hand of the physician and 
the loving heart of the missionary.. Already the doctor is averaging over 
fifty patients per day. This practical service of applied Christianity is bring- 
ing the Gospel story in winning ways to the hearts of the people. 

EL SALVADOR increased its number of churches and outstations this year by 
8, and reports 114 baptisms, an increase of 68 over the number reported last 
year. The total membership reported is 532, an increase of 134 during the year. 
The churches gave for self-support and for benevolence a total of $927.50 as 
against $142.50 last year. 


This year we report for the first time our work in NICARAGUA. In this 


new field we have 7 churches and outstations with a membership of 125. There 
were 78 baptisms on this new field during the year. The churches gave $144 
toward self-support. 

In all of Central America there is not one training school for the preparation 
of Christian leaders. Every dictate of wise mission strategy urges immediate 
provision to meet this outstanding need. Here is an unusual opportunity to 
make a notable contribution to the cause of Christian missions and to the task 
of “Making the World Safe for Democracy !” 

The total figures for Latin-America give us 255 churches and outstations ; 
728 baptisms during the year; a membership of 6,311 and contributions for self- 
support and benevolence amounting to $15,618.29 as against a total of $6,681.92 
last year. This shows a decided increase in ability to give, in willingness to 
give and in an understanding of the obligation that rests upon every Chrstian 


to give of his substance for the support of the church and the extension of the- 


kingdom of God throughout the world. , 
GILBERT N. BRINK, Secretary. 


DEPARTMENT OF CHURCH EDIFICES AND PARSONAGES 


HE work of this department has come into new hands since November 1, 

1917. It can hardly be said to be fairly under way as yet. By recent 
action of the Board of Managers, parsonages have been added to this department 
in the hope that help wisely given to some of our churches may result in a 
larger measure of self-support, better conditions for pastors and their families, 
and longer terms of service. To realize any practical advance along this line 
will require a generous increase in the edifice budget. 

In the administration of this department it is our purpose to maintain 
sympathetic and helpful relation to fields in need of help. In so doing the 
Secretary intends to visit all important points of need and act upon first-hand 
information. It is our purpose so far as possible to render a helpful min- 
istry in advance of making appropriations of money. To enable churches to 
discover their own latent ability is far better than gifts. In this form of 
service during the past year the Secretary has aided thirty churches in raising 
more than $470,000. Through this service many churches have been spiritually 
quickened and saved from the necessity of having gifts and troublesome loans. 

The foremost problems challenging this department at the present time are 
(1) the securing of suitable and adequate equipment for churches connected 
with our State universities; (2) adequate facilities for missionary and social 
service in cities among our large non-English-speaking colonies; (3) better 
edifices for rapidly growing and important cities and towns in the West, 
where the church buildings are yet in the pioneer stage, while business and 
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domestic conditions are far advanced; (4) parsonages at important points in 
the interest of economy and efficiency. In the face of these needs our edifice 
budget is painfully inadequate. 

Among the many things in contemplation for this year and the near future 
are a new university church in Minneapolis in connection with the University 
of Minnesota. A city-wide movement is in prospect in Seattle, Washington. 
This will include the rehousing of our Japanese and Chinese missions, made 
necessary by the regrading of the city, moving some churches, consolidating 
others, and improving the equipment of still others. Not the least of the 
needs of Seattle is a university church equipment. Within a year our com- 
munion in this city, through general co-operation, local and otherwise, may 
well invest at least $75,000 to $100,000 in a conservative forward movement. 

Four or five new church buildings are greatly needed in Wyoming and may 
be undertaken in the near future. California already has several large and 
important undertakings in hand. There are scores of others, among which 
are two large settlement house undertakings in New Jersey and one in Indiana. 

During the past year Dr. Proper has made commendable progress in clearing 
up delinquent edifice matters, such as getting titles to abandoned church prop- 
erty, collecting interest and principal on loans past due, and the execution of 
legal papers in connection with gifts and loans. This is a great relief to the 
department and it will take some years before these matters can all be put 
into desirable form. The State Secretaries are giving Dr. Proper much val- 
uable help in this connection. 

This department will spare no efforts to minister to worthy denominational 
needs within the limits of available resources,

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DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


The receipts of the year for general purposes were $649,051.60, added to $3,426.19 cash in 
hand at beginning of year and amount from Joans that are unpaid at close of year, $79,509.06, 
make a total of $731,986.85. The amount expended for general purposes during the year was 
$698,506.01, added to $33,480.84 net amount placed in Budget Reserve to meet obligations 

_incurred but not yet discharged gives total of $731,986.85 expended and reserved under Budget 
of 1917-18. 

It is expected that the deficit for the year, $79,509.06, will be provided for from receipts 
of the Laymen’s Campaign. 

The receipts for general purposes this year, $649,051.60, compares with $682,111.84 last 
year, but the larger receipts of 1916-17 are accounted for by the unusually large amount of 
legacies that year, when $160,835.44 was received, as compared with $110,000 from new legacies 
and transfer from Reserve Fund this year. 

The apportionment to churches this year was $312,000, the amount received, $286,427.25 
is 91.8 per cent of the total. Last year (1916-17), the apportionment was $316,715.75, and the 
amount received $271,362.35, or 85.7 per cent. 

The increase in receipts on apportionments for the year just closed over the previous year 
is $15,064.90 or 6.1 per cent.

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Act oF INCORPORATION OF 


THe AMERICAN Baptist Home Mission Society 


Being chapter one hundred and seventeen of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
forty-three, entitled ‘dn Act to incorporate The American Baptist Home Mission 
Socvety,” as amended by chapter thirty-five of the laws of eighteen hundred and forty- 
nine, and chapter one hundred and ninety-six of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-seven; chapter five hundred and peenty- sighs of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five; chapter two hundred and sixty of the laws of nineteen hundred, and 
chapter three hundred and fifty-eight of the laws of nineteen hundred and two. 


1, All. such enone as now are, or hereafter may become, members of The 

American Saotst ome Mission Society, formed in the city of New York, in the year 
eighteen h and thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are, constituted a body corporate 
by the name of “The American Baptist Home Mission Society,” for the purpose of 
romoti the preaching of the Gospel, or the establishing, maintaining, or aiding 
Baptist churches or missions, for the acquisition of sites in contemplation of the 
erection of houses of worship and other buildings, and for the establishing or main- 
taining, or assisting in the establishing or maintaining of schools and other institutions 
of learning in connection with its missionary work in North America. 


2. It shall be lawful for the members of the said society, at any time they may 


; elect, to appoint such officers and to make and ordain such by-laws and regulations in 


relation to their organization and to the management, disposition and sale of their 
real or personal estate, the duties and powers of their officers and the management of 
their corporate affairs as they shall think proper, provided see are not inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of this state and of the United States. The executive 

rd may, on complying with this act and the constitution and by-laws of the society, 
and without application to the court, sell, convey, mortgage, lease or otherwise dispose 
of any real property, wherever situated, owned by the society. Any deed, mortgage, 
lease or other instrument by which any title or interest is transferred, may be exe- 
cuted by the corresponding secretary and the treasurer of the society, unless otherwise 
ordered by its executive board. 


3. The said corporation shall have power to receive, take, hold and enjoy any 
property, real or personal, by virtue of any devise, bequest, gift, grant or purchase, 
either absolutely or in trust, and to accumulate the same for such period as required 

st, devise or gift and not prohibited by law; and to make investments 
, or of the proceeds thereof, or of any of its funds, wherever and in such man- 
ner as may be deemed advisable, and therewith to acquire or erect for its own use or 
accommodation, or for other purposes, such building or buildings as it may regard 
advantageous to the interests of the society, or of the Baptist denomination, with 
which it is connected; and the said corporation shall also be competent to act as trus- 
tee in respect to any devise or bequest pertaining to the object of its corporation; and 
devises bequests of real or personal property may be directly made to said corpora- 
tion, or in oe for any of the purposes comprehended in the general objects of said 
society, and such trusts may continue for such time as may be necessary to accomplish 
the purposes for which they may be created; subject, however, in respect to the 
amount of Prepay, it may take and hold, to the restrictions and limitations of ex- 
isting laws, and in respect to devises or bequests from residents of the State of New 
York, Por the provisions of chapter three hundred and sixty of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and sixty, entitled “An Act in relation to wills.” 


4. . The annual and other meetings of said corporation may be held at such place 


or within the United States, and at such time or times as the said corporation 
may, from time to time, determine. 
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By-Laws oF 


Adopted at Chicago, Ill., May 12, 1910 


ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as follows: 

(a) Of all persons who are now life members or honorary life members. 

(b) Of annual members appointed by Baptist Churches. Any church may appoint 
one delegate, and one additional delegate for every hundred members, but no church 
shall be entitled to appoint more than ten delegates. 

(c) Of all missionaries of the Society during their terms of service. 

(d) Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

Sec. 2. No member\shall be entitled to more than one vote. 

ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. The officers of the Society shall be a President, a First Vice-President, a 
Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries 
and a Recording Secretary. They shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. In the case of 
his absence or inability to serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-President, in 
attendance who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries and such officers as the Board of Managers 
may appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, and shall discharge such 
duties as may be defined by its regulations and rules of order. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful performance of his 
duties as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Sec. 5. Each officer shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which he 
is elected to the close of the next annual meeting and until his successor is elected. 


ARTICLE III 
Boarp OF MANAGERS 


Sec. 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of the President of the Society 
and twenty-seven persons elected by ballot at an annual meeting. At the meeting 
at which these by-laws shall be adopted, one-third of the managers shall be elected 
for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third for three years, to the end that 
thereafter, as nearly as practicable, one-third of the whole number of managers shall 
be elected at each subsequent annual meeting to fill the vacancies caused by the 
expiration of terms of office. As many more shall be elected also as shall be necessary 
to fill any vacancies in unexpired terms. 

Sec. 2, The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal office of the Society to 
organize as soon as practicable after the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the affairs of the 
Society; shall have the power to elect its own chairman and recording secretary and 
to appoint such additional officers and such committees as to it may seem proper, and to 
define the powers and duties of each; to appoint its own meetings; to adopt such regu- 
lations and rules as to it may seem proper, including those for the control and dis- 
position of the real and personal property of the Society, the sale, leasing or mortgag- 
ing thereof, provided they are not inconsistent with its Act of Incorporation or its by- 
laws; to fill all vacancies in the Board of Managers and in any office of the Society 
until the next meeting of the Society; to establish such agencies and to appoint and 
remove such agents and missionaries as to it may seem proper by a three-fifths vote 
of all members present and voting at the meeting when said vote is taken; to fix the 
compensation of officers, agents and missionaries; to direct and instruct them concern- 
ing their respective duties; and to make all appropriations of money. At the annual 
meeting of the Society, and at the first session of each annual meeting of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention it shall present a printed or written full and detailed report 
of the proceedings of the Society and of its work during the year. 
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ARTICLE IV 
ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT 
All officers, all members of the Board of Managers and all missionaries must be 
members of Baptist Churches. 
ARTICLE V 
ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS

Woman’s AMERICAN Baptist Home Mission Society 
; PREAMBLE 


This corporation, organized and existing under the laws 
of the State of Illinois for the purpose of aiding in spreading 
the Gospel and Christianizing homes by means of Missions 
and Mission Schools with special reference to the Freed People, 
the Indians, and Immigrant populations throughout our coun- 
try, has, by the power bestowed upon it, adopted the following 
By-laws: 

ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 
—— 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as 


(a) Of all persons who are now life members or honorary life 


(b) Of annual ees appointed by Baptist Churches. Any Church 
may appoint one delegate, and one additional delegate for every hundred 
members, but no Church shall be entitled to appoint more than ten

i, Of all missionaries of the Society during their terms of service; 
d) Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 
Sec. 2. No member shall be entitled to more than one.vote. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


‘ Sec. 1. The Officers of the Society shall be a President, a First Vice- 
Fi President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice- President, a Fourth 

‘ Vice-President, a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, and a Recording 

Secretary. They shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society. 
In the case of her absence or inability to serve, her duties shall be per- 
formed by Vice-President in attendance who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries, and such officers as the Board 
of ae may appoint ‘shall be subject. to the direction of the Board, 
and shall discharge such duties as may be defined by its regulations and 
rules of order. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful per- 
formance of her duties as the Board of Managers may direct. 

‘Sec. 5. Each officer shall serve from the close of the annual meeting 
at which she is elected to the close of the next annual meeting and until 
her successor is elected. ; 

ARTICLE III 
; BOARD OF MANAGERS

Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal office of 
the Society to organize as soon as practicable after the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the 
affairs of the Society; shall have the power to elect its own chairman and 
recording secretary, and to appoint such additional officers and such 
committees as,to it may seem proper, and to define the powers and duties 
of each; to appoint its own meetings; to adopt such regulations and rules 
as to it may seem proper, including those for the control and disposition 
of the real and personal property of the Society, the sale, leasing, or mort- 
gaging thereof, provided they are not inconsistent with its Act of Incor-

ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


The Society shall meet annually on the third Wednesday in May, 
unless for some special reason another time shall be fixed by the Board 
of Managers in conference with the Executive Committee of the Northern 
Baptist Convention and with representatives of its other co-operating 
organizations. The meeting shall be held where the annual meeting of 
the Northern Baptist Convention shall be held.

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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


ARTICLE I 


The regular meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held the first 
and third iadeys of each month. This order shall be held subject to 
necessary change as deemed advisable by the Chairman of the Board of 
Managers. A special meeting may be called at any time by the Chairman 
of the Board of Managers, or at the request of three members, provided 
suitable notice is sent to each member.

After examining the estimates sub- 
mitted by all standing and special committees, this Committee shall prepare 
a budget, recommending to the Board such appropriations as seem advisable 
for the fiscal year. 

Sec. (b) The Committee on Organization shall have charge of the 
promotion of missionary interest in the churches, shall recommend the 
appointment of the Field Secretaries, shall direct the field work and make 
plans for its development in the districts and states; and shall submit 
to the Finance Committee at such time as the Finance Committee may 
direct, an estimate of the amount which said committee believes it will 
require for all the field work of the Society for the coming fiscal year. 

Sec. (c) The Committee on Missionary Work shall recommend the 
appointment, transfer, and withdrawal of all missionaries, the designa- 
tion of fields and salaries, and the appointment of all other employees not 
otherwise provided for, and shall submit to the Committee on Finance, at 
such time as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount which 
said Committee believes it will require for the carrying on of its work 
for the coming fiscal year. 

' Sec. (d) The Committee on Educational Work shall recommend the 
appointment, transfer, and withdrawal of all principals, teachers, and 
matrons, shall designate their fields and fix their salaries. The Committee 
on Educational Work shall make to the Board all recommendations with 
reference to the work of the schools supported in part or wholly by the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, and shall submit to 


the Finance Committee, at such time as the Finance Committee may direct, 
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an estimate of the amount which said Committee believes it will require 
for all the educational work of the Society for the coming fiscal year. 

Sec. (e) The Committee on the Training School shall recommend 
the appointment or withdrawal of the president, the members of the 
faculty, the Dean and the House Director, and fix their salaries. This 
committee in conference with the President of the Training School shall 
have charge of the curriculum and all matters pertaining to the welfare 
of the Training School and shall submit to the Finance Committee, at such 
time as the Finance Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount 
which said committee believes it will require for all the work of the 
Training School for the coming fiscal year. : 

Sec. (f) The Committee on Building and Grounds shall have charge 
of the buildings and grounds at 2411 Indiana Avenue and 2969 Vernon 
Avenue, including the furnishing of the latter, except the kitchen and’ 
dining room supplies, and shall recommend to the Board all necessary 
repairs and other matters relative to their proper care, and shall recom- 
mend to the Committee on Finance at such time as the Finance Committee 
may direct an estimate.of the amount which said Committee believes it 
will require to carry on its work for the coming fiscal year.

Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING MARCH 31, 1918 
THE FORTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


After forty years of history as a society, the present year 
was ushered in with a renewed consecration and a firm de- 
termination to make the first year of the new decade one of 
victorious service in our schools and on our mission fields. 
Taking the book of Joshua as a foundation, a conquest program 
was outlined, our slogan being, “Possess the Land’; our 
weapon, “Prayer”; our motto, “Be thou strong and very cour- 
ageous’’; our purpose, “The conquest of the city’’; and stretch- 
ing from city to city, across the country, radiating in all 
directions until the whole country is uplifted because of the 
ministry of the missionaries and teachers who are bearing the 
commission of the Society, and who have felt the call of that 
greatest of all commissions, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” 

Because of changed conditions resultant from the entrance 
of our country into the great war waging for liberty and 
democracy, and for the sake of complete unity in the denomina- 
tional interests, there have been some changes in the original 
plans, but notwithstanding this, the conquest banner has been 
flung far and wide, and many victories have been won. 


OFFICERS AND BOARD MEMBERS 


The officers elected at the last annual meeting have given 
themselves untiringly and unselfishly to the affairs of the 
society. There have been few changes in the membership of 
the Board. Mrs. J. F. Fraser, of Indiana, resigned because of 
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the impossibility of being present at Board meetings, and Mrs. 
G. C. Cleveland was elected to fill the vacancy. Mrs. Johnston 
Myers resigned and was elected to the auxiliary board, the 
vacancy being filled by Mrs. Theodore G. Soares.

RELATIONS WITH OTHER ORGANIZATIONS 


In contact and cooperation with the other societies of the 
denomination, and also with interdenominational groups, the 
society has enlarged its interests and efficiency. Most cordial 
relations have prevailed between the society and the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, and matters of mutual interest 
have been promoted in cooperation. Frequent conferences 
have been held and plans for maintaining the work in the 
schools and for entering new mission fields have been oudlined. 

The two home mission societies have conducted the home 
mission campaign in the Sunday schools during the fall months 
of the year, the study being based on Professor Mangano’s 
book, “Sons of Italy.” Stories, charts and beautiful pictures of 
Italian life in America made the study most interesting and the 
material was in great demand, indicating that the number of 


schools following the program is increasing, but not until all . 
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the Sunday schools have a definite program of mission study 
will the ultimate goal be reached. 

Through the literature department of the society the use 
of the study books issued by the Council of Women for Home 
Missions has been widely promoted. In honor of the Luther 
Anniversary, the senior text-book was “Missionary Mile- 
stones,” by Margaret Seeback; the Junior book, “Bearers of 
the Torch,” by Katherine R. Crowell, proved most fascinating 
to the boys and girls. 

The Council of Women for Home Missions is coéperating 
with the Laymen’s Movement in the appointment of Mrs. Paul 
Raymond to represent Home Mission interests at conferences 
of women held conjointly with meetings of the laymen. In the 
month of March a number of such conferences were held in 
Oregon and Washington. At the annual meeting of the Coun- 
cil, Mrs. Coleman resigned as vice-president to accept the chair- 
manship of the important Committee on Comity, and our presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ford, was elected vice-president of the Council. 

The Committee on Codperation in Latin America has con- 
tinued to make investigations through its executive secretary 
of conditions on the several fields, and an able report of the 
secretary’s visit to Mexico and South America has been issued. 

Through representation at the summer schools of missions, 
the Y. W. C. A. conferences and the Baptist summer assem- 
blies, the society has enlarged its contacts and made a real 
contribution toward increasing interest in Home Missions. 
Uniting with the Woman’s Foreign Society, representatives 
have presented the woman’s work at the institutes of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society. 

Coéperating with the Woman’s Foreign Society, the plans 
for the enlistment of new recruits and intercessors has been 
made a joint effort, and as women’s societies a united campaign 
has been made to increase the number of women interested in 
missions and to greatly enlarge the number praying for the 
cause at home and abroad. 

For two years plans have been developing for the launch- 
ing of the Extension, Department of the woman’s home and 
foreign societies. In January all the fine material was com- 
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pleted and distributed to the state leaders. This department 
aims to reach every woman who for any reason is unable to be 
actively identified with the missionary society of the church. 
Up-to-date literature will be provided quarterly, which will 
keep the members informed regarding the work. 

Conferences have been held with representatives of the 
Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society and agreements 
entered into whereby the money contributed by the Free Bap- 
tist women to Storer College, Harpers Ferry, W. Va., will in 
the future pass through our treasury and Storer College will 
thus be added to our list of Negro schools. 


WORK AMONG YOUNG WOMEN 


Through the Executive Secretary of the World Wide 
Guild, Miss Alma Noble, a constant stream of inspiration and 
information has been flowing across the country, touching not 
only the large cities but the remotest groups of girls, with the 
missionary message. Miss Crissman, the Field Secretary, has 
attended many conferences and conventions and has been tray- 
eling from coast to coast, organizing W. W. G. chapters and 
outlining methods. At the close of the year 2,225 chapters 
were enrolled, and the following states have reached the goal 
set for them: New York, New Jersey, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Illinois, Kansas, Nebraska, Utah, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Oregon, Idaho, California and Arizona. 


WORK AMONG CHILDREN 


Some months ago the new plans for the work among chil- 
dren were adopted, and Miss Mary Noble was appointed 
Executive Secretary. Miss Noble has been most aggressive 
in carrying out the plans, in urging the appointment of chil- 
dren’s state secretary-directors, and in enlisting interest and in 
promoting the organization of the various children’s groups. 
The former Cradle Rolls and Baby Bands have been united 
and reorganized as the “Jewels.” The membership fees have 
been discontinued and attractive gift boxes provided. The 
boys and girls from four to nine are the “Heralds,” and from 
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nine to twelve the “Crusaders.” Most attractive literature and 
programs have been outlined and there is great enthusiasm 
among the leaders and the children and many new societies 
organized. The specific for the “Jewels” is the nurse and day 
nursery at Ponce, Porto Rico; for the “Heralds” and the 
“Crusaders,” the kindergartens among the Chinese, Mexicans 
and foreign speaking peoples. 


DISTRICT PLANS 


At the commencement of the year the territory of the 
society was divided into ten districts instead of four, thus 
enabling the district secretaries to have personal contact with 
a much larger number of their constituency and to cultivate the 
districts more intensively. In September Miss Erminie Broad- 
stone was appointed secretary for the Central District. Miss 
Edith Wilkinson, much to the regret of the Board, was unable 
to serve as joint field worker in the Columbia River District. 
In that district plans are being perfected to organize a union 
district at the annual meeting in April. In the East Central 
District a district organization has been perfected which will 
undoubtedly result in larger interest and more aggressive cul- 
tivation of that field. Many of the districts through invitation 
of the Woman’s Foreign Society have arranged for rallies at 
the district meetings in April or are having some part on the 
program. 

ORGANIZATION 

Any record of the year would be incomplete without recog- 
nizing the loyal and helpful service given by the state and asso- 
ciational directors. Much of the success of the missionary 
interests depends on the devotion and the self-sacrificing efforts 
of these state leaders. They are the life-giving arteries which 
carry the information and inspiration out to the local societies 
and to the individual women. 

The district secretaries and field workers have been unre- 
mitting in the endeavor to impress upon the Baptist women 
their great responsibility for the home mission task. Their 
prayers and intensive service have been of untold assistance to 
the officers and Board i in the conduct of the work. 
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FINANCIAL 


The first of the fiscal year 1917-1918 ushered in an entirely 
new policy relative to the raising of the apportionments. By 
mutual agreement the apportionments for Home Missions were 
united and sent to the state apportionment committees and in 
turn sent to the churches in one amount for Home Missions; 
the total receipts for Home Missions being divided in a ratio 
of 60 per cent for the General Society and 40 per cent for the 
Woman’s Society, this being the average percentage for Home 
Mission receipts for the last three years. In this plan one 
appeal was made to the churches for Home Missions. It takes 
time to adjust any new financial policy, consequently it is en- 
couraging to report that the amount received for the Woman's 
Society is a few thousand dollars in advance of receipts on 
apportionment for the preceding year. 

The receipts from individuals, legacies and specifics have 
fallen far below budget expectations, making a total deficit on 
the budget of $52,188.51. Undoubtedly the Layman’s Drive 
affected the receipts from individuals, as many wrote that they 
were making their gifts through the Laymen’s Campaign and 
that the Woman’s Society would receive their pro rata share. 

While it is a disappointment to report a deficit, it places a 
greater responsibility on all to make an aggressive campaign 
the coming year for larger giving both through apportionments 
and through individual gifts. There must be no retrenchment 
on the fields, for our country in this great world crisis must be 
made truly Christian. 


HELD IN REMEMBRANCE 


The home-going of Mrs. James McWhinnie has brought 
a deep sense of loss and sorrow to all who knew and loved her. 
As friend, as pastor’s wife, and as an officer in the Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, she was known by a 
large number of women in our Baptist churches of New Eng- 
land; her name was a household word because of the relation 
sustained by her and by the Sunday schools of New England 
to the Kodiak Baptist Orphanage in Alaska. 
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Mrs. McWhinnie became a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
in 1884, when it represented the women of the New England 
States only. She became keenly interested in the condition and 
need of Alaska through a visit by Dr. Sheldon Jackson to the 
First Church of Cambridge, Massachusetts, of which her hus- 
band was pastor. From that day she never ceased to plead for 
Alaska, and especially for the children of Alaska. The diffi- 
culties in the way of opening work in that distant field were 
many and, to others, often seemed insuperable. Mrs. McWhin- 
nie’s faith and vision never wavered or became dim, and in 
July, 1893, the doors of the Orphanage were opened. It was 
natural that she should become superintendent of the work in 
Alaska, and she retained that position until, through the con- 
solidation of the two women’s home mission societies, the work 
was transferred to the Board in Chicago. Mrs. McWhinnie 
was preéminently a woman of strong convictions, a clear 
thinker, a fearless advocate, a loyal friend. She gave herself 
unreservedly to the cause of home missions, and yet did not 
stint her service or lessen her loyalty to other lines of Christian 
service which claimed her time and strength. To her death 
has been but “the black-robed porter” who has opened for her 
the door into the heavenly home and into the presence of her 
Lord and Master. 

Mrs. Mary Tucker Hoague, wife of Edgar C. Hoague, of 
Concord, New Hampshire, was called home in July, 1917. Mrs. 
Hoague served the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society for twenty-five years as State Director for New Hamp- 
shire, and in a large measure the success of the work of that 
state was due to her consecrated leadership. She was a mem- 
ber of the First Baptist Church and a most successful teacher 
for many years in its Sunday school. Mrs. Hoague was active 
in the District Nurses’ Association, and was for some years 
president of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Y. M.C. A. The 
women of New England will greatly miss. her counsel and 
assistance in the conduct of the work of that district. 

Mrs. Anna Rivoire, for nine years missionary of the Massa- 
chusetts State Convention, and for a few months an appointee 
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of the Woman’s Home Mission Society, passed to her reward 
in August, 1917. She was born in Milan, Italy, of noble family, 
her father having been a Garibaldean patriot. She was highly 
educated and a good linguist. Handicapped by ill health, fac- 
ing difficulties that would have overwhelmed many, she con- 
tinued her work to the last. In her death we lose a valuable 
worker and the Italian mothers and children of the West End 
of Boston, a devoted friend. 

Grace Hawkins Thompson, though not under appointment 
at the time of her death, will be held in loving remembrance 
by many who knew her during her Training School days, and 
also by those to whom she ministered on the field. After gradu- 
ation she was associated with Miss Egli in the Chinese school 
in Oakland. She was transferred from there to general mission- | 
ary work in Idaho, and later was appointed to the Cosmopolitan 
mission in Los Angeles, but resigned after a few months, as 
she was not physically equal to the work, having given herself | 
with zeal and joy to the people whom she served. She made 
a large place for herself in the hearts of her friends and those 
to whom she ministered of the things of God. 


MISSIONARY FIELDS 


Note: The annual report of the Board can give only a 
very brief survey of the missionary and educational work, 
however, “From Ocean to Ocean,” the supplement to the an- 
nual report, contains the annual reports of missionaries and 
teachers, which give the reader an insight into the work accom- 
plished during the year. 

Indians.—While no advance work among the Indians has 
been undertaken this year, the missionaries onthe several 
fields have had their time and strength taxed to the uttermost 
to meet the needs of the Christian Indians, for they are con- 
stantly calling for advice and assistance, and have also had 
many opportunities to teach the Bible and to point the way 
to the heathen Indians and those who are seeking to know 
the truth. At Saddle Mountain the missionaries have enjoyed 
the new home. Miss Anderson’s temporary appointment 
closed last spring and in the fall Miss Rose Kipp was appointed 
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as Miss Swenson’s associate. Just at present Miss Abigail 
Johnson is away from the First Mesa because of illness and 
Miss Moody is caring for the work alone. At the Second Mesa 
Mrs. Beeman has been alone most of the year, as Miss Nelson 
has been East on furlough &nd has been doing some deputation 
work. Early in the year there was an epidemic of measles 
at the Second Mesa, which resulted in a rigid quarantine and 
taxed the missionaries to the uttermost in nursing the sick 
children. Two of the Indian men are studying with the 
thought in mind of becoming native pastors of the two Hopi 
fields. 

It was.a great disappointment to the Board and to the 
Indians when Miss Christensen resigned from the work at 
Auberry, Cal., because of ill health. She had been on the field 
almost from the beginnning of the work and is greatly beloved 
by the Christian Indians and by the community. In October 
Miss Tubman was sent to Auberry and as Miss Nielson’s tem- 
porary appointment terminated soon after her arrival she has 
been carrying the work alone this winter. Miss Tubman, 
new to Indian work, has been studying the Indians and their 
needs, and feels convinced that to meet them a missionary 
should know something about everything and should have 
a thorough training along many lines. The medical work has 
been a great blessing to the field; many have been healed both 
in soul and body. 

Miss Fewel has continued to carry the work alone at 
Fallon, Nevada, but is now asking for an associate. Special 
meetings have been held at the mission and it is hoped that 
before long a number will be ready to make a confession of 
Christ. Miss Fewel’s home church has sent a large bell for 
the church. The Fallon church has assisted the missionary 
in many ways, and the Government agent proved himself a 
very helpful friend and neighbor. 

' The work at Reno and vicinity under Miss Glick has been 
greatly enlarged through codperation with the field matron. 
¥ The home of Miss Corwin at Stewart has been the center 
-of many interesting and helpful activities for the boys and 
girls of the Government school. The Y. W. C. A. and the 
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Y. M. C. A. organizations have banded the young people to- 
gether and have greatly aided in the development of character. 

Among the Crows in Montana.—Last fall Miss Dowd was 
transferred from Pryor to Wyola, with the expectation that she 
would minister on both fields, givihg some time to each. Her 
training as a nurse and her knowledge of medicine makes her 
a most valued and helpful friend of the Indians. Miss Ruby 
Norton has bravely carried the work at Pryor alone. 

Negro.—The Christian settlements among the Negroes in 
several centers have contributed in many ways to the better- 
ment of the communities where they are located. The resigna- 
tion of Mr. Franklin from the Hudson Avenue Center, 
Brooklyn, was accepted in the fall and Mrs. Julia Foster was 
appointed to take charge of the work there, with Mrs. Mary 
LaMotte as her associate. Through the interest and gifts 
from the members of the Long Island Branch, the building 
was renovated and much-needed furniture and equipment was 
provided. 

The two centers in Louisville have been widening their 
scope and influence. The building occupied by the Sunshine 
Center was most inadequate and when opportunity came to 
purchase a good property at an unusual bargain, one thousand 
dollars was appropriated to make this possible. The State Con- 
vention of Kentucky and the Negroes provided the remainder 
of the amount needed. With a better house and equipment 
larger work is possible. 

The headquarters of the Fireside School work continues 
to be the center of the field work among the Negroes. Through 
the paper HOPE, which is widely distributed and read, there 
is given to the people a good course of Bible study, many wise 
suggestions about the best books to read, and an outline for 
reading courses. HOPE brightens many homes, and brings 
joy and comfort to many weary hearts. 

With the increasing migration of the Negro people north- 
ward, serious problems are arising in relation to proper housing 
and caring for them in the large cities. A number of calls for 
missionaries have come to the society as a result of these condi- 
tions, but for lack of workers it has been impossible to render 
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much assistance. In Philadelphia, Mrs. Fannie Elliott Reid 
has been appointed to work among the women and children 
who greatly need just the message of life and good cheer which 
she can give them. 

Foreign Populations.—“Christian Americanization” is one 
of the watchwords which has grown out of our entrance into 
the world struggle for liberty and democracy, and how well 
it fits into the program which the society has been following 
in its contact with the stranger within our gates. It is a very 
wise or a very foolhardy person who attempts to predict what 
is to follow the close of the war, but for the sake of the future 
welfare of our country it is imperative that the gospel message 
be given in all its strength and sweetness to the great foreign- 
speaking groups, and that it be given again and again until 
it is accepted not by the few, but by the many. 

Several requests have come to the society seekin codper- 
ation in the building and maintenance of Christian settlements, 
and a number have been considered favorably. Local condi- 
tions have prevented the development of this phase of the 
work as rapidly as the needs warrant, but progress is being 
made on some fields. The Judson neighborhood house, a settle- 
ment in connection with the Judson Memorial Church, in New 
York City, was opened in January in a good building, well 
equipped for social service activities, having pleasant rooms for 
clubs and classes and a gymnasium with baths. The society 
is to assist in this center by the appointment of a superin- 
tendent and two other workers. 

Among the Slavic and foreign-speaking peoples, three 
new fields have been added with the appointment of Miss Lilla 
Sawyer to Akron, Ohio; Miss Lulu Wimpelberg, Sharon, Pa., 
and Miss Katherine Patrick, Youngstown, Ohio. 

_ Spanish-Speaking.—The visit of the corresponding secre- 
tary to Mexico and Central America has brought the needs 
of those countries to the Board with fresh emphasis. Mexico 
calls as never before to Christian people for help and inspira- 
tion. The uncertainty of the future, the continued devastation 
of several sections of the country by groups of bandits, the 
high cost of even the bare necessities of life, has brought untold 
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hardships to a large number of the Mexican people. They 
need as never before the gospel of hope and courage. In spite 
of these conditions it was a great satisfaction to find the 
churches and missions filled and doing a good work. Converts 
are being baptized frequently, others are studying the Bible 
and seeking the light. The four able missionaries in Mexico 
City are helping in the church and in several missions con- 
ducted in the suburbs. 

On the 15th of March the fine hospital in Puebla under the 
direction of Dr. Conwell was formally opened. It was a great 
satisfaction in the recent visit to find the building so attractive 


and so finely equipped. Since the visit several probation nurses 
have been accepted, and are in training under the three grad- 


uate nurses. It is expected that through the clinics and charity 
patients the hospital will show forth the Christ spirit to the 
entire community. 

In the capital city of San Salvador, El Salvador, the two 
missionaries are assisting in connection with the church 
and are also doing some out-station visiting, making country 
trips to centers not reached by the railroad. 

Miss Blackmore, in Nicaragua, continues to give herself 
unreservedly to the people there. With Managua as a center, 
she makes weekly visits to Masaya and Diriamba, with occa- 
sional trips to Granada and Leon. 

The property for the hostel at Rio Piedras has been pur- 
chased, but as the purchase was not made till late in the year, 
the hostel was opened in September in a small rented building, 
with Miss Florence Smith in charge. There are a few student 
boarders and many social gatherings have been held for young 
women of the Government school. The difficulty of securing 
building materials and their high cost may delay the erection 
of the permanent building. 

Orientals.—One of the promising features of the excellent 
work being conducted in the Japanese Home in Seattle is the 

_ enlistment of the interest and service of a large group of volun- 
teer helpers, and from the several churches. A campaign was - 
planned by Miss Rumsey, which resulted in these volunteers 
visiting many of the Japanese homes, thus establishing friendly 
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relations between the visitors and the Japanese women. The 
home is extending its influence in many directions, reaching 
many families in the community surrounding Seattle. The 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Stoner was filled by 
the appointment of Miss May Herd and Miss Esther McCol- 
lough, who has given a fine volunteer service, was appointed to 
assist with the English classes. 

Mining Populations.—Two new fields have been adopted 
by the society in the transfer of Miss Minnie Matthews to 
Trinidad, Colo., and Miss Alice B. Matthews to Rock Springs, 
Wyo. On. both these fields there is a large opportunity for 
intensive work in the mining camps and in the homes of these 
communities. 

General Missionaries.—The appeal from the leaders of the 
work in Maine in behalf of the small towns and rural communi- 
ties resulted in the appointment of Miss Matilda Utecht as a 
general missionary in that State, where she had already been 
giving important service as a general missionary. 

War Commission.—Early in the year after our country 
entered the war, the Board adopted recommendations instruct- 
ing the missionaries under the society to codperate in the plans 
for conservation and Red Cross work, and the response has 
been most gratifying. Later the Board was asked to unite with 
the Baptist War Commission in the investigations relative to 
possible assistance in connection with the cantonments. The 
district secretary of the Central District, Miss Broadstone, 
was released to make the investigation at Fort Leavenworth 
and Camp Funston, Kan., also Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill. 
Miss Broadstone’s report was full and most informing and 
resulted in the decision to appoint representatives for the two 
points in Kansas. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Indian.—On the various Indian fields the work has pro- 
gressed, not with rapid strides, as most work among Indians 
moves at a moderate pace, but with slow, steady growth and 
with great consecration and patience on the part of the leaders. 
The outstanding event has been the opening of the work in

the Upper Big Horn Basin among the Crows. For many years 
this particular group has been urging the establishing of a 
school with a teacher and missionary, on the Upper Big Horn, 
similar to the schools of Wyola and Lodge Grass, and last 
September Miss Steer and Miss Whipple were transferred from 
Wyola to this new field. The Indians have shown a wonderful 
spirit of cooperation in doing everything to make the workers 
comfortable in this far-away station until suitable buildings 
can be erected. In the readjustments made necessary because 
of the opening of this new field, Miss Ida Wofflard was trans- 
ferred to Wyola, and Miss Frances Shaw has retufned to the 
work among the Crows, being stationed at Lodge Grass. 
Bacone College has sent a large proportion of its students 
in response to the call of the country, a contribution which 
though it greatly depletes its student body, it is most happy 
and proud to’‘make. The service flag at Bacone contains sixty 
stars. The Murrow Orphanage is filled to overflowing with 
otherwise homeless boys and girls who are being well trained 
by a group of most faithful teachers and matrons. 
Negroes.—Notwithstanding the many difficulties which 
the schools have had to meet because of war conditions, it is 
gratifying to note that almost every one has had a larger enroll- 
ment than in any previous year, and that though many of the 
older boys have been called to the colors, the numbers have 
been filled with students in other departments. In many of the 
schools the girls have been deeply interested in Red Cross 
work, and in learning the methods of food conservation. 
Spelman Seminary rejoices in the completion of the “Bes- 
sie Strong Memorial Home” for Nurses in training at Mac- 
Vicar Hospital. The home is most convenient and attractive 
and meets a long-felt need. MacVicar Hospital affords not 
only a training school for nurses, but ministers in no small 
measure to the sick of the great Negro population of Atlanta, 
doing quite an amount of charity work. The fine new building 
for the Domestic Arts Department is well along and when 
finished will add greatly to the efficiency of that department. 
The outstanding event in connection with our educational | 
work this year is the recent celebration of the founding of 
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Mather School at Beaufort, S. C. Rachel Crane Mather, a 
Boston school teacher, saw the great needs of the Negro boys 
and girls of Beaufort and vicinity and purchased land to start 
the work of Mather School which stands today as a worthy 
monument to her faith and zeal. In 1881 the property was 
deeded to the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Soci- 
ety and since that day the school has been under the direction 
of the society. Mrs. Mather continued in charge till 1897, 
when at her request Miss Sarah Owen and Miss Lizzie Kins- 
man were appointed to assist her. In 1913 when Miss Owen’s 
health failed, Miss Hunt was appointed to take charge of the 
school. The girls at Mather come mostly from rural com- 
munities and home conditions are such as to make it impossible 
for many of the students to go to the higher schools, hence all 
the education they receive is obtained there. Many of the 
graduates are teachers in the rural schools of South Carolina. 
The Bible is taught daily and is the standard for the students, 
seldom does the school year close without witnessing the con- 
version of all the students. 

The year has been one of splendid accomplishment of many 
of the ideals held in the other Negro schools. A recent visit to 
Shaw University, Benedict College, Hartshorn Memorial Col- 
lege and Virginia Union University reaffirms the opinion that 
through the assistance given to the various schools in the South 
the society is making a valuable contribution to the welfare of 


our country, both educationally and economically. 


Spanish-Speaking.—In Cuba the work of the school year 
has continued uninterruptedly. The revolutions which seri- 
ously hampered the work at the close of last year have sub- 
sided, greatly to the telief of pupils and teachers. The school 
at La Maya was discontinued since it seemed unwise for an 
American teacher to remain there, and Miss Jackson was trans- 
ferred to Camaguey, in place of Miss Waidman, who has been 
assisting at El Cristo. Reports from the day schools and from 
El Cristo have been most encouraging. 

The visit of the Corresponding Secretary in November, 
December and January to Mexico and Central America was a 
great inspiration to her and will assist greatly in a better under- 
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standing of conditions on both fields. Although the situation 
in Mexico, both politically and economically, is most distress- 
ing, it was a great pleasure to find the Baptist work in such 
good condition. The day school at Monterey under the able 
leadership of the principal, Eliseo Villareal, and supervised by 
Alejandro Trevino and Ernesto Barocio, is doing a most excel- 
lent work, and deserves a better school building than the one 
it now occupies. 

In Puebla the two day schools are filled to the capacity and 
even overcrowded with pupils. In the main school it has been 
necessary to provide considerable new equipment, and to make 
some repairs on the building, which, as in Monterey, is not 
adequate for the excellent work being done by the teachers. 
In October Miss Freada Lubbe, a trained kindergartner, was 
sent to be associated with Miss Kirby, and she took charge of 
the kindergarten when school reopened in January. The society 
also assists in the school in connection with the mission which 
is proving to be a valuable agency in reaching not only the 
children, but the families of the neighborhood as well. 

In the new fields in Central America one of the first needs is 
that of primary schools in connection with the larger churches, 
and the society is trying as rapidly as possible to fill these 
needs. Miss Louise Carter was appointed and went to her field 
in Santa Ana, El Salvador, last November. At the time of the 
visit of the Corresponding Secretary, she was busy studying 
the language, the people and the educational situation. Her 
associate, Miss Martha Howell, has just reached Santa Ana and 
together they are to make the plans for the establishment of 
the school. It has been impossible to rent a suitable building 
for an evangelical school, so it will be necessary to build and 

‘steps are being taken to buy property and erect a building. 
One of the hindrances will be the difficulty in securing well- 
trained native teachers who are Protestant. In addition to the 
primary schools it is most important that a normal school be 
established in the capital, San Salvador, to provide trained 
teachers and leaders. 

In Nicaragua, three primary schools are being conducted 
under the direction of Miss Eleanor Blackmore, one in 
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Managua, with two good normal teachers, and doing excellent 
work in the three grades. There is another smaller school at 
Diriamba and also one in connection with one of the out- 
stations in the hills. It was impossible to find suitable teachers 
to open the much-needed school at Masaya, where a large group 
of bright boys and girls are eagerly awaiting the coming of a 


‘teacher. These schools are greatly needed, first, because the 


school system is not adequate for all the children, and second, 
because it is not wise or pleasant for the children of the 
Protestant church members to attend the public school. They 
are greatly annoyed by the other children and again, the Cath- 
olic religion is taught in the public schools. Miss Dora 
DeMoulin has been appointed to be associated with Miss Black- 
more and to take charge of the school work in Nicaragua. 

Orientals.—The schools among the Chinese in San Fran- 
cisco, in Oakland and in Portland, have been centers of inspira- 
tion to the boys and girls in their respective communities. When 
our native kindergartner in San Francisco returned to China, 
the society was fortunate in securing Miss Edith Larzalere, a 
former student of the Training School and experienced kinder- 
gartner, for that important department. 

Kindergartens.—Many little children have been made 
happy and have learned many useful lessons in the kindergar- 
tens which are conducted in connection with the work on 
city mission fields and among foreign-speaking peoples. 


REPORT OF BAPTIST MISSIONARY TRAINING 
SCHOOL 


By Dr. W. P. Behan, President 
The emphasis of the work of this year has been placed upon 
consolidating and strengthening the life of the school. The 


_ period of construction of courses, and creation of departments 


has largely passed. 

Mrs. Pinkham, our much-loved Dean, after the first year 
of getting acquainted, has become an integral and unifying 
factor in the total school life, combining arduous official duties — 
with an increasing service in Bible instruction. 
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The President has given a much larger share of his time 
to the varied work within the school and less to the promotional 
work outside. 

All this has enabled the school to finish its best year in the 
present administration from every standpoint. To speak of but 
one gain, four years ago 75 per cent of the student body were 
not high school graduates, now 66% per cent are high school 
graduates, 20 per cent being normal, college and university 
graduates. 

Our present enrollment is the largest in four years, 92, 
divided as follows:

EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 


A group of seventeen young women was organized last 
spring in Buffalo, N. Y., into an Extension Class, and it finishes 
this spring a prescribed study course in Biblical and missionary 
study under approved instructors, meeting once a week during 
the school year, for systematic and definite work. Those who 
successfully complete this course will receive credit on the 
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regular work of the school. It is expected that fifteen will re- 
ceive such credit in June. This arrangement meets at least 
three needs: 

a. It affords an opportunity for ambitious young womecu 
to pursue definitely-planned and serious study under carefal 
and valued supervision. 

b. It puts at the disposal of pastors who find themselves 
at a loss to know what to give their young women in the way 
of definite study, the experience and assistance of the faculty 
of our school, besides offering them a new and attractive means 
of interesting and enlisting their young women in continuous 
and worth-while study. 

ce. It makes an effective connecting link between such 
study and later training for missionary service. 

The Buffalo experiment and success can be duplicated 
over the country, and many cities this coming year should 
avail themselves of the extension idea. 


FACULTY NOTES. 


Miss Florence Mason, of Denison University, has suc- 
ceeded to the directorship of our gymnasium work. Under her 
leadership the recreation of the students has been more care- 
fully organized by means of interclass teams and a fine new 
interest aroused in physical activities. The school is woefully 
handicapped in this feature of its work, our present gymnasium 
being inadequate as to height of ceiling and floor space. As 
the work in city and foreign missions, together with that of 
local churches increasingly demands leadership in physical 
activities, a modern gymnasium becomes an imperative neces- 
sity for instruction and actual participation in basket ball, in- 
door ball, captain ball, volley ball, etc. 

The attention paid this year to the recreative life and the 
careful medical and physical examination, have resulted in 
establishing a new health record for the school. 

The coming, next fall, of a resident nurse, Miss Cora 
Sydney, of Philadelphia, means another step in advance and 
one we have long been wishing to take. In addition to teaching 
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Physiology, Hygiene, Practical Nursing, First Aid, etc., she 
will have responsibility for the health conditions of the school, 
personal and material. 


LIBRARY 


Our well-selected library of over 5,000 volumes has been 
thoroughly overhauled, rearranged, classified, and catalogued, 
at an expense of several hundred dollars. For the first time in 
years the educational tools found here have been made access- 
ible to our students and teachers through complete author-and- 
subject-indices. 


THE FOREIGN-SPEAKING DEPARTMENT 


This department, reorganized last fall, is meeting a real 
need. Open to foreign-speaking students who have finished 
grammar school, it has enrolled eighteen, representing eleven 
distinct nationalities. 

A combination of academic and professional studies has 
been arranged adapted to the needs of these young women, who 
after three years of special training can do a greatly-needed 
work among their own people. 

We are gratified, however, in having an increasing number 
of foreign-speaking students take high school work, as they 
all should, before coming to us. 


OUR SERVICE FLAG 


One of our student body is in France with a medical unit, 
while twenty-five men, blood relatives of our faculty and 
students, are serving the common cause for righteousness and 

democracy. A service flag of twenty-six stars has a conspicu- 
ous place in our chapel and represents the deep and true patriot- 
ism which pervades the school. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


It is gratifying to all and surprising to most to know of the 
scholarship and student aid funds. The amount paid during 
the year on scholarships has been $3,347.50, $780.00 of this com- 
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ing from the interest on permanent scholarship funds, and 
$2,567.50 in annual gifts from individual churches and conven- 
tions. In addition $185.14 has been given for miscellaneous 
occasional aid to students, while churches and associations 
have given $1,958.00 toward the support of their own girls, 
making a total of $5,490.64 received during the year to make 
possible to many young women the splendid training of the 
school. The total school expenses for one year exclusive of the 
matriculation fee, $15.00, are $210.75; $175.00 constitutes a 
scholarship. 


RECRUITING DRIVE 


Now that our courses are well established and the depart- 
ments well defined, the time has come for an extensive recruit- 
ing campaign. The capacity of our building is 150 resident 
students. This coming year should see that many enrolled. 
We are setting our stakes at seventy-five new students as a 
minimum, and steps have already been taken in organizing 
definitely toward this end. Alumnae, general, state and dis- 
trict workers and pastors will be called upon to help. 

Today, more than ever, challenges our young womanhood 
to aggressive leadership in definitely religious work. Not only 
will the home and foreign fields need our young women as 
never before, due to a dearth of man-power, but our churches 
are calling for their help. 

April first saw eighty-five churches in seventeen states of 
our Northern Convention leaderless because their pastors had 
left for active war service, and many others were expecting 
to be called at any minute, and no man leaders in sight. 

Some of our State Secretaries are already planning to 
place young women in the field, and trained young women 
necessarily will be demanded for this work. There are hun- 
dreds of our Baptist girls in high schools, normal schools, col- 
leges and universities who ought to hear the call to service and 
to special preparation for service. 

That our Baptist girls may have an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the situation, and that our school may be able to render 
its largest service, the Board is placing a Field Secretary on 
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the permanent staff of the school to represent it and take the 
leadership of this important recruiting work. 

We face the new year with deep gratitude and glowing 
expectancy. Our day and our Leader demand nothing less 
than our best.

REPORTS OF DISTRICT SECRETARIES 
NEW ENGLAND 


Miss May Huston.—The summer and autumn months of 
1917 passed much as usual in New England, in spite of the 
fact that we were in war, our boys going into camps and all 
working hard to keep up heart. The fall meetings, both State 
Conventions and associations, were characterized by a prayer- 
ful earnestness and no marked decrease in attendance. Mobil- 
ization week was observed, and while our reports were nothing 
of which to boast, we found they compared very favorably with 
the totals for all districts. 

With the coming of the winter months, we began to realize 
we were face to face with stern realities; high prices, a fuel 
shortage and weather, which for intensity and duration of cold 
broke all records of the district for 105 years. Churches were 
asked to combine services and close as many buildings as pos- 
sible. Heating those kept open was reduced to week-ends. 
With so large a part of the services inter-denominational, and 
the churches heated on so few days, we found unusual diffi- 
culty in placing missionary speakers. Even when there were 
separate missionary meetings, the women often expressed the 
thought that they did not feel, when the need for money was 
so great, that they should go to the expense of having a speaker 
come. 

This, in itself, is not important if the interest has kept up. 
Red Cross and the various relief organizations have necessarily 
been given a large place, and only the met or unmet apportion- 
ment will tell the story of many a little church isolated to an 
unusual extent by the heavy and frequent snow storms. Of

one thing we feel sure, and that is that our directors have been 
faithful, that many of the women have kept up their individual 
gifts, in spite of other campaigns which have made such fre- 
quent calls for funds, and that many of our churches have 
met their apportionment, and the 15 per cent increase, besides 
carrying their share in the laymen’s movement. 

The New England Branch has each year extended its use- 
fulness in the inspirational work of the District. Both the 
annual meeting at Portland and the midwinter rally in Boston 
were well attended and full of interest. In view of union 
efforts in mobilization week, and the conquest program, the 
- midwinter rally was thrown open to the foreign society and a 
most delightful day was spent in the union meeting, followed 
by the conquest supper (so Hooverized as to make us hesitate 
about calling it a banquet) at night. A little later the Day of 
Prayer, which for years has been observed for foreign missions 
alone, was made a union service. Other conquest luncheons, 
some union and some purely home mission ventures, were held 
in Hartford, New Haven, Bridgeport and Waterbury. 

On learning that Miss Alma Noble could give us a few 
days of her time, World Wide Guild rallies were organized 
and carried out in Boston, Springfield, Providence, Manchester, 
N. H., and New London, Conn. There were enthusiastic 
meetings in all these places, in Boston the attendance being 
nearly 700. Other successful associational rallies for young 
women have been held in Hartford, New Haven, Whitman. 
Fall River; Salem, Everett and North Adams. 

We are indebted to a number of speakers for their helpful 
messages. We have warmly welcomed Mrs. J. Y. Aitchison, a 
member of our national board, who on coming to live among us 
became a member of the Executive Committee of the New 
England Branch. She has been on a diligent chase of methods, 
and we have been delighted with her presentation of these, as 
well as other topics in our meetings. Miss Harriet Cooper 
and Miss Isabel Crawford gave valuable assistance during the 
period of associations and State Conventions. Mrs. George 
Caleb Moor and Miss Grace Daland have been called out of 
New York State on a few occasions when we have especially 
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needed them, and have inspired all who have heard them speak. 
Miss Anna Nelson and Miss Helen Crissman have had itinera- 
ries arranged, and rearranged, while Miss Nelson took an en- 
forced vacation in a sanatorium, and Miss Crissman finished her 
childhood experiences by having measles just as she was due 
to come to us. Directors and missionaries have given of their 
time freely. We have especially tried to cultivate our Free 
Baptist churches, and are planning to have a representative of 
Storer College at our annual meeting in May. 

Owing to the fact that the general societies were without 
a Secretary in this District from April to October, the home 
mission literature for the Sunday school was sent out largely 
through our office. We feel sure the Italian lessons were more 
generally used than those of previous years, and many expres- 
sions of increased interest have reached us. As many of the 
offerings came through the church budget for home missions, 
we are unable to tell how the contributions have ranked with 
other years. 

One of the outstanding results of the war upon our work 
has been the increased need for women missionaries. Many 
of the foreign speaking pastors have either enlisted or gone 
as Christian workers. For instance, when we entered the 
war Mr. Brouillette was the French minister at Salem, and 
Mr. Ramette-at Lowell. Seeing the growing need there, we 
transferred Miss Nicolet from Taunton. Not long afterwards 
Mr. Brouillette entered the service, and Mr. Ramette divided 
his time between Lowell and Salem. Then Mr. Ramette was 
called and Miss Nicolet was left on the Lowell field without a 
resident pastor. This has been duplicated on a number of 
Italian fields. The missionaries are doing their work faithfully. 
Waterbury, at last, has a prospect of an Italian house of wor- 
ship and Boston has a “West End Community House.” We 
were greatly disappointed that Mr. Pilot’s report did not war- 
rant the extension of plans in New Haven, where the Social 
Union had offered us the use of such an excellent set of build- 
ings. We still have great needs, and shall still continue to have 
great hope that before long we shall be able to start Christian 
centers in some of our cities crowded with foreign born. 
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NEW YORK 


Mrs. L. K. Barnes.—As I look over the year just closing 
and see a large decrease in gifts in this District, these words 
come to me, “They fail, and they alone, who have not striven.” 


Our women have been just as faithful as in other years, 
in many cases adding the 15 per cent increase to last year’s re- 
ceipts, but the new plan of united apportionments has decreased 
receipts because the churches have not met their share of the 
total budget. 

New York District has entirely reorganized its woman's 
work this year. Formerly we had three state organizations, 
one home, and one foreign in Western New York and one 
union in Eastern New York. Just here I wish to pause and 
give testimony to the splendid work of Mrs. Frank M. Good- 
child and Mrs. John H. Coxhead, the presidents of two of these 
organizations. It was a great trial to see these societies go 
out of existence, but many of our women felt it would serve 
the interests of all better to have a home mission district 
organization, to work in close co-operation with the foreign 
district holding its annual meeting in joint session with the 
same. 


Your secretary spent several months in securing forty 
women to officer this new society, which was organized at 
the woman’s meeting of the New York State Convention, held 
in Auburn, October 23d, with Mrs. George Caleb Moor of 
Brooklyn as president, Mrs. John H. Coxhead and Mrs. Har- 
vey W. Chollar, vice-presidents, and Mrs. Herbert D. Pease, 
secretary. A conference committee of three women from 
each district organization has already been of great service 
in the state. We were especially fortunate in our literature 
secretaries, Mrs. F. M. Joslyn of Buffalo and Mrs. A. W. Pell 
of Brooklyn. Mrs. Pell also took charge of the supplies for 
missionaries and in securing a woman to assist her in each 
association has added to the force in this District. 

‘Mrs. John Anderson of Hamilton as College Counselor 
has visited many of our schools and colleges, and been invalu- 
able in interesting our young women. We would commend 
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especially the work of our W. W. G. and C. W. C. leaders. 
Miss Bessie Traber held a rally of girls in Rochester with 700 
present, and Mrs. T. R. St. John also had a gathering in New 
York City, which included girls from New Jersey, Brooklyn 
and localities near New York. Both of these meetings were 
original and enthusiastic. 

We would express deep appreciation for the brief visits 
of our president Mrs. Smith T. Ford, and also Mrs. Nuveen, 
Mrs. Westfall, and Mrs. Laycock from our headquarters, and 
for the services of the missionaries who have assisted in field 
work. 

Your secretary has attended the following large meetings. 
The annual state meetings of Eastern and Western New York 
in April, the Northern Baptist Convention in May, several 
associational meetings in June, the Summer School of Mis- 
sions at Chautauqua in August, New York State Convention in 
October and the conference at Buffalo in December, held under 
the auspices of the Laymen Missionary Movement and the 
various missionary societies. This last was one of the most 
helpful and spiritual meetings I ever attended. 

The greater part of three months was spent in Western 
New York getting acquainted with workers and women in the 
churches, and visiting all our missionaries. We have some 
splendid missionaries in this District and are most grateful 
for their services. When in Chicago in January it was my 
privilege to meet our thirteen New York girls in the Train- 
ing School, all of whom expressed their great love‘for and faith 
in the school. Weare very proud of the training class in Buf- 
falo started by our Miss Hall, where about 20 young women 
are taking lectures preparatory to attending the Training 
School at Chicago later. We appreciate very much the schol- 
arship being paid by the young people of this state, for Miss 
Watson of Buffalo, who expects to visit the Summer Assembly 
in August next and tell of her work in the school. _ 

The work on the General Immigration Committee has been 
most interesting, and this month a new committee has been 
formed, of which your secretary is the treasurer, comprising 
one representative from each organization that had any work 
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on Ellis Island, called “The General Committee for Missionary 
and Immigrant Aid Work at Ellis Island.” As Ellis Island 
is now entirely used for government war work, very little can 
be done at present, but this committee was formed at the 
suggestion of Commissioner Howe, to be ready for aggressive 
work when the war is over. It is desired to place fewer mis- 
sionaries, and just the right ones, to prevent overlapping, when 
the work is resumed. 

It is with deep regret that we chronicle the death of Dr. 
and Mrs. H.S. Lloyd of Hamilton, very devoted friends of our 
society. Their home was always open to our workers, and we 
shall miss their wise counsel and cheerful hospitality. 

While the year financially has been disappointing, we be- 
lieve real progress has been made in interesting new women, 
and in making all realize the great necessity for keeping a deep 
spiritual atmosphere in our churches, during this great world 
war, and we would 


“Press on, press on, nor doubt, nor fear, 
From age to age, this voice shall cheer; 
What’er may die, and be forgot, 

Work done for God it dieth not.” 


ATLANTIC 


Mrs. Reuben Mapelsden.—I‘rom our mountain-top experi- 
ence of 1916-1917 we came face to face in 1917-1918 with war 
and its endless demands upon the hearts and interests, homes 
and sympathies of the people. Never have we felt the need of 
His power as this year. In our distress we have found Him 
close at hand. 

Conditions created by the coal shortage and the unusual 
winter made it difficult for our leaders and missionaries to 
carry on their work along familiar lines. Near-sighted people 
failed to see that the war had increased our missionary obliga- 
tions “by more deeply revealing the world’s need of the Gos- 
pel to heal its sin and make it one,” and withheld their gifts. 
Others of far sight nobly responded when we mentioned our 
needs and increased their contributions notwithstanding the 
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many new demands made upon them. The missionaries of our 
District quickly adjusted themselves to the new conditions on 
their fields and worked on uncomplainingly—truly their spirit 
has been heroic. 

We gratefully acknowledge the helpful work done by Mrs. 
A. E. Reynolds. Always she instructs her hearers and frequent- 
ly leads them to believe that the goal of the Church is to give 
the life-giving character-building Gospel of Jesus to the whole 
world. Through the vivid word painting of Miss Anna Nel- 
son the life, conditions and needs of the Hopi Indians were 
made known. Hearts and pocketbooks responded to Miss 
Nelson’s inspiring appeals. 

A large part of the year has been devoted to attending 
associations, a workers’ conference in Chicago, the Northern 
Baptist Convention, the Convention of the Italian Baptist 
churches, the 'State Conventions of Delaware, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, to visiting individuals for the purpose of se- 
curing leaders to fill vacancies and take charge of new organ- 
izations, to securing representatives for summer conferences, 
to interesting people in the objects included in our Liberty 
Conquest Gifts and our Training School and to visiting socie- 
ties, Sunday schools and churches. It has been our pleasure 
to confer with our missionaries in their homes and visit their 
fields. We have written numberless letters and sent out quan- 
tities of special state leaflets, as well as other literature. 

Miss Kate S. White, our much beloved and faithful director 
of the District of Columbia for many years, asked to be released 
from her position in January. Weare glad to report that Miss 
White will continue to be in close touch with our work as the 
chairman of the Co-operating Council of the District of Colum- 
bia, which includes such well-known and efficient Washington 
women as Miss Susan F. McKnew, Mrs. William H. Baker, 
Mrs. Gove G. Johnson. In January Mrs. John E. Huhn also felt 
compelled to relinquish her work as Young Woman’s Director 
of the District. Mrs. Arthur B. Marsh will succeed Miss White 
and Miss Jessie L. Burrall will take Mrs. Huhn’s place. Both 
Mrs. Marsh and Miss Burrall are members of the Calvary 
church of Washington. Both are enthusiastic. missionary 
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women and we believe will prove to be efficient leaders. Be- 
cause of serious illness in her family Miss Anna R. Stratton 
of Pittsburgh, the Young Woman’s State Director of Western 
Pennsylvania, was obliged to resign. In her place Mrs. August 
C. Smith of Avalon has been appointed. Mrs. Smith belongs 
to a well-known Greenville Baptist family. She has for several 
years been interested in young women and keenly appreciates 
their importance in mission work. We count ourselves fortu- 
nate in having secured for directors of the Children’s World 
Crusade in Eastern and Western Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Washington, D. C., such women as Mrs. J. Henry Haslam of 
Palmerton, Mrs. Robert MacMinn of Pittsburgh, the daughter 
of Rev. W. G. Russell, District Secretary of the national home 
and foreign societies ; Miss Margaret Matthews of Wilmington, 
and Miss Alice M. Meynes of Washington. 

Weare glad to report that Mrs. T. W. Burkhalter of Pitts- 
burgh has consented to serve as College Counselor for Western 
Pennsylvania. Mrs. Burkhalter is a graduate of Wellesley 
College, the wife of a well-known professor in the University 
of Pittsburgh. She is young and enthusiastic; she has already 
secured a committee to assist her, has obtained the names of 
the Baptist out-of-town students, and we had the pleasure of 
meeting at the home of Mrs. Frederick T. Galpin recently these 
young women and several of the Wellesley students who were 
enjoying their Easter vacation. 

Through the influence of Mr. F. W. Ayer of Camden we 
succeeded in interesting the public school board of Camden, 
N.'J., in the needs of the Italian children living in the neigh- 
borhood of our mission, with the result that in October the 
Board of Education opened a kindergarten in our Italian chapel. 
The board provides the teacher and equipment. Two sessions 
are held daily. The board of the City Mission Society, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary and our missionaries are delighted with the 
thorough work that is being done. 

On October 22d the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission of 
New Jersey was organized at Atlantic City. The new state 
- society is to be closely affiliated with the New Jersey State 

Convention. We believe this organization will not only 
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strengthen our work in the state, but interest the women in the 
special work which the New Jersey Baptist Convention is 
doing. The following officers were elected: President, Mrs. 
M. Joseph Twomey, Newark; vice-president, Mrs. A. H. Dey, 
Trenton; secretary, Mrs. A. L. Kennelley, Plainfield; treas- 
urer, Mrs. A. W. Palmer, East Orange; secretary of literature, 
Mrs. W. F. Clark, Point Pleasant. 


At the request of Mrs. W. S. Layten and your District 
Secretary the board appointed Mrs. Fannie J. Reid to work 
among’ the Negro migrants of Philadelphia. Mrs. Reid began 
her work on March Ist. The colored pastors and women of 
the various churches have promised to aid Mrs. Reid in the 
establishment of her industrial schools. Much of her time will 
be devoted to house-to-house visitation. - 


The Wilson College Summer School held at Chambers- 
burg was last year a foreign mission conference. This. year 
the conference will be held from June 27th to July 6th; both 
home and foreign missions will be studied and presented. 


The secretary of the Atlantic District greatly appreciates 
the valuable service rendered by the able editor of the woman’s 
home mission page in The Watchman-Examiner, Mrs. George 
H. Swift, and the enthusiastic co-operation of the state and 
associational directors. 


EAST CENTRAL 


Mary Lathrop Bishop.—In these days of action, when his- 
tory is being made at “Aviation speed,” it is very difficult to 
step aside from the throbbing, workaday world to put on paper 
statistics, and the bare facts that usually constitute a report. 

The year that has just been completed has been filled with 
vital issues and there are today so many problems waiting 
solution, and many glorious opportunities stretching out before 
us that even an hour taken from the firing line seems lost. 

Words—mere phrases and sentences—are inadequate to 
express the emotions of your District Secretary of the East 
Central District, as she contemplates the task that is hers, a 
task which she regards as “entrusted opportunity.” 
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In the course of the development of the work there have 
been many memorable incidents, some of real historic sig- 
nificance. 

A noteworthy gathering attended by your secretary was 
the organizational meeting of the Board of Missions of the 
East Central District, held in Cleveland, December, 1917. This 
Conference Board is composed of men and women represent- 
ing the four national societies and two members at large. The 
secretaries of the District are ex-officio members. Much pre- 
limfnary work has been done in preparation for this meeting, 
and many committee meetings followed, as your secretary 
was on the committee for revising and editing the by-laws of 
the Board of Missions and for preparing copy. 

A week was given to the Federation of Churches for the 
“World in Cleveland,” assisting Mrs. Cleveland in the Latin 
American booth. Later in the year your secretary met with a 
special committee called together to form a Christian Ameri- 
canization Commission. 

There have been conferences held in each of the three 
states, comprising the District (Indiana, Ohio, West Virginia), 
meetings with state directors, with the officers of all state 
organizations, conferences with officers of the Woman’s For- 
eign Society of the East Central District, and with the joint 
workers, the literature, World Wide Guild and Children’s 
Crusade leaders, 

The missionaries at work in the District have been visited 
and where there is no organized city mission society commit- 
tees of advice for the missionaries have been formed. 

A co-operating council has been organized in each state, 
and the members of this council, together with fifteen other 
members elected, constitute the Executive Board of the Dis- 
trict. Each council, being a state unit, meets at the call of the 
State Director, who by virtue of her office is the chairman. 
The annual meeting is the rally of all the council members at 
the regular meeting of the District. The Woman’s Home Mis- 
sion Society of the East Central District was provisionally 
organized in Toledo in October, 1917, and officers were elected. 

The working forces are ready, the machinery is in run- 
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ning order. There is a great gladness that the work is ours; 
that we have been entrusted with a task that requires the 
“working to capacity.” If in striving to meet conditions in 
an altered world, made so by war, and if as a nation we are 
asked to rise to the full stature of national life, then must we 
avail ourselves of every opportunity to rise to the stature of 
religious and missionary life in the home land and in order to 
keep the “home fires burning” there must be fuel, and the com- 
bined energy of many minds and the work of many hands. 

It is difficult, nay, impossible, to measure progress in any | 
form of spiritual activity. I can only briefly relate some of 
the things which we have tried to do. 

It became apparent at the very outset that “organization 
was one of God’s ways of strengthening his Kingdom,” and 
that neither vision nor service could be limited. An effort 
was made to secure a working force worthy the great cause 
of home missions. The records show a marvelous response. 
Rarely has any one refused a task or evaded a responsibility. 

In order to unify and simplify the work for the faithful, 
overburdened directors, the District Secretary prepared and 
sent out 1,500 letters to presidents of societies and to associa- 
tional directors. She edited the Year Book of the District, 
prepared a condensed history of the work covered for our 
specific in leaflet form, wrote letters to councillors, prepared 
working plans for co-operative councils, assisted in preparing 
the constitution for the District, sent out letters relative to 
Conquest Liberty Gifts, and wrote special letters to the mis- 
sionaries in the District. 

A survey of mission fields in West Virginia, Indiana and 
Ohio was made, and results written, articles for the various 
Baptist papers have been prepared. In the first weeks of her 
work your District Secretary began to keep account of letters 
written, and of personal interviews held, and of visits to mis- 
sion stations. She also tried to keep a faithful record of 
addresses delivered and the topics. Long since has she ceased 
to tabulate these matters. She lost count, for letters were 
written riding on the street cars, in steam cars, standing in 
line at the postoffice, on the window sills in some wayside inn, 
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on the steps of a closed waiting room in the early dawn, with 
an inverted suitcase for a writing desk. Anywhere and every- 
where were interviews held and hours given to the considera- 
tion of vital questions. 

Your secretary has attended the spring conferences in In- 
diana, speaking three and four times a week. Last year she 
attended the school of missions at Winona, the three summer 
assemblies at Franklin, Phillips and Granville ; made addresses 
at the associations in West Virginia; several associations in 
Ohio and Indiana, and at the three state conventions ; met with 
Apportionment Committees, State Boards and _ special 
committees. 

There have been some changes in the personnel of state 
and associational officers, and the organization of the District 
has brought in a larger number enlisted in home missions. 
The year has been one of anxiety regarding finances, for it 
was a year of an entire new order of things, and while the 
spirit of co-operation was everywhere manifest, there have 
been many puzzling questions. 

The women of this District are seeking always the best 
way. They are enlisted in the “service of the loyal” and the 
investment of many prayers must yield large dividends. 


CENTRAL 


Miss Erminie Broadstone.—Your District Secretary for 
the Central District began her work September 5, 1917, and the 
past few months have of necessity been largely spent in get- 
ting hold of the work. The somewhat wide divergence in state 
plans in Michigan, Illinois and Missouri makes the work of the 


Central District somewhat different from that of the other 


Districts and clear-cut plans a little harder to formulate. 

In October I had the privilege of attending the Michigan 
and Missouri State Conventions, both very inspiring gather- 
ings. I have also attended three associational meetings and 
four midwinter rallies. The month of November and most of 
December was devoted to work in the northwestern part of 
Illinois, speaking at Sunday morning and evening services, 
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prayer meetings, W. W. G. groups and before the Sunday 
school. 

Our W. W. G. work has grown beyond all our expecta- 
tions. Mrs. R. E. Mallory, Detroit, has recently been appointed 
State Director for this work in Michigan to succeed Miss Edith 
M. Barley, who resigned. 

Our children’s work has not developed so rapidly, but we 
are making a vigorous campaign along this line, believing that 
childhood is the time to interest the next generation in mis- 
sions. The changes in the missionary force in the Central Dis- 
trict are found in another section of our Annual Report and 
hence are not included in the District Report. 

One of the most interesting bits of new work is that of 
our kindergarten for the children in our Training School neigh- 
borhood. The school was opened up for the colored children, 
but many white children are also coming. The work is under 
the direction of Miss Barbara Mansfield, a member of our 
Training School faculty. 

On February 26th the Board granted me a few weeks of 
absence and permitted me to make a social survey for the 
War Commission of our Northern Baptist Convention in the 
cities near our National Army Cantonments. I visited Leav- 
enworth, Manhattan, Junction City, Kansas, and Rockford, Ilh- 
nois. This survey was made to determine, if possible, whether 
or not we as a society should co-operate with the War Com- 
mission in sending a worker to assist some of these camp 
churches. 

We go forth to meet the new year trusting in the promise 
“T will not fail thee,” and know the promise will be verified, 
no matter how difficult the task may appear because of present- 
day conditions. 


NORTHWESTERN 


Augusta M. Post.—One year has passed since I assumed 
the duties of District Secretary for the Northwestern District. 
It has been a year of lights and shadows; much that had been 
hoped for has been unrealized. Many times the plans for 
prosecution of the work as outlined have had to be set aside. 
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I have spent much time in getting acquainted with the 
District, the very vastness of which overwhelms one. War 
conditions have made it impossible to do many things that in 
normal times could have been accomplished. Many questions 
have been answered with “We are in war,” and too often the 
“Supreme first things” have been left undone. 

There have been many changes in the state officers in the 
District. Last June our much beloved State Director of Wis- 
consin, Miss Edith Holston, began to fail in health and after 
months of intense suffering she fell asleep November 2d. In 
January Mrs. Frank Long of Milwaukee was appointed to the 
office and comes into the work with youth and strength and 
-consecrated enthusiasm. In February Mrs. E. R. Pratt, who 
has served this society as State Director in North Dakota with 
devotion and loyalty, felt compelled to give up the work offi- 
cially, although she pledges her help to her successor, Mrs. 
W. A. Eddington of Hamilton, North Dakota, whom we wel- 
come as a co-worker. Minnesota has been favored in having 
as State Director Mrs. D. D. Smith, who with her beautiful, 
unassuming manner, has won the hearts and co-operation of 
all Minnesota women wherever she has touched their lives, 
and it was with sincere regret that we were compelled to 
accept her resignation. Therefore in the ranks of our state 
officials Mrs. Charles E. Park of South Dakota is the only one 
in the District who continues in the work, with her splendid 
ability as organizer and her deep consecration, giving her own 
self without reserve to the work. 

Our missionaries in this District are all doing efficient con- 
scientious work. Miss Emma Anderson, for many years gen- 
eral worker in this district, was appointed as missionary of the 
First Danish Norwegian Church in Minneapolis, and is avail- 
able for field and conference work in the District. Her knowl- 
edge of the work and her wide acquaintance among the Scan- 
dinavian population makes her an invaluable missionary. Miss 
‘Tenhaven, at Sioux Falls, S. D., has proved herself to be a 
“King’s daughter, all glorious within,’ and her works praise 
her throughout the state. Four of the “very best to be had” 
missionaries, doing home-foreign missionary work, are in Mil- 
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waukee. Miss Augusta Johnson is now taking a much needed 
vacation after months of strenuous nerve-wearing labor, and 
her associate, Miss Augusta Jordan, is bravely carrying on the 
Bethel Mission work and holding the fort. In January the 
pastor of the Polish mission of Milwaukee asked for the ap- 
pointment of some one to assist him in the effort to reach 
100,000 Poles on his field, and Miss Amalia Patz was appointed 
for that field. Miss Dingel has just completed twenty years of 
sowing and reaping among the Germans in Milwaukee, being 
associated with the First German church. 

Our national president, Mrs. Smith Thomas Ford, attended 
the State Conventions of Wisconsin and Minnesota and in -her 
addresses left lasting impressions of the scope of the work of: 
the society and of the great task set for the women to perform. 
We have had no special deputation work from any one outside 
of the District, except that done by Miss Mary Sundell in the 
Dakotas, mostly among the Scandinavian churches. She spent 
June and a part of July attending associations and conferences. 

Your District Secretary was present at the Secretaries’ 
Conference in Chicago, the Northern Baptist Convention at 
Cleveland, spent ten days as a representative of the society at 
Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, summer conference in August, Sum- 
mer School of Missions in St. Paul, Minnesota, visited and spoke 
in all the Baptist churches in Black Hills District, S. D., at- 
tended and addressed two State Conventions, six associations, 
and met with the women in conferences in all of the states. 
Wherever she has gone she has met with earnest responsive 
women. In many World Wide Guild meetings she has “had 
visions and dreamed dreams” of the time in the future when 
missionary endeavor shall be more and more the business of 
the Baptist women of the Northwestern District. 


WEST CENTRAL 


Miss Ina Shaw.—The severe weather of the past winter 
has necessitated the canceling of many conferences and local 
church appointments in this District. Red Cross and war work 
have taken the entire time of many of our leading women. 
Adjustment to the new apportionment plan has caused some 
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confusion. The uniting of the aid societies and the mission 
societies in the local churches has been the means of crowding 
out missionary programs and study in numerous churches. 
Notwithstanding these hindrances the women of the West 
Central District have done good work. 

Our young woman’s work has had a steady, wholesome 
growth and many of our girls have consecrated themselves to 
service for their Master and will enter our Training School in 
Chicago later. Our children’s organizations have made little 
headway, partly because of the lack of leadership in the local 
church and partly due to the objection to any more organiza- 
tions. However, more Sunday schools used our home mission 
studies last fall than ever before. 

The missionary force of the district has been strengthened 
by the coming of Miss Lucy Russell to our work in Kansas 
City, Kansas. This has enabled us to open a new field where 
we are touching several nationalities through our kindergarten, 
sewing classes, mothers’ meetings and Sunday school. 

The women have had the inspiration of Miss Troeck, Miss 
Mabel Hall, Miss Morford and Miss Covington during the 
associational period. Mrs. Ford’s presence at the State Con- 
ventions of Kansas and Iowa was most highly appreciated and 
has left a lasting inspiration with all who met and heard her. 

The state and World Wide Guild leaders of the District 
have carried their responsibility faithfully and splendidly 
throughout the year. Mrs. R. G. Davidson, who has so ably 
led the women of Nebraska for the past six years, has resigned 
and Mrs. H. J. Bailey of Omaha has been appointed in her 
place. 

A new interest and a deep felt dependence on God has 
come over the women of the West Central District these last 
weeks. The new year is bright with promise. 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN 
Miss Ina Shaw.—With the exception of a portion of Colo- 
rado, the Rocky Mountain District is home mission territory. 
Pastorates are of short duration and there are oftentimes long 
interims between them. Much of the financial responsibility 
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in the local church falls upon the women. This first year of 
participation in the war has filled the hearts and minds of 
mothers and sisters and they have given the most of their time 
to the Red Cross. This and other outside calls have greatly 
lessened our personal gifts. The united apportionment has 
resulted in less money from the churches because the womenri’s 
societies in many churches raise all the missionary funds. 
Heretofore it has come directly to our society, while this year it 
has been divided with the general society. 

The State Co-operating Council of Colorado has continued 
to do excellent work. Mrs. R. D. Whissen, of Denver, resigned 
as State Director last September, and Mrs. W. E. Mason of the 
same city was appointed in her place. Our national secretary, 
Mrs. Westfall, was present at the Colorado State Convention 
last October and was a source of great inspiration and help 
to all. 

Our young woman’s work has grown splendidly all over 
the district. We have few children’s organizations to report, 
but a large number of Sunday schools are using missionary 
instruction and systematic missionary giving. 

The missionary force has remained unchanged with the 
exception of the following: Miss Kerby has been transferred 
from the district and Miss Grace Newton has been appointed 
to take her place as a general missionary in Utah. The Misses 
Matthews have been transferred from Walsenburg, Colorado— 
Miss Minnie taking up work among the mining camps about 
Trinidad in the same state, and Miss Alice going to the mining 
camps of Rock Springs, Wyoming. 

I spent about four months in this district, traveling in all 
three states, attending the conventions of Utah and Wyoming 
and most of the associations of Colorado. I was also a faculty 
member at the Boulder School of Missions and the Missionary 
Education Movement conference in Estes Park. 

While the first annual report of the Rocky Mountain Dis- 
trict is not greatly encouraging, we are not disheartened. ‘“For- 
getting those things that are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, we press toward the mark of the 
high calling of Christ Jesus.”

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WORLD-WIDE GUILD SECRETARIES 


FIELD SECRETARY 


Miss Helen Crissman.—The third year of the World-Wide 
Guild work is nearing its close, and results prove that it has 
been one of the very best. The first burst of wild enthusiasm 
has worn away, and now in the different states there is that 
steady, earnest, intensive growth that accomplishes greater and 
bigger results in the extension of the Kingdom. 


To tabulate the results of a year of field work is not an easy 
task. Work done cannot be measured in the number of miles 
traveled, nor yet in meetings held. At best a report is lifeless, 
for it cannot picture the growth of a girl’s knowledge in the 
things of the Kingdom, the consecration of chapter leaders, nor 
the time given in the King’s service. 

This past year the greater part of my time has been spent 
in the western states—Oregon, Washington and California, 
with a week in each of the two states, Nevada and Arizona. 
In addition to local work I attended four of the western sum- 
mer assemblies, teaching the Mission study course at three of 
these. From experience summer assemblies are rich in oppor- 
tunities, for the finest young people gather together for real 
study and many return as leaders in the home church. West- 
ern young people may lack organization and a corporate sense 
of unity, but as individuals, when once they know Christ as 
Master and have caught the vision of the world-wide need, they 
- have the pioneer spirit that leads them to dare and do the hard 
tasks. It must be granted that the west has its problems—the 
presence of a large percentage of Orientals, a shifting popula- 
tion, and a restlessness in business and in church life, but as 
the west has become known as the land of big adventure, by 
organization, education and by His Spirit it may become known 
in the future for great things attempted for God. Guild work in 
the west is growing not only in membership, but in efficiency. 


The latter part of the year has been spent in Michigan and 
West Virginia. West Virginia has a tested plan worthy of 
passing on to other states for use this coming year. The plan 
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of a tag day and a state-wide drive for new members and chap- 
ters originated with Mrs. J. D. Hill, State Secretary-Director. 
The slogan “Carry on” was adopted from a regiment in the 
English army. <A superior officer found that his company 
needed to be brought to a higher state of efficiency. In place 
of the regular military salute, the phrase “Carry on” was used. 
The salute was uttered asa question, and the reply was the 
command, “Carry on!” Ina very short time this disorganized 
regiment became one of order and excellent discipline. To 
“Carry on” W. W. G., tags were issued with the phrase printed 
on one side and the date of the district convention on the other. 
March 3-10 was the time for tagging new members. March 11 
simultaneous rally meetings were held throughout the state, 
when tagged members were duly received, new chapters organ- 
ized and special gifts presented. The results were most grati- 
fying, for the goal of 500 new members was reached, and a 
number of new chapters reported. Let us “Carry on!” W. W. 
G. in every state this coming year, closing the drive with a 
pageant presented to the entire church. 

Two outstanding features characterize the work of the 
year. Several cities have organized W. W. G. boards, general 
federation or council meetings, and several. states have held 
W. W. G. conferences. Notable among these were Colorado, 
with over 200 from all sections of the state present, and West- 
ern New York, with over 700 present. California, unique in 
plans, combined fun, methods and inspiration in a most enjoya- 
ble house party at an ocean resort. 

As the year’s work closes it is with a heart of gratitude for 
the privilege of being a co-worker with Jesus. Christ, and a 
prayer of thankfulness for the results visible in new chapters 
organized, lives offered for service and a deeper spirit of 
earnestness and interest in world-wide missions among others. 
As the work of the new year opens it is with the consciousness 
of the presence and blessing of the Master in our World-Wide 
Guild work, and my prayer is that we as girls may honor Him 
this year as never before in our sacrificial gifts, in worth while 
service and in real prayer, that will release the forces of God © 
throughout the world-wide field. 
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EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 

Miss Alma J. Noble.—The World-Wide Guild has gone 
“over the top” of the third-year goal of the five-year program, 
‘and has exceeded the required 2,200 chapters. This year the 
enrollment represents only W. W. G. chapters, whereas other 
years it included all young women’s societies. All dead wood, 
too, has been cut out so far as the Executive Secretary has 
been informed, so that the 2,225 chapters mean a healthy 
growth. Fifteen states exceeded their goal, and several others 
only missed it by one or two. The following are the states 
which arrived: New York, New Jersey, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Illinois, Kansas, Nebraska, Utah, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Oregon, Idaho, California and Arizona. Several 
junior chapters have been organized this year and naturally 
they are most enthusiastic. 

Again I wish to speak of the fine work of our young 
women’s State Directors, who have conscientiously carried out 
suggestions, and have been untiring in their endeavors. 

World-Wide Guild conferences and rallies have been a 
new feature of this year’s work, some representing the whole 
state, others sectional rallies; some lasting two days, others 
only one day, but all of them having an open conference in 
methods, a banquet with toasts and songs, and inspirational 
addresses from missionaries and others. It has been my 
privilege to attend some of these and it is impossible to over- 
estimate their value. Invariably applications have followed 
thick and fast. 

Many gaps in our official ranks have been filled this year, so 
that now only two states are without W. W. G. leaders, and 
each of the ten districts has a Young Woman’s Secretary-Di- 
rector. 

Miss Crissman and I conducted three W. W. G. confer- 
ences at Cleveland last May in connection with the Northern 
Baptist Convention, which were most inspiriting. Our Guild 
meeting the night of woman’s day was also deeply impressive. 
The increasing number of state officers who attend these 
annual conventions is most gratifying, and letters received 
afterward invariably speak of help received. 
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Miss Crissman and I outlined the program used this year, 
based on “An African Trail” and “Sons of Italy,” which has 
proved very popular; also the pledge cards, for which there had 
been constant demand. 

I attended both the home and foreign summer conferences 
at Northfield, and from personal talks with girls am glad to 
report a deepening desire on the part of many for some active 
missionary service. In September I spent a delightful five days 
at the Training School at the time of the opening of the insti- 
tute and, at the request of Dr. Behan, conducted the missionary 
hour each of the four days. At that time I prepared the ques- 
tionnaire, which has answered many troublous questions con- 
cerning our work and has gone through two editions. Nearly 
3,000 letters have been written during the year, and several 
articles for different denominational papers. In November I 
spent nearly two weeks in New England and New York, at- 
tending some of the sectional rallies, and everywhere en- 
thusiasm for the Guild was at high-water mark. 

Very great interest has been taken in this year’s reading 
contest. Early in the fall it was decided to reduce the number 
of books to be read to five, and as this report goes to press the 
returns are not all in, but eleven chapters have reported every 
member as having read five books, and in some cases the mem- 
bership was over twenty-five. A picture of Hoffman’s “Head 
of Christ” is to be presented to these chapters in April. Last 
year not one chapter qualified, and several letters this year 
have said great interest was taken in the reading, and the prize 
was lost only because of a few slackers. 

This year we have enrolled our first chapter in India, one 
more in Japan, our first from the North American Indians at 
Saddle Mountain, first Polish and Hungarian, and three Italian. 

We could hardly do business without the W. W. G. De- 
partment in MISSIONS. We have had some fine contributors 
this year, and as an advertising medium it is invaluable. Let- 
ters constantly refer to it, and we knew that the Guild has 
added quite largely to its circulation. 

Our point standard, also new this year, has proved a great 
stimulus. Returns are not yet in, but many are working hard 
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for their points. The special missionaries and portions of work 
assigned to the young women of each state have added to their 
sense of obligation. Two thank offerings have been advocated, 
one for home missions in November and one for foreign mis- 
sions in February, and in addition, because of the inevitable 
increase in the budgets of both societies, March 20 was desig- 
nated as dollar day for the Guild, when we asked for an extra 
gift of a dollar or dollars. There is no way of knowing how 
fully this was carried out, but some state officers pushed it 
hard. We have made a strong plea for industrial meetings this 
year, and with marked success. Even with the claims of the 
Red Cross, it is not too much to ask our girls and young women 
to meet once a month to work for our missionaries. 

Miss Crissman’s work in the field has brought rich results, 
as usual. Together we have worked happily, and gratefully, 
and prayerfully, with the sole desire of leading young women 
and girls of our denomination into a deeper spiritual life, that 
they may know the joy of leading the tired multitudes, their 
sisters, to Him who is “The Way, the Truth, and the Life.” 


CHILDREN’S WORLD CRUSADE 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Mary L. Noble.—The first year of the Children’s World 
Crusade has demonstrated that the Woman’s American Baptist 
Home Mission Society and the Woman’s American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society have projected an ideal organization 
for children. 

From the day the first application was received with the 
message that at the organization meeting the enthusiasm ran 
high and the children were already busy on hand-work, to the 
_ present moment, the response of the children has been most 
gratifying. Eager as they are for knowledge and variety and 
the romantic, the Crusade idea, embodying the club features, 
the appeal to the heroic, the sense of responsibility to help in 
the ways they can, and the frolic, has fully met and satisfied the 
need and desire of the children. So enthusiastic has been their 
reception that in most cases, I am told, they ask for weekly 
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instead of monthly meetings, and in some instances their lead- 
ers have yielded and they have weekly or bi-monthly meetings. 

From the requests that come for directions for making 
Honor Point shields and for “Missionary Hymnals,” I conclude 
that that feature is making a strong appeal and that our ambi- 
tion in that direction is being realized. 

If the children were the only factor in our calculation, then 
our problem would be easily solved. However, the children 
are dependent on a leader, and that creates a situation which is 
not so easily managed. If each church would provide our leader 
for a band or company, our cup of joy would be full. 


There are twenty-five states out of the thirty-four in the 


Northern Baptist Convention which have selected Secretary; 
Directors for the state. As soon as the appointments have been 
made we have sent literature and suggestions for promoting the 
work. At present we have organizations in all but nine states. 

On January first a letter was sent to each Secretary- 
Director, announcing the new programs for Crusaders on “Sons 
of Italy” and “African Adventurers,” giving the aim of the 
Five-Year Program for Children’s Organizations and giving 
the details of the drive to be made before March 31 for banner 
companies and bands, and spurring them on to an aggressive 
campaign. 

Since January we have had some space in MISSIONS each 
month for the Children’s World Crusade, which has been ex- 
ceedingly valuable in acquainting the people with the plans and 
possibilities of the work. 

We are deeply indebted to Mrs. F. S. Osgood and to Mrs. 
E. S. Osgood for the charming programs they arranged on the 
study books, “Sons of Italy” and “African Adventurers.” It 
would be difficult to improve either set of programs, and the 
last detail, even to the game at the close of the program, has 
been so carefully thought through that a leader’s work is all 
play. 
The Executive Secretary attended the summer conference 
at Chambersburg, and the Michigan, Illinois and New York 
State Conventions, and has visited some association meetings 
in an effort to introduce the children’s work in this new phase. 
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There are one hundred and eighty-five Crusader com- 
panies and Herald bands enrolled at this time, and numerous 
jewel bands, of which we can get no definite figures until the 

y annual reports are made. 
The inspiration of the work has been the living Christ, 
Yer and the incentive, His words, “And I, if 1 be lifted up, will draw 
all men unto myself.” ;

-cieties—a sure sign of progress. How could it be otherwise

voted state workers, Mrs. Willard H. Smith and Mrs. William 
H. Farmer? 

My experience in the West association was unique. There 
are forty-five churches in this association, and it was my 
privilege to speak in thirty-one of them, often two and three 
times. I cannot speak too highly of the cordial welcome I 
received in the homes. I am praying that some of the young 
men and women of this association may become missionary 
workers at home or abroad. The courtesy and kindness of the 
ministers will never be forgotten. 

In some of the country churches the pastors had auto- i 
mobiles, and they cheerfully offered to convey the workers 
from place to place. With this sacrifice of time and the present 
cost of gasoline, this kindness was highly appreciated. I can 
never forget the West association. Notwithstanding the hard 
times, the women were courageous and enthusiastic. “Some 
were troubled because of the necessity of feeding the world. 
“We cannot feed and Christianize the whole world.” Others’ 
were disturbed by unified budget. The societies were well in 
line, sending their payments quarterly to our treasurers in Chi- 
cago and Boston. By the new plan the women do not control 
the sending of money, and could not keep track of the sums 
raised. Weare sure that these energetic women will find some — 
way of overcoming their difficulties. 

Because of the intense cold weather and the coal Suetanten 
regular meetings have been interrupted in New England. The 
incessant calls for money from Y. M. C.’A., Y. W. C. A., Red 
Cross, War Stamps and Liberty Bonds, cause many to feel that 
they must diminish their missionary offerings. In September, 
1901, Lucius Aitson, the Kiowa Indian, now pastor of the 
saddle Mountain Church in Oklahoma, sent the following 
message to the Women’s Baptist Home Mission Society: 

“Tt is hard times for us, but we don’t forget Jesus. He 
didn’t send us any rain and our corn nearly all died, and the 
white people are running all over, burning our grass and hunt- 
ing stones (marking corner sections). ‘They are selling our 
young men whiskey, and we don’t know what to do. We want 
you to pray for us. We don’t do anything mean. Our mission- 
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ary society has worked awful hard in the sun, and has earned 
$84.00 making quilts. Our gospel tent is all worn to pieces. 
We are all anxious about getting our new church, and so we 
send you only $22.80 this time. We sent to the bank $62.85 
toward our church, and we give $27.50 for the camp meeting 
at Rainy Mountain. It is hard times for us, but we don’t forget 
Jesus.” Lucius was a young convert, and just out of darkness. 
Because times are hard with us, “don’t forget Jesus” and His 
cause, 

Mrs. A. L. Wadsworth.—The past year has been one of 
reconstruction of certain methods and plans, owing to the new 
plan of unified apportionments and cooperation. Under the old 
regime the women of our churches had been brought to a high 
degree of efficiency, larger giving and greater enlistment for 
service. At the beginning of the year the uniting of all the 
forces of the church to get under the whole task has caused in 
many instances discouragement to our women because of de- 
layed payments on apportionments. ‘This has been due to the 
fact that between one-half and two-thirds of the churches in 
this District have no systematic giving to benevolences, but 
leave the missionary offerings to the last quarter and even the 
last month of the year. 

Another setback in the work of the year has come through 
the turning of the women of our churches to the interests of 
_____Red Cross and relief work made necessary by the awful world 
____ erisis. It has hindered in the gaining of recruits and in the way 
of definite service in our churches. 

Traveling over 16,000 miles in the interest of the work the 
' past year, visiting over one hundred churches, attending quar- 
terly meetings, associations, conventions, assemblies and sum- 
mer schools, holding over one hundred personal conferences, 
- meeting official boards of churches, occupying pulpits and pre- 
senting the new plan of unified apportionments at prayer meet- 
ings, addresses, letter writing and calling, securing individual 
_ gifts, has meant a busy but happy year because in His service. 
_ While much time has been given to explaining the new 
_ plan, in presenting ways for codperation, and while all. new 
poreagede thesis, working out cause delay and denepteagomess and 
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lower for a time the splendid efficiency of the previous year, 
and urging greater loyalty and sacrifice in our missionary en- 
deaver because of war conditions, yet at the close of the year I 
feel that progress has been made. 

The plan is ideal, and the results have already begun to 
show in the spirit of cooperation on the part of our women, 
and in the uniting of the whole church for the whole task. | 

The great Laymen’s Campaign has been begun at a time of 
denominational crisis, and cannot be measured by dollars, but 
means advance because the laymen in the churches are being 
aroused and getting a vision of a day of greater service. 

This means much for the work of our churches and in the 
way of encouragement to our women. 

A. Grace Hall—My report as compared with others must 
appear meager because of the unusual conditions that have 
prevailed during the four and two-fifth months of service. 
Owing to the extreme cold weather, the great shortage of fuel 
—in a state markedly rich in gas and coal—and the irregularity 
of railroad transportation, much of the work that had been 
planned and anticipated had to be given up. 

We do not claim that West Virginia differs greatly from 
other states, but there is one condition that must be reckoned 
within our denominational work and which is a drawback to 
the steady growth of the missionary interests. Two-thirds of 
the Baptist constituency live in the rural communities. Here 
one-fourth time preaching often prevails and one-third of the 
Sunday schools close for the winter months because of bad 
roads and long distance to the church; yet the bad condition of 
the same highways is no barrier to the children of the com- 
munity who attend the public schools five days in the week. 
With the return of good weather in the spring the women find 
their hands full of work connected with the busy farm life. So 
there is little or no time for our active missionary work. We 
have tried to overcome some of this difficulty by correspond- 
ence and large distributions of literature. 

Much of the time in November was given to sending out 
from the office of the Joint Secretary of the general societies the 
Sunday-school program, “Sons of Italy.” It is gratifying to 
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note that more Sunday schools used the home mission program 
this year than heretofore. 

Despite the adverse conditions ten organizations have been 
effected ; twelve small group conferences held; three thousand 
personal and joint letters relative to the apportionment, to spe- 
cial gifts and the interest of the work have been sent out; six 
thousand pages of literature have been mailed; thirty new 
recruits to “Called to the Colors” secured ; ten subscriptions to 
MISSIONS obtained; six special missionary programs pre- 
pared and attendance at two interdenominational conferences. 

In February a three weeks’ itinerary was arranged for Miss 
Helen Crissman. This visit of the national Field Secretary has 
greatly strengthened the W. W. G. movement of the state. 

We were greatly helped and encouraged by a visit from 
the District Secretary, Mrs. L. Jesse P. Bishop, who spent two 
days at our office giving valuable advice and suggestions. 

At the present time we are looking forward to the meet- 
ing of the East Central District Convention at Charleston, April 
17-19. We are praying that from this meeting will go forth 
new plans, ideas and inspiration that will bring active life to 
the missionary interests of West Virginia. 


MISSIONARY SUPERINTENDENT 


Miss Carrie O. Millspaugh.—This year has been different 
from any other since I became a district secretary in that I 
have given at least half my time to real missionary and evangel- 
istic work, some of the months in connection with our mission 
fields, some weeks in connection with local churches which 
needed special help.
